This department is located at City Hall (basement), 
Room 5. 
_ The physicians attached to this department for the 

examination of the insane are Dr. Charles G. Dewey 
and Dr. William H. Prescott. Office, City Hall (base- 
ment), Room 5. Hours, 10.30 a. m. to 12 m. 

Doctor Dewey’s home address, 44 Alban street, 
Dorchester. Telephone, Dorchester 201. 

Doctor Prescott’s home address, 330 Hyde Park 
avenue, Jamaica Plain. ‘Telephone, Jamaica 1370. 

The law relating to the commitment of the insane is 
contained in chapter 504, Acts of 1909. 

Patients are sent to the following public hospitals: 
Boston State Hospital, Worcester State Hospital, Taun- 
ton State Hospital, Danvers State Hospital, West- 
borough State Hospital, Foxborough State Hospital, 
Medfield State Hospital, Monson State Hospital and 
Grafton State Hospital. 

Monson State Hospital is for sane epileptic patients, 
and insane epileptics are sent to the Grafton State 
Hospital. 

Before sending a patient to a private hospital, arrange- 
ments should be made with that hospital for receiving 
the patient. 

No person shall be committed to a hospital for the 
insane, public or private, unless he has been an inhabi- 
tant of the Commonwealth for six months immediately 
preceding the application for commitment, or provision 
has been made for his maintenance satisfactory to the 
Commission on Mental Diseases, or by reason of insanity 
would be dangerous if at large. 


INSTITUTIONS REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT. a 


Commitment forms may be had by applying at the 
office of the Institutions Registration Department, 
City Hall (basement), Room 5, or at the office of the 
Commission on Mental Diseases, Room 36, State House. 

Hearings for commitments are held by the judges of 
the Probate Court, Courthouse, Pemberton square, at 
twelve o’clock every day, except Saturdays and legal 
holidays. 

This rule may be somewhat modified during the 
months of July and August, vacation time. 

When application for commitment is made it is 
desirable that the committing physician notify a relative 
of the patient (the nearest one when possible) to apply 
at the office of the Institutions Registration Department 
in order to give the necessary information required. 

Arrangements for the payment of board should be 
made with the superintendent of the hospital to which 
the patient is sent. 

In order to be committed from Boston to a hospital * 
for the insane the patient must reside or be in this county. 

When a woman is sent to a hospital, unless accom- 
panied by her father, husband, brother or son, one of 
the attendants accompanying her must be a woman. 

Patients are taken to the hospitals by an official 
designated for that purpose, and they are taken in such 
a manner as to avoid all publicity.

IMPORTANT LEGISLATION. 


Of the more important legislative acts of the year 1919, 
affecting the City of Boston, there were the following: 
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General Acts. 


The policy of aiding veterans of the World War was 
expressed in a number of General Acts directly affecting 
the City of Boston as well as other municipalities in 
the Commonwealth. Among the more important of 
these measures was chapter 150, giving an absolute 
preference to veterans who passed examinations for 
positions in the classified civil service. Special taxes 
were authorized to pay a bonus of one hundred dollars 
to each Massachusetts veteran of the World War, in- 
cluding an additional $3.00 poll tax. As a result of the 
Boston police strike, there was legislation imposing 
additional assessments upon the City of Boston toward 
the expense incident to calling out the State Guard. 


Special Acts. 


Chapter 32, which required every person, firm or cor- 
poration using or occupying a building in the City of 
Boston as a hospital, to annually in April register with 
the Building Department. 

‘Chapter 51, a resolve which provided for an investiga- 
tion as to the feasibility of constructing a bridge or a 
traffic tunnel connecting Boston and East Boston. 

Chapter 55, which amended act relative to retirement 
of laborers at a compensation not exceeding $360, and 
provided for retirement at a rate of one-half the compen- 
sation to which such laborer would have been entitled 
for full employment during his last year of service. 

Chapter 155, which required the affixing of notice of 
dangerous conditions of buildings in Boston and _ pro- 
vided for the removal of such dangerous buildings, giving 
the commissioner the right of entry upon premises. 

Chapter 156, which amended the building law of 1905, 
limiting the height of buildings in Boston. | 

Chapter 163, which specified when buildings in Boston . 
used as hospitals may be of first, second or third class 
construction and provided for the alteration and main- 
tenance of hospitals in the City of Boston. 

Chapter 172, which permitted the City to make addi- 
tional appropriations for municipal purposes and for the 
repair and reconstruction of streets for the current finan- 
cial year. 

Chapter 206, which regulated appropriations by the 
School Committee of the City of Boston. 

Chapter 222, which authorized the caarene ante 
and consolidation of the Boston Infirmary Department,

the Children’s Institutions Department, the Institutions 
Registration Department and the Penal Institutions 
Department. 

Chapter 249, which amended Chapter 206, relative 
to appropriations for School Committee purposes in 
the City of Boston. 

Chapter 252, which permitted the Finance Commission 
of Boston to investigate the necessity for further in- 
creases in the tax.

DISPOSITION OF SUITS. 
Decisions of the Supreme Judicial Court. 
Joseph Wheeler v. City of Boston et al. (233 Mass. 275.) 


This was a petition for writs of mandamus to compel 
the appropriate public officers of the City of Boston to 
grant and approve permits to the petitioners to convey 
garbage through the streets of Boston. Garbage is 
widely regarded as an actual and potential source of 
disease or detriment to the public health and therefore 
it is within the well recognized limit of the police power 
for the municipality, acting for the common good of all, 
either to take over itself or to confine to a single person 
or corporation the collection, transportation through 
the streets and final disposition of a commodity which 
so easily may become a nuisance. In view of the great 
weight of authority in support of the validity of the 
regulation assailed, it did not seem necessary to discuss 
the matter further or to review and distinguish cases 
where the exercise of police power as to other objects 
was held to transcend constitutional limitations. ‘The 
petition was dismissed. 
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Kate S. Townsend v. City of Boston. (282 Mass. 461.) 

This case involved suit for personal injuries where 
plaintiff claimed it impossible to give notice within the 
time required. The Court decided that there was no 
evidence warranting a finding that it was impossible 
for her by reason of physical or mental incapacity to 
give notice of the accident within the ten days required 
by the statute and properly ordered a verdict for the 
defendant. 

Two suits were brought to recover aid rendered to 
paupers. In one case judgment for $118.07 was re- 
covered and in the other judgment for $84.22 was 
recovered. 

Seven suits for taxes were brought by the city but were 
dismissed on payment of the taxes. 

Many bills amounting to approximately $18,651.45 
were collected without suit.

To His Honor ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Sir, —The Board of Trustees of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston present the following report of its 
condition and affairs for the year ending January 31, 
1920, being their sixty-eighth annual report. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD. 


The annual meeting of the Board of Trustees was 
adjourned from May 5, 1919, to September 26, 1919, 
when Mr. William F. Kenney was elected President, 
Mr. Samuel Carr, vice-president, and Miss Della Jean 
Deery, clerk. Mr. Louis E. Kirstein was appointed 
a trustee for the term ending April 30, 1924, in place 
of Mr. Daniel H. Coakley. 


RECEIPTS OF THE LIBRARY. 


The receipts of the library are of two classes: First, 
those which are to be expended by the trustees in the 
maintenance of the library. They consist of the annual 
appropriation by the Mayor and City Council, and the 
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income from trust funds, given to the trustees but 
invested by the City Treasurer. During the past year 
these receipts were as follows:

OnE HunprRED THOUSAND DOLLARS RECEIVED 
FROM THE JOSIAH H. BENTON ESTATR. 


The first bequest to the library under the terms of 
the will of the late Josiah H. Benton, $100,000, in 
securities and cash, was received by the trustees in 
March, 1919. The extract from the will reads as 
follows: 


“‘ Kleventh.— I give to the trustees of the Public Library of 
the City of Boston, one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) 
to be held as the ‘Children’s Fund’ and the income applied to 
the purchase of books for the young. 


A further provision of the will is as follows: 


“Tt is my desire that the income of the one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000) given by the eleventh clause of my will for 
the ‘Children’s Fund’. . .. shall be in addition to the sum 
appropriated by the city for the maintenance of the Boston 
Public Library, and that the same shall not be taken into 
account in any appropriation by the city for that purpose.”’ 
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The will further provides that the income of the 
$100,000 shall be applied to the purchase of books for 
the young ‘‘only in years when the city appropriates 
for the maintenance of the Boston Public Library at 
least 3 per cent of the amount available for department 
expenses from taxes and income in said city. In any 
year when the city does not thus appropriate at least 
3 per cent of the amount available for department 
expenses from taxes and income in said city, the income 
given in said will for the purchase of books shall be paid 
to the rector of Trinity Church in the City of Boston, 
to be by him dispensed in relieving the necessities of 
the poor.” 

As the city in 1919 did not appropriate for the 
library 3 per cent of the amount available for depart- 
ment expenses in taxes and income, the accrued income 
of the securities for one year after the death of Mr. 
Benton to the date when the trustees of the estate 
turned over the principal and interest, amounting to 
$3,782.87, was paid by the trustees to the rector of 
Trinity Church to be by him dispensed in ‘‘relieving 
the necessities of the poor.”’ 


TRusTEES Power To HoLtp REAL AND PERSONAL 
PROPERTY ACQUIRED BY GIFT. 


Chapter 116 of the Special Acts of 1919 amends the 
act to incorporate the trustees of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston by enlarging the authority of the 
corporation to hold real and personal property acquired 
by gift. The act, approved by the Governor on April 
2, 1919, is as follows: 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE AUTHORITY OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY OF THE CITY OF BOSTON TO TAKE AND 
HOLD REAL AND PERSONAL PROPERTY. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Chapter one hundred and fourteen of the acts of eighteen 
hundred and seventy-eight is hereby amended by striking out 
section two and substituting the following:— Section 2. Said 
corporations shall have authority to take and hold real and 
personal estate to an amount not exceeding ten million dollars, 
which may be given, granted, bequeathed or devised to it, 
and accepted by the trustees for the benefit of the public 
library of the city of Boston or any branch library, or any 
purpose connected therewith. Money received by it shall be 
invested by the treasurer of the city of Boston under the direc- 
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tion of said corporation; and all securities belonging to said 
corporation shall be placed in the custody of said treasurer; 
provided, always, that both the principal and income thereof 
shall be invested and appropriated according to the terms of 
the donation, devise or bequest.

INCREASE IN CIRCULATION. 


The circulation of the library during 1919-20 was 
the largest in its history. The home use of books from 
the Central Library, branches and reading rooms was 
2,300,732 volumes, an increase of 272,679 over the 
previous year. ‘These figures do not include the dis- 
tribution of books and periodicals in Bates Hall, the 
Patent Room, the Children’s Room, the Fine Arts and 
other reference departments of the library where the 
open shelves exist. Many thousands of books are 
called for in these departments during the year. 

The accessions of the year numbered 54,419 volumes, 
of which 40,378 were acquired by purchase. Because of 
the number of books lost, missing or condemned, the

net gain of volumes added to the collections numbered 
16,853 at the Central Library and 6,950 at the branches.

BRANCHES AND READING Rooms. 


The Roslindale and the Warren Street Reading 
Rooms were graded as branches, beginning September 1 
last. This involved opening from 9 a. m., instead of 
from 2 p. m., and a larger library force, changes which 
were of real benefit to the public. 

The Allston Reading Room was moved to quarters 
at the corner of Brighton and Harvard avenues on 
November 1, 1919. 


A Girt From Boston, ENGLAND. 


In April, 1918, Mr. George W. Coleman of this city 
was in Boston, England, in behalf of the Open Forum 
movement. During a stroll on the river embankment 
he was shown part of an ancient oaken balustrade, once 
standing in the Palace of Justice, or court room, of the 
old Guildhall of that ancient English city, and then 
held by the owner at the suitable disposition of the 
Boston Town Council. Before this rail some of the 
Pilgrim Fathers had appeared as prisoners in 1607, but 
what sentence was imposed by the Lords of the Council 
at the trial is not, and probably never will be, known. 
Among these prisoners was Elder William Brewster. 

Mr. Coleman, recognizing the importance of this 
memorial to newer Boston, especially at the approach 
of the Pilgrim Tercentenary, expressed a wish that the 
event ‘‘could be marked by a presentation from the 
Mother to the Daughter City of such a significant old 
relic as the balustrade.”’ The idea was welcomed by 
his Honor the Mayor of old Boston, A. Cooke Yar- 
borough, but no action was taken in the matter until 
after the armistice was signed in November, 1918. — 
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In due time the gift arrived, and arrangements were 
made to place it in the delivery room of the Central 
Library in Copley square. On May 29, 1919, at 2.30 
p. m., the formal presentation was made in behalf of 
the City of Boston, England, by the Acting British 
Consul, Alfred J. Ogston, and his Honor, Mayor Andrew 
J. Peters, accepted the gift in behalf of the City of 
Boston, Massachusetts. At this ceremony the Library 
Board was represented by its President, W. F. Kenney, 
the Rev. Arthur T. Connolly, the Rev. Alexander Mann, 
D.D., and by the librarian, Charles F. D. Belden. 

This rail or portion of the old dock will henceforth 
stand in the delivery room before the large window 
facing Huntington avenue. 

Below follow short addresses made by Mr. eee 
and Mayor Peters: 


ADDREss OF MR. OGSTON. 


Your Honor, a short time ago it was my privilege to present 
to you as representative of this city a casket containing an 
address from the Mayor and Corporation of the City of Boston 
in England. It is now a great pleasure to me to have the 
opportunity of requesting your acceptance, on behalf of this 
city, of the gift of these rails, sent to their American namesake 
by the old English city. : 

A railing, your Honor, is customarily regarded as a species 
of barrier between two opposing forces, and in the days of the 
Pilgrim Fathers this railing fulfilled this duty in the old Boston 
Court House. Now, however, no barrier would be sufficiently 
strong to keep apart the two peoples to which we belong, and 
on whom the peace of the world ultimately depends. 

This old piece of furniture has therefore lost its significance, 
but I hope, nevertheless, that here, in this magnificent library, 
it may still serve as a barrier, keeping out all the partisan and 
false literature, historical and otherwise, which, by disseminat- 
ing prejudiced and inaccurate information, both in this country 
and in my own, has done so much, through misinformation of 
the inquiring mind, to keep alive old prejudices and resentment. 

I have the pleasure, your Honor, of requesting your accept- 
ance of this ancient railing as a token of the kindly and cordial 
feeling entertained by the City of Boston in England for the 
City of Boston in New England, and emblematic of the feeling 
of love and esteem which exists between the two nations. 


ADDRESS OF MAyYor PETERS. 


The other day we read that an apple tree in Danvers, planted 
by Governor Endicott more than two hundred and fifty years 
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ago, was still blooming, a symbol, perhaps, of the vigor of the 


- Puritan spirit, the best of which, in spite of many changes, is 


still alive in New England. 

But here is a memento older and more significant than the 
apple tree in Danvers — one that speaks to us, not of the com- 
paratively well-to-do settlers of Charlestown, Dorchester and 
Trimountain, but of the lowler and gentler Pilgrims of 
Plymouth. They, too, it seems, had their contact. with old 
Boston, which was an early center of the Puritan or Separatist 
movement. In 1607, according to Bradford, ‘‘a large company 
of them purposed to get passage at Boston in Lincolnshire and 
for that end had hired a ship wholly to themselves,’ intending 
to sail for Holland. But the master of the vessel betrayed 
them. ‘They were put in open boats, robbed of their belong- 
ings and taken back to town where the greater number, after 
being kept in prison for a month, were sent to their homes 
in the nearby villages. Seven of the principal men, including 
Elder Brewster, were bound over to the assizes. 

Today, by the thoughtful act of the mayor of Boston, Eng- 
land, we are permitted to have in our possession a material relic 
—one might. almost say an inanimate witness — of this 
incident in the story of these simple and pious families. This 
is the railing of the dock in the Guild Hall at Boston. Elder 
Brewster himself may have rested his hands upon it and listened 
to the charge preferred against him. He and his companions 
were certainly confined in the building. 

Such mementos quicken the imagination. They take 
history out of the books and make it a living thing before our 
eyes. Every person who sees this railing, whether adult or 
child, will be able to picture for himself better the wanderings 
of the little band whose adventures form one of the most 
inspiring pages in history. We can see them in their northern 
villages, most of them, as Bradford says, ‘‘used to a plain 
country life and the innocent trade of husbandry.”’ In the 
beginning of King James’s reign we find them ‘‘hunted and 
persecuted on every side so as their former afflictions were but 
a flea biting in comparison to those which now came upon 
them.’”’ It was then that they took their great resolution ‘to 
go into the low countries, where they heard was freedom of 
religion for all men.”’ 

Their first attempt, the one made at Boston, failed. A 
second was partly successful. Assembled on a lonely common 
between Hull and Grimsby, most of the men were taken to sea; 
but the women and children, who had been separated from them, 
were captured and only permitted to join them later. Few 
of them ever saw England again. The next dozen years of 
their history belongs to Holland; the rest to Plymouth and 
America. 

It is not for me to draw from this heroic narrative the lessons 
of fortitude and patience that it teaches; but I may assure 
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you of my satisfaction that a place of honor will be kept in the 
Public Library for this precious memorial. Standing here it 
will serve as a link between the old days and the new, mutely 
teaching the great virtue of reverence to our children. It will 
furnish a fresh bond of attachment between ourselves and the 
people of Boston in Lincolnshire. As mayor of the younger 
city bearing that honored name, I send back sympathetic 
greetings and warm appreciation to our kindred across the 
ocean who have been inspired to this act of gracious courtesy. 


TRAINING OF LIBRARY ASSISTANTS. 


The agreement between the trustees and Simmons 
College, the inception of which was set forth in last year’s 
report, has been carried into effect and a workable 
arrangement satisfactorily inaugurated. At the open- 
ing of the academic year 1919-20 Simmons College 
offered to the properly qualified library employees not 
only all the regular courses in library science, but the 
college courses in English, literature (American, English, 
Continental), foreign languages, history, ete. 

A special course consisting of thirty-five lectures on 
the aims and methods in present day library work was 
planned for the employees of the library and has been 
given at the Central Library building. A course on 
work with children consisting of thirty lectures given | 
by Miss Jordan, supervisor of work with children, was 
also scheduled to’ be given at the Central Library. 
Since, however, the college division so largely outnum- 
bered the library group it seemed desirable to transfer 
the class to Simmons College. Highty-seven members 
of the library staff have availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity which this co-operation with Simmons College 
has offered. 


EXTENSION OF LIBRARY PRIVILEGES. 


In connection with the adoption: of a new registration, 
the Rules and Regulations of the Library were changed 
in June, 1919, to admit younger readers as cardholders. 

Instead of requiring that children shall be ten years 
old before receiving a library card, they are now allowed 
that privilege when they reach the third grade in school. 


Business MEn’s BRANCH. 


For several years the trustees have recommended the 
establishment of a branch in the center of the business 
section of the city. This extension of the library’s 
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service would be in line with the policy of the Board to 
locate branches and reading rooms where they are most 
needed. 

The Examining Committees of the Library have for 
several years indorsed this recommendation of the 
trustees, and the project has the approval of leading 
citizens and firms throughout the city. Obviously, to 
be of practical value, the branch should be located on 
the street floor and in a convenient building. A special 
appropriation from the city, however, will be necessary 
to carry out this plan. 

The trustees renew the recommendation made last 
year that this much needed extension receive the early 
consideration of the Mayor and City Council. 


ESTIMATES FOR 1920-21. 


The trustees have forwarded to the Mayor and City 
Council their estimates of the expenses of the library 
for the ensuing year in the form required by the budget 
schedule. The present schedule for personal service, 
all positions filled at maximum pay, requires $430,000. 
The salary estimate for 1920-21 under the same con- 
ditions, with increases to take effect April 1 in accord- 
ance with the suggestions contained in the Mayor’s 
Circular No. 43, to heads of departments, dated Jan- 
uary 15, 1920, is $523,771. Since the appropriation 
for salaries for the Library Department is made in a 
lump sum, $13,771 may be deducted from this estimate 
on account of lost time, vacancies, etc., making the 
total estimate for salaries $510,000 or $80,000 increase 
over the existing schedule. 

The total estimate for the general maintenance of 
the library apart from the items for personal service is 
$178,391, or an increase of $40,154 over the actual 
expense of the past year. This sum includes the abso- 
lutely necessary repairs at the Central Library and 
branches, increases in prices of materials and supplies, 
and provision for the constant growth of the library 
system. ‘The total amount necessary for all purposes 
is, therefore, $688,391. 


LIBRARY WAGES. 


On June 1, 1919, a general increase of $100 a year was 
allowed to all members of the regular staff receiving less 
than $1,800 a year; on June 27, 1919, and January 5, 
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1920, increases were allowed to members of the Bindery 
Department; on August 11, 1919, and on January 4, 
1920, increases to all members of the Printing Depart- 
ment; on August 15, 1919, and on January 2, 1920, 
- increases to members of the Engineer Department. In 
addition to these general increases certain grade increases 
were granted to members of the staff receiving less than 
the maximum rate of their positions. The total amount 
of all increases for the year was about $25,000. 

In accordance with the suggestions made in the 
Mayor’s Circular No. 48, an increase of $80,000 in sal- 
aries was included in the estimates for the ensuing year. 
The trustees are of the opinion that still further increases 
to regular library employees are absolutely necessary 
to maintain efficiency, and attract to the service of the 
city the best library talent in the country. 


Trust Funps. 


The trust funds, that is, property given to the trustees 
in trust for the use of the library amount to $673,749.45. 
They are by law required to be invested by the City 
Treasurer. 

A detailed statement of these funds, and the income 
therefrom, is contained in the report of the City Auditor, 
but a condensed statement of them is as follows:

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REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE, 
Loe 20, 


To the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of 
Boston: 


GENTLEMEN,— The Examining Committee respect- 
fully submits the following report, which sums up 
the recommendations of the various subcommittees 
except those submitted in detail on the branch libraries. 

They wish to dwell on the harmonious spirit and 
courteous attention shown throughout by all the em- 
ployees of the Central Library and the branches, the 
service given so freely by the trustees, and the apprecia- 
tion of all services shown by the patrons of the library, 
in the discipline and quiet that mark the buildings. 

The subcommittee on Administration and Finance 
recommends: 


1. That, although an appropriation for an increase in the 
salaries of the library staff has been announced by the Mayor 
further consideration be given to the Library Department to 
the end that the salaries paid therein may better correspond 
with the salaries paid in other city departments, and in order 
that competent and scholarly assistants may be attracted to the 
service of the institution as a means of retaining for the Boston 
Public Library its intellectual leadership among the libraries of 
the country. 

2. That the Mayor be urged to give the library the largest 
possible appropriation for the purchase of books. This is nec- 
essary not only to meet the material increase in the cost of 
books and periodicals and the purchase of current scholarly, 
technical and recreational books, but to permit the library to 
fill in its foreign book arrears for a five-year period, some of 
which are now awaiting release and transportation. Special 
purchases during the year should also be made of books for 
children and for work in citizenship. 

3. That the library continue to offer facilities for the tech- 
nical education of its employees in the field of library work. 

4. That the staff of the Bates Hall Reference Department 
be strengthened by the addition of one or two assistants of wide 
training, whose competence and tact have been proved by expe- 
rience in this or other institutions. 


“oe 
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5. That a general library information office be established 
on the first floor, possibly in connection with the Government 
Information Office, and that at all hours when the library is 
open a qualified assistant should be in charge. 

6. That a docent service be established in connection with 
the above information office in order that the various services 
of the library and its interesting architectural and artistic 
details be explained to the public at such times and in such 
manner as the trustees may determine. 

7. That publicity in a form of a series of articles written in 
popular style on the various services and departments of the 
library be prepared for the Sunday editions of the Boston papers. 

8. That the matter of establishing a Business Men’s Branch 
Library be taken up again. 

9. That the Examining Committee or any subcommittee 
of the same be subject to the call of the trustees or the librarian 
for the purpose of conference or special investigation at any 
time throughout its year of service. 


Music AND FINE ARTs. 


The subcommittee asks that more adequate recog- 
nition and exhibition be made of the material and that 
the pictures and prints be more generally shown. 


PRINTING AND BINDING. 


It is suggested that books should be repaired rather 
than rebound, when the original binding is of value.

CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT. 


The great increase in the number of children using 
the libraries as a result of admitting them under ten 
has naturally greatly increased the need of books, as 
has already been said. A second very great need is 
that for trained assistants in the children’s rooms. 


WorK WITH SCHOOLS. 


Much more can be done with the schools — which 
means with the teachers— and a real campaign of 
library appreciation should be started. Speakers should 
go from library to school to tell of the treasures to be 
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had for the asking, and to show teachers how to depend 
on the books of reference, pictures, or charts that illus- 
trate subjects for all grades. 

The new service of vitalizing government documents 
alone needs immediate introduction to the schools, 
while story-hours and illustrated talks in the libraries 
should be more widely advertised and used. 

In fact, wise publicity might be used to advantage 
to achieve the very necessary results of funds for sala- 
ries, books and additions such as the Business Men’s 
Downtown Branch.

THe SALARY OF THE LIBRARY EMPLOYEE. 


The problem of the trained and educated library 
worker is acute. There is no lack of statistics to reveal 
the exact condition of librarians and their assistants 
in the present time of social and economic reorganiza- 
tion. Figures, which need not be cited here, abundantly 
prove that library employees are in a sorry plight as 
regards, not so much a just reward for their service, 
but the actual means of subsistence. In no sense have 
their wages or salary kept pace with the increased cost 
of living, and they find themselves, in far too many 
cases, literally stranded, in an amazed and wondering 
state of mind. It is not a question of ‘‘What am I 
worth?” but ‘‘What shall I do?” No argument what- 
ever is needed to prove that in all honesty and fairness 
an adequate measure of relief is due to this class of 
public servants. But just how this relief shall be 
administered is quite another matter. The higher 
grades of workers will not be inclined to press their 
claims so urgently, though their needs, according to 
their upbringing and mode of life to which they have 
grown accustomed, may be even sharper than the depri- 
vations of others who have been paid less in the past. 
Since the question just now is not in every case one of 
reward for service rendered, but a provision against 
actual want, the only practical solution is to increase 
the emoluments of those who receive lower pay in a 
ratio higher than the increase to be bestowed on the 
better paid. It is still true, however, that the abler, 
better educated, and more energetic members of the. 
library staff are justly entitled to recognition in propor- 
tion to the value of ‘their services and that, in due course, 
this matter must be set right. But, meanwhile, the 
conditions of today are abnormal and call for expedients, 
involving perhaps an apparent suspension of this prin- 
ciple, in order to provide some immediate geneial relief. 
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THE TRAINING OF ASSISTANTS. 


The terms of the agreement between Simmons College 
and the library, as set forth in the report of the trustees 
for the year ending January 31, 1919, became effective 
in September with the opening of the academic year. 
Forty-eight members of the staff registered in the 
course on the Aims and Methods in Present Day Library 
Work, exemplified by the practice of the Boston Public 
Library and other modern libraries and library agencies. 
This course, consisting of thirty-five lectures, is held on 
Thursday mornings, September 25 to June 10, inclusive. 
The first half of the course, conducted by instructors 
from the Simmons College Library School, was devoted 
to the general elementary methods of library work now 
used in progressive libraries, including descriptions of 
the methods of selecting, ordering, and preparing books 
for the use of the public, and also of the ways in which 
assistants prepare themselves to give the most intelligent 
and prompt help to library users, especially in the issue 
and reference departments. The second half of the 
course relates to the organization and resources of the 
Boston Public Library system. Representatives of the 
various departments of the library are to lecture, each 
on his or her own field of work, and its methods and 
organization. Not merely the Central Library, but the 
entire library system is covered ir these lectures. — 

Sixteen members of the staff completed the course 
offered by the library in Work with Children, which 
extended from November, 1918, to May, 1919. At 
the termination of this course, given in the Central 
Library, several members presented theses embodying 
a study of their own neighborhoods and the opportuni- 
ties they present for work with children. 

Under the arrangement made with Simmons College 
the course in Work with Children offered in 1919-20 
was open to the seniors and post-graduate students of 
that institution as well as to the employees of the library. 
The united class was so large that in order to secure the 
best results the course was presented in two sections. 
Twelve members of the library staff availed themselves 
of the privilege of this instruction. While there has 
been an inevitable lack of homogeneity in the group 
composed of college graduates and library assistants, 
it is probable that there has been a mutual contact not 
without value. 
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Twenty-three members of the staff registered in one or 
more of the following courses offered at Simmons Col- 
lege: Library Economy and Classification (3); The 
Literature of England to the Restoration (2); The 
Contemporary Drama (1); Continental Literature (7); 
History of European Civilization from the Renaissance 
to the Franco-Prussian War (2); German for beginners 
(2); French for beginners (3); French for second-year 
students (1); Italian Grammar and Modern Prose (3); 
Social Work with Families (1); Social Work with Chil- 
dren (1). 


Booxs NEwuty RECEIVED. 


The Boston Public Library, in common with many 
others, has been hampered this year by unsatisfactory 
conditions and rising costs in the book trade, embarrass- 
ments resulting from the various strikes which have 
affected printing and transportation, and the delays in 
the still unsettled foreign service. As the year closes, 
however, a summary of the work accomplished shows 
the resumption of importations from Germany, inter- 
rupted since August, 1916; a beginning made in filling 
gaps in the foreign periodicals, and an increasing 
opportunity for purchase in Europe. It also shows the 
accessions of 1919-20, numbering 54,419 books, to be 
the largest ever recorded in a single year. 

This total included 40,378 volumes acquired by pur- 
chase (excluding 939 volumes bought for Fellowes 
Atheneum), of which 28,690 were placed in branches, 
stations and the deposit collection; 10,219 were acquired 
by gift and accessions, and the remainder, 3,056, by 
binding and exchanges. 

The increase in accessions over previous years lies in 
the number of books purchased, 40,378; the nearest 
approach to this number was in 1914, when 37,295 
volumes were bought. Of the total number, nearly 
20,000 volumes, or 50 per cent, were books for children. 
Notwithstanding the purchase of the unusual number of 
books of this class, they were insufficient to meet the 
demands of the younger readers. It is doubtful whether 
books for children of school age can ever be bought in 
entirely satisfying quantities, almost certainly not with 
the present financial resources of the library. 

The details of acquisition by purchase, gift or other- 
wise, In comparison with last year, may be found at page 
58 of the Appendix. 
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Adequate financial provision must be made in 1920 if 
the institution is to maintain for all its readers the 
standard of its collections both in quality and quantity. 
It can never be urged too strongly or too often that the 
main objective of the Public Library of the City of 
Boston is more and better books. There are vital 
interests which a modern library can ill afford to neglect, 
but books are the chief reason for the institution’s 
existence. That more money for more books in pro- 
portion to the total yearly expenditure has become an 
imperative necessity is the belief of all those who have 
the welfare of the library at heart. Enlarged appropria- 
tions are also necessary in order to provide for timely 
and essential work in Americanization. This means 
more books for aliens, many of them in their native 
language, and particularly books about our country, 
its government and institutions; more books for learn- 
ing English; and provision for lectures and conferences 
in the library lecture halls. 

As long as the present policy is maintained of pro- 
viding for the general public the reasonably generous 
supply of books it really wants and has some right to 
expect, a larger amount of money must be continuously 
expended to gratify such a demand, provided such 
demand is neither morbid nor beyond reasonable bounds. 
With only a limited amount to spend, however, it is 
perfectly clear that the more money now available is 
spent to buy books which are, as a rule, only entertain- 
ing and amusing, the less money there will be for books 
which serve the high purpose of upbuilding the intellec- 
tual resources of the community. It would be a serious 
and awkward matter to deprive the public of privileges 
it has learned to expect, and thereby to lose the good 
will of a constituency which cannot be either neglected 
or ignored. The retention of this good will under 
present conditions means only one thing — fewer books 
of the high order. <A rich return to the community is 
assured by these so termed ‘‘better books.’ The reader 
of thoughtful and stimulating literature, the student, 
the scholar, as a rule does his reading with a purpose, 
and it is a high one, while the return he makes for an 
ample mental sustenance is not the less real because it 
is indirect. Let it be shown that the Boston Public 
Library is equipped — fully equipped — to aid students 
in every branch of human learning — scientific, mechan- 
ical, artistic, musical, literary, economic, social — while 
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it is also prepared to meet a brisk demand for whole- 
some and entertaining general reading, and it will retain 
the lofty place in public opinion which it has every right 
and title to expect. Whether the ability to meet so 
just a need is to come from increased appropriations or 
from the benefactions of generous citizens makes no 
difference. In simple statement the problem is the need 
of more money for more and better books, because the 
present energies of the library cannot be diminished or 
diverted to other ends, however good those ends may be. 

To the Central Library collections the acquisitions of 
the year have been important in the history and activities 
of the European War; Americana, including broadsides 
and Indian dialects; the fine arts and music. 

The following comment is quoted from the report of 
the Chief of the Ordering Department: 


For the. war collection there has been secured a complete file 
of the clandestinely printed ‘‘La Libre Belgique: Bulletin de 
propagande patriotique’”’ (January, 1915, to the Armistice), 
the elusiveness of whose editors proved so discomfiting to the 
German High Command; and a collection of 3,000 German 
posters issued during the occupation of Belgium, consisting of 
decrees, proclamations and news from the battle fronts, con- 
stituting a record of the materials of history at first hand. 
This collection has been ‘still further strengthened by the 
receipt of three cases of material which has been accumulating 
in Leipzig since 1914. 

For the collection of broadsides, twenty have been purchased, 
many of them rare and some of special local interest. They 
include nine Massachusetts Thanksgiving Proclamations, 
1766 to 1782; several Continental Congress Fast and Thanks-, 
giving Proclamations, 1775-78; An Account of the Fire at Har- 
vard College in Cambridge, 1764; and a peom, “Liberty, Prop- 
erty, and no Excise,” Boston, 1765, relating to the banging 1 in 
effigy of Andrew Oliver, agent for stamped paper. 

To the collection of fine arts have been added eleven pane 
volumes of the privately printed catalogues of the exhibitions 
of the Burlington Fine Arts Club of London. The books are 
handsomely bound and printed and comprehensively illustrated 
with plates, many of which are in color. With their repro- 
ductions of protraits, mezzo-tint engravings, drawings, minia- 
tures, enamels and illuminated manuscripts, accompanied by 
critical and descriptive text, they form valuable works of 
reference. 

From the Phillips sale in London was secured a collection 
of books in Indian languages, most of them rare and all of them 
important, in which are represented works in Cherokee, 
Chinook, Chippewa, Choctaw, Maya, Matlazinga, Othomi, 
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Quichua, Seneca, etc. From the same sale came an original 
manuscript by Dr. Marcos Reynel Hernandez treating of the 
use of the various dialects in preaching, with a dedication 
addressed to the Archbishops and Bishops “de el nuevo mundo 
Americano.”’ Most of these books were the original copies 
used by J. C. Pilling in the preparation of his Bibliography of 
the Indian languages. 

There has been purchased for circulation a duplicate set of 
“The Chronicles of America” in fifty volumes, published by 
the Yale University Press; also a collection of modern Spanish 
books, and one of books relating to Ireland.

Tur CATALOGUE AND SHELF DEPARTMENT. 


During the year 1919-20 the number of volumes and 
parts of volumes catalogued was 69,568, representing 
46,833 titles. The usual details for two successive 
years, presented by the Chief of the Catalogue Depart- 
ment, may be found on page 59 of the Appendix. 

Since the last report, 221,070 cards have been added 
to the catalogues; 188,494 in the Central Library and 
27,211 in the branches. Of the cards filed in the Cen- 
tral Libary 56,867 were filed in the Bates Hall and 
Issue Department Catalogues; 56,648 in the Official 
Catalogues, and 78,344 in the Catalogues of the Special 
Libraries, and bulletins and lists in process. Tem- 
porary cards under author and subject, or title, have 
been placed in the Bates Hall Catalogue within a few 
days after the receipt of every new bound book. 

The reprinting of the soiled and torn cards in the 
Public Catalogues has been continued — an endless 
task. In spite of all the attendants can do to prevent 
the practice, cards are torn out, marked, blotted with 
ink, handled with moist and dirty hands, so that, under 
a popular author or subject, cards soon become dirty, 
greasy or mutilated. 

A list of modern Italian works, such as seem likely 
to be of genuine interest to the Italian-speaking and 
Italian-reading public, is rapidly approaching com- 
pletion and will soon be published. 

A list of works relating to Ireland is also nearly ready 
for the printer. This list gives special emphasis to the 
political history of Ireland from the first Home Rule Bill 
(1886) to date, and to the Irish literary renaissance of 
the same period. In connection with this list, many 
bibliographies have been. consulted, and the gaps in our 
collections have been filled, as far as it was possible. 

The compilation of the catalogue of English prose 
fiction in Stack 4 has been completed and the catalogue 
is now being seen through the press. 
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WorRK WITH CHILDREN. 


The Supervisor of Work with Children reviews the 
growth of the work from the beginning and recalls the 
fact that inasmuch as this side of library activity is 
barely thirty years old, the opening of the Central 
Library building in 1895 afforded to Boston the oppor- 
tunity to be one of the first libraries to make special 
provision for young readers. ‘The Supervisor states: 


It was in May, 1895, that 2,000 books were withdrawn from 
the general collection and placed on the shelves of the present 
Children’s Room, then occupied by the Registration Depart- 
ment. While the first impulse to provide an open-shelf room 
for children undoubtedly sprang from the inconvenience caused 
in the Issue Department, a vision of the real relation of a 
children’s room to the main library was not lacking. Even 
before the present building was opened an annual report of the 
institution mentioned the need of a special reading room for 
children, while co-operation with schools had already been 
started by sending collections of books for supplementary read- 
ing. The room was equipped at first with two of the large oval 
tables that had been in the old Bates Hall on Boylston street 
and are still in use in the Children’s Room. The circulation 
of books recorded from May, 1895, to February, 1896, was 
28,342. 

A single assistant was assigned to the Children’s Room, but 
within a year two others were added, one of whom, Mrs. Ger- 
trude P. Sheffield, was in charge of the department. To her 
is due the establishment of the work along lines broad enough 
to set the standard of a frank, unsentimental attitude toward 
children and their books, an attitude somewhat rare in the 
early days of children’s rooms in libraries. 

From the first the Children’s Room attracted the attention 
of grown visitors as well as children. Travelers from all parts 
of the United States and from many foreign countries, drawn 
to the library by its service to scholars, or by the fame of its 
mural paintings, have not failed to note the room, which seemed 
to them unique, and to carry away with them definite impres- 
sions of a new departure in education. 

Many proofs of the permanency of these impressions are 
received in the form of letters of inquiry about the work with 
children, requests for lists or printed matter, and by references 
made to the Children’s Room in books and articles from widely 
scattered writers. 


Beginning with a single room and two thousand books, 
the work with children has so spread throughout the 
library system that on October 1, 1917, the work was 
reorganized to provide for unification and improved 
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administration by the appointment of a supervisory 
head. Today there are thirty-one library centers 
making provision for the youth of the city. In addi- 
tion, class room book collections have been supplied 
to 191 schools, and to 16 other institutions doing work 
with children, making a total of 236 points of distribu- 
tion from which children have drawn library books 
during the year 1919. 

By far the most important development of the year 
was the admission of children under ten as ecard holders. 
Such a change has long seemed desirable to many of 
those who are closely connected with children and the 
opportunity presented itself with the adoption in 
August of a new card registration. 

As was inevitable, this extension of library privileges 
greatly increased the work of the branch librarians, 
notably in the congested parts of the city. Some of 
their comments are interesting: 


Weare very glad of this privilege and find the children ready 
to avail themselves of it to the utmost. 

We did not find the teaching of the third grade children how 
to use the library and the books nearly so hard as we antici- 
pated. 

All enjoy the privilege, while the wear and tear on books is 
no greater than before. 

After being taught the way to obtain books, younger readers 
are even more particular than the older children to observe 
every rule. 

In this district the children may be said to have twice as 
much time to form the library habit, since as many become 
readers between the ages of seven and eleven as between the 
ages of ten and fourteen. At ten years the ‘‘little sister”’ is 
often housekeeper and nurse, and is earning money at home. 
Her brother is a small merchant, blacking shoes, helping in 
the family store or running errands. 


Difficulties have arisen in a few of the branches and 
reading rooms owing either to a shortage of ‘‘easy”’ 
books or a force insufficient to give proper attention to 
the younger children. Everywhere there has been a 
marked increase in the circulation of books to children. 
To meet this increased demand a special expenditure of 
$5,000 was authorized by the trustees, book orders 
placed in the summer, and at the opening of the school 
year the additional books were on the shelves. Not- 
withstanding this, the need of more books remains 
great and the branch librarians show commendable 
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patience and ingenuity in utilizing their limited re- 
sources in order that they may reach as far as possible. 
One librarian reports, ‘‘We do not have any difficulty 
in attracting children. ‘They come to us in swarms and 
our difficulties le in lack of sufficient space in our 
Children’s Room, and most of all in lack of books, the 
very thing for which children come to the library.”’ 
The report of the supervisor notes that relations with 
the schools have been actively extended and fruitful 
of good results. In an East Boston school October 1 
was named Library Day, and an effort was made by 
the teachers to introduce the children to the library. 
Reference work is an important feature in all the chil- 
dren’s rooms. The Children’s Book Week, observed 
throughout: the country in November, afforded a wel- 
come opportunity for emphasizing the importance of a 
careful selection of reading for children. By book 
exhibits, posters and special story hours the library 
shared in the movement and beside stimulating the 
borrowing of books, encouraged their private ownership. 


THe CHILDREN’S ROOM AT THE CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


The Central Children’s Room has experienced the 
same great increase in book circulation as the branch 
libraries. In large measure this was due to the lowered 
age of card holders, with the contributory factor of the 
new high school list of supplementary reading. 

Direct circulation of books was 76,027. This is an 
increase of 12,024 over that of last year. Circulation of 
books from the Children’s Room through the Branch 
Department was 3,511, making a total of 79,538. 

For the first time registration was taken in the Perkins 
and Prince Schools by the Children’s Librarian and this 
has brought many new readers from the immediate 
vicinity to an acquaintance with the library. 

The following comment is noted in the report of the 
supervisor: 


One of the functions of the Central Children’s Room is to 
create a center where the grown visitor may find a representa- 
tive collection of the standard children’s books in attractive 
form. Each year gives evidence of the value of this aim to 
visitors of many minds, who have used the room with satisfac- 
tion and have expressed appreciation of what it offers to parents, 
teachers, writers, editors and illustrators. Among them all the 
visit that stands out and gives the room added luster was that 
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of the king and queen of the Belgians in October. Her Majesty 
the Queen, especially, in her deep sympathy with every phase 
of child life, saw the significance of the American children’s 
library and carried back with her the joint impression given by 
the beautiful room in New York and our own here in Boston. 
It is permitted to hope that the children’s room may thus play 
a part in the establishment of similar libraries in the new 
Belgium. 

To supply a constant demand, a list of books for Grades ITI- 
VIII was prepared in the summer and printed for the opening 
of the new school year in September. This list has had a 
‘second printing and has saved much time in replying to requests 
from individuals interested in book selection for young people. 


In addition to the courses given on Work with Child- 
ren, the supervisor has addressed the following bodies on 
subjects connected with children’s reading: New Eng- 
land Association of School Libraries, Maine State Lib- 
rary Association, Library Institute of Wuinchendon, 
Maverick Church Mothers’ Association, Auburndale 
Mothers’ Association, Morgan Memorial teachers, Bos- 
ton Booksellers’ Association, English Council of Boston 
Schools. 

All of the Children’s Room staff have been enrolled in 
one or another of the courses given at the library or at 
Simmons College. 


THE CHILDREN’S Story Houwur. 


Extracts follow from the report of Mrs. Mary W. 
-Cronan, in charge of story-telling: 


During the past year story-hours were given in seventeen 
branch libraries and three reading rooms. In the latter we ° 
have paid weekly visits for twelve weeks, while in a number 
of the branches these weekly story-hours continued from 
October to June. 

It was not easy to extend the work without weakening groups 
already established. . . . Much thought was given to the 
present plan before its adoption — the need of the district and 
the interest and attendance determining the number of story- 
hours. We found in some branch libraries, such as Jamaica 
Plain and Codman Square, that during the winter months there 
was a good attendance, but that in the spring and summer the 
children responded to the out-of-door sports on the nearby 
playgrounds. In the congested districts of the city there was 
very little difference. in the attendance. ‘There the need of the 
children for steady work seemed to show that these libraries 
form strategic points too important to leave. 
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As the story-teller goes on her weekly rounds about the city 
she is enabled to compare the book needs and to report the 
demands of each neighborhood for the story-hour books. And 
everywhere there is the steady call, difficult to satisfy, for the 
books of standard worth and lasting value. That children 
are getting hearty enjoyment as well as a foundation for appre- 
ciation of good books there can be no doubt. 

It was in South Boston that a boy answered the question, 
“Why do you go to the story-hour?”’ with the frank statement, 
‘‘Same reason we go to the movies — for fun.’”? Through this 
pleasure the better books are found and read with keen interest, 
the imagination is stimulated, a moral standard established, 
sympathies deepened and the sense of humor directed. 

We are encouraged by the expression of a boy of Russian 
parentage. Somehow he had missed the notice that the story- 
hour was reopened. After a slight illness he wandered into the 
library to forget his troubles in a book. There he found the 
children in line for the story-hour. With face aglow with 
pleasure he said, ‘‘Wasn’t it lucky I had the mumps. I might 
never have found out about the story-hour.”’ 


During the summer the library groups had the privi- 
lege of making one or more trips to the Museum of Fine 
Arts for the story-hour held there. To many of them 
it was an event long anticipated and thoroughly enjoyed 
and productive, it is believed, of greater appreciation 
of the opportunities open to the city dweller. At the 
North End Branch the club work has been successfully 
carried on under the leadership of Miss Cassassa. While 
the library does not finance these clubs they are closely 
affiliated with it and are directly concerned with the 
reading interests of the girls of the North End. 


TEACHERS’ Room. 


The Teachers’ Room has offered readers an oppor- 
tunity to consult the important books on educational 
subjects without delay or formality. It is more fre- 
quented, however, by students than by teachers. 
Students from several kindergarten training schools, 
the Normal School and Boston University, are in closer 
touch with its resources than are many of the teachers 
of the public schools. 

The supervisor points out the need of more publicity 
in order that the room may become known to teachers, 
and properly insists that the knowledge of educational 
movements and_ special professional training are 
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important qualifications on the part of the person 
assigned to duty in the Teachers’ Room, As at present 
administered, the room is in charge of the first assistant 
in the Children’s Department, who is obliged to spend 
the major portion of her time in work with children. 


Bates HALtt. 


The revision of the classified reference collection 
on open shelves has proceeded steadily toward com- 
pletion. During the year 3,536 volumes, comprising 
2,649 titles, have been relocated in the process of the 
work. Of these, 916 volumes have been returned to the 
stacks as no longer useful in the hall; 2,620 volumes 
have been placed on the shelves, of which 1,298 volumes 
have been newly brought from the stacks, and 1,331 
have been given, in the process of re-arrangement, new 
locations. In the development of the work an improved 
system of records has been evolved for keeping a per- 
manent account of the changes made in the reference 
collection. 

The custodian reports that the number of books 
missing from the hall has been very large — 256 for 
the year. ‘This increase in the missing list, at first sight 
alarming, is easily explained on the basis of two facts: 
First, the large number of books of recent date placed in 
the hall; second, the attempt to establish an up-to-date 
reference collection of books on certain live and practical 
subjects, in which the previous reference collection was 
completely antiquated. When it is realized that for a 
number of years prior to the beginning of the revision 
now in progress, an average of less than one hundred 
new books were placed in the hall each year, but that 
during the past two years 2,902 such books have been 
put within the unrestricted reach of the public — to 
say nothing of the temptingly practical character of 
many of the volumes, the wonder is not that so many 
have been taken, but that the losses have not been 
larger. 

It is a fair question in many cases to ask how far the 
educative value of a book justifies the risk of its loss in 
the process of introducing it to the public. In many 
instances the value of publicity for a book is worth such 
a risk; the problem is similar to that of the Children’s 
Room, one of education to the reader compared with 
the protection of the book. 
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The following from the report of the custodian is of 
interest: 


The usual picturesque variety of inquiries has come to the 
department by mail during the year, from far and near. In all, 
413 letters have been answered; these have come from every 
state in the Union, with five exceptions; from the territory of 
Hawaii and the District of Columbia; from four provinces of 
Canada; and from four other foreign countries. The use of 
the department by telephone is on the increase; we may look 
forward to the time when this service will be made a special 
feature of the library’s reference work. The year has also 
seen a larger co-operation in reference work between this library 
and other libraries of the Boston district. Hardly a day passes 
when the custodian is not called in consultation by some other 
library, and his own inquiries at the Harvard library and the 
state library are constant. The material collected by Mr. 
Thomas J. Homer for the projected Union List of Periodicals 
has often been of great value; it points the way to all sorts of 
co-operation among the libraries of the district. It is a pleasure 
to record the generous courtesy accorded by other libraries to 
the many readers who are constantly referred to them for 
material which this library does not possess; this interchange 
of courtesies might be multiplied indefinitely if there were at 
hand a larger amount of information on the resources of the 
various libraries. 


The Bates Hall Center Desk, Newspaper and Patent 
Rooms, Central Library. — 


The custodian notes a marked increase in the use of 
Bates Hall over last year. The maximum number of 
readers was 323 on February 16 at 5 p.m. The gen- 
eral increase in the use of noncirculating books, the 
ereat reference collection of the library, like the cor- 
responding increase in the home use of books, explained 
by the fact that the war has ended and that there is a 
eradual return to normal, social and educational condi- 
tions. In addition to the list of Boston views, available 
for consultation at the center desk, the custodian has 
compiled a list of recent business books. Because of 
the many students taking business courses in various 
schools and colleges, the list has been of marked use. 
Since no volume prior to 1900 is noted, the list is prac- 
tical and up to date. 

Newspaper Room.— 'The Newspaper Room regularly 
receives for filing 283 papers. Of this number 224 are 
dailies and 59 weeklies. The American papers number 
198 and the foreign 85. In the course of the year 4

papers were added to the files and 5 were either consoli- 
dated or ceased publication. Fifteen newspapers are 
printed in foreign languages and published in the 
United States, the distribution by languages being 
as follows: Armenian, 3; French, 1; German, 3; Greek, 2; 
Lettish, 1; Spanish, 1; Swedish, 2; Syrian, 1! Welsh, 1. 

The foreign printed papers represent 36 countries 
with a total of 85 titles. The detailed list is as follows: 
Argentine Republic, 1; Australia, 2; Austria, 1; Bel- 
gium, 1; Brazil, 1; Canada, 11; Cape Colony, 1; 
Chili, 1; Cuba, 2; Denmark, 2; Egypt, 1; England, 
11; Czecho-Slovakia, 1; France, 5; Germany, 6;

New Zealand, 1; Newfoundland, 1; Norway, 1; Pan- 
ama, 1; Portugal, 1; Russia, 4; Poland, 1; Scotland, 
2; Spain, 1; Sweden, 3; Switzerland, 3. 

The library binds for its permanent files 30 papers. 
The library receives monthly a bound volume of the 
New York Times, Index edition... 

The attendance in the Newspaper Room is always 
large. The maximum for the year was 211. Readers 
applying for newspapers during 1919 numbered 19,282, 
an increase of 3,261 over 1918. These readers used 
32,366 bound volumes of newspapers, an increase of 
4,510 volumes over the previous year. 

During the year 115 volumes were added to the files, 
making a total of 8,427 volumes in this department. 

Patent Room.— By the addition of 339 volumes 
during the year the total number of volumes in the 
Patent Collection has been brought to 14,766. The 
use of this room increases, as will be seen from the 
fact that 17,238 persons consulted 104,157 volumes, as 
compared with 17,132 persons and 96,996 volumes 
reported last year. These figures do not include a con- 
siderable unrecorded use of books from the open shelves.

THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


The entire third floor of the Central Building is 
devoted to the following divisions comprising the 
Special Libraries: Fine Arts and Technical Arts; the 
Allen A. Brown Music Room; the Barton and Ticknor 
Libraries; and the various special collections of rare 
and valuable books in the alcoves opening from the 
Barton-Ticknor Room. 


Fine Arts DEPARTMENT. 


During the year 22,783 volumes have been circu- 
lated for home use (included in the statistics of circu- 
lation, page 58 of the Appendix) as compared with 
19,310 for the previous year. Tables continue to be 
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reserved for classes from the art schools, and there is 
regular use of the West Gallery, especially in the even- 
ing, for conferences with instructors in several of the 
Extension Courses. In the department there are now 
7,950 lantern slides, of which 224 were added during 
the year. Slides to the number of 3,341 were loaned 
for use in the Boston schools and for free lectures given 
elsewhere in Boston. The circulation of pictures sent 
out in portfolios in response to requests from schools, 
study-clubs and classes numbered 1,854. ‘There are 
now available in this department 55,554 pictures, 
2,103 of which were added to the collection during the 
past twelve months. During the year several thousand 
illustrations of architecture have been made available, 
either in the form of scrap-books or of loose plates in 
portfolios, classified according to type of building and 
placed on open shelves in the reference alcove of 
architecture. , 

An open alcove has been designated for industrial 
and technical books, in which may be found some 1,000 
volumes, forming a combined reference and circulation 
collection of the newer working books which serves as 
a “first-aid”? in most of the technical subjects. The 
arrangement has been much appreciated by students, 
has materially increased the circulation, and has saved 
the time of the staff for other work. The entire col- 
lection of bound periodicals used in connection with 
the fine arts and technology has been rearranged — 
the frequently used sets placed so as to admit of direct 
consultation and the less used sets made into a ‘‘reserve 
collection,’ temporarily shelved in the Annex. A 
similar reserve section of the older books has been made 
which facilitates the work of handling the more “‘active”’ 
ones. 


ALLEN A. Brown Music Room. 


During the year 14,312 volumes were issued to readers 
for use at tables and 5,048 volumes were issued for home 
use. ‘The number of pieces added to the collection 
was 680. Among the important accessions were the 
orchestral score of the Paris version of Wagner’s Tann- 
hauser, a rare score not printed for public sale; Fro- 
nimo dialogo, by Vincenzo Galilei; Sound Anatomiz’d, 
by William Turner; some thirty song collections, with 
and without music, English, Irish and American, of the 
late eighteenth and early nineteenth centuries; about 
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three hundred pieces of music inspired by the World 
War; and some two hundred manuscript compositions of 
John Barnett, a gift of Mr. and Mrs. Henry M. Rogers. 


STATISTICAL DEPARTMENT. 


The department now comprises 21,661 volumes in 
its own room, while in addition it has some 30,000 
volumes of government documents in the Stack 4 
Annex and is called upon to make useful to the public 
some 4,000 volumes situated in various stacks — vol- 
umes documentary, statistical and economic. 

The receipts by gift to the American Statistical Asso- 
ciation, in exchange for its Quarterly Publications, 
amount to 197 volumes, beside 349. separate parts 
eventually to be made up into volumes. 

During the year about 3,300 volumes have been 
sent to Bates Hall and other parts of the building for 
‘‘Hall use,’’ while probably 10,000 volumes have been 
used in the department. Many of the volumes sent to 
Bates Hall have been there issued for ‘‘home use,’’ and 
for this use the department has directly and through the 
Branch Department issued about 2,500 volumes. 

Mr. Horace L. Wheeler, in charge of the Statistical 
Department, writes as follows: 


It is interesting to consider briefly the co of the depart- 
ment during the 22 years of its existence. ‘The first gifts from 
the Statistical Association bear the accession date of June 16, 
1898. The Chief of the Department reported in 1899 that it 
numbered 348 volumes. Two years later it contained 6,049 
volumes, the increase being made up of gifts through the 
American Statistical Association, purchases, and transfers from 
the library stacks. ‘‘It is easily to be seen,’’ says the report 
of 1901, ‘“‘that the collections |here] must. soon form an impor- 
tant part of the general library,” these collections consisting 
largely of “issues of official statistical bureaus in the United 
States and foreign countries.’”? The early intention seems to 
have been ‘‘to collect in one place, and classify by subject the 
works included in the large class described generally as ‘socio- 
logical.’ ’’ Later the field covered was in fact restricted to the 
economic side of sociology. 

In the 1901 report the department is described as ‘‘to a 
degree an independent branch .of the library, in that it performs 
all the steps involved in obtaining, shelving and circulating a 
book. . . . It prepares the card of accession, numbers the 
volumes according to the shelf scheme . . . , makes the 
entry on the shelf list, and on the final return from the Bindery 
or Shelf Department, takes charge of the circulation and use,” 
— and this varied work it has continued to do ever since. 
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By 1903 the number of volumes had grown to 10,000 — 
somewhat less than half its present size. 

Among the important accessions of the year may be men- 
tioned Kelly’s Tariffs of the World, the completed Census of 
Massachusetts (1915), The United States Census Bureau’s two 
large volumes on Manufactures (1914), its two volumes of 
statistics on Religious Bodies (1916), one on Marriage and 
Divorce, (1916) and one on Birth Statistics (1915). 

The department is much used by students of such institu- 
tions as the Burdett Business College, Simmons and Radcliffe 
Colleges, and the Business Schools of Harvard and Boston 
Universities. It is the day of the school for the study of busi- 
ness, and no school of the kind has or is soon likely to acquire 
an economic library equal to ours. There are many economic 
investigators of maturer years. Special interest is shown at 
present in researches into prices of commodities and industrial 
securities. 

An almost infinite variety of questions arise upon which 
information is sought. ‘‘It is out of the question,’’ wrote the 
first chief of the department, ‘“‘to be able to.answer every 
inquiry at once, a faculty that seems to be expected by many. 

. . No very long experience . . . is needed to 
develop the fact that some attention ought to be paid to teach- 
ing the art of framing intelligent or practicable questions,” 
so that these should not be so often about matters “beyond 
the proper province of statistical methods or available informa- 
tion.” The variety and difficulty of questions in those days 
were probably not as great as they are now. 


REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT. 


On January 31, 1920, there were outstanding 102,391 
‘‘live cards,”’ a gain of 7,734 over the year 1918-19. 

On August 1, 1919, the Registration Department 
had on file over one half million registration records, 
representing an accumulation covering a twenty-year 
period. Through lack of space and proper filing facili- 
ties a new registration was begun on the above date 
thereby affording the opportunity of eliminating a vast 
number of “‘dead records,”’ and of lowering the age limit 
of borrowers so as to include children in the third grade, 
though they were not ten years of age. Six months of 
this new registration and re-registration present the 
following interesting facts: Through the Central 
Library and its thirty dependencies 32,880 cards have 
been issued; of this number 3,637 are nonresident cards, 
representing, with the exception of Arizona and Nevada, 
every state and territory of the United States, and almost 
every large country in the world. This nonresident 
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registration is almost entirely drawn from the student 
body enrolled in the various educational institutions of 
Boston. 

Mr. John J. Keenan resigned his position as Chief of 
the Registration Department on January 1, 1920, after 
a continuous service of thirty-four years and six months. 
Mr. Keenan entered the service on July 2, 1885, serving 
first as page to the librarian, then as clerk in the Execu- 
tive Office, and in August, 1894, was appointed Regis- 
tration Clerk. With the growth of the various library 
agencies, and through the initiative of Mr. Keenan and 
the improvements suggested by him, the Registration 
Division grew in importance until it was created a special 
department with its chief and five assistants. Its 
development is due to the devoted attention of Mr. 
Keenan to his work, to his aptitude for statistics, and to 
his methodical ways in the execution of the exacting 
details necessary for its satisfactory conduct. Miss 
A. Frances Rogers, for over eight years first assistant is 
at present, by vote of the Board of Trustees, Acting 
Chief of the Department. 


SUPERVISOR OF CIRCULATION. 


On June 19, 1919, Miss Edith Guerrier, on leave of 
absence in war service at Washington since September, 
1917, was appointed Supervisor of Circulation to take 
effect on the first of September. This position, broadly 
interpreted, offers the opportunity, in ways of almost 
infinite variety, of bringing together the book and the 
reader. As a foundation for the work, a study has been 
made of the methods employed in the various depart- 
ments of the library with a view to a closer co-ordination 
of the work of the segregated units of the system. In 
conference with chiefs of departments, preliminary 
examination has been made of the more important divi- 
sions and minor changes of method worked out. Such 
changes were carefully built upon the foundations 
already in existence and special care was taken not to 
disrupt any process already in operation. Stress*has 
been placed on the elimination of unnecessary details 
and waste of effort. Provision also has been made for 
the development, with due consideration of time, money 
and effort, of any good idea originating in a depart- 
ment. 

The type of questions to the solution of which the 
supervisor has given her attention may be illustrated 
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by the following problems which have presented them- 
selves, among others, in the branch system of the library: 

Systematic: forwarding of book-order cards in order 
to avoid congestion at any point. 

A plan whereby the branch librarians may become 
better acquainted with the resources of the Central 
Library. 

Development of a simple card system of accessioning 
and shelf listing. 

An arrangement permitting branch librarians to con- 
trol their own book collections through direct ordering. 

An allotment to each branch of a separate book budget 
on the basis of direct home-use circulation. 

The introduction of a simpler method of keeping 
bindery records. 

A systematic and continuous campaign through the 
schools for better care of books. 

A monthly instead of weekly ordering of supplies with 
less complicated records. 

The maintenance of an up-to-date survey of the dis- 
trict covered by a branch. 


A New LIBRARY SERVICE. 


An immediate outcome of the experience gained by 
the Supervisor of Circulation while associated with the 
Government departments and bureaus at Washington 
has been the establishment of a current Federal Docu- 
ment Information Service, located on the ground floor 
in the third room to the right of the main staircase of 
the Central Library. In this experiment the library 
has had the active and cordial support, here gratefully 
acknowledged, of the officials connected with the many 
and varied offices in Washington from which emanate 
the constant flood of printed material of value to the 
American citizen. In this room, conveniently arranged 
and easy of access, may be found the Federal publica- 
tions and periodicals, hundreds in number, forwarded 
from Washington on the date of their publication. 
These Government documents contain readable infor- 
mation on every conceivable subject; they are of interest 
to the scientist, the teacher, the business man, the house- 
wife, and the workman. Just so far as they are available 
they place the people in touch with their Government. 

In order that the new service might become known, 
especially among the members of the library staff, the 
first issue of a four-page monthly bulletin entitled ‘‘ News 
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Notes on Government Publications,’ appeared on 
December 15, 1919. The widespread interest in this 
up-to-the-minute document service has been evinced by 
the numerous requests for the bulletin that have come 
from all parts of the country. 

The service, in limited quarters and without trained 
assistants in regular attendance, has a promising outlook; 
its use has steadily increased; it has appealed to the users 
as sane, practical, necessary. The ‘‘try out” strengthens 
the recommendation of the American Library Asso- 
ciation that similar service be provided to meet the 
particular needs of all the libraries of the country by 
means of a national library clearing house operating 
through the United States Bureau of Education. 

The librarian has received the following letter from 
his Excellency the Governor of the Commonwealth in 
reference to this new service: 


THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS.

Dear Mr. BELDEN,—You are to be most heartily congratu- 
lated upon the public spirited action you have taken in preparing 
for an up-to-date Government News Service in the Boston 
Public Library. It is to be sincerely hoped that Congress can 
at an early date pass the measure empowering the Interior 
Department, through the Bureau of Education, to establish 
an office which will make it possible to open this service to the 
public. 

The stability of our Government depends on the loyalty of 
the citizens of the United States who are — in the final analysis 
— the Government. Nothing will ensure that loyalty more 
effectively than a knowledge of the functions and actions of 
that Government which libraries above all institutions are 
qualified to make clear to the people.

BRANCHES AND READING ROoms. 


The number of branches is 16, compared with 14 a 
year ago. ‘The number of reading rooms is 14, as against 
16 a year ago. The subsidiary agencies include 59 
engine houses, 37 institutions, and 191 schools, of which 
16 are parochial schools. The total number of agencies 
therefore is 317, an increase of 9 over last year. 
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The number of volumes issued on borrowers’ cards 
from the Public Library through the Branch Department 
was 96,000 as against 82,248 in 1918 — the largest 
number ever issued in one year. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, 95,596 requests for books were returned to the 
branches and reading rooms unfilled. The only remedy 
for such a condition, as has been previously noted, is a 
greater number of copies of the volumes most in demand. 

Fourteen of the branches and eleven of the reading 
rooms gained in the issue of books from the Central 
Library. ‘Two show gains of over 100 per cent. The 
following passage is quoted from one of the annual 
reports of a branch librarian: 


The increase over last year in the number of cards sent was 
51 per cent and it was surprising to find that the percentage of 
unsuccessful cards increased only six per cent. This certainly 
proves that careful attention is given to every application. 
The response to requests for material on special subjects has 
also been very satisfactory. 


There have been sent out on deposit from the Central 
Library 43,012 volumes, compared with 38,275 in 1918 
and 42,282 volumes in 1917. Unbound discarded 
periodicals to the approximate number of 26,000 have 
been sent to the Penal Institutions Department, the 
Children’s Institutions Department (Suffolk School 
for Boys), the Infirmary Department, the Charles 
Street Jail, the State Prison (Chearlestown), the Prison 
Camp and Hospital (Rutland), the Psycopathic Depart- 
ment of the Boston State Hospital, the Catholic Sailors’ 
Club (Charlestown) and the Boston Seamen’s Friend 
Society. 

A satisfactory increase in the work with schools is 
shown by the fact that 45,343 volumes were sent to 
schools this year as against 33,060 in 1918 and 37,907 
in 1917. It is gratifying to know that the constant 
effort on the part of the branch librarians to secure the 
interest of the teachers and to meet their wants pro- 
duces, from year to year, enlarged results. 

The total circulation of the branch system is 1,992,987 
volumes as against 1,755,100 volumes last year, and 
1,809,615 volumes in 1917 . This increase of more than 
237,000 volumes over last year, and more than 183,000 
volumes over 1917, is most encouraging but one to be 
expected of a gradual return to normal conditions after 
war, a violent epidemic and a shortage of coal. 
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The number of volumes of new books bought for the 
branches is 7,484 volumes as against 6,497 in 1918. 
There have been replacements to the number of 9,606 
volumes as against 9,931 in 1918. The additions to the 
permanent collections of the reading rooms are 8,388 
as against 6,749 in 1918. 

The following quotations made from the annual 
reports of the librarians of the branches and reading 
rooms will be found of interest: 


In the past year there was a return to a more normal attitude 
of mind on the part of the public. With the anxiety and 
depression of the war removed, the people naturally returned 
to their pre-war interests, though affected in some degree by 
the great upheaval. We see this condition of mind in their 
reading and in the requests sent to the Central Library. The 
books on the war itself are called for very little, but those on 
the subjects that grew, as it were, out of the war, the war verse, 
books on France, biography and psychic phenomena, are in 
fair demand. 

Practically all of the Yiddish and Italian books that are 
issued at the branch are called for by the children who ask for 
good books for their parents. The new Yiddish books added 
last spring were advertised in the Children’s Room by a sign on 
the issue desk reading as follows: ‘‘ Ask for a new Yiddish book 
for your father or mother.”’ 


The number of pictures issued from the branches, 
chiefly to schools, is 45,840, as against 32,129 the year 
before. This issue of pictures continues to be a very 
important part of the work of the branches with the 
schools. As was said in a previous report, it produces 
much greater results for the money expended than any 
other phase of the branch activities. One of the annual 
reports states: 


The picture circulation increased 40 per cent this year and 
would have been larger if there had been time to visit the 
teachers more frequently. <A total of 4,128 were lent, against 
2,750 in 1918. We mounted 102 plates cut from periodicals, 
the subjects including pictures of children, industries, plants, 
birds and customs and costumes in foreign countries. The 
teachers ask for pictures showing transportation, products of 
sections of the country, and its industries. The branch collec- 
tion is inadequate, but the Central Library is called on to fill 
the requests; last year it lent 1,474 plates to meet 103 requests. 


In their reports the branch and reading room libra- 
rians are enthusiastic over their relations with the 
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public, reference work and citizenship. Their spirit 
may be sensed in the passages which follow: 


The district has been changing for the last few years. 
Formerly, there were principally single houses and large estates. 
Most of these have been turned into apartment blocks, housing 
many families, many of them foreign born or of foreign born 
parents. Their occupants value the Public Library and its 
educational advantages. Some of the older residents still 
remain so that we have all kinds of readers represented among 
our borrowers — the fiction reader, the reader who enjoys 
serious books on the various movements of the time, the student 
with requests on all subjects, the mechanic who calls for techni- 
cal books, and the business man, with calls for books on business 
administration, economics, and books on special lines, such as 
salesmanship, advertising, office practice, ,etc. Among the 
borrowers are men and women from the professions, the mothers 
and homemakers and the children in large numbers, all with 
their particular needs. It may be truly said this branch has a 
fairly representative patronage of the people in the district. 

By gradual instruction many of the children are now able to 
assist themselves in the use of reference books, although it is 
often a difficult matter, as was the case last year, to produce a 
sufficient number, particularly when one or more classes are 
seeking information on the same subject. Since the establish- 
ment of the Junior High School we have had an increased num- 
ber of requests for High School subjects which we frequently 
were able to satisfy by the material in our periodicals. The 
following are representative subjects: Customs of Spain, 
Boston, Statute of Liberty, Tower of London, Barometers, 
Pequot War, Conan Doyle, Reservoirs, Assuan Dam, English 
Prisons, Manufacture of Soap, Theodore Roosevelt, Colonial 
Schools, Mother Goose, William Lloyd Garrison, How Colonies 
are ruled, the Mayors of Boston, Pilgrims, Agricultural Machi- 
nery, Paleolithic Age, Thirty Years’ War, Pottery, Porfirio 
Diaz, Neolithic Age, Wearing Apparel, Tennyson, Esquimaux, 
Specialty Shops in Boston, Americanization, Daniel Pring, 
Ether, Clemenceau, Early Theaters, Sir Walter Scott, New 
York City, and President Wilson. 

Although all the sailors stationed in this district during the 
war, whom we served with books, have left the district, we are 
now supplying workers in the still active neighboring shipbuild- 
ing plants with helpful books. 

Along this same line many books are called for by men who 
own their own pleasure boats and who wish to learn how to 
repair them, particularly their engines, or who are anxious to 
study the mechanics of their crafts. 

The Italians form the biggest proportion of our foreign popu- 
lation. . . . We get the men during the period when they 
are studying to obtain citizenship; procure them books in easy 
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English and civies for foreigners; but after achieving the goal 
of citizenship, we lose them. The children, however, do not 
differ from other children in seeking to avail themselves of the 
library privilege. They appear eager, in fact, to present them- 
selves as applicants for cards long before the required age. 

The branch is the only public library in a district with a 
population of 39,000. There are some foreigners here, Hebrews, 
Armenians, Italians and Poles, but few who do not read and 
speak English. We have no need of books in the foreign 
languages, as the Central Library supplies by deposits any 
requests we have for them. The Superintendent of the Bunker 
Hill Boys’ Club made an interesting study of the boys last year 
and found that among the parents, twenty different nationalities 
were represented, yet the boys were 71 per cent native born of 
native born parents. 

When the World War came to ac ose and the period of recon- 
struction began, the library became the nucleus from which 
emanated information which makes for good citizenship. 
Everywhere the work of Americanization became the need of 
the hour. 

In regard to all-foreign elements the most helpful aid we had 
this past year in dealing with this problem was the library 
publication, ‘‘Brief Reading List No. 12 on Americanization.”’ 
We noticed that the Italians and Dutch were particularly 
interested in this pamphlet. ; 

Our constituency is made up of the descendents of the first 
settlers, Jews, Italians, Irish, Canadians, Scandinavians and 
Portuguese, therefore, the opportunity in Americanization is 
great. Books on citizenship which have been selected and put 
in a conspicuous place have been, for the most part, introduced 
into the homes of our future citizens by their children. Many 
ask for books to teach their parents how to read. Oftentimes 
we do not know the results of our work along this line, but 
recently a former resident of the district met one of our assist- 
ants on a car and expressed her gratitude for the friendliness 
shown her and the assistance given her when she came from 
Sweden and could speak little English. 

Last spring a new club was formed in the district, made up 
of social and Red Cross workers and district nurses. Since a 
librarian is considered a social worker I was invited to join. 
The object of the club is to bring these workers together and to 
acquaint them with what is going on in the district. Two 
weeks ago she brought one of her classes of Lithuanian women 
to the library. They were made welcome and were shown the 
branch books in their own language and also those borrowed 
from the Central Library for the occasion. 

Of late, since emphasis has been placed on the Americaniza- 
tion movement, we have had many more people seeking help. 
One woman, born in Russia and living in this country for 
twenty-five years, sought help of the librarian. She said she 
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had never learned to read or write and spoke very broken 
English; that she felt ashamed, but had never had the time 
before. Now that her family had grown up, she was determined 
to learn English. A teacher, who devotes her time to teaching 
foreigners, was recommended to her and after she had taken a 
lesson or two, she came back to thank the librarian, signed for 
a card, and took out books to help her in her work. 

More frequently it 1s the men who come asking for books on 
civics and history to help them in getting out their natural- 
ization papers. 

During the year a collection of books on “‘ Americanization”’ 
was placed on some easily accessible shelves and has been used 
constantly by teachers in the evening schools, by settlement 
workers engaged with classes of foreign women, and occasionally 
by men who are qualifying for citizenship. 


During the service of the State Guard, following the 
police strike, the branches were of aid to its members 
in collecting and furnishing books and periodicals and 
in sending deposits of library books, thus supplementing 
the prompt and excellent service of the American Library 
Association. The lecture room of the Jamaica Plain 
branch was used as a dining hall by the members of the 
State Guard when they were quartered in Curtis Hall. 


PUBLICATIONS. 


During the year the following publications have been 
issued from the Printing Department under the general 
supervision of the Editor of Publications: 


Quarterly Bulletin, fourth series, Volume I, Nos. 1-4, inclusive, 
in March, June, September, and December, 1919. These four 
numbers comprise 414 pages as against 432 pages in 1918, and 
were published in editions of 2,000 copies each, plus 75 copies 
on durable paper. 


With this new series the Bulletin makes a radical 
departure. In a measure it returns to features intro- 
duced years ago but later abandoned. Now, for the 
first time, it furnishes material relating to the library, 
not purely bibliographical, but in the nature of news and 
of information about the institution itself, its workings, 
and its opportunities for a larger and freer use by the 
public. 

During the year reprints were given in part of a series 
of views of old Tremont street, first printed in the 
Bulletin for October, 1894 (Vol. 13, No. 3). When the 
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series is finished other plates of early Boston views 
will be printed from previous Bulletins and other sources. 

Facsimiles of several manuscripts and_ broadsides, 
with descriptive text, were also issued as follows: 


Petition of Poor Prisoners in Boston Jail, 1713 (MS.), and 
James Russell Lowell’s poem, ‘‘The Miner,’ (MS.) in March 
Bulletin; Governor Bradford’s letter to Governor Winthrop, 
1631, on the coming and going of indentured servants between 
the Massachusetts Bay and Plymouth Colonies (MS.) signed 
by William Bradford, Miles Standish, Thomas Prence, Samuel 
Fuller, and John Alden), in June Bulletin; Burning of Harvard 
College Library in 1764 (broadside), in September Bulletin; 
the medal given by Congress to General Washington on the 
occasion of the Evacuation of Boston, March 17, 1776 (repro- 
duction of both sides of medal in original size), and Liberty 
Tree poem, 1765 (broadside), in December Bulletin. 


A wholly new feature in the Bulletin consists of what 
may be called editorials, prefacing all other matter, and 
relating to the library and its various activities. The 
March number has a short article on ‘‘Changes in the 
Bulletin,’ the June number an account, with two 
illustrations, of the gift from Boston, Lincolnshire, of 
part of the railing in the Guidhall of that place before 
which, in 1607, stood some of the Pilgrim Fathers on 
trial; the September number, a brief sketch of the 
Boston Public Library, first period, to the removal to 
Copley square; the December number, ‘‘ How to Find 
and Procure a Book,” with illustrations. 

The lists of new books at the Central Library, the 
Music Room, the Children’s Room, and the branches 
are given as heretofore, but all public documents are put 
in a separate division. A list of the more important 
gifts and givers is now printed each quarter. As in 
previous years there are given in the September issue 
(condensed in the December issue), programs of the 
exhibitions at the Central Library, branches and read- 
ing rooms; the Free Public Lectures and the Ruskin 
Club Lectures at the Central Library, and of the Lowell 
Institute Courses, as well as of the Public Educational 
Courses (including the University Extension Courses, 
also those in Boston University, Department of Uni- 
versity Extension of the Board of Education of Massa- 
chusetts, Northeastern College, Simmons College, Trade 
Union College, and the Young Men’s Catholic Associa- 
tion). These various announcements were also printed 
in a separate edition and given free on request. 
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No charge is made for the Quarterly Bulletin, which 
may be obtained at the Central Library and all branches 
and reading rooms; copies will be sent by mail for a 
year to any address on receipt of twenty-five cents for 
postage. The aim of the new Bulletin is to preserve the 
merits of the older form, but to relieve it of its former 
aridity by the introduction of matter which may interest 
the constituency of the library by furnishing them with 
helpful information, and by opening to the public certain 
possessions of the institution which in their original form 
cannot be freely handled. 


Weekly Lists. Fifty-two numbers have been issued from 
January 18, 1919, to January 17, 1920 (Nos. 561-613), 
containing 244 pages, in editions of 2,500 copies each. 

Brief Reading Lists, edited and prepared for the press by 
Mr. Taylor, under the supervision of Mr. Chevalier, were 
issued as follows: 

No. 9. Occupations (2 editions). June, 1919. 

No. 10. Fiction in Spanish which may be taken for home 
use. September, 1919. 

No. 11. Rehabilitation and Employment of Returned 
Soldiers. March, 1919. 

No. 12. Americanization. May, 1919. 

No. 13. Industrial problems, chiefly American. December, 
1919. 
Also new editions of the League of Nations (No. 7). 


During the year there were also published two issues 
each of a graded list of children’s reading, of a con- 
densed guide to the library, and of the Annual Report 
for 1918-19; and one issue each of ‘‘ How to Find and 
Procure a Book’’; ‘‘Rules and Regulations”; a bulletin 
on the ‘‘Government Resources of the Library’’; and a 
handsome reprint in quarto of the account of the gift 
from Old Boston in the Bulletin for June, now entitled 
‘*A Memorial of the Pilgrims.”’ 

But by far the most important publication of the 
library in several years is ‘‘A Catalogue of the Allen A. 
Brown Collection of Books Relating to the Stage,” a 
handsome large octavo of 960 pages. ‘This collection 
of about 3,500 volumes, to which have been added the 
titles of books in the general library relating to the 
history of the stage, is the complement of the still larger 
gift of 5,500 volumes of and relating to music made in 
1894 by Mr. Allen A. Brown, to which, up to his death 
in 1916, he continually added until it reached an 
enumeration of more than 11,000 — both gifts forming 
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a great monument to a most generous and devoted 
benefactor. Not only does the catalogue include works 
on the stage, the drama and the theater, but it contains 
“biographies of actors, criticisms of plays, a large mass 
of American and foreign play bills, including those of 
the earliest Boston theaters, files of rare dramatic | 
periodicals, autograph letters of actors, photographic 
and other portraits, and a great collection of newspaper 
and magazine clippings on theatrical affairs, obituaries 
of actors, etc., arranged in scrap-books, and fully in- 
dexed.’’? No plays whatever are included in the cata- 
logue. Some idea of the well-rounded strength of the 
collection in its own field may be gained by a glance at 
the titles under the heading ‘‘ Elizabethan Theatre.”’ 

The books of this collection were catalogued by Mr. 
George L. Hinckley, now Librarian of the Redwood Lib- 
rary of Newport, and the catalogue was prepared for 
and put through the press by Miss Rollins of ae Cata- 
logue Department. 


LECTURES AND EXHIBITIONS. 


The lecture hall as a necessary adjunct of public 
library work is becoming year after year more justified. 
During the past season it has frequently been used for 
three different meetings on one day and for several weeks 
the hall was used every afternoon and evening. 

The University Extension Course in English Com- 
position was held as in former years; the use of the hall 
by the Massachusetts Board of Education was extended 
to three evenings a week in which were given an auto- 
mobile course and classes in conversational French and 
Spanish. The New England Association of Teachers of 
English, the Froebel Club, the Boston Teachers’ Club and 
other teachers’ clubs held several meetings. Training 
classes of song leaders were held during the autumn; 
meetings were also held by the American Bar Associa- 
tion, the Massachusetts Woman Suffrage Association, 
the New England Home Economic Association, the Pro- 
fessional Women’s Club, and other organizations. 

The library course of free lectures given during the 
season and the lectures given under the auspices of various 
civic bodies, may be found at page 61 of the Appendix. 

The publication of a program of exhibitions through- 
out the library system was resumed in the October 
Bulletin. The exhibitions held in the Central Library 
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serve principally to illustrate the weekly lectures and to 
diréct attention to events of public interest. Among 
the latter were exhibitions of books, manuscripts and 
pictures in celebration of the anniversary of the birth of 
James Russell Lowell and that of Julia Ward Howe. 
The list of exhibitions held in the Central Library, 
January, 1919, through April, 1920, may be found at 
page 63 of the ‘Appendix. 


THE BINDERY AND PRINTING DEPARTMENT. 


The usual statistics furnished by the chiefs of the 
Bindery and Printing Department, may be found on 
page 64 of the Appendix. 

In the bindery, 36,894 volumes of all kinds have 
been bound, compared with 35,554 during the previous 
year. In the miscellaneous work is included the folding, 
stitching and trimming of library publications to the 
number of 178,332 pieces, compared with 171,186 of 
last year. Other items include the mounting of maps 
and photographs, the making of portfolios, pamphlet 
boxes, book guards and covers, pads and blocks, slide 
cases, holders, etc. The cost per volume for all classes 
of work has been $1.10 as against $1 in 1918, and 73 
cents in 1917. 


REPAIRS AND CHANGES. 


Following the recommendations made in October, 1918, 
by Mr. Thomas A. Fox, of Fox & Gale, architects, 
extensive and thorough repairs have been made on the 
roofs and flashings of the arcade; the outside granite 
platforms have been repaired and repointed; and the 
marble floors are gradually being brought into a state 
of repair. 

The usual repairs anticipated each year have been 
made on the roof and gutters of the central building, 
while unexpected repairs have been found necessary on 
the roof of the adjoining annex. 

Only minor repairs and improvements have been 
undertaken in the branches and reading rooms. There 
have been as usual the necessary repairs to boilers, 
roofs and plumbing; also some painting and whitening. 
Electric lights have been installed by the landlords at 
the Roxbury and Warren Street Branches, and at the 
Boylston Station Reading Room. ‘Telephones have been 
placed in the Roslindale and Warren Street Branches. 
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The removal last year of the Branch Department to 
the new annex gave the longed-for opportunity to 
provide in its old quarters a suitable and attractive 
general staff room, a lunch room and locker room for 
men and boys, and in the basement a smoking and 
ecard room for men. A relocation of lockers on the 
mezzanine floor has made sufficient space for a satis- 
factory staff lecture room with seating capacity of sixty, 
which can be further enlarged when it is necesasry. 

With deep regret is noted the deaths of three em- 
ployees, each a faithful public servant during a long 
term of years: On April 1, 1919, Otto A. Heimann of the 
Branch Department, in service since 1890; on April 
19, 1919, Idalene L. Sampson, assistant at the Codman 
Square Branch, in service since 1878; on July 27, 1919, 
Edwin F.. Rice of the Catalogue Department, in service 
since 1885. 

The librarian has pleasure in the opportunity to 
acknowledge the continued efficient assistance rendered 
by Mr. Otto Fleischner, assistant librarian, the chiefs. 
of departments, the librarians of the branches and 
reading rooms, and the members of the staff through- 
out the library system. Each and every one through 
interest and faithfulness has contributed his or her part 
to the effective operation of the Public Library of the 
City of Boston.

Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of Boston: 


Dear Str,—In conformity with section 24 of the 
Revised Ordinances I hereby submit the annual report 
of the Department of Markets for the year ending 
January 31, 1920. The work of the department is 
of a routine nature. The department has co-operated 
with the Health Department in carrying out such regu- 
lations as have been adopted for the protection of the 
public in food which is offered for sale within the Faneuil 
Hall Market limits. Such food has been of excellent 
quality and we have been called upon to condemn very 
small quantities of such supplies as were unfit to be used 
for human food. 


STATISTICS. 


During the year the department found it necessary 
to condemn and caused to be destroyed:

STATISTICS OF CASES AIDED. 


The number of families assisted by us in the year was 
3,755, a decrease of 555 families from the previous year. 
Of these, 212 families resided in other cities and towns, 
but had retained their settlement in this city, and we 
received payment for aid rendered to 127 families resid- 
ing in Boston whose legal settlement was elsewhere. 

The number of new cases aided during the year was 
73/7. The total number of cases dealt with since 1864 
is 50,696.

FUEL. 


Great difficulty was experienced during the past 
winter in obtaining coal for distribution to the homes of 
the poor throughout the City of Boston. In addition

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to the scarcity of coal, continual storms during the winter 
made transportation extremely difficult. Most of the 
coal given is paid for from our regular funds, but we 
have special funds for certain districts as in Charlestown 
. and East Boston. 





(GROCERIES. 


The groceries delivered to the needy poor in their 
homes from our store amounted to $18,372. There 
were distributed 7,995 separate orders, varying from $1 
to $5 in amount, 5,594 of them being $2 orders. 

The total expense of maintaining the store, including 

cost of groceries, expressage, salaries, wrapping paper, 
twine, etc., was $20,480.58, all of which was charged 
into the value of the goods delivered. 


Trust Funps. 


Applicants for trust pensions must have a legal resi- 
dence here, and must be at least fifty years of age and 
must be old residents of Boston. 

The total amount of the trust funds in our charge 
as a corporation, including accumulated income, is now 
$888,502.14. There are seventeen trust funds, all of 
which are administered according to the wishes of the 
donors as interpreted from time to time by the Board 
with the advice of the law department. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the 
Pemberton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears 
Charity, the Moses Hunt, the Thayer, the Rachel T. 
Stevens, the Stoughton, Goodnow and Jeffries Funds is 
281, a decrease of 42 from the number aided on February 
1, 1919, During the year 28 have died, 15 have been 
discontinued, 3 have gone to homes and 4 new names 
have been added. A total amount of $26,780 was 
distributed to these pensioners during the year. 

During the year we have paid $5,968 from the income 
of the Boylston Education Fund, and there are now 35 
children on this fund. 

We have also made 144 grants of money to 61 persons 
in sums of $25 or less from the income of the Lucy 
Bullman Charity, amounting in the aggregate to $2,854. 
Many of the recipients of these grants were applicants 
for the other trust pensions, the grants being often 
made from this fund in order to meet the immediate 
needs of the applicants till the regular pensions from 
the other funds were available.

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The will of Jonathan Mason, dated July 15, 1798, 
provided that the interest from this fund be paid annually 
to the chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse or by 
whatever other name called. The interest accruing 
from this fund is now divided between three chap- 
lains, Hebrew, Protestant and Catholic at the House of 
Correction and the institutions at Deer Island. 

A statement of all the funds held by us in trust, show- 
ing receipts and expenditures since February 1, 1919, is

Licenses for Receiving Contributions in Public Places. 


During the year two societies were authorized by us to 
collect funds in the public streets under the law of 1909, 
chapter 538. We also issued twenty-three licenses to 
sell buttons and other small articles in the public streets 
under the authority of the law of 1916, chapter 188. We 
strive to safeguard the interests of the public and in so 
doing receive co-operation from the Mayor’s office and 
Police Department. 


WAYFARERS’ LODGE. 


The past year has shown a marked falling off in 
attendance at the lodge, with approximately 8,000 less 
applicants for lodgings than in the previous year. This 
condition is the prevailing one in similar institutions 
throughout the states, and is primarily due to the 
demand for labor and attractive wages. ‘The passage 
of the Volstead Act may possibly be featured as a cause 
for lack of patronage, but it is rather early to arrive 
at a definite conclusion. 

A special audit with circularization of all accounts 
was made, which brought to light antiquated aecount- 
ing methods with attendant discrepancies. Following 
the recommendation of the expert accountant, modern 
methods have been installed, with the result that 
a substantial cash balance stands to the credit of the 
lodge, which it is hoped will revert to the benefit of 
the worthy poor of our city. 

From a physical standpoint, the present equipment 
of this activity of the Overseers must cause a deep wound 
to civic pride, with its old buildings badly in need of 
repair. If the city is to continue the maintenance of 
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a municipal lodging house, a more modern plant should 
be erected or the present one remodeled.

THe Criry TEMPORARY Home. 


The home is open at all times to receive women and 
children in need of shelter. Particular attention is 
paid to the food furnished for the inmates, especially 
to the quality of milk for infants, and special care dur- 
ing the night is accorded them. Every effort is made 
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to segregate the children from the adults when not 
with their parents and privacy for every inmate is 
obtained if possible. Of the younger women who 
apply to the home for shelter many are willing to 
receive advice and all that is possible is done to assist 
them to become self-reliant and self-supporting. Work 
is found for many of them in families and transporta- 
tion is furnished when necessary to enable them to 
reach their homes, relatives or friends. <A_ special 
dinner is provided on Thanksgiving, Christmas and 
Easter. The present efficient matrons are giving good 
service, and the home at present is in good physical 
condition. Clothing and other gifts given to the home 
have been disbursed to the most needy. Confinement 
cases are not received in the Temporary Home but are 
referred to the Boston City Hospital whenever possible. 
HKmergency cases are sent to the Boston Lying-in Hos- 
pital. The home holds a valuable place in the charities 
of our city, and although doing work in a quiet and 
unostentatious way stands ready to meet any emergency 
that may arise.

Boston Ciry Hospirau. 


We investigate and determine settlements for the 
Trustees of the Boston City Hospital and the Board of 
Health of sick poor aided at the City Hospital. The 
amount collected by means of our investigation during 
the past year was $91,415.63. In the case of sick poor 
admitted to our City Hospital who have no settlement 
in Boston, we notify the place of settlement, and if they 
have no settlement, the State Board of Charity is noti- 
fied, and we collect the sums due the City Hospital for 
the care of such cases. The amount thus collected by 
us from the Commonwealth and from cities and towns 
outside of Boston and turned over to the City Hospital 
during the past year was $63,127.97. 

The sum of $18,820.79 was also received at the City 
Collector’s office on account of contagious diseases 
cared for at the City Hospital on bills furnished by our 
department after investigation made at our expense.

Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of Boston: 


Dear Srr,— The Park and Recreation Commission 
herewith submit the annual report for the year ending 
January 31, 1920. 

The important problem confronting the department 
at the beginning of the year. was the restoration of the 
Common to conditions that existed in the pre-war 
period. It was found impossible to complete such 
restoration because the temporary building used for 
war service activities could not be removed without 
curtailing the usefulness of those organizations inter- 
ested in the welfare of returned soldiers and sailors. 
Therefore, the work of beautifying the Common was 
delayed until the spring of 1920. The Board feels, 
however, that it is now committed to the material and 
artistic improvement of the Common, having special 
reference to permanent walks, better playground facili- 
ties, and better upkeep of trees and lawns. 

The vote of the citizens at the election of 1919 approv- 
ing of the proposed changes on Tremont and Boylston 
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streets will settle for a long time the question of further 
encroachments on the Common area. 

The improvement of the golf links at Franklin Park 
and the need of better facilities for the convenience of 
the players will receive the closest attention of the 
department. There is no question but that a larger 
area can be given over for the purpose of enlarging the 
course. 

The Zoological Garden still retains its great interest 
for the general public and any extension that can be 
made to this popular feature of the park system will 
be properly appreciated by all of the people. 

The department has endeavored to improve con- 
ditions at the numerous playgrounds in the city. These 
general improvements have been in the line of better 
playground surfacing, the addition of seats for spec- 
tators, special attention being given to areas used for 
baseball — that game being above all other sports the 
one that holds public interest. 

The great length of water front bordering on Dor- 
chester bay needs to be developed in order to obtain 
the fullest degree of useful recreation. No other city 
in the country contains such possibilities for summer 
sports so near to the great center of population, and the 
city government must of necessity be open to grave 
criticism for failing to provide sufficient funds for 
proper development.

To the Honorable Board of Park and Recreation Com- 
Mussvoners: 


GENTLEMEN,—1I herewith submit a report of the work 
performed in the department under the direction of 
your Board during the year 1919: 


Boston COMMON. 


The lawns in front of the State House were seeded, 
after being torn up by the rearrangement of the walks 
in the vicinity of Liberty Mall. A new walk was built 
from the center walk opposite Mason street and Liberty 
Mall, which renders possible the taking out of several 
smaller walks and greatly improves that portion of the 
Common. A contract was let for the granolithic walk 
from Spruce street to the middle gate on Charles street 
which will allow of improving of the conditions of the 
parade ground, where the turf was destroyed by the 
constant use received during and immediately following 
the war. The amount of this contract was $3,920.50. 
During the early spring and late fall, 110 trees were 
planted on Boston Common to replace the old trees 
that had been removed during the last five years and to 
carry out the former plan of tree planting as outlined 
by this commission. These trees consist of European 
linden (tilla vulgaris) and English elms (ulmus cam- 
pestris). | 
During the year an educational campaign was con- 
ducted to keep the Common clear of papers which had 
very good results. 
I respectfully recommend that before children’s 
_ bathing be again allowed in the Frog Pond the present 
_ cobble surface be covered with concrete. 
During the year the 70-millimeter gun captured from 
the Germans at the battle of Argonne and the French 
tank donated by the French Government were placed 
on Monument Hill. 
For the first time in twenty years coasting was allowed 
on Boston Common, and the coast was established on 
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the northwesterly side of Monument Hill, where it would 
not interfere with pedestrians. 


Pusiic GARDEN. 


The arrangement of the flower beds was entirely 
changed during the present year, many of the smaller 
beds and those poorly placed under the shade of the 
trees being removed. The walks were regraded and 
treated to a coat of red gravel, the turf improved by 
sodding and reseeding, and flowering trees and shrubs 
were planted to fill the gaps caused by the removal of 
the large poplars during the previous years. A large 
number of old cotton woods, which, on account of their 
immense size, were destroying other more valuable 
trees, were removed. 

The main walk on the Public Garden was planted 
with tulip bulbs this fall, over 40,000 bulbs being used. 
During the war no bulbs were planted. 

The Boylston street mall was reconstructed, the 
entrances were changed and shrubbery planted along 
_ the borders to act as a hedge and to remove the bare 
appearance of the Garden on the Boylston street side. 
The shelters were replanted with large shrubs trans- 
planted from Franklin Park and our nurseries. Weep- 
ing willows were planted on the island and.at intervals 
on the shores of the pond. 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


The lawns, between Arlington street and Charlesgate 
West, were all turned over, reloamed and reseeded, 
much of this work being on account of the destruction 
caused by the stands built for the Y. D. parade and the 
rest by the settlement of the ground after the loaming 
operations carried on several years ago. It was neces- 
sary to use over 1,000 yards of loam to insure the proper 
erade. 

The turf has been greatly damaged in former years by 
the dumping of snow from the avenue being mixed with 
salt used by the residents for thawing the icy sidewalks. 
This practice of dumping was dis¢ontinued this year, 
thereby saving the department a considerable sum for 
restoration. 

FENS. 


Grading, planting and rearrangement of walks and 
drives near the Forsyth Dental Infirmary and the Hunt- 


1 
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ington avenue entrance was completed. The Tremont 
entrance was resurfaced and also the drive near the 
Gardner Museum. The trees and shrubs opposite the 
Forsyth Dental Infirmary were thinned out very 
severely, and while the improvement js very noticeable, 
it is quite apparent that there are too many young trees 
planted opposite this building and also opposite the Art 
Museum. Further thinning should be done until the 
proper effect is obtained. 

The Robert Burns statue was located on the shore 
of the Fens basin opposite the Westland avenue 
entrance. This location was selected after many 
attempts had been made to provide a suitable site. It 
is considered by everyone to be an ideal location. A 
walk was built in the center of the grove and permanent 
seats located at the Tremont entrance near the Normal 
School. 

A large amount of material has been received from the 
Transit Commission for the north meadow. ‘The placing 
of this filling in the Fens not only reduced the cost of 
work of the construction of the Arlington street subway 
station, but is very much needed in order to improve 
that meadow. The depth of the filling placed there 
some years ago was insufficient to give a proper grade, 
there being ugly looking slopes all along Boylston street. 

Audubon road was resurfaced. Both bridges over 
the Boston & Albany Railroad were relaid with planking. 


RIVERWAY. 


Red oaks were planted in the loam space between the 
Fens and Olmsted Park. Considerable thinning was 
done on the trees and shrubs along the shores of the 
Riverway and this same treatment was carried on 
through Olmsted Park, particularly around the shores 
of Jamaica Pond where the good effects are very appar- 
ent. The thinning out of all undesirable shrubs was 
carried on through the Riverway to Franklin Park. A 
large number of vistas were opened up through the River- 
way. 

ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


Considerable resurfacing of the roads in the vicinity 
of the turntable and Peters’ Hill was done; walks were 
repaired and resurfaced during the season; gates were 
painted and the old wall at the South street entrance 
to the Arboretum rebuilt and set in cement. 
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FRANKLIN PARK. 


The golf links, used for the past three years for war 
gardens, were plowed up and reseeded and the greens 
were all made over. The links can be used during the 
coming year, but temporary greens must be provided 
until the turf on the permanent greens is firm enough 
for use. 

That portion of the Greeting, leading from Blue Hill 
avenue entrance to the elephant house, was nearly 
completed, and the grading carried on as far as the funds 
would allow. A new building was erected for the 
housing of some of the hardier animals in the Zoo, and 
enclosures for a number of these animals were arranged 
for. The enclosures are still incomplete on account of 
the nondelivery of the wire for the fence. This, I hope, 
will be ready for use in the early spring. 

A bridle path was built surrounding the Circuit 
Drive and connecting with the old bridle path which 
comes in from Forest Hills extending the present bridle 
trail about two and one half miles. 

A new saw mill was located in the Service Yard. 

The former stable destroyed by fire, rebuilt for a 
garage, was renovated, to make it as near fireproof as 
possible by the installation of concrete floors, fireproof 
doors, ete. 

A great many hemlocks were planted in the vicinity 
of the bear dens and the area of the Herbaceous Gar- 
dens was enlarged; the Overlook Building, formerly 
used as winter quarters for the animals, has been 
repaired and replanted, making it suitable for a public 
shelter. The police quarters at this building were also 
improved. 

During the summer season an outbreak of the army 
worm was noticed in Franklin Park and was con- 
trolled by spraying before it had destroyed much of the 
area. 

Plans for a new lion house have been prepared and 
arrangements made for sewer and water to connect the 
various houses. 

The shelter located at Schoolmaster’s Hill was prac- 
tically rebuilt. The shelters at Abbottswoods were 
destroyed by fire. , 

The Playstead, used for the last three years for war 
gardens, has been plowed and harrowed, ready for 
reseeding in the spring; the old nursery, also devoted to 
war gardens, has been regraded ready for seeding. 
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Tobogganing was enjoyed more this year than for a 
great many years, an additional slide being provided, 
from eight to ten thousand people enjoying this sport 
evenings and Sundays — tobogganing being allowed: on 
Sunday for the first time in seven years. 


DORCHESTER. 


The contract for the completion of McConnell Park 
was carried out as far as the funds on hand would allow, 
and the bathing beach was opened for use on the 15th 
on June, the beginning of the regular bathing season. 
Considerable work remains to be done here, including 
the planting of trees, the grading of the children’s 
playground and the continuing of the walks around the 
bath house and the sea wall. 

At Norfolk Street Playground improvements were 
made by the completion of the bridge across the rail- 
road; the completing of the new tennis courts and the 
completing of a dike necessary for retaining water for 
skating during the winter 

Ripley Playground was completed and opened for 
use on the Ist of June. As this is a playground for 
young children only, it is surrounded by a high chain 
link fence with children’s shelter and apparatus and two 
tennis courts. This layout will prevent its use for 
baseball, which is objectionable to the neighbors and 
is unnecessary, as Franklin Field is near enough to 
accommodate all such games. 

The Mothers’ Rest on Washington street has been 
regraded and partially planted,— seats were also pro- 
vided, and other necessary improvements will be car- 
ried on in the early spring. 


West RoxBury. 


A large area of land was purchased at the corner of 
Ashland and South streets and studies have been pre- 
pared for the beautifying of this spot. 

At Forest Hills the old footbridge adjoining the 
building was removed and a new bridge built over 
Stony brook. This will eliminate the trail across the 

center of the playground. The diamonds were cut and 
regraded. 
BRIGHTON. 


A contract was let for the building of the field house 
at Portsmouth Street Playground. The field house 
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at Rogers Park was finished and opened to the public 
early in the year. The playground was levelled at 
Allston Park and partially enclosed with a wire fence 
to protect the neighboring properties from danger and 
damage caused by ball playing. This playground was 
graded so that skating could be enjoyed. A water and 
sewerage system has also been installed. When com- 
pleted, this playground will be suitable for baseball 
and lawn tennis. 


CHARLESTOWN. 


A contract was let for the extension of the field house 
at Charlestown Playground; bleachers were built 
along the baseball diamond and the baseball ground was 
regraded and leveled. Studies have been prepared 
for a children’s corner and mothers’ rest. 

On Mystic Playground the shelter was built for chil- 
dren, with children’s apparatus, and the fence carried 
along the sea wall, thus protecting the children from 
baseball games and enlarging the baseball diamond, 
making it suitable for games for men and grown boys. 
Planting was carried along by the sea wall and extra 
benches established for women and children. 

A contract was made and completed for the improve- 
ment and beautifying of Winthrop square. The monu- 
ment was surrounded by an iron fence and the grass 
plots — used as a children’s playground to the great 
detriment of the turf — were so enclosed as to prevent 
such damage in the future. The old brick sidewalk 
enclosing the square was replaced by granolithic. 


Norra Enp. 


The men’s building, destroyed by the molasses tank 
disaster, was rebuilt and opened for the bathing season 
on June 15. The wire fences were also rebuilt and the 
ball field partly resurfaced. 


SoutH Boston. 


The old bleachers at the M Street Playground were 
torn down and new bleachers built; the wire fence 
surrounding the children’s corner was. removed, thereby 
enlarging the baseball area. 

The bath houses connected with the Head House, 
destroyed by fire early in the year, were rebuilt in time 
for the bathing season. A second fire, after the bath- 


a — 
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Ing season was over, burned the rest of the bathing houses 
and also the approach to the iron pier. These several 
fires rendered it imperative that the bath houses and 
the approach to the pier be made of fireproof construc- 
tion as numerous small fires are put out every year. 

The old shrubs along the grass plot on the Strand- 
way were removed to the great improvement of that 
portion of the park. 

The work of replanking and repairing Marine Park 
plier was completed during the year. The electric lights 
installed are a great improvement over the old gas 
lamps. The balustrade around Pleasure bay was re- 
paired and improved, and the electric lights arranged 
for years ago were installed on the entrance posts. 

Fort Independence, on Castle Island, seriously dam- 
aged by vandals during its occupancy by the United 
States troops, was repaired and placed in proper con- 
dition for visitors. A large number of permanent seats 
were placed around the lawns outside the fort, and a 
new fence placed for safety around the sea walls. 

The drive from Farragut road to the end of the 
Strandway, near Pleasure bay, was resurfaced, and a 
very fine flagpole was placed in the park opposite the 
Head House to replace the one blown down a year ago. 

The slopes of the beach inside the walk along the 
Strandway were loamed and seeded’ and the whole 
place presents a vastly improved appearance. 

Granolithic walks were laid over the Strandway 
bridge across the Old Colony Railroad. New baseball 
diamonds were laid out on that portion of the Strandway, 
loamed and surfaced under the direction of the Public 
Works Department. 


East Boston. 


A contract has been let for the improvement. of 
Mothers’ Rest at Saratoga street, which is about 85 
per cent completed. This includes the surfacing of 
the playground, the erection of walls surrounding the 
playground and the erection of a shelter with children’s 
apparatus, also the planting of shade trees. 

Neptune road, leading to Wood Island, has been 
planted with English elms, seventy-one new trees being 
placed there. 

Cottage Street Playground was resurfaced and the 
baseball grounds improved; drinking fountains were 
installed at Orient Heights and at Cottage street. All 
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of the squares in East Boston have been regraded and 
seeded; fences have been placed around the lawns to 
protect them. 

On the eighty small parks and squares throughout 
the city considerable work has been done during the 
past year. Fences have been repaired, permanent seats 
installed, fountains repainted, and the plots graded and 
seeded. . 

At Berners square, Longwood avenue, a new fence was 
built to protect the property and to prevent trails. 

At Madison park, Roxbury, considerable grading had 
to be done on account of the sidewalks and streets being 
raised. Over one thousand yards of loam was required. 
It was also necessary to regrade and make new walks. 

At Orchard park a new roof was placed on the shelter, 
the old tile roof having been destroyed by vandalism. 

New walks were constructed at Meeting House Hill. 

At Eagle Hill Reservoir, this site, under the control 
of the Public Works Department, has been turned over 
to this department for playground purposes. Plans 
have been prepared for a field house, shelter and large 
playground area. 


City GREENHOUSES. 


Sixty thousand dollars have been appropriated for the 
building of new greenhouses to take the place of the 
old greenhouses on Cottage street, Dorchester, which 
are inadequate for the needs of the department. During 
the year over 100,000 plants were grown and started 
in the greenhouses, which we used on the Public Garden, 
Franklin Park, and the various small parks and squares 
throughout the city. 

BEACHES. 

The beach at Wood Island, formerly used by a great 
number of people, has been partially destroyed by the 
dredging operations going on under the direction of the 
State Commission on Waterways. 

The floating bath-houses which have been stored at 
Meridian street on land leased by the city must be | 
Sa by reason of the fact that this land has been 
sold. 

At L street the old building was repaired. The build- 
ings badly in need of painting have been repainted and 
are vastly improved. Sand was spread, all of the 
beaches were regraded and improved; the sand washed 
in by the winter storms being replaced on the beach. 
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Tenean Beach was completed early in the season; 
the flats below the beach were dredged, the material 
being used on the proposed playground adjoining the 
beach,— that being filled to the proper level. The 
beach was sanded from 1 foot to 18 inches, and every- 
thing was ready for the bathing season on the fifteenth 
of June. 

At Freeport street new runs were built and the beach ‘ 
was graded and sanded for the bathing season — June 
fifteenth. 

At North End Park the beach was graded, sand 
spread and wire fences built to separate the men and 
women. 

At Dewey Beach the beach was graded, sand spread 
and the building thoroughly repaired before the opening 
of the bathing season. 

Savin Hill Beach was finished as far as the department 
could go with the funds on hand. The beach was 
covered with sand and made ready for use by the 15th 
of June. 


.MorTrH AND TREE DIVISION. 


During the year over two hundred trees were removed 
from the streets of the city. Pruning was done in the 
East Boston, Charlestown, Roxbury, Dorchester and 
Brighton districts, and systematic planting has been 
arranged for certain areas to be covered each year. 
Over fifteen hundred young trees were pruned during 
the year. Trees were planted on Commonwealth avenue, 
Boston Common, Bennington street, East Boston, 
Warren street, Dudley street and Mt. Pleasant avenue. 
At West Roxbury Parkway two hundred hemlocks were 
set out as part of a plan to replant the entire area with 
evergreens, and evergreen planting was also made in 
front of the bear dens in Franklin Park. A number of 
old oaks in the vicinity of the bird house were removed 
and the other trees were pruned. One hundred sixty- 
six linden trees were planted on Amory street. 

Over 35,000 private places were inspected, of which 
18,530 were found to be infested; 15,610 of these 
places were cleaned or sprayed by the moth force 
during the year. 

I desire to call attention to the condition of some of 
the old sprayers that we have had in the department 
since 1910. Parts are worn so much that it will be 
impossible to repair them with any degree of satisfaction. 
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GYMNASIA. 


Our activities in the gymnasia were seriously inter- 
fered with on account of the various buildings being 
occupied by the government troops and the State 
Guard, also the closing of the buildings on account of 
the coal shortage. A considerable number of repairs 
had to be done on the buildings and the apparatus. 

At the present time we have eleven gymnasiums 
situated in Charlestown, East Boston, South Boston, 
Dorchester, Roxbury, West Roxbury and Roslindale, 
with instructors who hold classes for men, women and 
children at different hours of the day and evening. 

Cabot Street Gymnasium was thoroughly renovated 
and a new filtering system was installed for the pool and 
the building is now in excellent condition. 

A great many activities were carried on during the 
summer and winter season. The tennis tournament in 
Franklin Field was very successful, there being over 
four hundred competitors; the prizes were donated by 
the department. 

The swimming races held at Charles River Basin and 
at the various beaches were very successful. Bowling 
tournaments were held during the summer season in 
Franklin Field, the greens being in perfect condition for 
the first time in a number of years. , 

A skating carnival was held at Jamaica pond on 
January 6; over 50,000 people participated. Skating 
facilities were provided at thirty-two places in the 
department. About three weeks of excellent skating 
was enjoyed during the later part of December and the 
first week in January. 

On Boston Common, a large Christmas tree, standing 
over seventy feet high, was built by the department 
force. On Morton Street Playground a large number of 
Christmas trees were used around the pergolas and a 
Madonna was erected, donated by the Red Stocking 
Community Club for the Christmas festivities. 


BANbD CONCERTS. 


Kighty band concerts were held last summer at the 
following places: Boston Common, Marine Park, Frank- 
lin Park and Jamaica Pond. An innovation of noon 
concerts was held on Boston Common which was very 
well patronized. 
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ZOOLOGICAL GARDEN AND AQUARIUM. 


A building was erected in the ranges for the protection 
of the deer and other animals which are unable to stand 
the winter climate here, and several other inclosures 
have been made for the use of these animals in the 
summer. Through the failure of the mills to supply the 
wire netting for the completion of this work, the same 
has been delayed until next spring. 

A number of changes were made at the Round House, 
where the lions and monkeys are kept, which contributed 
to the better housing of these animals. A number of 
birds were purchased by the curator from New York 
dealers, also some animals, including a number of varie- 
ties of deer. 

The walks of the Greeting were completed from the 
Blue Hill avenue entrance to the elephant house. ‘This 
should be a great improvement next year, so as to 
prevent thousands of visitors from roaming over the 
grass areas. Permanent seats have been located along 
the entrances to the Greeting to Blue Hill avenue. 
These seats are not only useful for resting purposes, 
but will form a barrier to prevent the making of trails 
used for short cuts, which very much disfigure the 
appearance of the park. 


AQUARIUM. 


A large number of new fish was purchased by the 
curator and installed in the Aquarium. <A contract 
has been let for a new chimney,— the smoke-stack on 
the old chimney had disintegrated. The basement has 
been entirely repainted in white, and a new partition 
built between engine and boiler room to replace the one 
torn down. 

A detailed report of the Aquarium and the Zoo is 
herewith appended.

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REPORT OF THE CURATOR OF THE ZOOLOGI- 
CAL GARDEN AND AQUARIUM. 


Boston, January 31, 1920. 
To Wiuuram P. Lone, Deputy Commissioner of Parks: 


Dear Sir,— I herewith submit the following report 
of the Zoological Garden, and Aquarium for the year 
ending January 31, 1920: 


ZOOLOGICAL GARDEN. 


The year 1919, in the history of this department, — 
has been marked by a most decided step towards putting 
our Zoological Garden, with its practically unlimited 
possibilities, on an equal footing with other great 
institutions of its kind in this country. 

The city government has shown considerable interest 
and has been favorable to our progress. ‘The unlimited 
backing and encouragement your Board has given is 
to a large extent responsible for the good condition our 
institution is in. The spirit of “pulling together” 
shown by the employees, under me, has done much to 
put us on a smooth running basis. 

The collections in the garden have been fully main- 
tained, and at the close of the year show a substantial 
augmentation. 

Two features of the past year’s developments have been 
particularly gratifying. ‘The first was an appropriation 
of $60,000 for the purpose of building a new lion house. 
The plans are drawn and work should be started on it 
this spring. This building will help relieve congested 
conditions and provide sanitary and healthful quarters 
for the delicate members of the Felidae family, where 
their surroundings, more in keeping with the great name 
of Boston, will enhance their exhibition a hundredfold. 

The second was an appropriation of $25,000 to be 
used in building two new deer houses with six attendant 
yards, one puma and one wildeat den, pens for wolves, 
foxes and coyotes and a prairie dog village. Three 
thousand dollars of this amount was for the purchase 
of new exhibits. One of these deer houses has been 
completed and at present is housing the more tender 
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species of the Cervidae family which cannot stand the 
rigors of our New England winters. This new house 
is low built and of rustic effect, much more in keeping 
with the surroundings than the many small, bare sheds 
used in the past. The other deer house when built, 
will give us the opportunity to increase our exhibits by 
several new species of deer or goats. Seven hundred 
and fifty dollars of this appropriation has been largely 
spent in the purchase of new birds, for which we were 
in dire need as practically no new specimens had been 
bought for three years. In order to keep our bird house 
in a ‘‘full fledged” condition, an additional $1,000 
must needs be spent. 


Difficulty in Procuring Birds. 

In the procuring of birds, I have been handicapped 
by the fact that I am so far removed from New York, 
the usudl port of debarkation, that other zoological 
gardens and dealers are able to get there first and buy 
up the meager shipments that are coming in. 


Few Specumens of Many Species. 

It is my policy, where exhibition space is limited, 
to exhibit few specimens of many species rather than 
to fill the corrals and cages with many common and 
easily obtainable members of one kind. 

On assuming charge of this garden I found many 
single specimens. For several of these I have provided 
mates, thus enhancing the value of the exhibit from 
an educational standpoint, and paving the way for 
offspring which will be a decided asset on account of 
their trading value. 


Policy of Saving. 

A policy of saving and economy has been-in effect 
throughout the year with the result that notwithstanding 
the fact that the cost of labor and supplies has increased 
greatly and there has been a constant addition of new 
birds and mammals, yet the cost of maintenance has 
only been approximately $4,000 more than last year. 
This saving has been carried on mainly in the purchase 
of supplies. Cheaper grades of meat, fish and vegetables, 
without loss of nutritive value, have been used. Per- 
sonal attention to the buying of these supplies has also 
been to our advantage. 
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Vegetable Garden. 


Aside from the great saving and convenience of a 
constantly accessible supply of vegetables, the fresh- 
ness of the daily distribution from the garden and 
storehouse renders them more appetizing and better 
in every way for the birds and mammals. 

Last spring a two-acre plot of land was planned for 
the purpose of supplying the Zoological Garden with 
vegetables. On account of unfavorable weather and 
lateness in planting the returns did not much more 
than pay for costs. This year I intend to make the 
garden a decided success. 


Repairs and Improvements. 


The round house, which has been the ‘‘temporary 
quarters’ for the lions and monkeys for some years, 
has been almost completely remodeled inside. The 
monkey cages have been shortened to prevent the 
teasing and cruel acts, oftened practiced on these ani- 
mals by the public. The old cages were also sub- 
divided in order to allow for the exhibition of more 
animals, and a 6-foot guard fence has been erected 
before all cages which will prevent much of the dis- 
astrous feeding which has been experienced in the past. 

The heating system has been changed, from radiators 
underneath the cage floors to steam coils in front, which 
will equalize the temperature and do away with the 
draughts which have caused much sickness and many 
deaths among the inmates in the past. 

The outside cages on the northwesterly side were sub- 
divided and fitted with safety entrances, and skylights 
were cut in the roof to let the sun into the hitherto dark 
interiors. Here the monkeys were kept throughout the 
summer and well into the fall, the first time since their 
reception. that the members of the primates had been 
able to breathe the open air and bask in the unhampered 
rays of the sun. The result was indeed gratifying, not 
a sneeze or a cough since they were put outside and 
members that appeared to be on the ‘‘downward path”’ 
took a ‘‘new lease of life.”’ 

One third of the elephant house and exercising yard 
has been fenced off with heavy steel bars and rails, to 
provide a place for two giraffes which are expected 
late this spring. 

Shelves and cages have been installed in one of the 
small rooms at the bird house. There all sickly or 
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otherwise indisposed birds may be placed for observa- 
tion. It will also serve as a quarantine room where 
all new arrivals may be held until such time as it is 
deemed safe to admit them to the exhibition cages. 

The cement work about the pools at the bear dens 
which was considerably cracked and in many places 
completely broken away has been repaired. ° 

The bottom of the iron framework of both the inside 
and outside cages at the bird house have been cemented 
to keep them from rusting. The outside cages have 
also been given a coat of paint. 

The water and dramage system at the range has been 
extended and improved, and eventually will obviate 
the present necessity of carrying to each yard. 

Small and neat metal frames with a glass front have 
been placed on the front of every cage at the bird house. 
Printed cards in these holders give the English and 
scientific name of the bird with a synopsis of its range, 
habits and food. The advantage of these new signs 
over the old ones, which were placed: at the top of the 
cages, are very apparent, in that they are directly 
before one’s eyes, easily read, and of educational value. 

A recuperating station, consisting of two roomy 
cages, was established in one of the yards at the range. 
Here, small mammals, worn out by public attention, 
or suffering from any disorder, could be placed in the 
open air and sunlight, away from annoyance of any sort. 


Losses of Mammals. 


If our losses had been confined to disease or natural 
causes, they would take up very little space, but when 
augmented by the violent deaths from outside causes, 
they look more pretentious.

Losses of Birds. 


During the past year we have lost eighty-eight birds. 
When the facts are taken into consideration that the 
average life of a bird in captivity is much less than in 
its natural haunts, that but few new specimens have 
been added during the last three years, that two thirds 
of these birds were brought to us as gifts and in many 
cases were suffering from some injury, sickly, refused 
to eat, or could not become acclimated, this mortality 
is not alarming. 


Important Acquisitions. 


Last spring, two female buffaloes were purchased 
from the Corbin Park at Newport, N. H., for the very 
small price of $100 each. Our male of this species 
is one of the finest in captivity and has never had a 
mate. 

Two robust kangaroos were obtained from the Cin- 
cinnati Zoo in trade for one of our brown bears which 
could not get along with its cage mates. It is the first 
time kangaroos have been exhibited here. 

A new species at the Zoo are three Japanese Sika 
deer, one buck and two does, bought from the Phila- 
delphia Zoo. 

One female red deer was also purchased from the 
Philadelphia Zoo to mate with our fine buck. 

The most important acquisitions of birds were: 
One toucan, two scarlet ibis, four white-crested jay 
thrushes, two white-throated jay-thrushes, one egret, 
and two razor-billed curassows. 

The following mammals were reared at the Zoo during 
1919: One axis deer, one lion cub, one llama and six 
Eskimo dogs. 

CENSUS. 

Birds.—Species, 157; specimens, 424. 

Mammals.—Species, 41; specimens, 110. 


Showing an increase over 1918 of 36 species and 58 
specimens of birds; 8 species; 20 specimens of mam- 
mals. 


AQUARIUM. 

The year 1919 has been an uneventful one in the his- 
tory of the Aquarium, but it may be stated as continuing 
to successfully fulfill its mission as one of Boston’s most 
important museums. 
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No shipments of southern fishes were received during 
the year, and as the average life of many of those fishes is 
but a few months in captivity, it can readily be seen that 
our collections must be sadly depleted. Most of the 
groups of fishes now to be seen in our exhibition tanks 
are the hardy survivors of larger groups from which the 
weak, injured, or short lived specimens have gradually 
been eliminated. 

The sincere commendation received not only from 
officials of other aquariums but from the general pub- 
lic in regard to the appearance and general upkeep of 
our institution has been most gratifying. 


Acquisitions. 

Several gifts of local game fishes have been gratefully 
received from the Massachusetts Fish and Game Com- 
mission. 

Dr. Heber Bishop of Boston, after much trouble and 
labor in catching and transporting, donated a wonderful 
specimen of the landlocked salmon. ‘This fish weighed 
18 pounds and was taken at Doctor Bishop’s camp at 
Clearwater lake, Farmington, Maine. 

Two baby harp seals, which had evidently drifted 
out of their native haunts in northern waters and cast 
ashore on Cape Cod, were added to our seal pool. It 
is a very trying and seldom successful task to rear these 
creatures, but nevertheless with much care one was 
kept for six months, only to die as the result of being fed 
a handful of elastic rubber bands, small stones and 
paper by the public. 


Sea Lions. 


The physiological effect upon visitors of the intense 
and continuous ‘‘barking”’ of the sea lions has been 
thoroughly studied, and as a result it would seem that 
they should be removed. Much of the public’s enjoy- 
ment in observing the different collections is spoiled, and 
instead of pleasurably lingering before the tanks many 
visitors rush through the Aquarium as fast as possible 
in order to get away from the discordant and echoing 
clamor of these animals. 

One sea lion was born last: spring, and, contrary to the 
opinion of eminent zoologists, has been successfully 
reared. The mother of this baby died the latter part 
of the year as the result of intestinal worms, a common 
trouble in this species. 
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Needs for 1920. 


In addition to the necessity of more fish for exhibition 
purposes, there are many expensive repairs to be made 
during the coming year. 

The iron chimney has rusted away with the result that 
with a southwest gale the building is filled with smoke 
and gases. An entire new chimney is needed. 

The fresh water filters have not been cleaned and 
renovated for several years, and the water in the exhibi- 
tion tanks is already beginning to have a rusty tinge. 
The work of renovating these filters, of which there are 
four, will cost approximately $800 each, but if we are 
to keep our fresh water collections it must be done. 

The corrosion of pipes in the salt water system is quick 
and constant and a general overhauling and renewal of 
that system must be done. 

Among the salt water fishes of this locality are many 
fine and interesting specimens of which little is known 
by the general public. These fish form a plentiful and 
easily accessible supply which, if. we had a cold salt 
water installation, would be of vast educational value. 
The Aquarium was originally intended to contain such 
an installation in a north wing, which was never con- 
structed, but which could be easily added at such time 
as the money for that purpose is forthcoming.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BAND 
CONCERTS. 


Boston, November 24, 1919. 
To His Honor the Mayor of Boston: 


In behalf of the committee appointed by your Honor 
to make recommendations regarding the public band 
concerts during the summer of 1919, I beg herewith. to 
tender our report. 

Before determining the schedule of concerts for the 
season, your committee gave much thought to the 
question of the best means to assure the highest possible 
standard of repertoire and performance in all concerts; 
having no less in mind the purpose of the latter as a 
means of entertainment and recreation to the citizens 
of Boston. . 

At the outset it was realized that under existing con- 
ditions there is little incentive to any one of the numerous 
civilian bands to maintain a permanent organization, 
unchanging in personnel and having the advantage of 
regular and efficient rehearsals as an organization, under 
a single leader. It would obviously be impossible for 
the committee to undertake to provide the additional 
remuneration required by the bands in nearly all cases 
for holding any rehearsal whatever; for the cost of a 
single rehearsal for any concert is 40 per cent in addition 
to the price for the concert itself; payment of which 
additional sum would necessarily involve curtailment of 
the total number of concerts given by nearly 30 per cent. 
In view of this fact, the plan unanimously favored by 
the committee provided for the establishment of what 
would virtually be a municipal band, under competent 
leadership, and composed of the most able musicians 
available. To attract such musicians during the summer 
months, it would be necessary to offer a contract covering 
not less than five concerts weekly, for a period of at least 
eight weeks. 

To establish such an organization exclusively for the 
city concerts, and to maintain the usual additional 
schedule of Sunday concerts, would require even a 
larger appropriation than that generously placed at the 
disposal of the committee by your Honor for the current 
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year. It was accordingly decided, with your Honor’s 
approval, to invite the co-operation of the Metropolitan 
Park Commission in carrying out a plan whereby a 
certain number of the concerts might be taken over by 
that body as a part of its annual Metropolitan Park 
concert schedule. The chairman of this committee 
appeared before the Metropolitan Park Commission, 
and the plan as submitted was courteously received and 
taken under consideration. Some time later, however, 
and after a second interview with the secretary and one 
of the members of the commission, the latter announced 
its inability to adopt the plan as suggested. It felt that 
the plan suggested had its possibilities, but could not be 
carried out this year. 

The committee thereupon proceeded to define the 
schedule of concerts for the season. It was thought 
best to adhere to the policy established last year of 
giving no week-day concerts in various outlying districts 
of the city, but to have all concerts on Sunday after- 
noons at: Boston Common, Marine Park, Franklin 
Park, Jamaica Pond and Wood Island Park. It was 
also decided, with your Honor’s approval, to take ad- 
vantage of special rates offered for a series of twelve 
concerts given in a single location, on six successive 
days; and a special season of four weeks was thus made 
possible, to be given on alternate weeks on Boston 
Common and at Marine Park, beginning July 15. This 
plan offered the best practical substitute for that of a 
fixed organization regularly rehearsed, since by continu- 
ous association it was certain that the standards of 
performance would be raised. 

A schedule of the concerts as given is annexed. One 
concert each at Marine Park, Franklin Park and Jamaica 
Pond was offered to the Overseas Naval Band, con- 
ducted by Mr. Alfred Moore, but traveling engagements 
of the organization prevented their acceptance. These 
concerts were then allotted to other bands as noted in 
the schedule. 

For the Sunday afternoon concerts on Boston Common 
the band comprised forty men, including the conductor; 
for all other concerts, including those of the special 
season, twenty-six men, including the conductor. ‘The 
character of the programs was invariably of a gratify- 
ingly high standard, and the large audience which 
gathered to enjoy the concerts gave every evidence of 
their appreciation of this very quality. Your committee 
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is firmly of the belief that the public at large welcomes 
the best music, and has no desire to be regaled with the 
deplorably mediocre compositions which too often pose 
as examples of ‘‘popular music,” or ‘‘ what people like.”’ 

The special season above referred to merits special 
mention. Beginning Tuesday, July 15, concerts were 
given twice daily on Boston Common until the following 
Sunday, inclusive. The prevailing strike upon the 
Boston Elevated Railway not having been settled before 
the end of the week, it was thought best to continue the 
concerts on Boston Common during the following week, 
instead of giving them at Marine Park as originally con- 
templated. After the settlement of the transportation 
strike, probably because of the increased fares, it was 
found that the number of people visiting Marine Park 
was materially smaller, and in view of the pronounced 
success of the concerts on Boston Common, it was 
decided to continue them there throughout the four 
weeks of the special season. 

These concerts were given twice daily, except 
Mondays, at noon and at 8 p. m. The noon hour 
offered to a large number of people opportunity for 
recreation and enjoyment of music during the noon 
period, and the daily attendance and evident enjoyment 
by the audience of the privilege were both most gratify- 
ing. The evening concerts were also exceedingly well 
attended, and the committee feels that the experiment 
of such a season has proven its distinct value, not only 
as a means of pleasure and recreation to the community, 
but also as a factor in the maintenance of high musical 
standards. 

Special features were the (Sunday) programs of French 
and Italian music, and notably the last concert of the 
special week-day season on August 9, designated as 
‘Soldiers’ night.’”’ In the words of the secretary of 
your committee: 


“The last of the week-day concerts on the Common was 
arranged especially for service men and the attendance of 
soldiers and sailors and their friends made the audience an 
unusually large one. The band conductor was assisted by a 
song-leader, Mr. Stetson Humphrey, who directed the audience 
in the rendering of familiar numbers. Their response was so 
enthusiastic and the whole affair so enjoyable that the com- 
mittee recommend a further development of the feature of 
community singing, carefully controlled, as well as of other 
forms of vocal music, in connection with these concerts.”’ 
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The committee respectfully suggests for consideration 
before the next season: 

1. The plans submitted by Mr. Shurtleff, at the 
request of the chairman of the Park and Recreation 
Commission, for additional permanent seats about the 
Parkman Bandstand, together with the provision of 
additional trees, looking toward the future achievement 
of more shade. 

2. The question of additional seating accommoda- 
tions at Marine Park. 

3. An effort for further consultation with the Metro- 
politan Park Commission regarding co-operation in 
concert schedules. 

4. The possibility of extension of the season of daily 
concerts on Boston Common to a total of six or eight 
weeks. 

5. The installation of an adequate system of per- 
manent electric lighting on the Parkman Bandstand. 

The committee has had the valuable library of band 
music formerly used by the Municipal Band, and more 
recently stored in the rooms of the Park and Recreation 
Commission, carefully catalogued and made available 
for use. 

A financial statement, showing all bills paid and an 
unexpended balance of $133.33 from the appropriation 
allotted by your Honor, is appended herewith. 

The committee desires to place on record its apprecia- 
tion of your Honor’s generous interest and co-operation 
in its recommendations; of the courtesy and assistance 
at all times of the chairman of the Park and Recreation 
Department and his associates, and of the co-opera- 
tion of the daily Press in the publication of programs 
and announcement of concerts. 

The committee also desires to record its appreciation 
of the valued service of Mr. Harry R. Wellman as one 
of its members, who was obliged to resign his member- 
ship by reason of his removal from the state.

DEAR Sir,—I was appointed by your Honor Penal 
Institutions Commissioner on December 18, 1919. My 
knowledge of conditions in the Penal Institutions 
Department was so limited that I requested my prede- 
cessor, the Honorable Sanford Bates, to report on the 
activities of the department for the year ending January 
31, 1920. He has very kindly done so and his report 
is as follows.

Dear Sir,—In compliance with the provisions of 
chapter 3, section 24, of the Revised Ordinances of the 
City of Boston, and at the request of my successor in 
office, Thomas C. O’Brien, Esq., I respectfully submit 
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the following report of the Penal Institutions Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1920. 

It was with regret that I resigned my commission as 
head of this department on December 3, 1919, to accept 
a position in the state service, and I take this opportu- 
nity to express the satisfaction that I have felt in hold- 
ing the position. during your administration. While I 
was in charge only ten months out of the year, the 
present commissioner has courteously allowed me to 
write the report covering at least that portion of the 
year ending January 31, 1920. 

In my report submitted to you a year ago I outlined 
the organization of the department. The Central Office 
has been continued in much the same manner as there 
indicated, the co-operation with the courts having been 
increasingly helpful in parole matters. The steamer 
‘‘Monitor” has continued to serve this department and 
also serve as official city steamer. The Randidge Fund 
excursions this summer were held on Long Island and 
were considered by everyone to be of a very successful 
nature. <A considerable sum of money was saved by 
having the ‘‘Monitor’”’ painted by inmate labor and it 
was agreed that a splendid job was performed. 


HovusE OF CORRECTION. 


The most important change at the House of Correction 
at Deer Island was the occupation of the new women’s 
prison building on the hill. These premises which were 
under lease to the United States Government were 
evacuated by the navy on July 1. It had become 
apparent for some time that the main building which 
was seventy years old was becoming unfit for use. As 
soon, therefore, as the claims for damages against the 
Government could be adjusted and the necessary repairs 
made and painting done, the removal was accomplished 
from the old prison building to the new women’s prison, 
which was about September 15. Had conditions re- 
mained as they were five years ago this would not have 
been possible, but the decrease in population has con- 
tinued to make itself felt and the average daily popula- 
tion of 250 men was easily housed in the new prison with 
its 320 cells. The Building Commissioner has con- 
demned the main institution building and it will probably 
never again be used for jail purposes. The new prison 
has been completely renovated, painted and refurnished.

A light, wholesome dining room with new tables has been 
furnished. Hach cell will now be provided with running 
water and individual toilets, and the prison building as 
a whole will compare favorably with any in the country. 

The contract was let for repairing and renovating the 
bakery, which was a positive menace to health. The 
new bakery will be a clean, hygienic, up-to-date affair 
and a great improvement over the old situation. New 
machinery has been purchased for the creamery and 
milk room, including a cooler, a separator and a churn. 
Hereafter the milk will be better utilized and there will 
not be any reason for the purchase of butter outside of 
the institution. A splendid showing has been made in 
the piggery owing to the fact that a large number of pigs 
were sold at the top market price during the summer 
months. All pigs are now inoculated against disease, 
and the fact that large quantities of garbage were re- 
ceived from the navy camp resulted in increased sales 
for the season amounting to $6,793.40 for this depart- 
ment. I am strongly of the opinion that this is a very 
profitable industry which can be increased through the 
co-operation of the Public Works Department with the 
expenditure of very little labor. The price of feed is so 
high that it does not pay to purchase feed for grown pigs. 
If it could be arranged so that a section of the city would 
deliver its offal to Deer Island, I feel quite sure that a 
profit of $25,000 yearly could be made in this way. 

After much negotiation a very advantageous settle- 
ment was arranged with the United States Government 
whereby they settled for all the damage occasioned to 
city property through their occupancy of our premises. 
I have previously reported to you on the increase in 
heating charges which was arranged for. The damage 
settlement with the navy amounted to $3,550.07. The 
increase over the stipulated rent due on the new heating 
agreement was $10,063.09. 

The hospital roof has been partly reshingled and 
shingles sufficient to repair the whole of the same have 
been purchased at a very low figure. 

The population as heretofore stated has continued to 
decrease, due to the continued operation of the proba- 
tion laws and good business outside. The advent of 
prohibition has caused a still further decrease in popula- 
tion, as will be seen from the tables published herein. 
It became necessary, therefore, to further reduce the 
pay roll of the institution. The number of employees 
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on February 1, 1919, was 90; the number as of Decem- 
ber 1, 1919, was 77. As was to be expected, therefore, 
the department was able to make a considerable saving 
in its appropriation, the total amount to be turned 
back being $18,074.69. The amount of income, apart 
from the $25,000 rent of the building occupied by the 
navy for six months, amounts to $26,287.79.. This 
is an increase over the previous year of $8,265.26, 
making a net saving to the city, including the unused 
appropriation and the increased income, of $26,339.95. 

The farm connected with the institution produced its 
usual crop, although the harvesting suffered somewhat 
from lack of labor. The protracted rains interfered 
seriously with the potato crop, as was the case generally 
in New England. 

The readjustment of the quarters in the institution 
will allow of the closing down entirely of one of the four 
heating plants. The connection of the hospital with 
the power plant, as recommended by the Fuel Committee, 
will result in a part closing down of a second plant. It 
ought to be possible, therefore, with these changes to 
heat the institution at much less expense than has here- 
tofore been the case. The question is none the less 
urgent, however, as to the construction of a central 
heating plant. Several of the boilers are in need of 
immediate replacement and it is hoped that this can be 
done in the spring out of money already appropriated 
by the City Council for a heating plant. 

The severe storm in early November caused serious 
damage to the sea wall on the northerly side of the 
island, and a very serious catastrophe was narrowly 
averted. This should be repaired at once for the preser- 
vation of the buildings at the institution. 

In my previous report I outlined my ideas as to the 
desirability of a prison school. It is pleasing to report 
that this school has been established and has been a 
remarkable success. One paid instructor was secured 
with school experience in the person of Alfred L. Shaugh- 
nessey, and the success of the school is due to the tireless 
efforts of the master, Mr. Henry A. Higgins, and to 
Mr. Shaughnessy and his wife who has given generously 
of her time in its behalf. During the summer of 1919 
the school met in the open air and as many as nine classes 
have been in operation: Over a hundred inmates have 
taken advantage of the privilege. There has been no 
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breach of discipline, and with one exception, none of the 
inmates have betrayed the trust reposed in them in this 
manner. The school met after hours in the open air, 
with only one officer in charge. Except for two men 
who ran away, one of whom did not rightfully belong 
in the school, there has been no trouble whatever. It 
certainly has been a refreshing sight to see men occupied. 
with their school books in the prison yard instead of 
idling their time away possibly under evil influences. 
Classes have been maintained in English, American 
history, civics, shorthand, typewriting, arithmetic, Span- 
ish and drawing. Of course no one can predict how 
long the experiment will succeed, but it is safe to say 
that the establishment of the school so far has been a 
marked success and a factor for good in the institution. 

It has been the practice of the master to meet with the 
inmate instructors who have conducted the classes at 
least once a week and through them keep closely in 
touch with the inmate population. This has had a 
remarkable effect in improving the morale of the whole 
body of men and is proving to be a very efficient sub- 
stitute for self-government. ‘The men feel that they are 
being given opportunities and are quick to respond by 
better behavior and more interest in themselves. The 
public meetings so successfully started last year have 
been continued and many influential men in the com- 
munity have visited the institution and marvelled at the 
progress of the experiment. Members of the Boston 
School Committee, judges of our courts and officials 
from the State House have found profit and interest in 
visiting the institution. 

The community singing has continued and a forum is 
being established by the inmate teachers, at which the 
inmates may have the opportunity for self-expression 
under proper limitations. A number of debates have 
been held in which the subject was prepared entirely by 
inmates and conducted by them. Some of the subjects 
discussed were: Resolved, That education in a penal 
institution is beneficial to society; Resolved, That 
compensation should be paid for prison labor; Resolved, 
That the indeterminate sentence should be adopted in 
Massachusetts. On these occasions the progress of 
debate was keenly followed and the applause indicated 
that the man who sought intellectual development and 
improvement was fast taking his place as a leader in 
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the institution, as against the old type of leader whose 
chief ability was in impressing his fellows with his 
prowess as a law breaker. 

An arrangement has been made with the Baton 
Public Library, whereby books are circulated through 
the institution. In the first month in which this practice 
was adopted over nine hundred books were taken from 
the library for use by the 250 inmates. 

In the development of the school and its resulting 
improvement in the inmate morale and discipline, too 
much eredit cannot be given the master, Mr. Henry A. 
_ Higgins, who has mixed firmness and sympathy with a 
broad understanding of the men under his charge. 

In conclusion, I want to take this opportunity again 
to express my thanks for the support which I have 
always had from your office and again to express the 
thanks of the city to the faithful employees of the Penal 
Institutions Department.

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REPORT OF HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 





Boston, February 1, 1920. 
Hon. THomas C. O’BRIEN, 
Penal Institutions Commissioner: 





Dear Sir,— I respectfully submit the annual report 
of the Suffolk County House of Correction for the week 
ending January 31, 1920. 

On January 1 I became acting master, thereby filling 
the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of Mr. Henry 
A. Higgins. There has been a decided decrease in the 
number of commitments to this institution within the 
past year (on January 1, 1920, there were 242 inmates) 
and I believe the time is near when consolidation with 
other similar institutions must become necessary. The 
number of female inmates became so small that on 
January 1 all of the women were removed to the Suffolk 
County Jail, and no commitments of women have been 
made to this institution since that date. 

Beginning January 2 commitments of Federal political 
prisoners were made to Deer Island, and by January 6 
425 of these political prisoners were housed and cared 
for under my direction. Preliminary hearings were 
held and many were released on bail. At the present 
time there are ninety-four of these prisoners still confined 
in Barracks ‘“‘B.”’ Two officers of the institution have 
been delegated to care for these prisoners under the 
supervision of an immigration guard. 

With a great decrease in commitments, our industries 
have suffered. Inmates at the stone shed worked but 
six months during the past year, and furnished three 
shipments of stone to the City of Boston. With the 
exception of the potato crop, the farm was very much 
of a success. The piggery had a very successful year 
and we disposed of approximately $6,800 worth of pork. 

The wall at the northeast end of the island was beaten 
down by the wind and high tides and must be repaired 
in order to protect the main power station. The boat 
landing wharf and the coal wharf are sadly in need of 
repairs. The bakery has been thoroughly renovated, 
and a request is made for sufficient money to install an

up-to-date equipment. In spite of the few inmates and 
the large amount necessary to keep this tremendous 
plant going, the objects of their commitment have ‘not 
been forgotten. 

The school has been carried on under the supervision 
of Mr. Alfred Shaughnessey, and debates between 
inmate teams, at which current questions were discussed, 
enlivened interest in the school. Beside classes for 
illiterates, there are classes in bookkeeping, shorthand 
and typewriting. The teaching staff is composed of 
members of the Teacher’s Association, who are inmates, 
and who give Mr. Shaughnessey helpful co-operation. 
To Superintendent Thompson of the Boston Public 
Schools and Major Bogan of the Boston School Com- 
mittee, we are indebted for their kind donation of school 
equipment. Many of Boston’s leading citizens have 
visited us during the year and have addressed the 
inmates.

During the year closed, we received two (2) children 
with sentenced mothers, each for three (3) months; the 
babies showing great improvement at the time of release. 

Three (3) female patients were transferred to Long 
Island Hospital for confinement in accordance with 
statute, Revised Laws, chapter 225, Acts 1906. A strange 
case, patient giving history of having deliberately 
swallowed nails, wire, etc., was also transferred to Long. 
Island, a diagnosis of foreign body having been made 
and confirmed by X-ray; operation followed and a 
varied collection of junk removed from stomach, and was 
rapidly recovering from the operation when he suc- 
cumbed a victim to pneumonia. We have been getting 
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good results in the treatment of patients with com- 
municable diseases from the intravenous injection of 
arsphenamine and internal medication. A very small 
percentage of those committed were afflicted with 
venereal disease. 

Remembering our visitation of influenza a year ago, 
all precautions were taken to have material for work 
and wards in readiness for a possible recurrence of the 
direful epidemic. Fortunately, we have had not a 
single case up to the present time; a few mild cases of 
grippe, however, were isolated and discharged after a 
few days treatment. 

One ward in the hospital was allowed for the exclusive 
treatment of sick ‘‘Reds,’? members of the Communist 
party who were taken in the raid by the Department of 
Justice January 3, 1920. On January 24 several of the 
‘“Reds” showing symptoms of grippe were immediately 
taken to the hospital, isolated and given treatment, and 
after a week all made a good recovery and were able to 
return to Barracks B. 

With a small inmate population due to prohibition eae 
other causes, our past commissioner, Sanford Bates, 
deemed it advisable to dispense with the services of Dr. 
John F. Sullivan, so there is now only one physician in 
the hospital. 

The women prisoners who were domiciled in Wards 
A and B were all transferred to Charles Street Jail on 
January 10, 1920.

REPORT OF THE JEWISH CHAPLAIN. 


House oF CORRECTION, 
Deer IsLAND, Boston Harsor, February 25, 1920. 


Mr. GrorGce W. Houpen, Master: 


Dear Sir,— I take extreme pleasure in submitting my 
report as Jewish chaplain. My work was exceedingly 
pleasant and agreeable. It was not confined to preach- 
ing, but broadened along unexpected lines. I made it 
my business to be a genuine spiritual adviser to the 
unfortunates who were placed in our care. Aside from 
the special services which I conducted regularly and on 
every Jewish holiday, and the consistent and devoted 
attendance which I succeeded in obtaining from my 
little flock, it was my purpose to become acquainted 
with the wives and children of the unfortunates. In this 
way I was able to make every one of my charges an 
individual problem, to be solved in its particular way. 
Thus, for some I prescribed exhortation, precept and 
prayer; for others, the inspiring sacrifices of the Jewish 
saints; for still others the memory of the love of their 
parents, wives and children, while for still others, change 
of environment, and for a few, good and steady jobs, 
which last I succeeded in obtaining. 

I know that I managed to make every Jew at the 
island feel that in me he had a true spiritual adviser; 
with the result that I became the confidant of many and 
was able to instill in every member of my flock respect 
for your rules and regulations; confidence in our desire 
to set the erring back on the straight and narrow path; 
and instilled among the great majority new resolutions 
to atone for their past errors by a new life of devout ‘and 
obedient citizenship. 

These labors, although by no means light, have been a 
joy to me. And I cannot help feeling that they might 
have been rendered exceedingly onerous, if not impossi- 
ble, were it not for the pleasant, courteous and kind 
co-operation of yourself and your subordinates. I seize 
this opportunity to express to the commissioner, to 
yourself and to your deputy, Mr. Edward C. O’ Keefe, my 
sincere appreciation for your courtesy, kindness and 
assistance. |

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REPORT OF THE PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN. 


Mr. Grorce Houpen, Master, House of Correction, 
Deer Island, Boston, Mass.: 


DEAR S1r,— With pleasure I respond to your request 
for a brief report of my work for the year past. This 
is the eleventh report I have had the honor to submit, 
my official relation to the institution having now 
extended over a period of twelve years. During that 
period notable changes have been witnessed not only 
in our institution but in most correctional institutions 
throughout the country. The shortage of labor in the 
various industries has absorbed a large class of men who 
were formerly regarded as too feeble or inefficient for 
regular work, coupled with the outlawing of the liquor 
traffic, has vastly reduced the number of inmates; and 
all right-minded people are correspondingly happy. 
We may be confident of increasingly beneficial results 
as in the course of time the prohibitory law becomes 
effectively enforced. | 

The more liberal application of the power of the pro- 
bation officers has, no doubt, contributed also largely 
to this result; there is perhaps room for doubt whether 
the probation system may not be in some danger of 
being carried too far, for when the deliberate offender 
against the laws of society is required to serve at least 
a portion of the term to which the courts have sentenced 
him, is he not more likely to awake to a realization of 
the seriousness of his wrongdoing? For him to suffer a 
portion of the penalty and subsequently be accorded 
the consideration of his case by the probation officers 
may prove a salutary lesson. 

It is a pleasure to call attention to the fact that my 
chaplainey is recognized by the Federation of Churches, 
and represents the combined denominations. Hence 
it is absolutely nonsectarian while still evangelical. In 
our work and services only the essentials of Christianity 
and morality are used, our motto being: ‘‘In essentials 
unity, and in all things charity.”” I have confidence that 
the value of the instructionsimparted and the help a chap- 
lain may render the inmates, even subsequent to their 
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stay with us, are realized fully by the authorities, and 
that they are glad to co-operate in creating conditions 
favorable to the success of the work. 

Throughout the year I have held services in the chapel 
every Lord’s Day except on occasions when the weather 
prevented our reaching port, or our boat was disabled. 
The simple service, including inspiring music, has lifted 
many to better thoughts and for a better and useful 
Christian life. A song ofttimes reaches the heart when 
an address may fail of the mark. 

I confess frequent depression in contemplating the 
meager results of my efforts, but at such times find some 
compensation in reviewing an all too brief list of former 
inmates and their families, with whom I am able still 
to keep in touch, who are living sober and industrious 
lives under harmonious conditions and feel that my work 
has contributed in some measure to this desirable end. 
Nevertheless, it is a grief to be unable to recall a larger 
number of such instances. 

The courtesies extended to me by your predecessors 
I always appreciated. The kindly attitude of our new 
commissioner, Mr. T. C. O’Brien, as well as yourself, 
assure me that I may, in the time to come, depend upon 
your friendly aid and recognition of my work, and I 
wish for the administration the highest success in the 
conduct of affairs and in solving the problems incident 
to the present unusual and transitional period in the 
history of our institution.

Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear Srr,— In accordance with the requirements of 
chapter 3, section 24, of the Revised Ordinances of 1914, 
I respectfully submit herewith a detailed report of the 
business of the Printing Department for the year begin- 
ning February 1, 1919, and ending January 31, 1920. 

During the past year an investigation of the depart- 
ment was ordered by the Finance Commission. The 
report of the investigator, Mr. James H. Smyth, a 
former superintendent of this department under the 
administration of the late Mayor George A. Hibbard, 
is published in detail as City Document No. 65 of the 
present year. 

The investigator reported the department was con- 
ducted economically and efficiently; expenses kept down 
to a minimum; supplies and materials purchased with 
intelligence and at the lowest possible cost, and expressed 
his opinion that the city pays less through this depart- 
ment for its printing than if the same were purchased 
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from the average printing houses capable of supplying 
the large volume of printing needed in conducting its 
affairs. 

In order that a rigid examination of the department’s 
physical and financial affairs might be more clearly 
recorded, the firm of George Lyall & Co., expert account- 
ants, was requested to undertake the task. After a 
careful and painstaking survey of the department’s 
transactions for the past five years, they recommended 
several changes in the department system of accounts, 
‘simplifying its methods of bookkeeping, rendering a 
gratifying tangible balance sheet herein submitted as the 
annual report of the department for the year ending 
January 31, 1920. 

Additions to the type-setting equipment of the depart- 
ment are under consideration with a view of lowering the 
cost of composition through a more rapid method of 
assembling type, to be effected by installing linotype 
machines, thereby adding still greater efficiency and value 
to the utility of the department. 

It has been my most earnest effort since your Honor 

placed me at the head of this department to conduct its 
affairs on a strictly business basis, and while the rising 
wage cost and the still higher cost of supplies and materi- 
als needed for the department operations has caused the 
city’s printing and stationery bills to soar upwards, it is 
gratifying to have the investigator of the Finance Com- 
mission report that the department cost of printing to 
the city is below the selling price that printing houses in 
general charge for like services.

Dear Sir,— Following your instructions we have examined 
the submitted books, records and vouchers of the Printing 
Department of the City of Boston for the fiscal year ending 
January 31, 1920, and herewith submit the following report. 

We find that the operations of the department for the 
period under review resulted in a net profit of $30,853.07, as 
shown by Exhibit B. 

The assets and liabilities are as set forth in Exhibit A. 

During the examination the cash account, which is used 
entirely for the purchase of stamps, stamped envelopes and 
postal cards, was proven, and the amounts on deposits at the 
Old Colony and Old South Trust Companies verified. The 
account stands as follows:

We found upon examination of the Plant account that it did 
not properly represent its true value. Its valuation as shown 
by the books at January 31, 1915, was $58,630.92. Since 
that time and up to January 31, 1920, purchases had been 
made amounting to $6,946.80. Of this, $400 worth had been 
sold, leaving the total $65,177.72. Depreciation at the rate 
of 10 per cent per annum had been taken, computed on the 
depreciated value. To show its true condition we have 
reconstructed the account, showing its cost and setting up a 
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proper reserve, as will be seen by the figures on the balance 
sheet. This more clearly reflects its worth, and not $37,919.18 
as shown on your last report. 


The cash receipts for the fiscal year, collected through the 
City Collector’s office, were analyzed in detail and apportioned 
among the various departments and to sundry persons. This 
analyzation is shown under Exhibit C. We might mention in 
this connection that the cash receipts have been compared 
with the records of the City Auditor, and found to be in 
agreement. 


The accounts receivable were analyzed and the detail is set 
forth in Exhibit D. Reference to the balance sheet of the 
department, Exhibit A, will show that there is due from

Dear Srr,— In accordance with section 24, chapter 3, 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1914, I submit the following 
as the annual report of the Public Buildings Department 
for the year ending January 31, 1920: 

The wartime inactivity as far as building construction 
is concerned, still prevails, with the result that no new 
work was started. The department busied itself mainly 
with general repairs on the upkeep of the several buildings 
in its charge. The only exception was the erection of 
a grand stand on Boston Common in commemoration 
of the return of the 26th Division. The stand was 575 
feet long with a seating capacity of approximately 5,000 
and cost $7,313. There was also a contract awarded 
for the alterations and additions to Charles Street Jail 
Hospital on December 2, 1919. 

The following is a statement showing the assessed 
value of land and buildings in the care and custody of 
the department, together with the amount expended for 
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repairs and alterations, and percentage cost of same, 
based on the assessed valuation of the buildings:

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1920. 


Boston, February 1, 1920. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— In compliance with Revised Ordinances the 
annual report of the operations and expenses of the 
Public Works Department for the year ending January 
31, 1920, is respectfully submitted. The Public Works 
Department, created by Ordinances 1910, chapter 9, 
now chapter 28 of the Revised Ordinances of 1914, was 
formed by consolidating the Engineering, Water and 
Street Departments. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The department is composed of five main divisions, 
vizZ.: 

Central Office— The Central Office is composed of 
the accounting force of the entire department under the 
charge of the secretary and chief clerk. 

Bridge and Ferry Division.— This division, under a 
division engineer, has the charge and care of all bridges 
used as highways which are in whole, or in part, under 
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the control of the city; the care and management of the 
ferries owned by the city, including boats, slips, drops 
and buildings. 

Notr.— The Boston and Cambridge Division, so 
called, is not strictly speaking a division of the Public 
Works Department, as this work is in charge of a com- 
mission of two, one member appointed by the Mayor of 
Boston and the other by the Mayor of Cambridge, 
under the provisions of chapter 412 of the Acts of 1904; 
but because of the fact that the present Commissioner 
of Public Works is the Boston member of this commis- 
sion and also because one half of the expense of this 
commission is defrayed by the Bridge Service, it is in 
this report treated as a division of this department. 

Highway Division.— This division, under a division 
engineer, has the care of the construction, reconstruc- 
tion and maintenance of roadways and sidewalks; the 
care of lamps and the lighting of streets, parks and alleys. 

Sewer and Sanitary Diviston.—This division, under 
a division engineer, has charge of the construction of 
sewers, catch-basins and waterways; the collection of 
and removal of ashes, garbage, refuse and street cleaning. 

Water Division This division, under a division 
engineer, has the care of water pipes, installation of 
meters, water service, laying and relaying of water 
mains and the high pressure service. 


REVIEW. 


The following is a brief summary of the chief accom- 
plishments of the Public Works Department during 
the year ending January 31, 1920: 

Brookline Avenue Bridge-—Work of providing new 
superstructure completed and the bridge opened to 
traffic. 

Broadway Bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad.— 
Floor rebuilt to provide for the heaviest type of electric 
cars. 

Belgrade Avenue Hatension Bridge (formerly Beech 
Street) —Rebuilt on widened lines providing for the 
operation of the largest type of electric cars. 

Harvard Bridge between Boston and Cambridge— 
Repaving and reflooring completed. 

Norfolk Street bridge—The old bridge has been 
moved over to correspond with the newly widened 
street lines and the bridge widened.

Warren Avenue Bridge.— One half of the draw span 
strengthened for the operation of large cars. 

A new boiler has been installed in the ferryboat 
‘Hugh O’Brien,”’ and the machinery thoroughly repaired 
and the boat placed in commission after being out of 
service for about a year. On the ‘John H. Sullivan”’ 
the alterations providing for a four-roadway boat, which 
will increase its teaming capacity over 50 per cent, are 
practically completed. A new pontoon has been built 
for the north drop of the North Ferry of the East Boston 
side, and extensive repairs have been made on the south 
drop of the South Ferry, East Boston side. A heating 
system has been installed at the South Ferry, Boston 
side, which will make a saving of about $2,000 a year. 

During the year about eight and one third miles of 
sewerage works have been laid, and the construction 
of Faneuil Valley brook conduit in Brighton, from the 
outlet at the Charles river to the source at Chandler’s 
pond, has been completed. 

New ‘‘White Way” lamps have been installed on 
Tremont street, between Common street and Arlington 
square, the total expense of which was paid by some of 
the abutters. 

The Street Cleaning Service has purchased a motor- 
driven sprinkler, sweeper and pick-up machine, which 
has proven very satisfactory. The area of streets 
cleaned by the use of motor-driven flushers has been 
greatly increased, due in part to the fact that the area 
of smooth pavement has been appreciably extended. 

In the districts where garbage and ashes are collected 
by contract a new form of contract was put in effect 
last February, whereby the contractor is paid on the 
basis of the number of cubic yards collected and deliv- 
ered at specified points, instead of the old lumip sum 
form of contract. While it is a littl more expensive, 
the results accomplished have practically eliminated 
complaints regarding noncollection. 

Forty-five thousand two hundred sixty-four linear 
feet of water main pipe have been laid and relaid 
throughout the city. This work has been done for the 
improvement of fire protection, the replacing of old 
and small mains with larger sizes in anticipation of 
street construction, for the extension of the high service 
for sprinkler and fire pipes, and, to a small extent, 
extending the existing system on account of new build- 
ing construction. The most important of this work 
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was the replacing of a worn out 6-inch main in Main 
street, Charlestown, with a 12-inch main. In the 
Jamaica Plain district, in the section bounded by 
Mozart street, Chestnut avenue, Spring Park avenue, 
Rockland street, Green street, Alford street and 
Seaverns avenue, a 16-inch main has been laid, replac- 
ing small pipes. A notable and much needed improve- 
ment has been made in the supply to the West Depart- 
ment of the Boston City Hospital which is being used 
by the United States Government as a hospital. The 
single supply in Spring street to this property was 
reinforced by a second pipe which insures a reasonable 
continuity of service and efficient fire supply About 
18,000 feet of old water mains have been cleaned in 
Hyde Park. Three thousand three hundred linear feet 
of 12-inch flexible pipe has been laid between Moon 
and Long Islands, affording a second supply for the 
harbor service from the main line, and extensive repairs 
have been made to the 6-inch flexible pipe between 
Long and Spectacle Islands. Approximately 8,200 feet 
of high pressure pipe has been laid and twenty-nine 
hydrants installed in the extension of the High Pressure 
Fire Service system. 

Approximately 250,000 square yards of sheet asphalt, 
bitulithic and Topeka pavements and 18,000 square 
yards of wood block pavement have been laid during 
the year. Approximately 200,000 square yards of 
granite block pavements have been laid during the year, 
more than one half of which was laid on a concrete base. 
About 200,000 square feet of artificial stone sidewalks 
have been laid during the year. 


CONTEMPLATED WorK FOR NExT YEAR. 


In the Water Service it is proposed to lay a 36-inch 
high service pipe from a point near the corner of Prince 
and Perkins streets, Jamaica Plain, to the present 
36-inch high service pipe in South Huntington avenue, 
which will provide an adequate high service supply for 
the city in the event of an accident to the 48-inch high 
service line extending from Fisher Hill Reservoir through 
Brookline to South Huntington avenue; also the exten- 
sion northerly through the city proper of the 30-inch 
high service main which now terminates on Kneeland 
street and Atlantic avenue. 

In the Lighting Service, at the request of the Fire 
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Commissioner, it is proposed to install a number of 
additional red lights on fire alarm boxes during sie 
coming year. 

In the day labor districts of the Sanitary Service we 
must have a substantial increase in the number of men 
and animals if the residents of those districts are to 
receive regular collections. 

It is proposed to build a new sea wall along the pro- 
perty of the Public Works and Hospital Departments 
in the Roxbury Canal, the present structure having 
partially collapsed and is in danger of blocking naviga- 
tion. 

It is also proposed to provide an additional berth for 
a dumping scow, in connection with the rebuilding of 
the sea wall on Albany street. This is absolutely 
necessary on account of the growing scarcity of inland 
dumps. 

One new ferryboat must be provided next year, and 
extensive repairs made to the drops, landings and piers 
of the ferries. 

In the Bridge Service it is proposed to strengthen the 
remainder of the draw span on Warren Bridge to provide 
for diversion of cars to and from Charlestown in the 
event of trouble on the. Charlestown Bridge. Con- 
struction should start on the permanent Chelsea Street 
Bridge, and the present Ashland Street Bridge will have 
to be entirely rebuilt. 

In the Sewer Service during the coming year it is 
proposed to extend the covered channel of Stony Brook 
for a distance of about 900 feet, and also to rebuild the 
existing Muddy River conduit under Brookline avenue, 
which must be done first in order to permit the con- 
struction of new tracks to connect with the Boylston 
Street Subway at Kenmore square. 

In the Paving Service we hope to continue the program 
of installing permanent paving in the radial highways, 
as well as improving the heavy traffic streets in the city 


proper. 
APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for the work of the Public Works 
Department during the year February 1, 1919, to January 
31, 1920, was made available from the following sources: 

First.— Maintenance appropriation, derived from the 
income of the city raised by taxation. In December, 
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1918, the department estimates of the money necessary 
for the proper maintenance and conduct of affairs of the 
different serivces were submitted to the Mayor. The 
estimates were made in segregated form to the Mayor 
who made such allowance for each item in the budget as 
he considered necessary and submitted them to the 
City Council. The total maintenance appropriations 
as passed by the City Council and approved by the 
Mayor are shown below. On another page will be found 
the total expenditures by each service for each item in 
the segregated budget:

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF THE 
BRIDGE AND FERRY DIVISION. 


Boston, February 1, 1920. 
Mr. Tuomas F. SULLIVAN, 


Commissioner of Public Works: 


DEAR Sir,—I respectfully submit the following report 
of the income, expenditures and operation of the Bridge 
and Ferry Division for the year ending January 31, 
1920. The expenditures of the division in the regular . 
maintenance appropriations of the department were 
$826,208.32. Under a number of special appropriations 
$377,931.95 was expended, making the total expenditure 
for the year, $1,204,140.27. 


BRIDGE SERVICE. 


Apportionment of Cost of Bridges between Boston and 
Chelsea.— The city of Revere paid $34,448.99 as its 
share toward the construction and maintenance costs on 
Chelsea Bridge North and Chelsea Bridge South. The 
city of Chelsea has not yet paid anything towards its 
share of the cost. 

Ashland Street Bridge— This bridge was built in 
1875, is in very poor condition and should be rebuilt. 

Clarendon Street Bridge, Proposed (over New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad and Boston & Albany 
Railroad.)— There has been some difficulty in getting 
the necessary buildings torn down but a start has been 
made and the bridge should be built during the coming 
year. 

Prison Point Bridge-— The Boston & Maine Railroad 
has started repairs to the corroded steel work, necessita- 
ting the removal of flooring. The progress has been 
slow. 

West Fourth Street Bridge-——-The New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad has begun repairs on the 
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corroded ironwork of the bridge, necessitating removal 
of the floor, which also needs renewal. 

Winthrop Bridge.—— Final settlement of the cost of 
Winthrop Bridge with the town of Winthrop has not 
yet been made, but the matter will probably be adjusted 
in the near future. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 1920. 


Bridge Service. 

Ashland Street Bridge (over the New York, N ew Haven 
& Hartford Railroad).— This bridge, which was built in 
1875, and which is in poor condition, should be rebuilt. 

Chelsea Bridge South. A new bridge should be built 
at this location as soon as money can be made available. © 


Ferry Service. 


One or more new ferryboats should be provided dur- 
ing the coming year. 
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BRIDGE SERVICE CONSTRUCTION WORK, 
1919-20. 





Belgrade Avenue Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
_ Hartford Railroad, West Roxbury). 


Belgrade Avenue (formerly Beech street) Bridge has 
been entirely rebuilt under an order of the Public 
Service Commission, dated May 16, 1918. The order 
required that the old superstructure be removed and 
that both abutments be rebuilt and relocated, with a 
clearance of not less that 31 feet; that the new super- 
structure be steel beams encased in concrete, with a 
clear headroom of not less than 18 feet; that the road- 
way between curb lines be 40 feet in width paved with 
granite and two sidewalks of artificial stone to be pro- 
vided, not less than 93 feet wide; that provision be 
made for two street car tracks and that the whole be 
designed in accordance with the March, 1915, specifica- 
tions of the Public Service Commission. 

A contract was made with the West Roxbury Trap 
Rock Company, approved September 138, 1918, for 
building the abutments and superstructure, for the sum 
of $43,500. 

Work was begun March 10, 1919, and completed 
November 24, 1919. While the contract only provided 
for the maintenance of foot travel by means of a tem- 
porary bridge, during the construction of the new 
bridge, arrangements were made between the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company by which one line of cars 
was kept in service and foot travel maintained over 
either the old or new bridge at all times during the 
work. 

The old abutments, which had a clear opening of 
only about 28 feet measured at right angles, were built 
of Roxbury pudding stone, laid dry originally, but at a 
later date the face joints were filled with mortar as far 
as could be done. ‘These abutments were entirely 
removed and such of the stone in them as was suitable 
was used in a boulder concrete of which the new abut- 
ments were built. The new abutments were spaced 
31 feet apart measured at right angles at the track 
level. 
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The north abutment was 81.48 feet long on its face, 
with two sloping wing walls, one 18.09 feet long and the 
other 20.82 feet long, measured on their faces. The 
cross section of the abutment was 11 feet 6 inches wide 
at its foundation, stepping back on the face with two 
steps each 9 inches wide and 2 feet 6 inches high, leav- 
ing a width at the surface of the ground of 10 feet. 
From this width it battered back to a width of 4 feet 
at the bridge seat, which was 2 feet wide and a parapet 
2 feet wide was carried: up to the under side of the 
pavement, for the roadway, and to the surface at the 
sidewalks. 

The south abutment was 79.43 feet long on its face 
with two sloping wing walls, one 18.09 feet long and the 
other 28 feet long. In cross section this abutment was 
of the same dimensions as the north abutment. 

The bridge consists of twenty-four lines of 15-inch 
Bethlehem girder beams, weighing 140 pounds per foot, 
35 feet 6 inches long, placed at right angles to the abut- 
ments and apaced 24% inches on centers; two lines of 
the same sized beams having slightly shorter spans but 
greater spacing, and seven lines of beams of the same 
depth but weighing 73 pounds per foot, of varying 
lengths and spacings, to provide for the skew of the 
bridge. One end of the beams resting on an abutment 
and the other end being supported by a 30-inch Bethle- 
hem girder beam weighing 200 pounds per foot, one 
such beam being located at the outside line of each 
sidewalk. All these beams are encased in Portland 
cement concrete. ‘The spaces between the beams are 
filled solid with the same grade of concrete, the concrete 
being carried down 3 inches below the lower flange of 
the beam and 2 inches above the upper flanges, forming 
a reinforced concrete beam 20 inches in depth. The 
reinforcement for the lower flange consists of #2-inch 
diameter rods spaced about 4 inches on centers, with 
‘transverse rods of the same size between the beams 
and for the upper flange Clinton welded wire cloth 3-inch 
by 16-inch mesh, No. 2 and No. 8 wire being used. 
Two lines of chilled cast-iron blast guards, one over 
the center of each track are secured to the lower flanges 
of the beams. These plates are 24 inches wide and 1 
inch thick and are placed so that the exposed face is 
flushed with the concrete. 

In the roadway on the concrete beam there was laid 
a concrete foundation for the granite pavement, carried 
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up to within about 55 inches of its finished surface, 
trenches being left for the two street car tracks. In 
these trenches a single layer of tarred felt was placed 
to break any bond with the concrete which surrounds 
the metal track ties and the base of the girder rails; 
this was done to enable the tracks to be removed at 
any time without disturbing the concrete below. 

The entire roadway was covered with a layer of 4-ply 
waterproofing, protected by ~ inch of asphalt mastic, 
and on this was laid a 4-inch granite block pavement, 
with a thin bed of cement and sand. The joints in the 
pavement were filled with Portland cement grout. The 
sidewalks were built of concrete and have granolithic 
wearing surfaces, and the curbs were also of concrete 
protected by metal nosings. In these walks, surrounded 
by concrete, were placed the telephone and electric 
light wires, ducts for the cables of the Elevated road 
and the gas pipes. Wrought-iron handrails are pro- 
vided, attached to the girders on the street lines. 


_ Boylston Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad.) 


Necessary repairs to the bracing of the floor system of 
this bridge were made during the year. Many of the 
strut connections, which were of aluminum alloy made 
by the United States McAdamite Company, had failed 
through deterioration and other causes, allowing some 
of the struts to fall on the railroad tracks. Thirty con- 
nections were cut out and replaced with steel plates. 
Six new struts were put in to replace those that ‘had 
fallen, and the connections covered with concrete as 
originally built. ‘The work was done by the day labor 
force of the Transit Department. 


Broadway Bridge (over New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad). 

The work of repairing two spans of this bridge, over 
the main line tracks, was begun in 1918 by the Transit 
Department. The steel work on these spans was com- 
pleted in February, 1919, and the deck and paving, 
which was under contract to Michael J. Kelliher, was 
completed in April. Fifty-eight steel stringers were 
replaced by new ones. Eight floor beams were repaired 
and strengthened and several hundred rivets redriven. 
Also a number of tie rods were replaced. About 50 
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per cent of the yellow pine and spruce timber in the deck 
was replaced with new. Michael J. Kelliher’s contract 
amounted to $7,039.55. 


Broadway Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 


The rebuilding of the floor system of this bridge which 
was under a contract with the Boston Bridge Works, Inc., 
approved May 18, 1918, was not commenced until 
February 26, 1919, owing to the inability of the con- 
tractor to obtain material. When the old floor was 
wholly removed it was found that the pedestals, under 


the ends of the trusses, which were box girders about 


3 feet deep and 10 feet long filled with concrete, were 
very badly deteriorated. After consideration of several 
schemes, it was decided to pump grout under pressure 
into the old pedestal until all the voids were filled. 
After this a heavy steel casing some 6 inches larger was 
built around the old pedestal amd tied through with 

34-inch rods. ‘The space between the old pedestal and 
casing then being filled solidly with concrete. 

In addition to the new floor system, considerable 
strengthening had to be done to the lower part of the 
truss members. The ‘new floor beams are 24 inches 
by 145 pounds Bethlehem I-beams. These support 
the 8-inch by 14-inch and 8-inch by 16-inch yellow pine 
kreolited stringers, upon which is laid a 4-inch kreo- 
lited tongued and grooved Douglas Fir deck, and on 
this a layer of roofing felt, and 32-inch kreolite wood 
block paving with pitch and sand joints. The work 
was completed May 24, 1919, at a cost of $56,782.40. 


Brookline Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad). 


On a joint petition of the City of Boston and the West 
End Street Railway Company, the Public Service Com- 
mission under date of July 11, 1916, certified that it was 
necessary for the security and convenience of the public 
that an alteration be made in this bridge and prescribed 
the manner and limits of such alteration as follows: 

That the present superstructure should be entirely 
removed; that the present abutments should remain 
unchanged except so far as might be necessary to adapt 
them to the new bridge; that the new superstructure 
should be a through steel plate girder bridge; that the 
clear height of 15 feet from the top of the rails of the 
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railroad to the under side of the bridge should not be 
diminished; that the clear roadway between the curb 
lines should be 40 feet; that two sidewalks each of a 
clear width of not less than 7 feet should be provided; 
that the grade of the roadway and the sidewalks should 
remain substantially unchanged and that the structure 
should be designed in accordance with the specifications 
of the Public Service Commission for bridges carrying 
street railways. Later all parties at interest agreed 
that the City of Boston should rebuild the bridge. 

Plans were accordingly prepared and a contract made 
with Michael Meehan of Boston for doing the work, 
approved May 7, 1917. No work was done, however, 
at the site of the bridge until the middle of May, 1918, 
this delay being due primarily to the difficulty in obtain- 
ing structural steel and to the congestion in rail trans- 
portation, both brought about by war conditions. From 
this date the work was carried on so that about February 
20, 1919, the roadways were opened to vehicle travel 
and the whole work completed with the exception of 
some minor details on August 31, 1919. 

The bridge as built consists of two through steel 
plate girders, each 89 feet 3 inches long, back to back of 
end stiffeners, and 10 feet and 4 inch deep, back to back 
of flange angles, placed 43 féet 8 inches apart, center to 
center. : 

The bridge is 60 feet wide, center to center of fences, 
and provides one roadway 40 feet in the clear and two 
sidewalks each about 7 feet 3 inches in the clear. 

The roadway floor consists of 24-inch Bethlehem 
beams, 438 feet 8 inches long, weighing 120 pounds per 
foot, spaced 24% inches on centers, and resting on main 
girders, and of 20-inch Bethlehem beams, weighing 65 
and 85 pounds per foot at the skew ends, with the same 
spacing as the main beams, and resting one end on the 
girder and the other on the abutment. 

The beams are encased in reinforced concrete carried 
down 3 inches below the lower flanges of the beams 
and above the beams to the depth required for the 
foundation of the pavement. Between the beams a 
hollow form of concrete construction was used to reduce 
the dead load. ‘These hollows are about 18 inches wide 
and 17 inches high, extending nearly to the webs of 
the girders. ‘The reinforcement below the beams con- 
sists of }-inch diameter rods, 6 inches on centers longi- 
tudinally of the bridge, and $-inch diameter rods about 
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2 feet on centers transversely, and above the beams of 
4-inch diameter rods, 12 inches on centers. 

The two lines of tracks of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company are built into the concrete and the rails 
are supported by metal ties. Five lines of chilled cast 
iron blast guards, one over the center of each railroad 
track, are secured to the lower flanges of the floor 
beams. These plates are 24 inches wide and 1 inch 
thick and are placed so that the exposed face of the 
plate is flush with the concrete. 

The pavement between the rails in each track is a 
granite block pavement, 4 inches in depth, and outside 
the rails it is a wood block pavement of the same depth. 
The sidewalks are of reinforced concrete slab construc- 
tion, 4 inches thick, with a granolithic wearing surface. 
Wrought iron rails are placed on the outside lines of 
each sidewalk and four ornamental electric incandescent 
lights were installed’, one at each end of the main girders. 

Although all work has been completed, no final esti- 


‘mate has been made at the date of this report owing to 


some unsettled claims. 


Charlestown Bridge Draw. 


The end floor beams of the draw span of this bridge 
which has been in service for more than twenty years 
were found to be showing signs of serious overload. 
This was caused probably by the impact of the extra 
heavy street cars bumping over the crack between the 
draw and the landing. Much heavier floor beams were 
designed and erected in place of the old ones without 
inconvenience to the street or Elevated Railway travel. 
The floor beams were fabricated and erected by the 
day labor force of the Transit Department, and the 
deck was relaid by the Bridge Service force. 


Chelsea Bridge North. 


When the draw span of this bridge was built in 1913 
the ‘‘Shuman”’ type of wood slab pavement was used. 
Considering the large amount of very heavy traffic 
which passes over this bridge, this type of pavement has 
proved very satisfactory for the nearly six years that it 
has been in service, but during the past year it has 
reached a condition where it was deemed best to lay a 
new pavement. 
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As the ‘‘Shuman” type of pavement was no longer in 
the market, it was decided to lay creosoted yellow pine 
blocks. The old slab pavement rested on 4-inch yellow 
pine plank, 8 inches wide,- laid with open spaces about 
6 inches in width, and as it was necessary to provide a 
solid floor for the new pavement, these spaces were filled 
with 4-inch yellow pine plank, on which was laid a layer 
of 14-inch tongued and grooved yellow pine boards. 

A contract was made for doing this work with the 
Standard Engineering Company of Toledo, Ohio, the 
lowest bidder, approved August 15, 1919, and the work 
was completed December 12, 1919, at a cost of $13,348. 

The wood block was a 3-inch Kreolite block, laid 
directly on the tongued and grooved boarding and the 
joints were filled with hot road pitch. 

At the ends of the draw 4-inch oak plank wearing 
surfaces were provided, molded to the radius of the 
draw crack. To prevent the blocks from expanding 
towards the ends of the draw, 4 inch by 4-inch steel 
angles were inserted at right angles to the curb and. 
lag-screwed to the lower planking against which the 
wood blocks abutted. 


Columbia Road Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad). 


At the request of the Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment this division prepared plans and specifications for 
rebuilding the sidewalks on Columbia Road Bridge, 
over the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
and Old Colony avenue, Dorchester. 

A contract was made with D. M. Biggs & Co., approved 
August 15, 1919, for doing this work and was completed 
September 5, 1919, at a cost of $3,381.97. 

The old walk consisted of an asphalt concrete wear- 
ing surface, 4 inches thick, resting on 4-inch yellow pine 
plank and 4-inch by 12-inch yellow pine stringers. 

These were removed with the exception of such 
stringers as were in good condition and a Portland 
cement concrete slab built, 4 inches in thickness, sup- 
ported by the yellow pine stringers or by concrete beams 
where conditions would admit of such construction. 
The concrete slab*was reinforced with 32-inch diameter 
rods spaced 8 inches on centers. 
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Commonwealth Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany 
Rawlroad at Cottage Farm). 


At the request of the Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment this division prepared specifications for covering 
the exposed surface of the arches and steelwork with 
Gunite. A contract was made with W. Klingberg & 
_Son, Inc., of New York, approved September 9, 1919, 
for doing this work, for the sum of $9,500. 

Work was begun November 15, 1919, but because of 
weather conditions it was suspended on January 26, 
1920, and it probably will not be resumed until about 
May 1. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel.) 


The upstream or westerly sidewalk of this bridge, 
from the Sough Boston abutment to the draw span, 
was rebuilt during the year under a contract with W. 8. 
Rendle, approved July 29, 1919, at a cost of $3,640.53, 
and the work was completed October 9, 1919: 

The old asphalt walk, plank floor and beams support- 
ing the sidewalks as well as the curb and bulkhead 
timbers that were in poor condition were removed, and 
new timbers and planking for supporting the new walk 
furnished and placed substantially as for the old walk. 
On this a new asphalt was laid, and a bond furnished 
guaranteeing its maintenance for the term of five years. 

On removing the paving in the gutter, in order to 
replace the curb timbers, some of the roadway plank- 
ing was found to be so badly decayed that it was neces- 
sary to remove a section for nearly the whole length of 
the sidewalk. It was also necessary to repair a portion 
of the fence. . 


Everett Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
near Allston Station). 


The roadway flooring of this bridge has been rebuilt 
during the year for the entire length of the bridge, 
under a contract with Lawler Brothers, approved April 
23, 1919, for the sum of $5,423.33. The work was 
completed May 2, 1919. 

The lower planking is 3-inch yellow pine and the 
sheathing is 2-inch spruce. Such of the wheelguards as 
were found to be in poor condition were also renewed. 
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Neptune Road Bridge (over the Boston, Revere Beach & 
Lynn Railroad, East Boston). 


The floor of this bridge, including roadway and side- 
walks, has been rebuilt during the past year under a 
contract with McHugh & Emroe, approved August 12, 
1919, for the sum of $1,711.99, and was completed 
September 6, 1919. 

New 38-inch yellow pine lower planking and new 2-inch - 
sheathing for the entire area of the roadway, were laid 
and such of the stringers and curb timbers as were in 
poor condition were replaced with new timber. 

While the flooring was off the steelwork of the bridge 
was painted by the painters of the Bridge Service. The 
bridge is now in good condition. 


Norfolk Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad). 

When this bridge was built in 1905, it was so designed 
that it could be readily changed to meet the contem- 
plated widening of the street to 60 feet by placing the 
sidewalks outside the side trusses and moving the bridge 
bodily to conform to the new street lines. 

The superstructure of the bridge as built had three 
trusses 1143 feet long and a width of 535 feet over all, 
carrying two roadways and two sidewalks, the dead 
weight to be moved being about 250 tons. It was raised 
some 5 feet to clear the shoe pockets in the abutments, 
moved over about 14 feet to its new position and lowered 
on to the bridge seats. New sidewalk brackets were 
added to the outisde of the outer trusses and new rail- 
ings put in place. About 50 per cent of the yellow pine 
stringers were replaced with new ones and a new wearing 
surface was laid on the entire bridge. 

The bridge is now 60 feet wide as against 534 feet as 
originally built. , 

The work in the superstructure was done by the 
Transit Department day labor force and completed 
about September 10, 1919. 

In connection with the changing of this bridge it was 
necessary to rebuild the granite parapets to conform to 
the new cross section of the roadways and sidewalks. 
It was also necessary to cut new recesses in the parapets 
to receive the end posts of the trusses and their supports 
in their new positions. This work was done under a 
contract with the John McCourt Company, approved 
April 23, 1919, at a cost of $2,584.10. 


a 
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It was also necessary to extend the northerly end of 
the west abutment of the bridge, placing new bearing 
stones on both the abutments for the northerly truss in 
its new position and build a concrete return wall from 
the west abutment to Mascot street. This work was 
done under a contract with Daddario & Booth, approved 
April 17, 1918, at a cost of $5,400 and was completed 
April 22, 1919. 


Northern Avenue Bridge. 
Span 1 of this bridge, a four truss pin connected span 


approximately 148 feet long and 80 feet wide, carrying 


three roadways and two sidewalks, was very seriously 
damaged by a lighter, which broke from its moorings 
and drifted under the span during a heavy storm. The 
bottom of many of the posts were badly bent, seven of 
the bottom chord bars were more or less distorted, as 
were also some lateral bracing and a chord strut. Repairs 
on this span were commenced March 17, 1919. Three 
of the old chord bars were removed and new ones sub- 
stituted. Two chord bars and six yoke bars were added 
to the bottom chords. The bent strut was strengthened 
and the bottom of the vertical posts straightened in as 
far as possible. This work was done by the Boston 
Structural Steel Company under a contract for the sum 
of $3,745, and finished April 14, 1919. 


Warren Bridge. 


During the year the downstream half of Warren Bridge 
draw has been strengthened by the Boston Elevated 
Railway to carry 50-ton electric cars. The strengthen- 
ing consisted of renewing and adding new flange plates 
to the floor beams and girders, placing stiffeners under 
the track stringers and putting on new and _ larger 
stringers under the rails. The deck and wearing surface 
were wholly renewed. Steelwork on the superstruc- 
ture was done by the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany, without expense to the city. The deck was 
replaced by the Bridge Service day labor force. 
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FERRY SERVICE. 





W. S. Rendle’s contract for rebuilding the drop 
foundation and roadway supplementary of the north 
drop, North Ferry, East Boston, was completed Febru- 
ary 21, 1919. The amount paid under the contract was 
$3,173.74. 

At the North Ferry, East Boston, the pontoon at the 
north drop was sunk on June 18, by a timber punching 
a hole in the side. As the timber in the pontoon was 
badly decayed a new one of somewhat larger size was 
built and installed under a contract with 8. W. K. Brooks. 
The contract was completed September 17. The amount 
paid under the contract was $8,156.07. 

When the pontoon sunk serious damage was done to 
the drop and W. 8. Rendle was employed to help remedy 
the trouble. The drop was lifted and piles driven to 
support it while the new pontoon was being built, 
although considerable difficulty was met in doing the 
work. While this new pontoon was being built some 
new floor beams were placed and a large amount of new 
under planking and sheathing. 

At the South Ferry, East Boston, the middle pier 
was repaired under a contract with W. H. Ellis & Son 
Company. Eighteen new piles were driven and new 
girders placed. The amount paid under this contract 
was $3,383.43. 

At the South Ferry, East. Boston, the face of the 
south drop was rebuilt and a new supplementary con- 
structed. 

The north drop, North Ferry, Boston side, was re- 
paired, a large number of new floor beams were placed 
and new under planking and sheathing laid. 

The ferryboat ‘D. D. Kelly” had extensive repairs 
to the boiler and a new smoke stack. On January 16, 
1920, the hub casting broke and the paddle wheels were 
badly damaged. New hub castings were made and the 
paddle wheels repaired by the Atlantic Works. 

The ferryboat ‘‘General Hancock”? had a_ great 
amount of repairing done on the boilers and repairs 
were also made to the hull near the condenser.

The ferryboat ‘‘Noddle Island’? was put out of com- 
mission on September 17, 1919, on account of the rotten 
condition of the hull and an advisory report is to be 
made by a board of marine experts. 

The ferryboat ‘‘Governor Russell’? was put on the 
railway April 21 for trouble with the rudder. The con- 
dition was remedied immediately and the boat put in 
the water again. 

A new boiler was installed on the ferryboat ‘‘ Hugh 
O’Brien”? under a contract with the Hodge Boiler 
Works, the contract being completed on August 30, 
1919. A contract was awarded to R. Minton Company 
for thoroughly overhauling and repairing the machinery 
and this contract was completed on September 20, 1919. 
The boat was on the railway from August 18 to August 
23, the rudders repaired, the hull cleaned and calked 
and minor repairs made. New canvas was placed on 
the upper deck, repairs made on the East Boston end 
and the boat was put on the route again on September 
22, 1919, after being out of commission from October 
8, 1918. | 

Seven bronze propeller blades were repaired under a 
contract with I. Young & Co. and the work was com- 
pleted October 1, 1919. 

A contract was let to the Boston Shipbuilding Com- 
pany for rebuilding the superstructure of the ferryboat 
“John H. Sullivan,” to enlarge the teaming capacity, on 
September 2, 1919. Owing to a strike of ship carpenters 
this work has been considerably delayed, although about 
50 per cent of the contract has been completed. A 
contract was let for retubing the condenser, to Bertelsen 
& Petersen and work is proceeding under this contract. 

A new heating system was installed in the headhouse 
at the South Ferry, Boston, consisting of twenty-four 
gas steam radiators, which can be operated by the 
janitor, thus eliminating the necessity of employing 
three licensed firemen during the winter time.

Dear Srr,—I submit herewith a statement of the 
activities, operations and expenditures of the Paving 
and Lighting Services for the year ending January 31, 
1920.

PAVING SERVICE. 


In response to the campaign that was instituted 
after the signing of the armistice, to urge public works 
on as large a scale as possible, to help out the slack in 
the industrial situation and to furnish employment to 
returning soldiers, sailors and war workers, the City of 
Boston prepared its paving program and started con- 
struction work earlier than ever before and kept going 
until the advent of winter compelled a halt. There 
were fifteen (15) streets under contract not completed 
in 1918 and work was resumed on these early in March. 
Contracts were awarded in 1919 to construct or repave 
ninety-eight (98) streets, and eighty-six (86) of these 
were completed. About one hundred and seventy-five 
(175) streets were resurfaced by the department forces. 

A record year in granite block paving on a concrete 
base with grout joints was made, there being about 
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162,000 square yards of this form of pavement laid in 
the following streets: Atlantic avenue, from Summer 
street to Commercial street; Bennington street, from 
Central square to Day square; Cambridge street, from 
North Russell street to Charles street; Commercial 
street, from Fleet street to Washington Street North; 
Dorchester avenue, from Andrew square to Savin Hill 
avenue; East First street, from H street to Summer 
street; Federal street, from Franklin street to Dewey 
square; Main street, from City square across Alford 
street; Public Alleys 818, 819, 820, 821; Shirley street, 
from Massachusetts avenue southerly; Summer street, 
from Fort Point channel to railroad; Tremont street, 
from Common street to Castle street; and Tremont 
street, from Hammond street to William Pynchon 
square. 

About 95,000 square yards of sheet asphalt and binder 
was laid on the following streets, both on macadam base 
and concrete base: Amory street, Bayswater street, 
Bellvista road, Bexley road, Bowdoin street, Cameron 
street, Conant street, Deer street, Dunbar avenue, 
East Newton street, Hallam street, Holden street, 
Holton street, Justin road, Levant street, Lucerne 
street, Matchett street, Mt. Ida road, Parker street, 
Perthshire road, Saratoga street, Selwyn street, Smith 
street, Tebroc street, Ticknor street, Tovar street, 
Walk Hill street, Waupello road, Worcester street, 
Worcester square. 

About 60,000 square yards of bitulithic pavement 
was laid on the following streets: Baird street, Cam- 
bridge street, East Broadway, Irma street, Middleton 
street, Newbury street, Norfolk street, North Beacon 
street, Washington street. 

About 70,000 square yards of Topeka pavement was 
laid on the following streets: Atwill road, Buckminster 
street, Centre street, Green street, Greenview avenue, 
Greenwich street, Hampstead road, Kenton road, 
Marble street, Newbern street, Sterling street, Sussex 
street, Tremont street, Wachusett street, Warwick 
street, Westminster street, Weston street, Williams 
street, Windsor street. 

There were also laid during this year 16,500 yards 
of wood block paving; 250,000 yards of concrete base 
and 120,000 yards of artificial stone sidewalks. 

Among the streets under contract and which will be 
repaved early in the coming year is Rutherford avenue 
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(Charlestown), from Cambridge street to Chapman 
street, about 3,800 feet in length; Tremont street, from 
Dover street to Northampton street, about 3,850 feet in 
length; Beacon street, from Massachusetts avenue to 
Raleigh street, about 1,250 feet in length, and Hyde 
Park avenue, from Metropolitan avenue to River street, 
about 5,400 feet in length. 


GENERAL PLANT. 


The buildings at several of the yards have been 
repaired and painted, the Albany street building at the 
South End yard having had a metal roof substituted for 
the old shingles. 

The nine Buffalo-Pitts steam road rollers have been 
continuously employed during the season. 

The horses, carts, harnesses, etc., are in fair condition. 
Many of the horses are old, some having been transferred 
from other divisions. It will be advisable to procure 
some young horses to reinforce this branch of the service. 


LIGHTING SERVICE. 


The usual provision has been made for skating and 
tobogganing at Franklin Field, Franklin Park and Wood 
Island Park. 

The White way on Tremont street was extended from 
Common street to Arlington street and nine new mag- 
netite arc lamps were erected at the Savin Hill Play- 
ground and three at Billings Field. On the balustrade 
at Marine Park ten two-hundred candle power lamps 
were erected. 

The usual requests for new lamps have resulted in the 
installation of 22 new magnetite arcs, 31 incandescents 
and 43 gas lamps at various locations. 

During the year the following defects were reported by 
the police: Are lamps, 5,604, incandescents, 2,465 and 
gas lamps, 2,668.

The following is a statement of the work done during 
the year under the supervision of the Division Engineer, 
Highway Division: 

Are lamps have been provided for skating and tobog- 
ganing during the season at Franklin Field, Franklin 
Park and Wood Island Park, the same as in years past. 

The White Way on Tremont street was extended 
from Common street to Arlington square by the installa- 
tion of 13 new boulevard lamps. At the Savin Hill 
Playground 9 new magnetite arc lamps were erected, 
and at Billings Field 3 lamps of the same type were 
also erected. On the balustrade of Marine Park 10 
200-candle power lamps and on Brookline Bridge 4 
100-candle power incandescent lamps were installed. 
In addition to these, throughout the city the lighting 
system was increased by the installation of 22 new 
magnetite arcs and 31 incandescents, and 43 gas lamps 
at various locations. The usual amount of regulation 
and relocation of lamps and services, made necessary

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by street construction, the building of sewers and other 
works, has been conducted throughout the year. 

Petitions and requests for new lamps received from 
citizens and from officials, also complaints in relation to 
the Lighting Service,’ have been investigated and 
attended to. All streets in the underground district 
prescribed for the year have been inspected and neces- 
sary changes and additions have been made.

Gas LIGHTING. 


There are 9,737 single mantle gas lamps and 144 open 
flame fire alarm signal lamps. 

The city furnishes the lamp-posts, the gas company 
set the lamp-posts and provides service pipes laid from 
the gas mains to the top of the posts, maintain all such 
pipes and posts in good condition and repair, furnish 
gas, lanterns, burners and all other necessary equip- 
ment, including labor for lighting and care. 

The Lighting Service provides for the gas, lighting 
and care of the fire alarm signal lamps, and the Fire 
Department for the lanterns, posts, setting and repairing 
of same. 


. 
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ELEcTRIC LIGHTING. 


There are in use 5,318 magnetite arc lamps, 3,287 
40 candle power, 1,294 60 candle power, 17 100 candle 
power, 10 200 candle power, and 11 500 candle power 
tungsten lamps. 

The electric companies provide and set the lamp- 
posts, except the lamp-posts for incandescent lamps 
supplied from underground circuits, furnish lamps, 
overhead wires, underground conduits, cables and con- 
nections and all other necessary equipment and main- 
tain them in good condition and repair. 

The lighting rates for electric lamps are in accordance 
with the following table:

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PAVING SERVICE. 


The following is a description of the most important 
work done during the year. 


GRANITE Biock PAVEMENT. 


Atlantic avenue, from Broad street to South Market 
street, is about 1281 feet in length. A contract to repave the 
surface of this street with special cut granite blocks, grout 
joints, on a 6-inch concrete base, was awarded to Rossetti & 
Co. September 6, 1918. Most of the work under this contract 
was done in 1918. In 1919 an order was issued to omit the 
artificial stone walks on the easterly side of the street and the 
old brick sidewalks were relaid. 

Atlantic avenue, from South Market street to Commercial 
street, is about 1,335 feet in length. A contract to repave the 
surface of the street with special cut granite blocks, grout 
joints, on a 6-inch concrete base, was awarded to D’Onfro 
Brothers September 13, 1918. In 1918 the westerly side of 
the roadway was paved. In 1919 the car tracks on the easterly 
side of the street were raised to grade and the roadway was 
finished. Artificial stone sidewalks were furnished and laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Atlantic avenue, from Summer street to Broad street, is 
about 2,011 feet in length. A contract for repaving this street 
with special cut granite paving blocks, grout joints, on a con- 
crete base, was awarded to Bernard HE. Grant Company 
September 17, 1918. The street is 100 feet in width with a 
roadway 76: feet wide and sidewalks 12 feet in width. By 
order of the Commissioner of Public Works the laying of the 
special cut blocks was omitted and the contractor was ordered 
to relay the old blocks. Work was commenced October 16, 
1918; suspended December 4, 1918; resumed April 10, 1919, and 
finished October 3, 1919. The old concrete base was cleaned 
and built up to the proper grade with new concrete, the old. 
blocks were cleaned, culled and relaid with grout joints. The 
straight edgestone, corners and flagging were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
and sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the line of 
the work. All other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The tracks of the Union Freight Railway and the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company were set to grade and the 
area between the rails was paved with old granite blocks, grout 
joints, on a 6-inch concrete base. The edgestones were reset 
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where necessary and the existing brick sidewalks were replaced 
with artificial stone. The granite block paving and artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guar- 
anty. The former pavement of this street was large granite 
blocks with pitch joints on a concrete base. In connection 
with this contract, work was done on Northern avenue and 
Broad street, 

Bennington street, from Central square to Day square, is 
about 2,920 feet in length. A contract to repave this street 
was awarded to McGuire & McGourty September 5, 1919. 
The edgestones were reset and the roadway widened to a 
uniform width of 34 feet, a portion of the car tracks being 
relaid and the street was paved with recut granite blocks, with 
grout joints, on a 6-inch concrete base. The contractor used 
what he could of the old blocks on the street and the balance 
were cut in the East Eagle street yard and hauled by the 
contractor. Artificial stone sidewalks were furnished and laid. 
The sidewalks and the pavements were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the circular edge- 
stone on the line of work and all other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. 

Burlington avenue, from Brookline avenue northerly, is 
about 511 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Gore, Inc., May 17, 1919. 
Work was commenced May 16, 1919, and finished July 22, 1919. 
It is a 50-foot street with a 34-foot roadway, paved with recut 
granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, with 
grout joints, laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The straight edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled 
and set by the contractor. The sidewalk bricks were delivered 
on the line of work and set by the contractor. All other mate- 
rials were furnished by the contractor. About 1,200 square 
feet of artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. The former surface of this street was 
gravel. 

Cambridge street, from North Russell street to Charles 
street, is about 1,304 feet in length. The contract for repaving 
this street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
July 9,1919. Work was started July 2, 1919, and completed 
August 18, 1919. Edgestone was set and reset, brick side- 
walks relaid and recut granite blocks laid on a 6-inch concrete 
base, with grout joints, each side of and between the tracks. 
Straight edgestones, paving brick and granite blocks were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of work. 
All other materials furmished by the contractor. The recut 
granite block pavement was laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Charles street, from Boylston street to Beacon street, is 
about 1,313 feet in length. A contract to construct a parking 
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place for automobiles by taking part of the westerly sidewalk 
was awarded to James Doherty December 3, 1918. The work 
on this contract was completed in 1918, except the relaying of 
brick sidewalks, which was done in the spring of 1919. 

Commercial street, from Hanover street to Prince street, 
is about 1,665 feet in length, and Causeway street, from 
Prince street to westerly side of Washington Street North, is 
about 248 feet in length. A contract to repave these streets 
with special cut granite blocks was awarded to B. E. Grant 
Company September 13, 1918. Under an order issued by the 
Commissioner of Public Works the furnishing of new special 
cut blocks was omitted and the relaying of existing blocks with 
grout joints was substituted. The contractor reset the edge- 
stone, barred up and cleaned the old blocks and relaid them. 
The old base was repaired and relaid where necessary. The 
Boston Elevated Railway and Union Freight tracks were 
relaid and set to grade. Artificial stone walks were furnished 
and laid. The city furnished all edgestone required and any 
blocks needed to complete the work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The sidewalks and repaving was 
done under a five-year maintenance guaranty. Hanover 
street, from Charter street to Chelsea Ferry, a distance of 
about 786 feet, was repaved with grout joints on the old gravel 
base under this contract. 

Commercial street, from north side of Fleet street to Han- 
over street, is about 1,287 feet in length. A contract to repave 
this street with the old granite blocks was awarded to D’Onfro 
Brothers May 16, 1919. The contractors paved the roadway 
with the old block with grout joints. The old concrete base 
was repaired and relaid where necessary, the edgestone reset 
and artificial stone sidewalks furnished and laid. The car 
tracks were reset to grade. The roadway was paved and the 
sidewalks laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The 
city furnished the circular edgestone and all the other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Dorchester avenue, from 152 feet north of Rawson street 
across Savin Hill avenue and an extension of the contract from 
152 feet north of Rawson street to Andrew square, is about 
5,830 feet in length and 60 feet in width with a 10-foot sidewalk. 
A contract for this street was awarded to William J. Barry 
September 17, 1918. The roadway was paved with recut 
granite blocks, with grout joints, on a 6-inch concrete base and, 
where directed, with 35-inch hard pine wood blocks, with sand 
joints, on a cement mortar bed on a 6-inch concrete base, 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The circular edge- 
stone was delivered on the line of work and set by the contrac- 
tor where directed. The existing edgestone was reset by the 
contractor and the sidewalks were laid with artificial stone 
under a maintenance guaranty for five years All other mate- 
rials were furnished by the contractor. The car tracks were 
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set to grade by the Boston Elevated Railway Company and 
the area between the rails was paved with recut granite blocks, 
grout joints, ona 6-inch concrete base, and, where directed, with 
wood block, with sand joints, on a mortar bed on a 6-inch 
concrete base. ‘The former pavement on this street was granite 
block with gravel joints. 

East First street, from H street across Summer street, is 
about 1,687 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
was awarded to G. Ferullo Company May 17, 1919. Work 
was commenced June 3, 1919, and finished August 138, 1919. 
It is a 50-foot street with a 34-foot roadway, paved with second- 
hand granite blocks, with grout joints, on a gravel base, under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. The straight edgestone was 
furnished by the city and hauled and set by the contractor. 
The sidewalk bricks were delivered on the line of work and 
laid by the contractor. Part of the second-hand paving 
blocks were delivered on the line of the work, the rest were 
hauled by the contractor from the Fifth street lot. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The street was 
formerly surfaced with macadam. 

Federal street, from Milk street to Dewey square, is about 
1,293 feet in length. A contract for paving this street with 
recut granite blocks and wood blocks was awarded to James 
Doherty October 22, 1919. Work was commenced October 23, 
1919, and suspended December 30, 1919. The roadway is 40 
feet in width with sidewalks 10 feet in width. The contractor 
did the excavating and reset the edgestone where directed. 
The old concrete base was cleaned and brought up to grade 
with new concrete. From Milk street across Franklin street 
the roadway was paved with wood blocks, on a cement mortar 
bed, with sand joints. There remains about 380 square yards 
of wood blocks to be laid in 1920. From Franklin street to 
Dewey square the roadway was paved with recut granite 
blocks. All materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
car tracks were set to grade by the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company and the area between the rails paved to conform 
with the work done by the contractor, excepting where granite 
blocks were laid they were not recut. The former surface of 
this street was granite block with pitch joints on a concrete 
base. Work will be resumed in the spring of 1920. 

Main street, from City square across Alford street, is about 
5,690 feet in length. A contract for repaving this street with 
recut granite blocks, with grout joints, on a concrete base, 
was awarded to William J. Barry June 10, 1919. Work was 
commenced July 14, 1919, and suspended January 8, 1920. 
The roadway is from 33 to 65 feet in width, with sidewalks 
7 to 15 feet in width. The contractor excavated the roadway, 
set the edgestone, and paved the roadway with recut granite 
blocks, with grout joints, on a 6-inch Portland cement con- 
crete base. The brick sidewalks were replaced with artificial 
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stone on existing foundation. The straight edgestone and 
corners were furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor. The circular edgestone was delivered at the line oi 
work. The granite blocks used were recut by the contractor 
on the street and at the Massachusetts avenue lot. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The recut granite 
block pavement and the artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The car tracks 
were set to grade by the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
and the area between the rails paved with recut granite blocks, 
with grout joints, on a 6-inch concrete base. The roadway 
and sidewalks are finished from City square across Mead 
street, and the south roadway from Mead street across Alford 
street. The former surface of the street was granite block, 
gravel base and joints, with brick sidewalks. Work will be 
resumed early in the spring of 1920. 

Public Alley No. 818. from St. Stephen street to Public 
Alley No. 819, is about 893 feet in length. A contract to con- 
struct this alley was awarded to John McCourt Company 
March 10, 1919. The contractor did the subgrading, hauled 
and set the edgestone, laid a 6-inch concrete base in the road- 
way, and hauled and laid the recut granite blocks with grout 
joints, under a five-year maintenance guaranty. Work on 
this alley was suspended on account of sewer construction and 
only 197 feet of the total length was constructed. The city 
furnished the circular stone on the line of work, the straight 
edgestone at the South End yard, and the recut granite blocks 
at the Massachusetts avenue lot. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Public Alley No. 819, from Westland avenue to Batavia 
street, is about 224 feet in length. A contract to construct 
this alley was awarded to the John McCourt Company March 
10, 1919. The contractor did the subgrading, hauled and set 
the straight edgestone, laid a 6-inch concrete base in the road- 
way, hauled and laid the recut granite blocks with grout joints, 
furnished and laid artificial stone sidewalks and where there 
was no sidewalk, backed the edgestone to the street line with 
concrete backing. ‘The sidewalks and roadway were laid under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the 
edgestone and recut blocks and the contractor furnished all 
other materials required. 

Public Alley No. 820, Fiera Huntington avenue to St. 
Botolph street, is about 248 feet in length. A contract to 
construct this alley was awarded to John McCourt Company 
March 10, 1919. The contractor did the subgrading, hauled 
and set the straight edgestone, and set the circular edgestone, 
laid a 6-inch concrete base in the roadway and hauled and laid 
the recut granite blocks with grout joints. They furnished 
and laid the artificial stone sidewalks, and backed the edge- 
stone to the street line with concrete backing where there were 
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no sidewalks. The sidewalks and roadway were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. The contractor built a 
concrete retaining wall and erected iron fences at the Huntington 
-avenue end of the alley. The city furnished the edgestone and 
the recut paving blocks and the contractors furnished all other 
materials necessary to do the work. 

Public Alley No. 821, from Gainsborough street to Public 
Alley No. 820, is about 455 feet in length. A contract to con- 
struct this alley was awarded to John McCourt Company 
March 10, 1919. The contractors did the subgrading, hauled 
and set the straight edgestone and set the circle stone, laid a 
6-inch concrete base in the roadway and paved it with recut 
granite blocks, with grout joints. They furnished and laid 
artificial stone sidewalks, also concrete backing for the edge- 
stone where there were no walks. The sidewalks and road- 
way were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The 
city furnished the edgestone and recut blocks and all other 
materials necessary were furnished by the contractor. 

Rutherford avenue, from Cambridge street to Chapman 
street, is about 3,800 feet in length. A contract to repave the 
surface of this street was awarded to Coleman Brothers 
November 24, 1919. This street is to be repaved with recut 
granite blocks on a 6-inch concrete base, with grout joints; 
the edgestone reset and the brick sidewalks relaid. Owing to 
the lateness of the season work was not started. 

Shirley street, from Massachusetts avenue to 400 feet 
southerly, is 400 feet in length. A contract to pave this road- 
way with second-hand granite blocks was awarded to Gore, 
Inc., May 16, 1919. The contractor reset the edgestone, 
relaid the brick sidewalks, removed the old granite block 
gutters and paved the roadway with second-hand granite 
blocks, with grout joints. Considerable repaving was done 
beyond the limits of the contract on Shirley street and in 
Massachusetts avenue. The contractors hauled the second- 
hand blocks from the Massachusetts avenue lot. The city 
furnished the paving blocks and sidewalk brick and all other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Summer street, from Fort Point channel to bridge over 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, is about 7,615 
feet in length. A contract for paving this street with recut 
granite blocks was awarded to John McCourt Company 
July 9,1919. Work was commenced July 9, 1919, and finished 
September 20, 1919. It is a 100-foot street with a 76-foot 
roadway and sidewalks 12 feet in width. By order of the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, the recutting of the granite blocks 
were omitted and the roadway was paved with the existing 
granite blocks on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base 
with a sand bed, cement grout joints. The edgestone was 
reset where necessary. The old artificial stone sidewalks were 
removed where directed and replaced with new artificial stone. 
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All materials were furnished by the contractor. The granite 
block paving and the artificial stone sidewalks were laid under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. The car tracks were set 
to grade by the Boston Elevated Railway Company, and the 
area between the rails paved with existing granite blocks on 
a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base with grout joints. 
The former surface of the street was granite block with gravel 
base and joints. 

Tremont street, from Common street to Castle street, 
is about 1,200 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
with special cut granite paving blocks was awarded to James 
Doherty September 18, 1918. Work was commenced March 
27, 1919, and finished July 19, 1919. The roadway is 40 to 45 
feet in width with sidewalks 10 feet wide. The contractor 
did the excavating, reset the edgestone, paved the roadway 
and laid the artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone 
and corners were furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor. The circular edgestones were furnished on the line 
of the work. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid on the 
existing foundation. The car tracks were set to grade by the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, and the area between 
the rails was paved with recut granite blocks, grout joints, on 
a 6-inch concrete base. The granite block paving and arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The former surface of the street was granite blocks, 
pitch joints and concrete base, from Common street to Broad- 
way, and granite blocks, gravel base and joints, between Broad- 
way and Castle street. In connection with this contract, work 
was done on Shawmut avenue, Church street, Jefferson street 
and Corning street. 

Tremont street, from Hammond street to William Pynchon 
square, is about 3,550 feet in length. A contract to repave 
this street with recut granite blocks was awarded to B. E. 
Grant Company July 9, 1919. The contractor reset the 
edgestone, relaid the brick sidewalks, recut the old granite 
blocks, subgraded the street and laid the recut blocks on a 
6-inch concrete base with grout joints. Considerable repaving 
was done on the approaches. The recut blocks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished 
the circular edgestone and sidewalk bricks required and all 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Washington street, from Forest Hills to Archdale road, 
is about 2,745 feet in length. The contract for con- 
structing the surface of this street was awarded to Simpson 
Brothers Corporation June 28, 1918. It is a 60-foot street 
with granite edgestone, 8-foot artificial stone sidewalks, and 
the roadway is paved with 5-inch granite blocks on 6-inch base, 
with grout joints, except tracks which are recut blocks. Work 
was begun July 18, 1918, suspended December 16, 1918, and 
completed May 31, 1919. The work this year consisted of 
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paving the easterly side and between the tracks. The pave- 
ment was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty and 
the materials were furnished by the contractor. 


ASPHALT PAVEMENT. 


Amory street, from Green street to 140 feet north of 
Atherton street, is about 3,404 feet in length. A contract for 
completing this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company October 22, 1919. Work was begun October 23, 
1919, and completed December 18, 1919. The edgestone was 
reset in part, driveways paved with granite blocks on gravel 
base, grout joints, and a sheet asphalt pavement laid on 
macadam base. ‘The brick sidewalks between Boylston street 
and 140 feet north of Atherton street were lajd or relaid. 
A small amount of straight edgestone and the circular edge- 
stone were furnished by the city on the line of work. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The sheet 
asphalt pavement was laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Bayswater street, from Austin avenue to Waupello road, 
is about 669 feet in length. (See ‘Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Bellvista Road, from Allston street to the Brookline line, 
is about 891 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Bexley road, from Washington street to Florence street, is 
about 798 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

Bowdoin street, from 78 feet west of Mt. Ida road across 
Topliff street, is about 1,156 feet in length. A contract for 
constructing the surface of this street was awarded to the 
Bermudez Company September 20, 1919. Work was begun 
November 11, 1918, and suspended December 17, 1918. Work 
was resumed April 21, 1919, and completed May 7, 1919. It 
is a 60-foot street with a 40-foot asphalt roadway on a macadam 


-base, with a double track in the center, paved with granite 


blocks on a concrete base, 10-foot artificial stone sidewalks 
with granite edgestones. The granite paving blocks were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The surplus 
paving materials were hauled to the city yard by the contractor. 
The asphalt pavement and artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Cameron street, from Hancock street about 538 feet 
westerly, is about 5388 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment 
Streets. ’’) 

Conant street, from Huntington avenue to Parker street, is 
about 1,556 feet in length. A contract to resurface this street 
with an asphalt pavement was awarded to the Bermudez 
Company September 19, 1919. The contractor regulated the 
edgestone, granite block gutters and brick sidewalks where 
necessary, and paved the roadway with asphalt on the old 
macadam foundation, under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
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The city furnished the circular edgestone and sidewalk brick; 
all other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Deer street, from Melvinside terrace to Roach street, is 
about 545 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Dunbar avenue, from Washington street to about 482 feet 
westerly. (See ‘Assessment Streets. ’’) 

East Newton street, from Washington street to Albany 
street, is about 1,348 feet in length. A contract to pave this 
street with asphalt was awarded to the Bermudez Company 
April 5, 1919. They reset the edgestone, relaid the brick side- 
walks, removed the old granite block gutters and cross walks, 
prepared the subgrade and paved the roadway with sheet 
asphalt on the old macadam for a foundation. In connection 
with this contract, West Newton street, from Washington 
street to Shawmut avenue, was paved in a similar manner. 
The asphalt was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The city furnished the circular edgestone and the sidewalk 
bricks; all other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Hallam street, from Dorchester avenue to Auckland street, 
is about 321 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Holden street, from Columbia road to about 400 feet 
northerly. (See ‘‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Holton street, from Everett street to Antwerp street, is 
about 726 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Justin road, from Bigelow street to Atkins street, is about 
467 feet in length. (See ‘‘Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Levant street, from Geneva avenue to Topliff street, is 
about 689 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Lucerne street, from Callender street to Woodrow avenue, , 
is about 812 feet in length. 

Matchett street, from Perthshire road about 68 feet 
southerly. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Mt. Ida road, from 254 feet south of Marie street to Robin- 
son street, is about 886 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment 
Streets. ’’) 

Parker street, from Tremont street across Conant street, is 
about 653 feet in length. A contract to pave the surface of this 
street with sheet asphalt was awarded to the Bermudez Com- 
pany September 19, 1919. The contractor reset the edgestone, 
removed the old granite block gutters and crosswalks, prepared 
the subgrade and paved the street with sheet asphalt on the 
old macadam foundation and laid brick sidewalks. The 
asphalt pavement is laid under a five-year maintenance guar- 
anty. The city furnished the circular edgestone and sidewalk 
bricks and all other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Perthshire road, from Bigelow street to Matchett street, 
is about 593 feet in length. (See “‘Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Saratoga street, from Chelsea street to Bennington street, 
is about 5,924 feet in length. A contract to pave the surface 
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of this street with asphalt was awarded to the Bermudez Com- 
pany September 13, 1918. The edgestone was reset, most of 
the subgrading done, a large part of the concrete base laid and 
about half the sheet asphalt laid in 1918. This year the base 
and asphalt pavement and the artificial stone sidewalks were 
completed July 7, 1919. In connection with this contract, 
Moore street, from Saratoga street to Bennington. street, and 


- Chelsea street, from Saratoga street to Bennington street, were 


paved with asphalt, laid on the old macadam for a foundation. 
All the asphalt pavement and artificial stone sidewalks were 
laid under a five-year guaranty. The city furnished all edge- 
stone and sidewalk bricks required and the contractor fur- 
nished all other materials required to complete the work. 

Selwyn street, from Farquhar street to 1,174 feet north- 
easterly. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Smith street, from Huntington avenue to St. Alphonsus 
street, is about 584 feet in length. A contract to pave the 
surface of this street with sheet asphalt was awarded to the 
Bermudez Company September 19, 1919. The contractor 
reset the edgestone, removed the old block gutters and cross- 
walks, prepared the subgrade, paved the street with sheet asphalt 
on the old macadam foundation and relaid the brick sidewalks. 

Smith street, from Phillips street to Parker street, is about 
609 feet in length. A contract to pave the surface of this’ 
street with sheet asphalt was awarded to the Bermudez Com- 
pany September 19, 1919. The contractor reset the edgestone, 
removed the old block gutters and crosswalks, paved the street 
with sheet asphalt on the old macadam foundation, laid some 
new brick sidewalks and relaid the old brick sidewalk. The 
asphalt pavement was laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The city furnished the circular edgestone and 
sidewalk bricks and all other materials necessary to do the 
work were furnished by the contractor. 

Tebroc street, from Bowdoin street to Levant street, is 
about 212 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Ticknor street, from Marine road to Columbia road, is 
about 375 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Tovar street, from Bowdoin street to Cameron street, is 
about 200 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Tremont street, from Dover street to Northampton street, 
is about 3,850 feet in length. A contract for repaving this 
street with sheet asphalt was awarded to B. E. Grant Company 
November 18, 1919. This street is 100 feet in width with a 
roadway of 70 feet and sidewalks 15 feet in width. Work was 
commenced December 31, 1919. The work done this year 
consisted of laying about 461 square yards of recut granite 
blocks with grout joints on a 6-inch concrete base in the dummy, 
between Milford street and Upton street. Work will be resumed 
early in the spring of 1920. 
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Walk Hill street, from Blue Hill avenue across Fottler 
road, is about 710 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Waupello road, from Bayswater street to Saratoga street, 
is about 408 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Worcester street, from Columbus avenue to Washington 
street, is about 1,810 feet in length. A contract to pave the 
surface of this street with sheet asphalt was awarded to the 
Central Construction Company October 16, 1919. The con- 
tractor reset the edgestone and relaid the brick sidewalks, 
removed the granite block gutters and crosswalks, subgraded 
the roadway and paved it with sheet asphalt on the old mac- 
adam foundation. The pavement was laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the edgestone and 
sidewalk bricks. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Worcester square, from Washington street to Harrison 
avenue, is about 690 feet in length. A contract to pave the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company October 16, 1919. The contractor reset the edgestone 
and relaid the brick sidewalks, removed the old block gutters 
and crosswalks, subgraded the roadway and paved it with 
sheet asphalt on the old macadam foundation, under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the circular 
edgestone and sidewalk brick. All other materials were fur- 
nished by the contractor. 


BITULITHIC PAVEMENT. 


Baird street, from Blue Hill avenue to Morton street, is 
about 545 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Cambridge street, from Brighton avenue to Henshaw 
street (Brighton), is about 3,901 feet in length. A contract to 
pave the surface of this street with bitulithic pavement was 
awarded to Warren Brothers Company July 1, 1919. The 
car tracks were set to grade and paved with recut granite 
blocks with grout joints, the edgestones were reset where 
necessary and the artificial stone sidewalks were furnished and 
laid where necessary. The roadway was subgraded and paved 
with bitulithic pavement on the old macadam base. The side- 
walks and roadways were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The contractors furnished all materials except the 
edgestones, which were furnished by the city. Tree pits were 
constructed on the northerly side of the street and considerable 
work was done on Warren street, at the Cambridge street 
approach. 

East Broadway, from Dorchester street to L street, is about 
2,755 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Warren Brothers Company 
October 8, 1918. Work was commenced March 10, 1919, and 
completed July 30, 1919. It is an 80-foot street with 15-foot 
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artificial stone sidewalks with granite edgestone; a 50-foot 
roadway paved with 2-inch bitulithic on a 6-inch cement con- 
crete base and has a double track in the center, paved with 
grouted granite blocks on a concrete base. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of work. The new 
paving blocks and corners were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The contractor furnished all the 
other materials and hauled the old sidewalk brick, paving 
blocks and other surplus materials to places designated by the 
commissioner. The artificial stone sidewalks, granite blocks 
and bitulithic pavements were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Irma street, from Callender street to Woodrow avenue, is 
about 598 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Middleton street, from Theodore street across Wildwood 
street, is about 242 feet in length. (See “ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Newbury street, from Arlington street across Fairfield street, 
is about 3,024 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
with bitulithic on a macadam foundation, was awarded to 
Warren Brothers Company April 8, 1919. Work was com- 
menced April 28, 1919, and finished July 12, 1919. It isa 
60-foot street with a 36-foot roadway and sidewalks 12 feet in 
width. The existing edgestones were reset where necessary. 
The old macadam roadway was brought up to grade by exca- 
vating and the addition of crushed stone, and after being 
thoroughly rolled, was covered with a 2-inch bitulithic pave- 
ment. The sidewalks were constructed with artificial stone on 
the existing foundation. The straight edgestone and corners 
used were furnished by the city and delivered on the line of 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The bitulithic pavement and artificial stone sidewalks were 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. An extension 
of the contract was made to include Exeter street, from Boyls- 
ton street to Commonwealth avenue. This street was con- 
structed the same as Newbury street. The former surface of 
the street was macadam with brick sidewalks. | 

Norfolk street, from Corbet street to Mascot street, 1s about 
230 feet in length. (See “ Assessment Streets. ’’) 

North Beacon street, from Cambridge street to Market 
street, is about 3,267 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment 
Streets. ’’) 

Washington street, Brighton, from Market street to 
Tremont street, is about 4,120 feet in length. A contract to 
pave the surface of this street with bitulithic pavement was 
awarded to Warren Brothers Company October 8, 1919. The 
contractor hauled and set the new straight edgestone, set the 
circle stone, reset the old edgestone, removed the old granite 
block gutters and crosswalks; subgraded the roadway and are 
laying a bitulithic pavement on the old macadam foundation. 
The car tracks were relaid and paved with recut granite blocks 
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on a concrete base and grout joints. The south side of the 
roadway, between Oakland and Lake streets, is paved with 
recut granite blocks on a concrete base, with grout joints, on 
account of heavy teaming and a steep grade. The contractors 
are furnishing and laying artificial stone sidewalks. These 
sidewalks and pavements are laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. This work was started so late in the fall that it will 
be necessary to complete it in the spring of 1920. The city 
furnished the new edgestone and the granite paving blocks. 
All other materials are furnished by the contractor.

Buckminster street, from Commonwealth avenue to 
Allston Street Playground, is about 500 feet in length.

Centre street, from Eliot street across Allendale street, is 
about 5,559 feet in length. A contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to the Rowe Contracting Company June 
16, 1919. Work was begun June 4, 1919, and completed Sep- 
tember 6, 1919. A Topeka pavement was laid on a macadam 
base, a comparatively small amount of edgestone was reset, 
granite block hips, 12 inches wide, on a gravel base with gravel 
joints, were laid where no edgestone existed and crushed stone 
sidewalks were graded and surfaced with crushed stone and 
dust. The edgestone was furnished by the c.ty on the line of 
work. Granite blocks were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The Topeka pavement was laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Centre street, from 400 feet east of Manthorne road to 
Redlands road, is about 660 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment 
Streets. ’’) 

Centre street, South street to Spring street, is about 6,310 
feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) , 

Green street, from Washington street across Call street, is 
about 888 feet in length. A contract for constructing this street 
was awarded to the Central Construction Company October 22, 
1919. Work was begun. October 20, 1919, and suspended 
December 15, 1919. The edgestone was reset, sidewalks pre- 
pared for artificial stone and a Topeka pavement laid on a | 
6-inch concrete base. The work of constructing the sidewalks 
will be completed as soon as the weather conditions permit. All 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Greenview avenue, from Centre street to 415 feet southerly. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Greenwich street, from Westminster street to Warwick 
street, is about 362 feet in length. A contract to pave this 
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street with a Topeka pavement was awarded to the Central 
_ Construction Company June 16, 1919, who reset the edgestone, 
furnished and laid artificial stone sidewalks, subgraded the 
roadway and paved it with Topeka pavement on a 6-inch con- 
crete base. The sidewalks and roadway were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the edge- 
stone that was required and all other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. , 

Hampstead road, from the Arborway about 992 feet 
northwesterly. (See “Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Harvard street, from Fabyan street to beyond Brookview 
street, is about 600 feet in length. (See “ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Hyde Park avenue, from Metropolitan avenue to River 
street, is about 5,400 feet in length. (See ‘“ Assessment 
Streets.”’’) 

Hyde Park avenue (westerly side), from River street about 
137 feet northerly. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Kenton road, from Washington street about 884 feet east- 
erly. (See ‘“‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Marble street, from Westminster street to Warwick street, 
is about 375 feet in length. A contract to pave the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
April 10, 1919. The contractor reset the edgestone, fur- 
nished and laid the artificial stone sidewalks, subgraded the 
roadway and paved it with Topeka pavement on a _ 6-inch 
concrete base. The walks and roadway were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the circle 
stone and all other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
Under this contract, a part of Hubert street was repaired where 
it had settled. Edgestone was reset, sidewalks rebuilt and the 
roadway was resurfaced with Topeka at Westminster street. 

Newbern street, from Sterling street to Weston street, is 
about 270 feet in length. A contract to repave this street with 
Topeka pavement was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company June 16, 1919. The contractor reset the edgestone, 
furnished and laid the artificial stone sidewalks, subgraded the 
roadway and paved it with Topeka pavement on a 6-inch con- 
crete base. The walks and roadways were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the circle stone 
and all other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Sterling street, from Washington street to Tremont street, 
is about 1,729 feet in length. A contract to pave this street was 
awarded to the Central Construction Company April 10, 1919. 
The contractor hauled and set the edgestone, reset the old edge- 
stone, furnished and laid the artificial stone sidewalks, sub- 
graded the roadway and paved it with a Topeka pavement on a 
6-inch concrete base. The sidewalks and roadway were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished 
the new straight edgestone and circle edgestone. The con- 
tractor furnished all other materials necessary to do the work.

Sussex street, from Hammond street to Warwick street, 
is about 276 feet in length. A contract to pave the surface 
of this street was awarded to the Central Construction Com- 
pany June 16, 1919. The contractor reset the edgestone, 
furnished and laid the artificial stone sidewalks, subgraded 
the roadway and paved it with Topeka pavement on a 6-inch 
concrete base. The roadway and sidewalks were laid under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the 
circle stone and all other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Tremont street, from Castle street to Dover street, is 
about 830 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
with Topeka pavement and recut granite blocks was awarded 
to the Rowe Contracting Company September 17, 1918. 
Work was commenced March 20, 1919, and finished June 2, 
1919. The roadway is 52 to 70 feet in width with sidewalks 
13 feet in width. The contractor did the excavating, reset 
the edgestone, paved the roadway and laid the artificial stone 
sidewalks. The brows, edgings and dummy were paved with 
recut granite blocks, with grout joints, on a 6-inch concrete 
base. The balance of the roadway was paved with 2-inch 
Topeka pavement on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base. 
The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone and 
sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city at the line of work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
car tracks were set to grade by the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company and the area between the rails paved with recut 
granite blocks, grout joints, on a 6-inch concrete base. The 
recut granite blocks, Topeka pavement and artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty.

The contractor hauled and set the new edge- 
stone, subgraded the roadway and paved it with Topeka 
pavement on a 6-inch concrete base, and furnished and laid 
the artificial stone sidewalks. The sidewalks and pavement 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The city 
furnished the new edgestone and all other materials necessary 
to do the work were furnished by the contractor. 

Westminster street, from Hammond street to Ruggles 
street, is about 1,152 feet in length. A contract to pave the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company April 10, 1919. The contractor hauled and set 
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the new edgestone required, reset the old edgestone, subgraded 
the roadway and paved it with a Topeka pavement on a 
6-inch concrete base, and furnished and laid artificial stone 
sidewalks. The sidewalks and roadway were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. ‘The city furnished the new 
edgestone and all other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. 

Weston street, from Warwick street to Tremont street, is 
about 555 feet in length. A contract to pave the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Central Construction Com- 
pany June 16, 1919. The contractor set the new edgestone 
and reset the old, subgraded the roadway and paved it with 
a Topeka pavement on a 6-inch concrete base, and furnished 
and laid the artificial stone sidewalks. The sidewalks and 
Topeka pavement were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The city furnished the new edgestone and the 
contractor furnished all the other materials required. 

Williams street, from Washington street to Westminster 
street, is about 962 feet in length. A contract to pave the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company June 16, 1919. The contractor hauled and set the 
new straight edgestone, set the circular stone and reset the 
old edgestone, subgraded the roadway and paved it with a 
Topeka pavement on a 6-inch concrete base, and furnished 
and laid artificial stone sidewalks. The sidewalks and pave- 
ment were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The 
city furnished the new edgestone, and all other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The contractor also did con- 
siderable repaving on Shawmut avenue. 

Windsor street, from Shawmut avenue to Cabot street, 
is about 958 feet in length. A contract to pave the surface 
of this street was awarded to the Central Construction Com- 
pany June 16, 1919. The contractor hauled and set the new 
straight edgestone, set the circular stone, reset the old edgestone, 
subgraded the roadway and paved it with a Topeka pave- 
ment on a 6-inch concrete base and furnished and laid artificial 
stone sidewalks. The sidewalks and the Topeka pavement 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. Con- 
siderable repaving was done on Shawmut avenue in connection 
with this street. The city furnished the new edgestone and 
all other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

York street, from Glenway street to Greenwood street, is 
about 440 feet in length. (See ‘Assessment Streets.’’)

Beacon street, from Massachusetts avenue to Raleigh street, 
was awarded to James Doherty October 22, 1919, for a new 
wood block pavement. No work was done under this con- 
tract this year. 


Dorchester avenue, 152 feet south of Rawson street, 
across Savin Hill avenue. (See ‘Granite Block.’’) 

East Fourth street, from K street, across P street, is about 
2,813 linear feet. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to John E. Quinn May 7, 1919. Work 
was begun May 28, 1919, and suspended January 8; 1920. 
It is a 50-foot street, with artificial stone sidewalks, about 
8 feet in width, granite edgestone, and a roadway about 34 
feet in width. The roadway is paved with 3'-inch wood 
block on a 6-inch concrete base from K street to L street, and 
a double car track from L street to P street. The tracks 
are paved partly with wood block and partly with granite 
block, all on a concrete base. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. The contractor 
furnished all the other new materials and hauled the old side- 
walk bricks, paving blocks and other surplus materials to 
places designated by the commissioner. The greater part of 
the artificial stone sidewalks has been completed and the road- 
way paved from K street to a point near P street, with the 
exception of the intersections of the cross streets, when the 
work was suspended on account of cold weather. Work will 
be resumed in the spring. 

Federal street, from Milk street to Dewey square, is about 
1,293 feet in length. (See ‘Granite Block.’’) 

Kilby street, from State street to Milk street, is about 638 
feet in length. A contract for paving this street with wood 
block and sheet asphalt was awarded to James Doherty July 
25, 1919. Work was begun July 25, 1919, and completed 
October 15, 1919. The existing asphalt pavement was re- 
moved and the old concrete base was brought up to grade, 
either by chipping where it was high or by the addition of new 
concrete base where it was low. Some of the old base was 
found to be in poor condition and was removed and replaced 
with new concrete. The wood blocks were laid on 34-inch 
cement mortar bed with sand joints. The approaches were 
resurfaced with asphalt. AIl materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The wood block and asphalt were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. The former pavement on this 
street was asphalt.

Faywood avenue, from Orient avenue to Tower street, 
is about 1,257 feet in length. (See ‘“‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Malverna road, from Metropolitan avenue to Ethel street, 
is about 414 feet in length. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

Mascot street, from Ballou avenue to Norfolk street, is 
about 194 feet in length. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 
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ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


Atwill road, from Park street to Richwood street, is about 
215 feet in length. A contract for constructing this street 
was awarded to the Rowe Contracting Company August 15, 
1919. Work was commenced August 11, 1919, and finished 
October 22, 1919. It is a 40-foot street with granite edge- 
stones (northerly side on crushed stone and concrete founda- 
tion), artificial stone sidewalks 7 feet wide, except on the 
northerly side where a walk 5 feet in width was constructed, 
leaving a loam space and banking 2 feet wide for a distance 
of about 90 feet from Park street, and has a Topeka pavement 
on a 4-inch concrete base, with granite block brows at Park 
street, laid on a 4-inch concrete base. The straight edge- 
stone and corners were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. A few granite blocks were furnished by the 
city on the line of work. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The Topeka pavement and artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Baird street, from Blue Hill avenue to Morton street, is 
about 545 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Warren Brothers Company 
March 10, 1919. Work was started March 11, 1919, and, 
completed June 3, 1919. It is a 40-foot street with 7-foot 
artificial stone sidewalks and granite edgestones and a 26- 
foot bitulithic roadway on a 4-inch cement concrete base. 
The straight edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by 
the city on the line of work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The contractor hauled the 
surplus excavated materials to Middleton street. About 440 
square yards of bitu ithic wearing surface on existing macadam 
base were used to connect the new pavement with the existing 
surface of B ue Hill avenue and Morton street. The bitulithic 
pavement and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Bayswater street, from Austin avenue to Waupello road, 
is about 669 feet in length. A contract to construct this street 
_ was awarded to James Doherty March 26, 1919. ‘This street, 
as constructed, is 50 feet wide with a 34-foot roadway and 
8-foot sidewalks. The street was subgraded and widened on 
the water side with filling furnished by the contractor; the 
roadway was paved with asphalt on a 4-inch concrete base; 
the northerly sidewalks were constructed of artificial stone and 
the southerly sidewalks constructed of 5-inch crushed stone 
and the southerly slope was paved with rip-rap paving to 
prevent washing by the sea. The city furnished the edge- 
stone on the line of work and all other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks and asphalt 
pavement were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
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Belgrade avenue, from Anawan avenue to Centre street, 
is about 1,329 feet in length. A contract for furnishing and 
placing filling in this street was awarded to the West Roxbury 
Trap Rock Company May 1, 1919. Work was begun March 
31, 1919, and finished December 18,1919. Excavated materials 
from Centre street, between 400 feet east of Manthorne road 
and Redlands road, and materials furnished by the contractor 
were placed for filling. 

Bellvista road, from Allston street to Brookline line, is 
about 891 feet in length. A contract to construct this street 
was awarded to John F. Lynch April 3, 1919. This street, as 
constructed, is 40 feet wide with a 26-foot roadway and 7-foot 
sidewalks. The street was subgraded, edgestone hauled and 
set, the roadway paved: with sheet asphalt on a 4-inch concrete 
base and artificial stone sidewalks were laid. The city furnished 
the edgestone and all other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Bexley road, from Washington street to Florence street, is 
about 798 feet in length. A contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to McGuire & McGourty June 16, 1919. 
Work was begun June 5, 1919, and completed August 2, 1919. 
It is a 40-foot street with granite edgestone, artificial stone 
sidewalks, 7 feet in width, and has a sheet asphalt pavement 
laid on a 4-inch concrete base, with granite block brows laid on 
a 4-inch concrete base. A space 50 feet in length at the culvert 
of Stony brook, was not constructed. The straight edgestone, 
corners and granite block were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The sheet asphalt pavement and 
artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Buckminster street, from Commonwealth avenue to 
Allston Street Playground, is about 500 feet in length. A 
contract to construct this street was awarded to Domenick 
Vozzella September 5, 1919. This is a 40-foot street with a 
roadway 26 feet wide and 7-foot sidewalks. The contractor 
did the subgrading, hauled and set the edgestone, paved the 
roadway with Topeka pavement on a 4-inch concrete base 
and laid the artificial stone sidewalks. The walks and roadway 
are laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The city 
furnished the edgestone and all other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. 

Burlington avenue, from Brookline avenue northerly, 
is about 511 feet in length. (See ‘“‘Granite Block Pavements.’’) 

Cameron street, from Hancock street to about 538 feet 
westerly. A contract for constructing this street was awarded 
to McGuire & McGourty Company June 16, 1919. Work 
was begun August 8, 1919, and completed November 18, 1919. 
It is a 50-foot street with 7-foot sidewalks, granite edgestone 
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and 26-foot roadway paved with sheet asphalt and having a 
13-inch asphalt-wearing surface, 13-inch bituminous binder 
and a 4-inch cement concrete base. The straight edgestone 
and brick blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The contractor hauled the surplus paving materials 
to the city yard. About 54 square yards of brick blocks on 
Hancock street were relaid to conform with the grade of the 
new pavement on Cameron street. The artificial stone side- 
walks and asphalt roadway were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Centre street, from 400 feet east of Manthorne road to 
Redlands road, is 660 feet in length. A contract for grading 
this street was awarded to the West Roxbury Trap Rock 
Company May 1, 1919. Work was begun August 7, 1919, and 
is now practically completed. The excavated materials were 
placed in Belgrade avenue, between Anawan avenue and. 
Centre street. This location is included in the contemplated 
widening and construction of Centre street, from South street 
to Spring street. 

Centre street, from South street to Spring street, is about 
6,310 feet in length. A contract for rough grading was awarded 
Antony Cefalo November 5, 1919. Work was begun November 
7, 1919, and suspended January 8, 1920. The work this year 
consisted in rough grading Maple and Mt. Vernon streets 
and placing the excavated materials between Belgrade avenue 
and La Grange street. 

Deer street, from Melvinside terrace to Roach street, is 
about 545 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company July 23, 1919. Work was begun July 14, 1919 and 
completed August 22, 1919. It is a 30-foot street with a 20- 
foot sheet asphalt roadway on a 4-inch concrete base, 5-foot 
artificial stone sidewalks and granite edgestone. The circular 
edgestone were furnished by the city on the line of work. 
The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The surplus paving materials 
were hauled to the city yard by the contractor. The asphalt 
pavement and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Dunbar avenue, from Washington street to about 482 
feet westerly. A contract for constructing the surface of the 
street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo March 15, 1919. 
Work was begun Apri 24, 1919, and completed June 5, 1919. 
This street is from 48} to 50 feet in width with 8-foot artificial 
stone sidewalks, granite edgestone and a 32} to 34 foot roadway, 
paved with sheet asphalt and having a 13-inch wearing surface, 
a 15-inch bituminous binder on an existing macadam base. 
The straight edgestone, corners and paving blocks were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
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_ stones were furnished by the city on the line of work. The 
contractor furnished all other materials and hauled the surplus 
paving blocks and material to the city yard. The artificial 
stone sidewalks and asphalt roadway were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Faywood avenue, from Orient avenue to Tower street, is 
1,257 feet in length. A contract to construct this street was 
awarded to James Doherty’ August 5, 1919. This street, as 
constructed, is 40 feet in width with a roadway 26 feet wide 
and 7-foot sidewalks. The contractor did the subgrading, 
set the edgestone, furnished and laid the artificial stone side- 
walks under a five-year maintenance guaranty and built the 
bituminous macadam roadway 6 inches thick. The city 
furnished the new edgestone and tarvia for binding the mac- 
adam. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
Work was begun August 26, 1919, and completed December 
18, 1919. 

Greenview avenue, from Centre street 415 feet southerly, 
was constructed by the John Kelley Company under contract 
of August 1, 1919. Work was begun July 24, 1919, and com- 
pleted December 3, 1919. It is a 22-foot street with granite 
edgestone, artificial stone sidewalks and driveways 35 feet in 
width and has a Topeka pavement on a 4-inch concrete base, 
with granite block brows on a 4-inch concrete base. A con- 
crete retaining wall, about 260 feet in length, was constructed 
on the northerly side. The edgestone was reset, brick side- 
walks relaid and granite block gutters laid on Centre street 
(easterly side) from Greenview avenue to Centre street. The 
straight edgestone, corners and granite blocks were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular 
edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of work. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The Topeka 
pavement and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Grove street, from Centre street to Washington street, is 
about 3,106 feet in length. The contract for grading this 
street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
January 4, 1918. Work was begun January 23, 1918, suspended 
February 25, 1918; resumed March 26, 1918; suspended 
January 25, 1919; resumed March 21, 1919, and completed 
April 22, 1919. It is a 60-foot street and the work consisted 
of earth and rock excavation and removing the trees and grad- 
ing by the contractor. 

Hallam street, from Dorchester avenue to Auckland street, 
is about 321 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo on 
May 6, 1919. Work was begun May 15, 1919, and completed 
June 30, 1919. It is a 40-foot street with 7-foot artificial stone 
sidewalks, granite edgestone and a 26-foot roadway, paved 
with sheet asphalt having a 14-inch wearing surface, 13-inch 
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bituminous binder and a 4-inch cement concrete base. The 
straight edgestone was furnished by the city and: hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city » 
on the line of work. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks and asphalt. road- 
way were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Hampstead road, from the Arborway about 992 feet 
northeasterly, was constructed by the John Kelley Company, 
under contract of August 1, 1919. Work was begun July 29, 
1919, and completed December 15, 1919. It is for the greater 
part a 40-foot street with granite edgestones and artificial 
stone sidewalks 7 feet wide and has a Topeka pavement laid on 
a 4-inch concrete base, with granite block brows laid on a 
4-inch concrete base. The approach to the Arborway was laid 
with Topeka on macadam base. The straight edgestone and 
corners were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line 
of work. All other materials were furnished by'the contractor. 
The Topeka pavement and artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Harvard street, from Fabyan street to beyond Brookview 
street, is about 600 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
the street was awarded to the Rowe Contracting Company 
September 20, 1919. Work was begun October 15, 1919, and 
suspended December 23, 1919. It is a 50-foot street and is to 
have granite edgestone, 8-foot sidewalks of brick on the west 
side and artificial stone on the east side and a Topeka pavement 
j on a 4-inch concrete base. The work this year consisted of 

grading and setting about one half the edgestone. The work 
will be completed as soon as the weather conditions permit. 
The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. All other materials were fur- 
nished by the contractor. 
3 Holden street, from Columbia.road to about 400 feet 
4 northerly. A contract for constructing the surface of this 
} street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo May 6, 1919. Work 
was begun May 23, 1919, and completed July 11, 1919. Itisa ’ 
36-foot street with 6-foot sidewalks, granite edgestone, and 
a 24-foot roadway, paved with sheet asphalt, having a 13-inch 
wearing surface, 13 inch bituminous binder and a 4-inch con- 
crete base. The straight edgestone and paving blocks were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The cir- 
cular edgestone and sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city 
\ on the line of work. All other materials were furnished by the 
¥ contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks and asphalt roadway 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Holton street, from Everett street to Antwerp street, is 
about 726 feet in length. A contract to construct this street 
was awarded to John F. Lynch April 3, 1919. This street, as 
constructed, is 40 feet wide with a roadway 26 feet wide and 
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7-foot sidewalks. The contractor did the subgrading, hauled 
and set the straight edgestone, furnished and laid the arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks, and paved the roadway with sheet asphalt 
on a 4-inch concrete base. The asphalt and sidewalks were 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The city fur- 
nished the straight edgestone at the South End Yard and the 
circular stone on the line of work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Hyde Park avenue (westerly side), from River street about 
137 feet northerly. An artificial stone sidewalk was constructed 
by Martino DeMatteo, under a five-year maintenance guar- 
anty, under a contract dated July 14, 1919. Work was begun 
August 13, 1919, and finished August 18, 1919. All materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Hyde Park avenue, from Metropolitan avenue to River 
street, is about 5,400 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
this street was awarded Martino DeMatteo November 6, 1919. 
Work was begun November 10, 1919, and suspended January 8, 
1920; resumed March 29, 1920. The work this year has con- 
sisted of grading. 

Irma street, from Callender street to Woodrow avenue, is 
about 598 feet in length. A contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to Warren Brothers Company 
March 10, 1919. Work was begun March 13, 1919, and com- 
pleted May 31, 1919. It is a 40-foot roadway with 7-foot arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks, granite edgestone and a 26-foot bitulithic 
roadway on a 4-inch cement concrete base. The straight 
edgestone and corners were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of work. All other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. The contractor hauled the surplus excavated 
material to Middleton street. About 300 square yards of bitu- 
lithic wearing surface on an existing macadam foundation 
were used to connect the new pavement with the existing sur- 
face on Woodrow avenue. The artificial stone sidewalks and 
bitulithic roadway were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. - 

Justin road, from Bigelow street to Atkins street, is about 
467 feet in length. A contract to construct this street with 
sheet asphalt was awarded to the Central Construction Com- 
pany March 19, 1919. This is a 40-foot street with a roadway 
26 feet wide and 7-foot sidewalks. The contractor did the 
subgrading, hauled and set the edgestone, furnished and laid 
the artificial stone sidewalks and paved the roadway with sheet 
asphalt on a 4-inch concrete base. The sidewalks and road- 
way were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The 
city furnished the straight edgestone at the South End Yard, 
and the circular stone on the line of work; all other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Kenton road, from Washington street about 844 feet 
easterly, was constructed by the Rowe Contracting Company, 
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under contract of September 20, 1919. Work was begun 
September 12, 1919, and completed December 6, 1919. Itisa 
30-foot street with granite edgestone, artificial stone sidewalks 
5 feet in width and has a Topeka pavement laid on a 4-inch con- 
crete base with granite block brows laid on a 4-inch concrete 
base. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The granite blocks 
and circular edgestone were furnished by the city on the line of 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The Topeka pavement and artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Levant street, from Geneva avenue to Topliff street, is 
about 689 feet in length. A contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to McGuire & McGourty May 
19, 1919. Work was begun August 16, 1919, and completed 
November 24, 1919. It is a 40-foot street with 7-foot artificial 
stone sidewalks, granite edgestone and 26-foot roadway paved 
with sheet asphalt, having a 15-inch wearing surface on a 14-inch 
bituminous binder and a 4-inch cement concrete base. The 
straight edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city 
on the line of work. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. About 105 square yards of asphalt on the existing 
macadam base was laid to connect the surface of the new pave- 
ment with the existing streets. The artificial stone sidewalks 
and asphalt roadway were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Lucerne street, from Callender street to Woodrow avenue, 
is about 812 feet in length. A contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to the Bermudez Company September 15, 
1919. Work was begun September 138, 1919, and completed 
October 30, 1919. It is a 40-foot street with 7-foot artificial 
stone sidewalks, granite edgestone and a 26-foot sheet asphalt 
roadway, having a 13-inch wearing surface on a 14-inch bitumi- 
nous binder and a 4-inch cement concrete base. The straight 
edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on 
the line of work. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks and asphalt roadway 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Malverna road, from Metropolitan avenue to Ethel street, 
is about 414 feet in length. A contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to William J. Rafferty & Co. March 15, 
1919. Work was begun March 15, 1919, and completed May 
13, 1919. It is a 40-foot street with granite edgestone, arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks 7 feet wide, and has a 6-inch bituminous 
macadam roadway. ‘Tree pits were also constructed. The 
straight edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. Circular edgestone was furnished by the city 
on the line of work. Socony Asphalt Binder B was furnished 
and applied by the city. All other materials were furnished 
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by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Mascot street, from Ballou avenue to Norfolk street, is 
about 194 feet in length. A contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street, including artificial stone steps, was awarded 
to Martino DeMatteo April 8, 1919. Work was begun July 3, 
1919, and suspended November 18, 1919. It is a 40-foot street 
with 7-foot artificial stone sidewalks, granite edgestone and a 
26-foot roadway of asphalt macadam. A flight of artificial 
stone steps, 12 feet in width and about 38 feet in length, with 
artificial stone retaining walls and iron fence was constructed 
connectmg the southerly end of the roadway with Norfolk 
street. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
and asphalt road binder were furnished by the city on the line 
of work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The artificial stone sidewalks, walls and steps were constructed 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Matchett street, from Perthshire road about 68 feet south- 
erly. A contract to construct this street was awarded to the 
Central Construction Company March 19, 1919. This is a 
40-foot street with 7-foot sidewalks. The contractor did the 
subgrading, hauled and set the straight edgestone, and set the 
circle stone, furnished and laid the artificial stone sidewalks and 
paved the roadway with sheet asphalt on a 4-inch concrete 
_ base. The sidewalks and roadway were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the straight edge- 
stone at the South End Paving Yard and the circle stone on the 
line of work. All the other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Middleton street, from Theodore street across Wildwood 
street, is about 242 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to Warren Brothers Com- 
pany March 10, 1919. The work was begun April 1, 1919, and 
completed October 4, 1919. It is a 50-foot street with 7-foot 
earth sidewalks, granite edgestone and a 26-foot bitulithic 
roadway on a 4-inch ce ient concrete base. The straight edge- 
stone was furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line 
of work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The bitulithic roadway was laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Moraine street, from South Huntington avenue to Jamaica- 
way, is about 1,423 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to Joseph A. Singarella 
June 20, 1919. Work was begun July 7, 1919, and completed 
August 29,1919. Artificial stone sidewalks on a cinder founda- 
tion, were constructed 8 feet wide on the south side and nearly 
the entire north side, under a five-year maintenance guaranty.

Small corners for driveways were furnished by the city. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Mt. Ida road, from 254 feet south of Marie street to Robin- 
son street, is about 886 feet in length. A contract for con- 
structing the surface of this street was awarded to McGuire & 
MeGourty June 16, 1919. Work was begun September 8, 1919, 
and completed December 26, 1919. It is a 40-foot street with 
7-foot artificial stone sidewalks, granite edgestone and a 26-foot 
roadway, paved with sheet asphalt and having a 14-inch wear- 
ing surface and a 14-inch bituminous binder and 4-inch cement 
concrete base. The straight edgestone and corners were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. About 
60 square yards of sheet asphalt pavement on existing macadam 
base was used to connect the surface of the new roadway with 
existing streets. The artificial stone sidewalks and asphalt 
roadway were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Norfolk street, from Corbet street to Mascot street, is 
about 230 feet in length. A contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to Warren Brothers Company 
October 8, 1919. Work was begun October 2, 1919, and com- 
pleted October 11, 1919. _It was intended to construct this 
portion of Norfolk ‘street in connection with the 1918 contract, 
but owing to the war restrictions on bridge materials, the 
widening of the bridge over the Midland Division of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad was not completed 
in time. Therefore, a temporary connection was made with 
the existing bridge. As soon as the work on the bridge was 
completed, the work of reconstructing the street surface was 
begun. It is a 60-foot street with 6-foot artificial stone side- 
walks, granite edgestone and a 44-foot bitulithic roadway, laid 
on a 6-inch concrete base. The straight edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The contractor 
furnished all the other materials for the work and hauled the 
surplus paving materials to the city yard. The artificial stone 
sidewalks and bitulithic roadway were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

North Beacon street, from Betinides street to Market 
street, is about 3,267 feet in length. A contract for the con- 
struction of this street was readvertised and awarded to 
Warren Brothers Company August 24, 1918. Most of the 
construction work was done in 1918. This year the artificial 
stone sidewalks and the balance of the bitulithic roadway were 
completed. The walks and roadway were furnished under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Peabody street, from Brookline avenue to Binney street, 
is about 360 feet in length. A contract was awarded to Joseph 
A. Singarella June 20, 1919, for the construction of artificial 
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stone sidewalks. Work was begun August 6, 1919, and ecom- 
pleted August 13, 1919. Artificial stone sidewalks on a cinder 
foundation were constructed 7 feet wide, under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. Work was done on the northerly side 
and about two thirds of the southerly side. 

Perthshire road, from Bigelow street to Matchett street, 
is about 593 feet in length. A contract to construct this street 
was awarded to the Central Construction Company March 19, 
1919. This street is 40 feet wide with a 7-foot sidewalk. The 
contractor did the subgrading, hauled and set the edgestone, 
set the circle stone, furnished and laid the artificial stone side- 
walks and paved the roadway with sheet asphalt on a 4-inch 
concrete base. The sidewalks and roadway were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the 
straight edgestone at the South End Paving Yard and the 
circle stone on the line of work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Public Alley No. 818, from St. Stephen street to Public 
Alley No. 819, is about 893 feet in length. (See ‘Granite 
Block.’’) 

Public Alley No. 819, from Westland avenue to Batavia 
street, is about 224 feet in length. (See ‘Granite Block. ’’) 

Public Alley No. 820, from Huntington avenue to St. 
Botolph street, is about 248 feet in length. (See ‘Granite 
Block.’’) 

Public Alley No. 821, from Gainsborough street to Public 
Alley No. 820, is about 455 feet in length. (See “‘Granite 
Block. ’’) 

Selwyn street, from Farquhar street 1,174 feet north- 
easterly, was constructed by McGuire & McGourty under their 
contract of June 16, 1919. Work was begun June 19, 1919, 
and finished August 20, 1919. It is a 40-foot street with 
granite edgestone, artificial stone sidewalks 7 feet in width, 
and has a sheet asphalt pavement laid on a 4-inch concrete 
base. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by 
the city on the line of work. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The sheet asphalt pavement and artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Tebroc street, from Bowdoin street to Levant street, is 
about 212 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to McGuire & McGourty 
June 16, 1919. Work was begun August 23, 1919, and ¢om- 
pleted November 19, 1919. It is a 40-foot street, with 7-foot 
artificial stone sidewalks, granite edgestone, and 26-foot road- 
way, paved with sheet asphalt, having a 13-inch wearing 


surface on a 14-inch bituminous binder and 4-inch cement 


concrete base. "The straight edgestone was furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 


was furnished by the city on the line of work. All other mate- 
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rials were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone 
sidewalks and asphalt roadway were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Ticknor street, from Marine road to Columbia road, is 
about 375 feet in length. A contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
March 24, 1919. Work was begun April 5, 1919, and finished 
May 8, 1919. It is a 45-foot street with granite edgestones, 
sidewalks 10 feet in width, consisting of artificial stone side- 
walks 6 feet in width and a loam space. It has a sheet asphalt 
pavement laid on a 4-inch concrete base, with granite block 
brows, grout joints, on a 4-inch concrete base. The edgestone 
was set and reset, furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. All other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The sheet asphalt pavement was laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. 

Tovar street, from Bowdoin street to Cameron street, is 
about 200 feet in length. A contract for the construction of this 
street surface was awarded to McGuire & McGourty June 16, 
1919. Work was begun August 13, 1919, and completed 
November 17, 1919. It is a 40-foot street with 7-foot artificial 
stone sidewalks, granite edgestone, and a 26-foot roadway, 
paved with sheet asphalt, having a 13-inch wearing surface, 
13-inch bituminous binder and a 4-inch cement concrete base. 
The straight edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by 
the city on the line of work. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The contractor hauled the surplus paving 
materials to the city yard. About 24 square yards of sheet 
asphalt on an existing macadam base was laid to connect the 
new pavement with the surface of Hancock street. The arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks and asphalt roadway were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Wachusett street, from Walk Hill street to Eldridge road, 
is about 935 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
this street was awarded to the John Kelley Company August 1, 
1919. Work was begun October 8, 1919, and finished December 
15, 1919. It is a 40-foot street with granite edgestone, arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks 8 feet in width and has a Topeka pave- 
ment laid on a 4-inch concrete base with granite block brows 
laid on a 4-inch concrete bsae. The intersection of Patten 
street was laid with Topeka on a macadam base. ‘The straight 
edgestone and corners were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished 
by the city on the line of work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The Topeka pavement and 
artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year mainte- 
nance guaranty. 

Walk Hill street, from Blue Hill avenue across Fottler 
road, is about 710 feet in length. A contract for widening 
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and constructing the surface of this street was awarded to 
Martino DeMatteo March 15, 1919. Work was begun March 
20, 1919, and finished June 18, 1919. It is a 60-foot street 
with 10-foot artificial stone sidewalks, granite edgestone and 
a 40-foot roadway, paved with sheet asphalt and having a 
13-inch wearing surface on a 13-inch bituminous binder, on an 
existing macadam base. The straight edgestone and cor- 
ners were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line 
of work. The contractor furnished all other materials and 
hauled the surplus paving materials to the City -yard. On 
account of the widening of Walk Hill street, it was necessary 
to resurface about 985 square yards of the roadway on Blue 
Hill avenue with sheet asphalt on the existing macadam base. 
The artificial stone sidewalks and asphalt roadway were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Waupello road, from Bayswater street to Saratoga street, 
is about 408 feet in length. A contract to construct this street 
was awarded to James Doherty March 26, 1919. This is a 
40-foot street with a roadway 26 feet wide and 7-foot sidewalks. 
The contractor set the edgestone, did the subgrading, built 
the artificial stone sidewalks and paved the roadway with 
sheet asphalt on a 4-inch concrete base. The asphalt pave- 
ment and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the edgestone 
and all other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

York stteet, from Glenway street to Greenwood street, is 
about 440 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Rowe Contracting 
Company October 1, 1919. Work was begun October 31, 
1919, and suspended December 11, 1919. It is a 40-foot 
street with 7-foot artificial stone sidewalks, granite edgestone 
and a 26-foot roadway, paved with Topeka, having a 2-inch 
wearing surface on a 4-inch cement concrete base. The 
Topeka roadway and a part of the artificial stone sidewalks 
were completed when work was suspended on account of cold 
weather. Work will be resumed in the spring of 1920. 


ARTIFICIAL STONE SIDEWALKS. 


Abbot street, from Blue Hill avenue to No. 26, is about 
200 feet in length. A contract for constructing the artificial 
stone sidewalks on this street was awarded to Frank Drink- 
water May 16, 1919. Work was begun June 23, 1919, and 
finished July 24, 1919. It is a 40-foot street with 7-foot artifi- 
cial stone sidewalks and granite edgestone. The straight 
edgestone and corners were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by 
the city on the line of work. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
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Beech street (northeasterly side), from West Roxbury 
Parkway to Hobson street, is about 2,260 feet in length. A 
contract for constructing artificial stone sidewalks was awarded 
to Frank Drinkwater June 20, 1919. Work was begun July 
30, 1919, and finished December 11, 1919. Edgestone was 
set, part on a crushed stone and concrete foundation, granite 
block gutters laid and artificial stone sidewalks laid. -A ground 
water drain was laid under the sidewalks for catch-basins near 
Belgrade street, about 235 feet easterly. Straight edgestone, 
corners and granite blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone side- 
walks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Blue Hill avenue, from Fremont street to 283 feet south- 
erly. A contract for constructing the artificial stone sidewalks 
was awarded to Joseph A. Singarella June 20, 1919. This 
contract was later extended to do the work to 283 feet south 
of Fremont street. Work was commenced June 16, 1919, 
and finished July 8, 1919. The sidewalks on this street are 15 
feet in width with granite edgestone and block gutters. The 
contractor reset the edgestone and gutters and furnished all 
new materials required for the work. The sidewalks were 
laid under a five-year maintenance gauranty. 

Broadway (south side), from Washington street to Shawmut 
avenue. A contract for constructing artificial stone sidewalks 
on this street was awarded to the Pignat Vicenzi Mosaic Com- 
pany November 25, 1919. Work was begun November 25, 
1919; suspended December 2, 1919. Work will be resumed in 
the spring. 

Fremont street, from Blue Hill avenue to 218 feet easterly. 
A contract for constructing this street was awarded to Joseph 
A. Singarella June 20, 1919. Work was begun June 16, 1919, 
and completed July 8, 1919. The sidewalk on this street is 
7 feet wide with granite edgestone. The edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The con- 
tractor furnished all other materials for the work and hauled 
the surplus paving materials to the city yard. The sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance gauranty. 

Gray street, from Berkeley street to Clarendon street, is 
about 572 feet in length. A contract for laying artificial 
stone sidewalks was awarded to John Landis June 20, 1919. 
Work was started June 16, 1919, and finished July 21, 1919. 
The contractor reset the edgestone and relaid the granite block 
gutters and gravel joints on a gravel base. ‘The artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid on existing foundation with a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. All materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Pearl street, from Dorchester avenue to Pleasant street, 
is about 796 feet in length. A contract for artificial stone 
sidewalks was awarded to Frank Drinkwater May 16, 1919. 
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Work was begun May 20, 1919, and finished June 21, 1919. 
It is a 40-foot street with 7-foot artificial stone sidewalks and 
granite edgestone. The straight edgestone and corners were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Pleasant street (east side), from Victoria street 100 feet 
northerly. A contract for constructing artificial stone side- 
walks was awarded to Frank Drinkwater May 16, 1919. Work 
was begun May 21, 1919, and finished June 10, 1919. The 
sidewalks on this part of Pleasant street are about 18 feet in 
width with 7-foot artificial stone walks, loam space and 
granite edgestone. All of the materials were furnished by the 
contractor and the work was done under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Rexford street, about 500 feet north of Oakland street. 
A contract for rebuilding the artificial stone sidewalks on this 
street was awarded to Joseph A. Singarella June 20, 1919. 
Work was begun June 21, 1919, and completed June 26, 1919. 
It is a 40-foot street with 7-foot sidewalks and having 43-foot 
sidewalks and a loam space. All the materials for the work 
were furnished by the contractor and the artificial stone was 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. Previous to 
laying the artificial stone sidewalks the department force 
reset the edgestone. | 

Rockwell street, from Washington street to Milton ave- 
nue, is about 1,278 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
the sidewalk on this street was awarded to Frank Drinkwater 
May 16, 1919. Work was begun June 10, 1919, and completed 
September 5, 1919. It is a 40-foot street with a 7-foot side- 
walk, cons sting of a 3-foot loam space and 4-foot artificial 
stone walks. The straight edgestone, corners and paving 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line 
of work. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Rosseter street, from No. 20 to Bullard street. The limits 
of this contract were later changed by omitting the portion 
‘on the east side between No. 20 and Olney street and extend- 
ing the limits to include the westerly side from No. 15 to No. 
103. The length of the work is about 1,150 feet. A con- 
tract for constructing artificial stone sidewalks on this street 
was awarded to Frank Drinkwater May 16, 1919. Work was 
started June 10, 1919, and finished November 29, 1919. It 
is a 50-foot street with sidewalks from 8 to 10 feet in width, 
a part of which have a full width of artificial stone and a part 
have a 5-foot artificial stone and a loam space. The straight 
edgestone, corners and paving blocks were furnished by the 
contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
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city on the line of work. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Victoria street (north side), from Pleasant street to about 
200 feet easterly. A contract for constructing artificial stone 
sidewalks was awarded to Frank Drinkwater May 16, 1919. 
Work was commenced May 19, 1919, and completed June 10, 
1919. It is a 40-foot street with 7-foot sidewalks and granite 
edgestone. The straight edgestone and corners were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Wales street, from Blue Hill avenue to Harvard street, is 
about 1,200 feet in length. A contract for constructing arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks on this street was awarded to Frank 
Drinkwater May 16, 1919. Work was begun June 11, 1919, 
and finished July 26, 1919. It is a 40-foot street with granite 
edgestone, granite block gutters and 7-foot artificial stone 
sidewalks. The circular edgestone and corners were furnished 
on the line of work by the city. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor, The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty.

To the Commissioner of Public Works: 


I submit herewith a statement of the activities, 
operations and expenditures of the various services in 
the Sewer and Sanitary Division for the year ending 
January 31, 1920.

SEWER SERVICE. 


The annual appropriation for the construction of 
sewers for 1918-19 was increased from $800,000 to 
$1,000,000 and 8.67 miles of sanitary sewer and surface 
drains were built in the City of Boston. The work of 
this service has been chiefly confined to keeping ahead 
of the paving program. 

In city proper sewers were built in Albany street, 
Blackstone street, Friend street, Kneeland street, Mar- 
ket street, Merrimac street, Portland street and Rich- 
mond street to replace old wooden sewers or old brick, 
wood and slate sewers from which we had received 
many complaints in the past. 

In Charlestown the rebuilding of the sewer in Ruther- 
ford avenue, between Dunstable street and Cam- 
bridge street, approximately 3,500 feet of sewer rang- 
ing from a 20-inch pipe to a 6-foot 6-inch concrete, will 
allow a permanent pavement to be placed on this 
street and relieve the drainage situation in this district. 
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In Brighton the building of the Faneuil Valley con- 
duit, between Parsons street and North Beacon street, 
will practically complete this particular brook course. 

In the West Roxbury district about 15,000 linear feet 
of sewer and surface drains were built in Centre street, 
between Spring and South streets, in anticipation of 
the widening and paving work. 

In the Dorchester district a 3-foot 9-inch circular 
concrete surface drain was built in Carson street to 
relieve floodings in Crescent avenue and adjoining streets. 

In Roxbury the old sewers in Fellows street and 
Northampton street were replaced with concrete ones 
of sufficient size and at proper depths. 

Contracts have been let for new condensers for 
Engines Nos. 3 and 4, also for new tar and gravel 
roofs over office, machine and engine rooms, and for 
constructing new 7-foot by-pass between main pipe 
chamber and deposit sewer at the Calf Pasture pumping 
station. 

At Moon Island the installation of new gates and air 
rams at the gate house has been completed. 


PRINCIPAL WorKS RECOMMENDED FOR COMING YEAR. 


Brighton. 

Algonquin road and outlet in private land between 
Lake street and Newton line, 2,100 linear feet of sewer 
to relieve existing nuisances in this locality. 

Babcock street, between Commonwealth avenue and 
Boston & Albany Railroad. 

Cushman road, between Glencoe and Dustin streets. 

Chestnut Hill avenue, between Beacon street and 
Commonwealth avenue. 

Falkland terrace, between Hobart street and Brooks- 
dale road. 

Glenville avenue, between Greylock road and Allston 
street. 

Market street, between Western avenue and Wash- 
ington street. 


West Roxbury. 


Archdale road, between Castleton street and Zamora 
street, will be completed early in the coming year. 

Green street, between Amory and Call streets, and 
Washington street, between Archdale road and Poplar 
street, to be built in anticipation of permanent paving. 
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One more section of Stony brook should be com- 
pleted during 1920. 3 

South street, between summit 700 feet northeast of 
Washington street and outlet in Lesher street, private 
land and Archdale road to Stony brook, should be 
completed to relieve frequent floodings in this locality.

Sewerage work should be built in Chatham street, 
Oswego street and Unity court. 


Roxbury. 


A start should be made on the rebuilding of Muddy 
river conduit in Brookline avenue, between Beacon 
street and Audubon road, as this conduit is in dangerous 
condition. 


Calf Pasture Pumping Station. 


A new roof should be built over the old coal pocket, 
also a new cage for the west shaft, and an expert inspec- 
tion and examination made of the existing boiler plant 
and pumping equipment. 


Moon Island. 


The old hydraulic turbine has become unfit for use 
and a new one should be installed, together with new 
gates for controlling the water to and from the same. 

A new reinforced concrete floor should be laid the 
entire length of the gate house, and a new retaining 
wall should be built around the east shaft to replace 
the old one, which has become practically demolished. 


SANITARY SERVICE. 


During the past year in the contract districts, namely, 
Dorchester, Hyde Park, West Roxbury, Brighton and 
Kast Boston, the substitution of the per cubic yard 
payment for collection rather than the old method of 
lump sum basis was given a fair trial and gave satis- 
factory results. 

The collection of garbage, ashes and rubbish by 
contract is, however, subject to serious complaint 
because of the fact that we feel obliged to award the 
contract to the lowest bidder, and in three particular 
instances during the past year the contractor failed 
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to live up to the contract obligations. This neces- 
sitated the city hiring outside equipment and employ- 
ing city forces, and although not a money-losing propo- 
sition for the city, has resulted in the neglect of. other 
activities of the department when city forces were 
used. The garbage, ash and rubbish collection service 
should, if possible, be gradually taken over and oper- 
ated by municipal forces. 


STREET CLEANING AND OILING SERVICE. 


Street cleaning work as performed in the various sec- 
tions of the City of Boston is intended to cover all 
paved streets, but with the increased area of smooth 
pavements and the demand by the public that these 
streets be regularly cleaned, I find that the present force 
in this service is not adequate to keep up with the 
paving program. I would, therefore, renew my recom- 
mendation that the forces be increased and _ street 
cleaning activities be extended to Brighton and West 
Roxbury during the coming year. During the past year 
a motor-driven pick-up sweeper was purchased and has 
given excellent results. 

The co-operation of the public to prevent unnecessary 
littering of the streets is of great importance, as the 
disregard of laws and ordinances prohibiting such 
littering seems to be typical of Boston. 

The carelessness with which contractors allow different 
materials used in building construction to be scattered 
about the streets, and the overloading of vehicles carry- 
ing excavated material should be eliminated by the 
enforcement of the ordinances. 

The oiling of our water-bound macadam streets 
with the heavy asphaltic oils calls for an additional 
appropriation for sanding, as these heavy oils do not 
give the best results without sanding.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF THE 
WATER DIVISION. 


February 2, 1920. 
To the Commissioner of Public Works: 


I respectfully submit the following report of the 
operations, income and expenditure of the Water 
Division for the past year. 

The work of this division was seriously handicapped 
during the past year by the difficulty of obtaining mate- 
rial contracted for, it being necessary to postpone 
considerable construction work for lack of the required 
stock. 

The stagnation in new building construction, other 
than to a limited extent for business purposes, which 
obtained in 1918 still continues, practically no new 
buildings having been erected to relieve the existing 
acute housing conditions, the following record of new 
service pipes installed during the past ten years is 
interesting in this connection:

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miles of new pipe installed; the mains relaid were very 
old or too small for the requirements of modern fire 
protection. The mains laid were largely in extension of 
high service system to provide sprinkler and fire pipe 
service. 

Some of the more important work done is as follows: 

A 12-inch flexible pipe, 3,248 feet in length, was laid 
between Moon Island and Long Island, replacing a 
6-inch flexible pipe laid in 1895; the pipe was laid in a 
trench dredged 6 feet below the level of the harbor and 
afterwards refilled. An interesting feature in the pipe- 
laying work was the use of a steel pipe, 30 inches in 
diameter and about 90 feet long, extending from the 
bottom of the trench to the deck of the lighter. The 
12-inch pipe passed through the larger pipe and as each 
length of new pipe was jointed on the lighter, the latter, 
together with the envelope pipe, was warped forward 
about 12 feet. 

The construction of a freight yard by the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, involving the dis- 
continuance of a portion of Southampton street at its 
present grade, necessitated the laying of 818 linear feet 
of 16-inch pipe, 55 feet of 20-inch pipe and 862 feet of 
30-inch pipe in the land of the railroad south of South- 
ampton street. The work was done by the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company under the 
supervision of this division. 

A 16-inch main, 5,347 feet in length, laid through 
various streets in Jamaica Plain, from Centre street at 
Seaverns avenue to Lamartine street at Mozart street, 
provides a much needed improvement in the fire pro- 
tection of this section of the city. 

A second feed greatly increasing the amount of water 
available and the security of supply was provided for 
the West Department of the City Hospital at Spring 
street, West Roxbury, now occupied by the United 
States Public Health Service. The new supply consists 
of a 10-inch pipe laid in Cypress, Montgomery and 
Linden streets and land of the City of Boston to a con- 
nection with the existing system in the hospital grounds. - 
This new line also insures a second feed for Spring street 
and connecting streets, west of Cypress street. 

A wooden siphon box containing a 16-inch water pipe 
and a 12-inch gas pipe was laid by the Metropolitan 
Park Commission under the channel of the Neponset 
river on the location of the proposed new bridge between 
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Boston and Quincy, at Neponset avenue, and 684 linear 
feet 12-inch water pipe connecting with the 16-inch pipe 
in the siphon box was laid by this division on a tem- 
porary pile bridge built by the Park Commission. This 
pipe line supplies the harbor service and had been 
located on the old Neponset Bridge, which was torn 
down when the temporary bridge was put in service; 
it will be located on the permanent bridge when the 
latter is constructed. 

An improvement was made in the service in Tremont 
street between Dover and Northampton streets by 
laying 3,107 linear feet of 8-inch pipe on the westerly 
side of the street, southerly from Clarendon street, and 
relaying the very old and shallow 12-inch pipe on the 
easterly side of the street, thus making it possible to 
abandon the long service pipes crossing the street, 
which for years past have given trouble on account of 
their age and shallow depth. 

Seventeen thousand eight hundred and eleven linear 
feet of 6-inch and 8-inch pipes were cleaned by the 
National Water Main Cleaning Company in Hyde Park 
in the area bounded by the Neponset river, Metropolitan 
avenue, Hyde Park avenue and Maple street. 

The maintenance work of the Distribution Branch 
was exacting and unending, as usual; in addition to the 
more or less routine work of establishing fire pipes, 
service pipes, hydrants, taking care of stoppages ia 
services, regulating gate boxes, patch paving, etc., a 
large amount of work was done, much of it of an emer- 
gency nature, such as must arise in connection with the 
distribution system of a large city. 

Further detailed information regarding operations of 
the different branches of this division will be found in 
the tables published herewith.

| Boston, February 2, 1920. 
To the Honorable the Mayor: 

Sir,— As commissioner for the City of Boston I 

respectfully submit herewith the annual report of the 
Boston and Cambridge Bridge Commission for the year 
ending January 21, 1919. 
_ This commission is composed of two members, one 
appointed by the Mayor of the City of Boston and the 
other by the mayor of the city of Cambridge, under 
provisions of chapter 467, Acts of 1898. 

The commission has charge of the maintenance of the 
following-named bridges connecting Boston and Cam- 
bridge: Anderson, Brookline Street, Cambridge, Harvard, 
Prison Point, River Street and Western Avenue to 
Cambridge. 

As there is no separate appropriation made for the 
City of Boston’s portion of the expenses of this com- 
mission, same is taken from the appropriation for the 
Bridge and Ferry Division, Bridge Service. The amount 
expended during the fiscal year ending January 31, 
1920, was $26,390.52. 


BROOKLINE STREET BRIDGE. 


The under planking on this bridge, over the tracks of 
the Boston & Albany Railroad, is in bad condition and 
should be replaced. A large amount of patching has been 
done on this bridge during the past year. 


HARVARD BRIDGE. 


The contract with the Rowe Contracting Company 
for replanking and repaving the bridge was completed 
May 9, 1919. This work was delayed on account of the 
difficulty in securing materials while the war was on. 
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It was found that nearly all the stringers and practically 
all the deck planking was rotten. New deck planking 
was laid and a mill-type floor of beech and maple strips 
nailed together in slabs was placed for a wearing surface. 

On the draw span some new stringers were placed and 
an entire new under deck and surface. of sheathing was 
built. The draw span was also raised to correspond with 
the grades of the approach spans.

INSTRUCTIONS TO ARCHITECTS. 


ARCHITECTS’ SERVICES. 


Every Architect employed by the Schoolhouse Commissioners 
of the City of Boston, as the architect for erecting a building, 
is to perform the duties hereinafter provided. 

This Agreement, made day of 

in the year one thousand nine hundred and 
by the City of Boston, acting through the Board of Schoolhouse 
Commissioners, party of the first part, and 
party of the second part, hereinafter designated the Architect. 

Witnesseth, That the Architect, in consideration of the agree- 
ments herein made by the City, agrees with the said City as 
follows: 

SrecTION 1.— The Board.— (a.) Is to furnish the Architect 
with the requirements and information for the design and con- 
struction of the building for which he is the Architect, and give 
the approximate cubical contents and proposed cost per cubic 
foot thereof: 

(b.) Is to provide the services of domestic engineers to con- 
fer with the Architect during the preparation of preliminary 
studies, and when these are accepted by the Board to advise the 
Architect in the details of their work and make the necessary 
working drawings and specifications for (excepting plumbing), 
and have the direction of, the plumbing, heating, ventilating 
and electric work for the building, said work being hereinafter 
designated as the domestic engineering. 

(c.) Is to give the grade and lines of streets and adjoining 
lots; 

(d.) Is to give all information regarding the lot, and on 
request of the Architect, or of any person doing work on the 
building, furnish him full information relating to the above, the 
sewer, water, gas and electric service, and to the rights, restric- 
tions and boundaries of the lot on which the building is to be 
constructed. 

Sect. 2.— The Architect (a.) Is to consult and advise 
with the Board and make such preliminary studies as will 
acquaint the Board with the contemplated arrangement, 
design, construction and cubical contents of the building, and 
enable it to agree with the Architect upon a definite limit of 
cost therefor, and to accept said preliminary studies as the basis 
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of working drawings and specifications; he shall submit the 
preliminary studies to the Board not later than fifteen (15) 
days after the receipt by him of the plan of the site on which 
the building is to be erected; 

(b.) Is to make upon the basis of said preliminary studies 
one complete set of working drawings in ink on tracing cloth, 
floor and framing plans, sections and elevations at a scale of 
one-eighth of an inch to the foot, plumbing drawings and such 
detail drawings on a larger scale as are necessary to explain 
the specifications; he shall submit the complete, finished 
drawings and specifications not later than ninety (90) days 
after the acceptance of the preliminary study by the Board; 

(c.) Is to furnish one complete typewritten set of specifica- 
tions for everything, including plumbing, to be furnished or 
done in constructing the building, except the domestic engineer- 
ing, and is to revise and correct the printer’s proofs. 

(d.) Is to cause the drawings and specifications furnished by 
him to conform to all regulations of law and public authorities, 
and to be in accordance with established methods of building 
construction, faithfully carry out all the foregoing provisions, 
use all proper knowledge, skill and care therein, and be 
accountable in damages for any failure so to do. 

(e.) Is to loan to the Board, to make blueprints therefrom, 
the said set of working drawings; 

(f.) Is to restudy, and if necessary redraw, without charge, 
any or all of said drawings and specifications, if the lowest bid 
for doing the work in accordance therewith overruns the limit of 
cost agreed upon by the Architect and the Board; 

(g.) He shall have the certification of a Construction 
Engineer approved by the Board for the construction plans and 
details; shall make application for a building permit to the 
Building Department on a form signed by the chairman of the 
Board,. and deliver to the Building Department two sets of 
such blueprints from the said set of working drawings as may 
be required by the Building Department (the Board furnishing 
specifications to the Building Department) ; 

(h.) Is, upon the signing of the construction contract, to 
deliver to the Board, to remain their property, two sets of cloth 
blueprints taken from the said set of working drawings, a 
perspective drawing of the exterior of the building and such 
floor plans as the Board may request suitable for reproduction, 
and at the conclusion of the work a complete set of working 
drawings on tracing cloth, either the set previously referred to or 
a copy therefrom, which shall be corrected to agree with and 
embody all changes made during construction; 

(7.) Is to have general supervision of the domestic engineer- 
ing and be the Architect of all other work to be done under any 
written contract for the construction of the building, and render 
the full usual Architect’s services and supervision for such other 
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work; he shall personally visit the work at least twice in each 
week, and shall render a weekly report on the form furnished 
by the Board; 

(j.) Is, in the form prescribed by the Board, to make all 
estimates and allowances for payments under any contract in 
which he is made the Architect of the work, and such estimates 
for the domestic engineering are to be accompanied by certifi- 
cates of said Engineers as to their accuracy, subject to approval 
of the Board. 

(k.) Is to advise with the Board on any changes in the 
building contemplated by the Board, and is to order changes 
when required by the Board so to do. 

Sect. 3.—(a.) The City, as full compensation for the serv- 
ices aforesaid, is to pay the Architect 22 per cent upon the cost 
of the domestic engineering, exclusive of plumbing, and 6 per 
cent upon the cost of all other work. 

(b.) Payments to be made as follows: Three and three-fifths 
per cent upon all contracts other than those for domestic 
engineering is to be paid on the signing of such contracts, and 
thereafter 22 per cent upon the value of the materials and 
labor, as itemized in each estimate for payment under the con- 
tract, is to be paid on the estimate approved. Final payment 
is not to be made until the work is completed and the building 
finally accepted and a final release given to the City for all 
claims of any nature under the contract by the Contractor or 
his subcontractors or their employees. 

(c.) When preliminary studies are completed, the value of 
the Architect’s services to date shall be reckoned one-sixth of 
the estimated total commission; when working drawings and 
specifications are ready for contract, if for any reason the sign- 
ing of contracts is delayed, the value of his services to date 
shall be reckoned at 32 per cent of cost based on allowance for 
building given by the Board to the Architect, exclusive of the 
estimated value of the work included under domestic engineer- 
ing. If the Board discontinue the services of the Architect 
at any intermediate stage the value of his services shall be 
reckoned proportionately. Payment for any of these services 
shall be made at the discretion of the Board. 

(d.) Five per cent on cost of domestic engineering, exclusive 
of plumbing, and 10 per cent on other work will be paid to the 
Architect on all changes and alterations made within or to 
existing buildings. Additions and extensions made outside 
of such buildings shall be regarded as new work and the com- 
mission shall be reckoned on that basis. 

Sect. 4.— When for any reason other than those stated in 
section 2, paragraph (f.), page 32, the Board shall set aside the 
whole or any part of an Architect’s studies, drawings and speci- 
fications while retaining him to prepare corresponding new 
studies, drawings and specification for the same school build- 
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ing, the city shall pay the Architect for the work thus set aside 
a sum not exceeding three times the actual cost of draughting 
and the new work shall be paid for on a commission basis, as 
stated in section 3, page 33. Payments for all work thus set 
CUR HS this section shall be made at the discretion of the 
Board. 

Sect. 5.— In the above agreement the term ‘‘building”’ is 
used to define not only the structure itself but all work in 
connection with it committed to the Architect by the order of 
the Board, as fencing, grading, roads, walks, planting, decora- 
tive painting and sculptural decoration. 

The Architect will further render all services of any kind 
mentioned in the contract executed for the construction of said 
school building and incidental to or necessary for the perform- 
ance thereof, until the builder shall be released from all respon- 
sibility in respect thereof. 

The Architect shall not order any variations or extras with- 
out the sanction of the Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners in 
writing, nor in any way exceed his authority as laid down in 
the building contract. 

No rule of any society or any custom of engineers, architects 
or surveyors shall be binding on the party of the first part. 

In witness whereof, the said hereunto set 
their hand and seal, and the City of Boston has caused these 
presents to be signed by the chairman of the Board of School- 
house Commissioners, hereunto duly authorized, the day and 
year as above written.

GENERAL INFORMATION AS TO STANDARD RE- 
QUIREMENTS FOR SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND 
YARDS. 


YARDS. (1.) Grading.— Grade the yards as deter- 
mined after consultation with the commis- 
sloners. 


(2.) Fences.— Provide fences, planting, etc., 
as determined after consultation. ; 

(3.) Gates— Provide the gates in fences 
inclosing the yards with hasp and staple to 
receive the Department Standard yard pad- 
lock, which will be furnished by the Depart- 
ment outside of the general contract. 

(4.) Play-yards. — Play-yards located on 
the sunny side of the building are desired and 
approximately 30 square feet per pupil should 
be provided. Play-yards are to be paved with 
hard-burned bricks, laid flat in sand and 
sloping at proper grades to catch-basins con- 
necting to sewer. 

(5.) Walks— Pave the walks and ap- 
proaches with hard-burned brick laid flat in 
sand. 

(6.) Curbs.— Curbs forming borders may 
be paved with brick laid on edge. Bull-nose 
brick may be used for curbs. 

(7.) Sidewalks.— Sidewalks for public use 
outside of the lot line and curbs for same are not 
to be included in general contract for building. 

(8.) Basement Entrances.— Separate  en- 
trances are to be provided for boys and girls 
from their respective yards to the play-room. 
Areas, steps and inclines are to be avoided 
wherever possible. A separate entrance for 
janitor to boiler room may be provided. A 
proper entrance for coal and exit for ashes 
should be provided. 

(9.) Driveways Driveways such as for 
coal and ash teams are to be paved with vitri- 
fied pavers laid at the proper pitches, and in 
cement mortar on a sufficiently thick concrete 
base. 
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(10.) Flagstaff— Provide a flagstaff 20 feet 
long extended from a wall of the building with 
halliards, truck, etc., complete. 

Norr.— All the above items except as noted 
to be included in the general building contract. 


ELEMENTARY AND JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL. 


In General.— Elementary schools are sub- 
divided into upper and lower. Lower includes 
Grades I. and II. and are to have 12-inch 
by 18-inch. desks and Grade III. is to have 
13-inch by 21-inch desks. The buildings for 
the lower grades are to have besides the class- 
rooms required, rooms for teachers, nurse, 
book storage and emergency closets. Sufficient 
storage room for supplies, etc., shall be pro- 
vided in the basement. The upper elementary 
buildings are to contain Grades IV. to IX., 
inclusive, and are to have besides the class- 
rooms required an assembly hall and rooms for 
master, teachers, nurse, book storage and 
emergency closets. 

Grades IV., V. and VI. are to have 15-inch 
by 21-inch desks and Grades VII. and VIII. 
are to have 16-inch by 28-inch desks. 

Junior High School rooms are to have 
20-inch by 26-inch desks. 

Desks are to be spaced according to standard 
seating plan. 

The building will be either ‘“‘ Lower Elemen- 
tary,” ‘““Upper Elementary” or ‘‘Upper Ele- 
mentary and Junior High,” as above men- 
tioned. This will be determined by the 
commissioners, who will act as an interme- 
diary between architects and the _ school 
authorities and committee. Relations between 
commissioners, architects and contractors to 
be as defined by a contract. Commissioners 
are to determine the type of construction of 
the building, and shall furnish all necessary 
information to the Architect. 

Orientation.— It is desired to place the. 


building so that each class-room should receive 


sunlight during some portion of the day. 

Setting— Set the building above grade so 
that the play-rooms are well lighted and 
entrances are provided into basement play- 
rooms as before mentioned. (See Basement 
Entrances.) Boiler-room floor wash ‘to drain 
direct to sewer wherever possible.

Heat and Vent Flues.— To be of galvanized 
iron or masonry, as determined by the commis- 
sioners. If of masonry, to have joints neatly 
struck and the inner surface fairly smooth. 

Fireproofing. Doors for boiler-room and 
coal-pocket to be metal covered. Boiler-room 
doors to be self-closing. Closets should be 
provided for electrician as needed for batteries, 
switch boards, ete. 

A paper burner should be provided in con- 
nection with the boiler room as directed. 

Bulletin boards should be included in general 
contract.

requirements for the lower elementary, should 
contain an assembly hall with its necessary 
rooms, and a master’s room with waiting room, 
if so directed. Rooms for cooking, manual 
training, etc., are to be provided when called 
for by the commissioners. 

This type of building includes rooms for 
first year high school and upper elementary 
schools, and except for certain large class-rooms 
is practically the same as upper elementary 
building. 


SCHOOL-ROOMS. (1.) Svze will be 23 by 29 for lower and upper 


elementary grades, 26 by 32 for junior high 
and not less than 12 feet high in clear. Modi- 
fication allowable only after consultation with 
the Board. Desks should be laid out on the 
preliminary plans. (See drawing.) Every 
class-room shall be consecutively numbered on 
the plans to designate it. These numbers to 
be for the doors, as noted below and for the 
annunciator. Other rooms that appear on the 
annunciator to be named on the plans, as 
assembly hall, teachers’ or master’s room, 
cooking room, manual training room. The 
kindergarten shall be counted as a class-room. 
In high schools, both class and recitation rooms 
to be numbered, other rooms named. 

(2.) Windows will be on the long side for 
left-hand lighting. The glass measured inside 
the sash shall contain not less than one-fifth of 
floor area; neither double run of sash nor 
double glazing nor weather strips will be 
required, the head square and close to the 
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ceiling; the sill about 2 feet 6 inches from the 
floor where a gravity indirect system of heat- 
ing is installed and 2 feet 11 inches where there 
is to be plenum system; the windows divided 
with muntins, no large sheets of glass. Fin- 
ished with plastered jamb, metal corner bead, 
without architrave. 

(3.) Doors— One to corridor, 3. feet 6 
inches by 7 feet, partly glazed, to open out, 
placed preferably near the teacher’s end; 
all as per standard details (two doors may 
be desired under certain conditions); brass- 
plated, ball-bearing steel butts, 4-lever mortise 
lock, master keyed; cast brass knobs, flush 
marble thresholds to corridors for first-class 
construction. Doors to have 2-inch plain 
painted numbers. 

(4.) Floors will be maple. 

(5.) Walls will be painted burlap up to top 
of blackboards, or of tack boards and above 
this plaster tinted in water-color,— a warm 
gray green or buff gives the best results,— the 
blackboards 4 feet high, 2 feet 2 inches from 
floor in kindergarten, 2 feet 4 inches to 2 feet 
6 inches in Grade IV., and 2 feet 8 inches in 
Grades V. to VIII., behind the teacher’s desk 
and on the long side. These will be of best 
black slate 4+ inch thick. At end, in place of 
blackboard, soft wood sheathing with cork 
carpet securely attached to it for a tack board, 
to extend from line of chalk trough to the 
moulding at top of blackboards, to have wood 
strips to cover tacks. In lower grades a card ~ 
rack is required above the blackboard only. 
A picture moulding at top of burlap and also 
near ceilings in all rooms. (See drawings.) 

(6.) Ceilings will be level, plaster tinted a 
light cream color. Ceiling angles square. 

(7.) Artificial Light.— Nine stiff pendent, 
60-watt electric fixtures on three switches, 
and one cord drop over teacher’s desk. No 
gas. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation— The inlet 
for heat about 5 square feet, the outlet for 
ventilation about 5 square feet. 

(9.) Bookcase.— Provide a bookcase in any 
convenient position, about 5 feet 9 inches 
long; upper doors fitted with cylinder locks, 
and latch and knob; drawers fitted with locks 
and small brass pulls. Lower doors to have

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knobs and cylinder locks; same lock in each 
bookease; all bookcase locks master keyed. 
(See drawing.) Special equipment for care 
of books where school is held day and evening 
is desired, similar to that existing at the 
Charlestown High School, so that the books 
of the day pupils will be put away in pigeon- 
holes, leaving the desk free for evening use. 

(10.) Teacher’s Closet.— Provide a_ small 
closet for teacher’s coat and hat, preferably 
opening from the class-room, but allowable 
from the wardrobe, closet to have about 4 
hooks and one shelf. 

The School Committee is responding to the 
more general demand for fresh-air rooms for 
children who are anemic or of tubercular 
tendencies. At present all that the Board is 
advising to meet this new demand is that a 
sunny room, preferably a corner room, be 
chosen for this work, and that the windows 
on one or on two sides be made casement, to 
open out, or as the Board may direct; and that 
the heat be largely direct, so that the tem- 
perature can be quickly raised, if necessary, 
when the windows are closed. Otherwise these 
rooms will be the same as other class-rooms. 

(a.) (1.) Size— Wardrobes will adjoin 
school-rooms and be from 4 feet 6 inches to 
5 feet wide in the clear; 6 feet where com- 
partments are used. The Board is to be 
consulted as to the type of wardrobe, as in 
certain cases they may prefer the approved 
standard type of Chicago wardrobe. 

(2 and 3.) Windows and Doors.— Outside 
light, two doors, both connecting with school- 
room, and not to corridor, and having no 
thresholds. Doors, double swung, 2 feet 6 
inches wide, brass double-acting butts, foot and 
hand plates, hooks or adjustable stops to hold 
open, ventilation under door farthest from 
vent. 

(4.)° Floors— Maple. For all cases, to 
have a drip gutter for umbrellas, lined with 
heavy zinc, all joints soldered and tight. 

(5.) Walls.— Painted hard finish plaster to 
a height .of 6 feet, poles on brass-plated iron 
brackets with hooks under and pins over, 44 
in number; umbrella clips and drip gutter 
below. (See drawing.) Walls above, plaster, 
tinted. Height of lower pole, kindergarten, 
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thirty inches from floor; lower grades, 36 
inches to 40 inches; upper grades, 44 inches, 
AS inches and 52 inches; distance between 
poles, 8 inches for elementary, 12 inches for 
upper grades. Pins and hooks, 6 inches to 12 
inches on centres for elementary and 16 inches 
to 18 inches for upper grades. Each hook to 
have a painted number 14 inches high. 

(6.) Ceiling.— Plaster. 

(7.) Artificial Light— One stiff pendent, 
40-watt, electric fixture. Switch in class- 
room. 

(8.) Heating and _ Ventilating.— Heating 
direct. Ventilation, vent duct, 13 square feet 
area cross section. | 

(1.) Size— Not less than 8 feet wide for 
four rooms on a floor;-not less than 10 feet 
for over four rooms, governed by length, 
access to stairs, ete. 

(2.) Windows.— Outside light — essential. 
Where necessary provide windows through 
class-room walls over the blackboard moulding. 

(3.) Doors.— Main outer doors to open out, 
heavy butts, standard, master keyed, school 
lock; lock set to be furnished by the depart- 
ment but set by the contractor; door check; 
heavy hooks to hold open. Vestibule doors 
open out, heavy butts, pulls, push plates, hooks 
to hold open, door checks, no locks. Other 
doors to basement open out, and fitted with 
mortise lock with knob on inside only. Other 
hardware as above. All outside doors to be 
21 inches thick, and to be made solid, no 
veneer. 

(4.) Floors— Terrazzo divided. into areas 
not to exceed 80 square feet, by set joints, 
for first-class construction. Wood floor and 
base second-class construction. 

(5 and 6.) Walls and Ceilings.— A light, 
glazed brick, tinted walls and ceilings. If 
walls of common brick, to have smoothly 
struck joints and painted; if walls of plaster, 
to have burlap 7 feet high — painted. Put 
picture moulding at ceiling in corridors if 
plastered. 

(7.) Artificial Light— Stiff pendent electric 
fixtures, 40 or 60 watt, for corridors and vesti- 
bules, and one-light brackets for stairway, 
also gas for emergency in corridors, on stairs, 
and in vestibules. 
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(8.) Heating and Ventilation.— Heat direct, 
supplemented by foot warmers on first floor. 
Ventilation where possible. 

(9.) Sinks and Closets— On each floor 
above the first, one or two 4-foot sinks, with 2 
fountains and 1 faucet. 

(1.) Number and Arrangements.— Deter- 
mined by the Board, and not over 5 feet wide 
or less than 4 feet wide in the clear. 

(2.) Material— The treads, North River 
stone on iron string. Rails of a simple pattern, 
easily cleaned; wall rails are desired. 

(3.) Steps.— Rise about 63 or 7 inches, 
treads about 103 inches. Rail not less than 
2 feet 8 inches on runs and 3 feet on landings. 

(4.) Haits— Exits from the lower landings 
of stairs are desired. These may have emer- 
gency bolts where so desired. Fire escapes 
may be desired when recommended by the 
Building Department and after consultation 
with the Board. 

(1.) Size — General toilet-rooms in base- 
ment, in size approximating space for 1% 
water-closets for each school-room, 7. e., ? boys 
and 14 for girls, and 33 inches of urinal for 
every school-room, arranged for convenient 
supervision and_ circulation. Slate sinks, | 
length from 10 inches per class-room in small 
buildings to 6 inches per class-room in large 
buildings, located preferably in the play-rooms. 
The above refers to mixed schools. 

(2.) Windows. Ample outside light; 
glazed where exposed to view outside with 
ribbed glass; to have wire guards. 

(3.) Doors.— The doors arranged “in”’ and 
“out,’’ with spring or door check and stout 
brass hooks to hold open; glazed with ribbed 
glass; half doors to water-closets. 

(4.) Floors—— Asphalt. Boys’ drained to 
urinal, girls’ to floor washes. 

(5.) Walls.—Salt-glazed brick or other 
nonporous inexpensive surface, 7 feet high; 
above, brick painted and enameled. 

(6.) Ceiling— Untinted plaster or white- 
washed concrete. Basement ceiling need not 
be furred level for first-class construction. For 
second-class construction ceiling should be 
plastered. 

(7.) Artificial Light.— Ceiling or short pen- 
dent electric fixtures. 
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(8.) Heat and Ventilation— Heat direct. 

Ventilation through water-closets and space 
back of urinals, allow 10 square inches local 
vent for each water-closet and 8 square inches 
for each lineal foot of urinal. 
’ (1.) Water-closets— The pupils’ water- 
closets for elementary schools are washed down 
closets; siphon action; upper classes, 16% 
inches high; lower classes, 133 inches high. 
Teachers’ same, with raised rear vent 163 
inches high. (See drawing.) 

(2.) Partitions— To be {-inch slate, sup- 
ported at ends with iron pipe about 8 feet 
high, fastened together and to the wall, to which 
doors are hung. Back partitions of water- 
closets to be slate. (See drawing.) 

(3.) Urinals— The urinals will be of slate 
floor slab, trough and back, flushed automati- 
cally from special tank, through {-inch per- 
forated pipe, with cold water; vented at bottom | 
into space behind. (See drawing.) 

(4.) Sinks of black slate, two self-closing 
cocks, and jet drinking fountains, set 20 inches 
on centres. A sink is desired for janitor 
unless there is one near by. 

(5.) Floor Washes in sanitaries and play- 
rooms as already mentioned. (See drawing.) 

(6.) Piping—(a.) Cast iron must be laid 
on good footing in basement, clean-outs at 
every change of direction. Soils and vents 
exposed as far as possible, no asphaltum, red 
lead and three coats of paint. 

(b.) Supplies— Exposed as far as possible; 
where covered may be plain brass, elsewhere 
polished brass; nickel plate where desired. 
Hot water for janitor’s use in basement, 
cooking-room, pupils’ sinks, and for master’s, 
nurses’, and teachers’ rooms. Supply from 
boiler and from summer boiler, if any, or from 
an independent hot water heater. No aux- 
iliary supply wanted for water-closet tanks. 

(c.) Fire Lines.— In building three stories 
high or over, one or more lines of 3-inch pipe 
if requested by the Board. 

All free basement space to be arranged as 
play-rooms for boys and girls. Walls to be of 
selected hard brick painted with cold water 
paint, granolithic floors, plaster ceilings or 
whitewashed concrete. Basement doors and 
windows to have wire guards in channel iron 
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frames; guards to be hinged and padlocked. 
Doors are desired from the play-rooms to the 
play-yards. Areas at doors are not desired. 

(1.) In each school of the upper grades a 
room of about 240 square feet for the master 
with a water-closet and bowl and a _ book- 
closet adjoining. This room should be near 
the centre of the building, 7. e., on the second 
floor, in a three-story building. In all schools 
a room or rooms for teachers, averaging about 
300 square feet for ten teachers, with water- 
closet and bowl. Doors to be clearly marked 
“Master” or ‘“‘Teacher”’ in painted letters and 
one water-closet and bowl on each floor of 
six rooms for teachers’ emergency. 

(2.) Where men as well as women are 
teachers, provide a separate room with toilet 
accommodations for men. 


SPECIAL ROOMS. 


Assembly halls should accommodate from 
400 to 800 as the Board may direct. It is not 
considered necessary to seat the full number 
of pupils in schools of greater capacity. The 
floor to be level and of wood like class-rooms. 
The windows to be fitted with rebated mould- 
ings to take opaque shades, and so designed 
as to make the operation of shades practical 
and simple. (See department standard detail.) 
The platform should be capable of accommo- 
dating one, or, in the large schools, two classes. 
Galleries may be used where the hall is two 
‘stories in height. Anterooms near the plat- 
form are desirable. A dignified architectural 
treatment of the walls and a studied color 
scheme for walls and ceiling shall be submitted 
to the Board for approval. The lighting 
acoustics and exits should be such as belong 
to a small lecture hall. Artificial lighting to 
be under control from at least two points, 
one of which must be near an exit. Electric 
outlet for 30-ampere projection lantern, 25 feet 
from curtain. Provide recess in ceiling over 
platform for spring-rolled curtain, 13 feet long. 
For assembly hall an allowance in cubing is 
made: by the Board of two class-rooms for 
schools of medium size, that is, about sixteen 
class-rooms, and four class-rooms for schools 
of larger size, 2. e., sixteen class-rooms, to 
represent the added area for this purpose. 
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(1.) Size— Room, generally located in 
basement if floor can be above grading, should 
be approximately 900-1,000 square feet, pref- 
erably a corner room, and the larger of the 
two allowed sizes of rooms and arrangement 
shown by drawing, for number of benches 
there given, 25. In elementary schools for 
boys 22 benches are sufficient. 

If in basement this room is not to be counted 
as one of the class-rooms. 

(2.) Light— The windows should be as 
near full length as possible and on two sides. 
Artificial light in stiff’ pendent electric fix- 
tures, one light to every four benches. 

(3.) Floors.— Of wood. 

(4.) Walls— A basement room should be 
finished as a shop; salt-glazed brick up to 
7 feet where exposed, and above blackboard 
brick walls painted with cold water paint. 
If above basement, finished as a class-room. 

(5.) Ceilings.— Like basement. 

(6.) Heating and Ventilation— The same 
as in class-rooms. If in basement provide 
some direct radiation. , 

(7.) Fittings.— (a.) — Stock-room.— Stock- 
room should contain at least 80 square feet, 
preferably rectangular. Eighteen-inch shelves 
should run around the room, 5 feet 6 inches 
and 6 feet 6 inches from the floor. 

(b.) Wardrobes.— Wall space for 26 double 
coat and hat hooks, in a separate room. 

(c.) Teachers’ Closets.— Teachers’ closet 
should be small for personal belongings, with 
shelf and hooks under. 

(d.) Storeroom.— For finished work and 
hardware should be fitted with all shelving 
possible; and area 40 square feet is adequate. 

(e.) Bookcases.— Like those in class-rooms, 
150 capacity. 

(f.) Sink.— A 3-foot soapstone sink, with 
hot and cold water, with drinking fountain if 
desired. 

(g.) Display Frames.— Four display frames, 
size and position as indicated of cork carpet 
over soft wood back, with 2-inch moulding 
around. 

(h.) Demonstration Steps. — Demonstration 
steps are desired. 

(i.) Furniture.— (Not included in the build- 
ing contract.) The furniture comprises 25 
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benches and stools, teachers’ desk, table, 4 
feet by 23 feet, with unfinished top, 1 desk 
chair and 2 common chairs, a clock. (See 
drawing.) Lay these out on preliminary draw- 
ings. Lower benches to set toward the 
front and nearer the windows. 

(7.) Blackboards—— Provide about 15 linear 
feet of slate blackboards, 4 feet high. 

(k.) Glue Pot. Provide electric or gas 
connections for same. 

(1.) Szze—Should have an area of 900- 
1,000 square feet, preferably a corner room on 
top floor, but generally in basement, and the 
larger of the two allowed sizes of room, and 
arranged for 24 stations. If in basement 
this room is not to be counted as one of the 
class-rooms. 

(2.) Light.— Windows as in a class-room, 
if located in a corner, from two sides. Arti- 
ficial light as in a class-room. 

(3.) Walls— Above basement, similar to 
school-rooms, blackboards, 4 by 10 feet, back 
of teachers’ desk. Walls painted in oils. A 
basement room shall have salt-glazed brick 
walls up to 7 feet and painted brick above. 
(See drawings.) 

(4.) Floors.— The floor to be wood, except 
space occupied by ranges, which is tiled. 

(5.) Ceilings.— Ceilings like basement, or, 
if above basement, like class-rooms. 

(6.) Heat and Ventilation Less heat is 
required than in a class-room, but the ventila- 
tion should be the same, with additional vent 
from the demonstration ranges. Hoods over 
ranges if Board so desires. 

(7.) Fittings — (a.) —Wardrobes.— Provi- 
sion for 24 pupils, double coat and hat hooks 
in separate lighted closet, and teacher’s small 
closet. 

(b.) Work Benches, accommodating 24 pu- 
pils, fitted with compartment for utensils, 
bread-board, etc., a special gas burner with a 
hinged iron grille over it, set on aluminum 
‘plate at each station; benches arranged in the 
form of ellipse, or oblong, with access to centre 
from two sides; top of pine 24 inches wide; 
open underneath and supported on pipe stand- 
ards. One section detached and fitted as a 
demonstration bench; a clear space of 4 feet all 
around. Dining table (furnished under another 
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contract) is to be set in centre. (See drawings.) 
Lay these out on preliminary drawings and 
include in final drawings and contract. 

(c.) Dresser.— Ten feet long in 3 sections, 
4 adjustable shelves and glazed sliding or 
hinged doors at top; one set of 3 drawers and 
2 cupboards on lower part. A shelf should 
be put in each cupboard about 12 inches 
from top. 

(d.) Fuel-box.— In 2 compartments, each 
about 24 inches square and 30 inches deep, 
with hinged lids; small shelf in one section. 
Accommodations in the main coal room for a 
supply of range coal and kindling wood. 

(e.) Bookcase.— Similar to those provided 
in class-rooms. 

(f.) Sink.— Soapstone, 4 feet long; 2 cold 
and 2 hot water cocks; soapstone drip shelves, 
24 inches long, at each end of sink, provided 
with grease trap. Sink should be near ranges. 

(g.) Hot Water Supply.— (See instructions 
in plumbing.) 

(h.) Coal and Gas Ranges.—A_ six-hole 
coal range and a similar gas range, four-hole, 
with hood provided, and set on a hearth pre- 
viously mentioned. 

(7.) Outlet for electric cooking apparatus. 

(7.) Refrigerator— Location to be shown. 
Furnish under another contract.

NURSE’S ROOM. 


(1.) Size— The rooms can be contained 
in the space of class-room and wardrobe, but 
a slightly larger area, 800 to 900 square feet, is 
desirable, and preferably the larger of the two 
allowed sizes of room. They comprise a large 
room, a small room, a supply closet, a wardrobe 
and a water-closet. The large room should 
take a 20-foot circle, regulation lines painted 
on the floor with at least 4 feet all round it. 
(See drawing.) The small room, about 200 
square feet. 

(2.) Inght.— Windows should be as in a 
class-room, if on a corner, on both sides. 
Exposure should be sunny. - Artificial light of 
the class-room type arranged for the different 
rooms. 

(3.) Doors.— Door to corridor as in class- 
rooms. Wide doors should open from small 
room into large room. 

(4.) Floors— Wood, with painted lines 
as above. 

(5.) Walls.— As in class-rooms, with black- 
boards as in lower grades. 

(6.) Ceilings.— As in class-rooms. 

(7.) Heat and Ventilation.— As in class- 
rooms. 

(8.) Fittings. (a.) Wardrobe.— Hooks for 
60, arranged as in ordinary wardrobes. 

(b.) Teachers’ Closet.— For clothing of two 
or three teachers. 

(c.) Toilet-room.— Immediately adjoining 
with two low-down seats and bowl or sink. 

(d.) Bookcase.— As in lower grades. 

(1.) Size— From 200 to 400 square feet, 


‘ according to size of school. 


(2.) Windows.— Outside light as in class- 
rooms. 

(3.) Shades—Set to roll from window- 
sill upward. Not in building contract. 

(4.) Doors— One door to corridor, as in 
class-room, marked ‘‘ Nurse.’’ 

(5.) Walls— Upper two-thirds _ plaster, 
smooth finish round corners, painted with 
light green oil paint. Lower one-third to floor, 
Keene cement finish with sanitary base. 

(6.) Floor.— Maple. 

(7.) Heat and Ventilation As in class- 
rooms. 

(8.) Artificial Light.— Stiff pendent, 100- 
watt electric fixture with special shade. Wall 
receptacle for hand portable. 
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(9.) Nurse’s Closet for Supplies.— Size, 3 
by 4; one shelf; 6 hooks for clothing. 

(10.) Bathtub and Water-closet.— Water- 
closet same as for teachers’ room. Leave out- 
let in plumbing for bathtub. 

(11.) Bowl.— Vitreous ware, hot and cold 
water faucets with shampoo cock. Hot water 
must be available all the year. 

(12.) Stove.— Gas or electric heater. 

(13.) Fittings —— (Not in building contract.) 
(a.) Cabinet— Oak finish medical cabinet, 
adopted as standard by Schoolhouse Commis- 
sion. (b.) Stool— White enamel revolving 
stool. (c.) Table-— Dressing table, white 
enamel frame, glass top and shelf; size, 16 to 
20, rubber crutch tips. (d.) Filing Case for 
Nurse’s Records.— Oak finish, to hold 1,000 
cards, 4 by 6; lock and key; guide cards, (e.) 
Writing Table— Oak finish with drawer and 
lock; size, 20 by. 30. (f.) Chair— Oak to 
match table. (g.) Couch.— Flat frame oak, 
canvas adjustable top. (h.) Murror.— Size, 
2% by 3, set over bowl. 


HIGH SCHOOLS. 


High school class-rooms are laid out for 
classes of thirty-six or forty-two, generally the 
latter. A room 26 feet by 32 feet will accom- 
modate forty-two high school desks. The 
larger class-rooms are to accommodate from 
sixty to eighty pupils; the larger number can 
be accommodated in a room 33 feet 8 inches 
by 48 feet. Recitation-rooms, which to a cer- 
tain extent will be used also as class-rooms, 
should be about 16 by 26. These rooms if 
equipped with continuous desks and seats as 
in a lecture-room, or with double desks, such 
as are used in the Charlestown High, would 
accommodate about thirty pupils each. Lay 
out desks in one room of each type on pre- 
liminary plans.

from that already described for elementary 
schools, except that provision shall be made for 


‘a motion picture booth.’ 


For accommodation of the principal there 
should be an outer office, that is, a waiting- 
room or reception-room, and an inner office, 
and rooms for both men and women teach- 
ers which might well be concentrated in the

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neighborhood of the reception-room and the 
principal’s room. 

The Rooms in General Required.— Labora- 
tory, separate from lecture-room, may be 
used as recitation-room, but better to use 
lecture-room and keep laboratory free from 
desks and demonstration table. Lecture-room 
separate from laboratory, but easy of access, 
may be used for recitation; in that case should 
have facilities for demonstration. Combined 
lecture-room for physics and chemistry admis- 
sible. Three rooms for administration pur- 
poses, store-room for dry chemicals and 
apparatus, room for storage of liquid chemical 
and preparation of reagents, which may also 
be used as a teacher’s laboratory and an office. 
The total area of the laboratory and adminis- 
tration rooms should be about 1,200 square 
feet and of the lecture-room about 600 square 
feet. 

(1.) Size-— Should accommodate a class of 
forty to fifty pupils, with apparatus. Accom- 
modation for three such classes. 

(2.) ILnight— On two sides artificial lght 
as in a class-room. 

(3). Heating and Ventilation— On same 
basis as for class-rooms, but removal of gases 
should also be provided for by a hood, each 
compartment of which should be ventilated by 
9-inch hole at top, venting into elbow or T of 
drain pipe, thence connected by drain pipe into — 
main flue, in which should be a fan operated 
by a motor. 

(4.) Walls and Ceilings.—— Walls of brick 
ideal, but not generally feasible, except on out- 
side walls; plaster walls painted in oils and 
ceiling of plaster, covered with water-resisting 
surface containing no lead. All woodwork to 
have natural finish — except tops of desks. 

(5.) Floor— May be of hardwood in nar- 
row strips, filled in by asphalt; should slope 
very slightly between desks, interspaces again 
trending to common corner, which may be 
drained. 

(6.) Equipment.— Working desks at right 
angles to greater length of room, in sections 
back to back between windows; sections mov- 
able- when top is removed. Each section 21 
feet to 24 feet 6 inches long, 2 feet wide, 3 feet 
to 3 feet 2 inches in height. Distance between 
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double sections about 5 feet, same distance at 
least between ends of sections and hood, which 
should be opposite longer line of windows and- 
at right angles to direction of desk sections. 
Other ends of sections near enough to wall to 
allow for drain at right angles to sections and 
under windows. Desks to be of ash or any 
durable wood, natural finish. Top of narrow 
pine strips, treated with aniline black and 
waterproof lead finish. Individual desks pro- 
vided with 3 lockers and 3 sets of drawers 
each, each set of drawers operated by bar from 
locker, combination lock to fasten locker. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
soapstone sink, placed between sections and 
flush with section top, which should slope 
slightly to sink.* Sink 8 inches wide at least 
and should begin within 1 foot of the pen, 
toward hood, depth here to be 6 inches, run- 
ning nearly to other end, where depth should 
be 8 inches. Each pupil to have working 
space of 3 feet 6 inches by 1 foot 8 inches. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
shelf for reagents, running length of desk, 
10 inches to 12 inches above desk, supported 
by metal standards at suitable intervals, of 
whitewood, 14 inches thick, 9 inches wide, 
natural finish, covered with glass plates, + inch 
thick, 9 inches wide, suitable lengths, clamped 
to wooden shelf with as few clamps as possible. 
Wooden shelf at free end of each section, 1 inch 
to 14 inches thick, 3 feet to 4 feet long, not 
over 1 foot 3 inches wide, height of 2 feet 8 
inches to 2 feet 10 inches, for holding blast 
lamps, reagent jars, etc. Finish off top of 
shelf in aniline black. Floor space under 
second row of windows taken up with line of 
extra desks, built like sections, furnished in 
similar way, but without necessarily a drain 
to be used for emergency or general utility. 
Wall space not otherwise occupied may be 
used for shelves or cabinets. Fixed slate 
blackboards at end opposite second set of 
windows and parallel to desk sections, sliding 
battery blackboards where directed. Liquid 
waste may be thrown into desk sink, solid 
waste into earthen jars. Hood should run at 
right angles to desk sections and along wall 
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* [Individual sinks are preferred by the teachers, although the long trough is apparently 
adequate for teaching elementary chemistry, and is less expensive. 
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opposite free ends of sections. In the construc- 
tion of hood, protection against fire should be 
considered. Should be built against brick 
wall. Floor of hoods to be slate; wood, inside 
and outside, to be finished natural. Space | 
divided -into three or four compartments, 
closed by sliding windows. Space against 
wall not oceupird by hood for general sink. 

(7.) Gas.— Lead from gas main at free 
end of centre of double desk sections, branch 
into two leads along back of each section. 
Take-offs between each working desk space in 
form of pillar with two 4-inch cocks, at each end 
desk a single cock. Two 4-inch gas nipples at 
each side of each compartment of hood. Cocks 
of these outside of hood. Wall desk fitted 
with single gas taps at interval of two feet. 

(8.) Waler— Lead from water main at 
free end of centre of double desk sections. 
Size, large enough to fill section sink rapidly. 
Lead of ordinary size along length of section 
underside of shelf, take-off at free end of section, 
to which blast and suction pump may be 
attached. At junction of each four working 
desk spaces take-off, carrying two valves with 
hose bibb delivery 4-inch, the two valves or 
cocks facing opposite sides. Suction pump 
attached to these bibbs if desired. 

(9.) Drains—- Section desk sink to have 
open drain and mercury arrester, into which 
should be set movable concave netting of wide 
mesh to arrest larger solid matter. Main desk 
drain at right angles to sections along and 
under windows, between windows and sections 
should be of heavy cast iron; may be supported 
on brackets against wall and left open, or cov- 
ered and provided with movable top. Into this 
drain will drip the lead pipes coming from 
section sink. Slate floor of each hood: com- 
partment should deepen slightly in centre, 
where there should be a hole 1 inch in diameter, 
into which is fitted short lead drain pipe, closed 
by perforated plug; drain pipes to be con- 
nected with sloping drain pipe, open or closed, 
running toward and delivering into general sinks. 

(10.) Hlectricity.— Current of electricity on 
section desks need not exceed ten volts, may 
be supplied from source: common to physica! 
and chemical side. Plugs between each work- 
ing space placed under desk top on frame. 
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(1.) Size— Area to depend on number of 
seatings required or number of pupils in 
classes; should be large enough for two classes - 
and should occupy a_ position between the 
laboratories for physics and chemistry. 

(2.) Jight— As much glass area as class- 
room, preferably from left. Fit windows and 
other openings admitting light with dark 
curtains as specified for Assembly Hall. Elec- 
trie lighting from top, controlled at point con- 
venient to demonstration table. ° 

(3.) Floor stepped up in fireproof construc- 
tion and finished in wood, like floor. 

(4.) Heating and Veniilation.— As for class- 
rooms, with extra ventilation to remove fumes. 
Space at left end of desk provided with regis- 
ter and flue of at least 10 inches diameter. 
Flue carried under floor to nearest wall, 
flue and draught actuated by motor if not 
sufficient. 

(5.) Equipment.— Demonstration table, not 
less than 12 feet long, not more than 3 feet nor 
less than 30 inches wide, height 32 inches. 
Placed 4 feet distant from wall, material same 
as that of room, top made of pine plank and 
finished like chemical laboratory desks. Pneu- 
matic sink at right hand of desk, of soapstone 
in two depths. Not to exceed 30 inches long, 
20 inches wide. Depth, 4 inches to 6 inches 
minimum; 16 inches to 18 inches maximum. 
Length of minimum depth not to exceed 60 
per cent of total length. Sink to be depressed 
in table and provided with flush cover. Sink 
to have screened drain with mercury trap and 
overflow. Supply hot and cold water under 
reduced pressure and cold water under street 
pressure for quick filling, 2 goosenecks with 
#-inch hose bibbs, to one of which combined 
blast and suction pump may be attached; 
steam supply direct from boiler main with a 
by-pass to summer boiler; supply gas air suc- 
tion, and gas taps not exceeding 6 in number. 
Over demonstration table, secured to ceiling, 
provide a plank with heavy screw hooks. 
Behind lecture table provide sliding battery 
blackboards of not less than 50 square feet, and 
canvas curtain on heavy spring roller for attach- 
ing charts. Drawers and fireproofed closets 
for lesser lecture apparatus and chemicals 
in body of table, wall on either side provided 
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with shelves for reagent bottles under glass, 
and side wall provided with cabinets for larger 
pieces of permanent apparatus, if there is no 
special room for this. Lifting seats with 
desk for taking notes arranged on platforms, 
so that the successive tiers will rise one above 
the other to insure an. unobstructed view of 
demonstration table. (See drawing.) 

(6.) Electricity — Provide three (3) forms of 
current, viz., primary or storage battery 
current variable by unit cells up to ten cells, 
direct current at 110 volts, 30 amperes and 
alternating current at 110 volts, 30 amperes. 
Provide regulating rheostat for the 110-volt 
direct current. - Provide two 50-ampere amme- 
ters, one a. c. and one d. ¢c., and two 125-volt 
volt-meters, one a. c. and one d. e¢., all with 
extra large illuminated dials. Current to be 
brought to a special slate distributing panel 
upon which the rheostat and measuring 
instruments shall be mounted. Panel shall be 
located conveniently to table and so that 
instruments shall be in full view of class and 
instructor. Panel to be provided with suitable 
means for switching instruments to any circuit, 
and any or all circuits to table. Terminate 
table circuit in four 50-ampere d. p. s. t. knife 
switches on a slate panel under table. <A pro- 
jection lantern and receptacles for same at 
end of table and at rear of room. Lantern 
screen on spring roller at side of room, width 
of sereen usually 12 feet, but dependent on 
distance and lenses used. 


ADMINISTRATIVE (1.) Apparatus Store-room.— Should give

ample space for storage of extra and reserve 
apparatus and original packages of stock chemi- 
cals. These should be kept in dust-proof 
cabinets with glass doors and in drawers. 

(2.) Preparation-room.— This should adjoin 
the above. Primarily for storage of liquid 
chemicals in bulk and preparation of liquid 
reagents and storage of supply bottles, also 
fitted for teachers’ laboratory. Should have 
wide centre table with gas in centre, working 
desks, with drawers and closets along two 
sides, also gas, water, sink, blast, suction, 
steam and electricity. Shelves along desks 
for storage of liquid chemicals, supply bottles 
and smaller reagent bottles. An adequate 
hood should be provided. 
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(3.) Office and Balance Room.— Adjoining 
store-room and preparation-room should be 
small room to contain desk, book shelves, 
table and a good balance. 

(1.) Size— In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
A laboratory, apparatus-room and shop. 

(2.) Light The same basis as for class- 
rooms, one wall having as direct a southern 
exposure as possible for porte lumiére studies. 
Artificial light as in a class-room.. Dark 
curtains in addition to regular shades for 
darkening room. Windows and all openings 
admitting light fitted as specified for Assembly 
Halls (page 48). 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation— On same 
general basis as for class-rooms. 

(4.) Hquipment.— Small laboratory tables 
to accommodate two or four pupils at each, 
built of hard wood, white pine tops, fitted 
with four drawers, supports and adjustable 
cross-bar. Wall tables around room on sides 
where there are windows, with one or two 
shallow drawers under, but not deep enough to 
interfere with comfort of pupil. Soapstone 


-drip sinks with cold water to be provided at 


these tables, one to every six or eight pupils. 
Instructor’s table, fitted with hot and cold 
water, Richards’ pump, numerous cupboards 


and drawers of various depths and widths. 


Two-inch plank bolted to ceiling over this 
table, with space of 2 or 3 inches between 
plank and. ceiling for attachment of pendulums 
and other apparatus. Provide electric outlet 
for stereopticon and screen for same. 

(5.) Furniture.— Provide adjustable stools 
for all the tables and a sufficient number 
of tablet arm chairs to accommodate the 
entire division during demonstration exercises. 
Chairs to be placed in rectangle formed by 
pupils’ tables and demonstration table. These 
are not in building contract, but to be laid 
out on preliminary plans. 

(6.) Electricity — Provide three (3) forms 
of current, viz., primary or storage battery 
current variable by unit cells up to ten cells, 
direct. current at 110 volts, 30 amperes and 
alternating current at 110 volts, 30 amperes. 
Provide regulating rheostat for the 110-volt 
direct current. Provide two 50-ampere amme- 
ters, one a. c. and one d. ¢., and two 125-volt 
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voltmeters, one a. c. and one d. ¢., all with 


‘ extra large illuminated dials. Current to be 


brought to a special slate distributing panel 
upon which the rheostat and measuring instru- 
ments shall be mounted. Panel shall be 
located conveniently to table and so that 
instruments shall be in full view of class and 
instructor. Panel to be provided with suitable 
means for switching instruments to any circuit 
and any or all circuits to demonstration table, 
pupils’ tables or walle benches. Terminate 
demonstration table circuits in four 50-ampere, 
d. p. s. t. knife switches on a slate panel under 
table, and the other circuits in special polarized 
receptacles, or multiple series connection boards 
at each pupils’ station. 

(7.) Gas.— Pupils’ tables to be equipped 
with gas, four cocks to each table. Wall tables 
to be equipped with gas. Demonstration table 
to be provided. with gas. 

(8.) Bulletin Board.— 25 to 50 square feet 
of bulletin board, covered with cork carpet, 
secured at edges, glued on like wall paper. 

(9.) Blackboards— As much _ blackboard 
space as possible. Sliding battery blackboards 
back of demonstration tables. 

(1.) Size— One large or several small 
rooms, to open directly out of laboratory and 
connected with lecture-room. 

(2.) Equipment.— To be fitted with dust- 
tight cases with adjustable shelves and sliding 
glass doors, 7 feet high; cabinets of drawers 
of various widths and depths, mostly narrow 
and shallow. Some of these cases may be in 
the laboratory if there is sufficient wall space. 
A small sink and hood should be provided. 

A small shop is desirable, though not abso- 
lutely necessary. This should be equipped 
with work bench, motor-driven lathe and 
shelving for tools and stock, and may be 
set up in apparatus-room. 

(1.) Size— In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
Laboratory and apparatus-room. 

(2.) Light— Windows the same as _ for 
class-rooms, one wall with southern exposure. 
Artificial light as in class-rooms. 

(3.) Equipment.— (a.) Twenty-one pupils’ 
tables, 54 inches by 24 ‘inches by 30 inches 
high, each to accommodate two pupils, to have 
plate glass tops. 
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(b.) Soapstone sink, 72 inches by 30 inches, 
10 inches deep, accessible on all sides. Sup- 
ply with cold water, about 8 bibbs and 2 hose 
bibb cocks. | 

(c.) One aquarium, 30 inches long, 20 
inches wide and 20 inches high, with supply, 
gooseneck cock with aspirator and standing 
waste. 

(d.) Ice chest, 36 inches by 24 inches. 

(e.) Botanical laboratory provided with 
Wardian case, 72 inches long, 27 inches wide 
and 36 inches high, fitted with electrical heat- 
ing apparatus automatically controlled by 
thermostat. 

(f.) Cases built wherever practicable. 
Three sections to contain 42 pigeonholes, 3 
inches by 3 inches by 8 inches, for storage of 
instruments. <A liberal supply of cases to con- 
tain drawers and cupboards in lower compart- 
ments, and shelves above, for exhibition of 
specimens, storage of material, instruments, 
books, charts, ete. 

(4.) Furniture.— Forty-twoadjustable 
screw revolving chairs, not in building contract. 


GYMNASIUM AND (1.) To be used in common for gymnasium

exercises, athletic games and the drilling of 
the school cadets. On account of its size and 
for structural conditions to be generally 
located in the basement, with clear span of 
ceiling and combined height of basement and 
first story. Visitors’ gallery generally provided 
at one end, entered from first floor. 

(2.) Size— The classes exercising in the 
gymnasium are from fifty to one hundred, and 
a suitable floor space for this number, as well 
as floor space for a full company of cadets at 
drill is from 3,750 to 4,000 square feet. The 
height should not be less than 24 feet. 

(3.) Light— Ample outside light in all 
eases. Artificial lght from special electric 
ceiling fixtures protected with wire guards. 

(4.) Heat and Ventilation. The former 
sufficient to guarantee a temperature of about 
60 degrees, and about twice as much ventila- 
tion as is customary for the ordinary class- 
room. This is, of course, insufficient for the 
number of people who might occasionally 
occupy the gymnasium for exhibitions, but it 
is more than enough for the ordinary number 
using it for class exercises. 
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(5.) Equipment.— The standard gymnastic 
apparatus consists of the following fixtures, 
which may be slightly modified in particular 
cases. |

(6.) Gun Racks.— Racks for holding the 
guns carried by the cadets should be provided 
on walls. These racks should be protected by 
locked doors. 

(7.) Special Rooms.— Adjoining gymna- 
sium and drill hall two small rooms about 10 
feet square should be provided for school 
matron and director of gymnasium. 

(8.) Dressing-rooms, Baths and Lockers.— 
(a.) System.— The clothing of all the pupils 
shall be placed in a central locker-room, each 
unit being numbered, and all being under the 
control of the attendant in charge. Dressing- 
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rooms shall be provided in number eb uk 
to the number of a class. 

(6.) Lockers.— The locker-room shall con- 
tain a pigeonhole case, 10-inch cube, one for 
each pupil in the school, and a counter over 
which to deliver the clothing. Adjoining this 
provide a dry-room, capable of being heated 
to a high temperature and thoroughly venti- 
lated. This shall be fitted with hooks and 
wire clothesline. 

(c.) Dressing-rooms.— The dressing-rooms 
are small cabins, about 3 feet square, with 
a locked door, a seat and hooks. Partitions 
shall stop 2 inches from the floor for ventila- 
tion. 

(d.) Showers— The shower baths are to 
be 3 feet square, divided by slate or marble 
partitions, similar to those for water-closets, 
each having a bar at the front, over which a 
cotton sheet can be dropped. Each compart- 
ment to have two sprays in opposite corners. 

Rooms shall be provided for drawing, and 
in boys’ schools for shop work in addition. 

(1.) Size— The space for each subject 
should be about 1,500 to 1,800 square feet. 

(2.) Light— Windows and artificial light 
by special fixtures. North light preferable in 
the drawing-rooms. 

(3.) Floors.— Of wood. 

(4.) Walls— As in a manual training-room. 

(5.) Cetlings— As in a manual training- 
room. 

(6.) Heating and Ventilation.— Same as in 
manual training-rooms. 

(7.) Stock-room.— The lumber stock-room 


should contain at least 80 square feet, and 


preferably be rectangular. Shelves as directed. 

(8.) Teachers’ Closets As in manual train- 
ing-room. 

(9.) Fittings— ¢a.) Bookeases, like those 
in class-rooms, 150 capacity. 

(b.) Cases.— For work in process, extra 
tools, supplies, drawing boards, models, paper, 
finished drawings, ete. (For all of these get 
directions and see former High School draw- 
ings.) 

(c.) Display Frames.— Size and position as 
directed, to be of cork carpet, over soft wood 
back with 2-inch moulding around. 

(d.) Sink— A 5-foot sink, with hot and 
cold water, fountains as directed. 
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(10.) Equipment of Free-hand Drawing- 
room.— Provide for at least 25 oak drawing 
tables of approved type to be used by boys 
and girls in common. 

(11.) Equipment for Mechanical Drawing- 
room.— (For boys only.) See Appendix XI. 
and former High School drawings. 

(12.) Equipment of Woodworking Rooms.— 
(For boys only.) Provide for at least 20 
cabinet benches of approved type with quick 
action, iron vises. Provide glue pot with 
electric or gas connections as_ directed. 
Machinery if directed. 

(13.) Equipment of Metal-working Room.— 
(For boys only.) Six double benches 8 feet by 
2 feet, fitted with 12 iron vises, 33-inch 
jaw; wall bench fitted with 10 stations, tool 
drawers and 5 tool holders; one 3-inch gas 
hose cock terminal above each bench sta- 
tion; 2 gas blast burners, 1 large, 1 small 
metal-covered bench with ventilated hood; 1 
muffle furnace, ventilated; 1 drill; 1 grind- 
stone; pair bench shears. Machinery if 
directed. 

(14.) Motor.— If directed. 

(15.) Blackboards.— For each class-room for 
above subjects provide about 15 running feet 
of slate blackboard 4 feet high. 

(1.) Size-— The space should be about 
1,200 square feet, and should accommodate the 
kitchen, two small rooms for showing the care 
of a dining-room and of a bedroom, and a china 
closet and pantry. 

(2.) Inght, Heat, etc— The same as that 
for other rooms, with additional ventilation in 
the kitchen. 

(3.) Equipment.— The kitchen to contain 
an equipment as may be decided upon by 
the Board after consultation; a kitchen pantry 
fitted with shelving and. a china closet fitted 
with a sink; drawers, cupboard and shelves 
enclosed with glass doors. The dining-room 
and bedroom simply finished rooms, having 
no equipment except the furniture. 

(1.) In General The lunch-rooms in Bos- 
ton schools have usually been located in the 
basement and where these are high and well 
lighted this location seems to serve satis- 
factorily. They should, however, have the 
special ventilation that is provided in a base- 
ment cooking-room. In size they should 
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accommodate comfortably, seated at benches 
or small tables, that proportion of the pupils 
in the school which takes advantage of the 
luncheon facilities. 

(2.) Equipment.— (a.) The counter should 
be set at height as required, and should have 
a rail 2 feet from it, with openings at intervals 
to keep children in single file, and there should 
be accommodation under the counter for 
dishes. 

(b.) Range—A six-hole gas range, with 
ample oven space. 

(c.) Sinks— Two good-sized soapstone 
sinks. 

(d.) Ice-box.— Of sufficient size to take 
care of milk supply. 

(e.) Lockers Sufficient to care for the 
clothing of the attendants, and for mops and 
brooms, ete. These should not be under 
the counter or near any place where food 
is kept. 

(f.) Furniture.— In some cases the children 
are provided with camp chairs and small round 
tables to seat four. In others ordinary school 
benches have been provided. Both seem fairly 
satisfactory in operation. 

A space equivalent to a small class-room is . 
ample for library purposes. The book accom- 
modation will depend somewhat on the size 
of the school. The lbrary is planned as a 
reading-room, that is, with the books in the 
room and not in a separate stack-room. 

(1.) In high schools large locker rooms — 
one for girls and one for boys — are to be pro- 
vided, preferably in basement, fitted with 
metal lockers as the Board may direct; metal 
lockers are to be under separate contract. 

(2.) Inght—— The rooms should have out- 
side light. Artificial light by ceiling or short 
pendent electric fixtures. 

(3.) Heat and Ventilation.— This should be 
thoroughly well heated and ventilated similar 
to class-rooms. 

(4.) Equipment.— The poles, hooks, ete., 
will be similar to those used in other schools, 
but more space should be given the girls, 7. e., 
about 1 foot 6 inches on centre. It has been 
_found desirable to have some locked pigeon- 
holes, 20 by 20 by 12 inches. These are not 
required when metal lockers are used. 
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(1.) Service— This should enter basement 
underground at location to be determined by 
reference to street mains and should terminate 
on a switchboard located in a fireproof closet, 
opening if possible into the basement corridor. 

(2.) Condwits— All wires to be run in 
wrought iron or steel conduit concealed, except 
basement runs larger than 1 inch, I. P. S. 
All joints to be made with standard couplings, 
using red or white lead. Each conduit run to 
terminate in a suitable iron or steel outlet or 
junction box. 

(3.) Wire Slot— Obtain from electrical 
division the location of slots and openings for 
conduits and panel boards. 

(4.) Cabinets— All cabinets to be of steel 
and shall be furnished and set in place by wir- 
ing contractor, but the general contractor will 
provide and install doors and trim. 

(5.) Cutlting— All cutting and patching to 
be done by the general contractor. 

(6.) Outlets —  Class-rooms to be provided 
with nine single-light ceiling outlets, controlled 
by three switches, and one cord drop over 
teacher’s desk. Wardrobes to have one 
ceiling outlet, controlled by switch in class- 
room. Corridors to be lighted from ceiling 
wherever possible. Height of side outlets in 
rooms and corridors to be 6 feet 6 inches. 
Switch outlets in class-rooms to be 6 feet, else- 
where 4 feet. Switches in corridors, play- 
rooms and pupils’ toilet-rooms to be operated 
by private key. 

(7.) Fiatures.— Fixtures in class-rooms to 
be of special design to combine a direct and 
diffused light. 

(8.) Projection Lantern— All grammar 
schools and high schools to be provided with 
an electric projection lantern with reflectoscope 
attachment, and high schools shall in addition 
to above be provided with a motion picture 
projector enclosed in a suitable booth. 

(9.) Clocks and Bells— All schools to be 
provided with an electric system of clocks, 
operated by a master clock. All primary 
schools to be provided with a system of sig- 
nal bells, operated by push buttons. In all 
grammar and high schools the bell system to 
be operated automatically by master clocks 
according to prearranged program. 
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(10.) Telephones— In. all schools, each 
class-room, hall, teachers’ room, nurse’s room, 
and boiler-room to be connected to master’s 
office or to room occupied by the first assistant 
by a telephone system. 

(11.) Gas and Air.— Gas outlets to be pro- 
vided in all corridors, vestibules, stairways, 
boiler-room and assembly hall exits; all to be 
wall outlets. High schools shall in addition 
to above have laboratory tables pipéd with 
systems of gas and compressed air. Gas- 
piping to be included in the electrical engineer’s 
work, . 

(12.) Vacuum Cleaner System.— All schools 
to be provided with a vacuum cleaner machine 
connected by means of suitable piping to 
various inlet valves distributed throughout the 
building.

NEW BUILDINGS. 


Item 6. Roger Wolcott District.— This two-story addi- 
tion to the Pauline Agassiz Shaw School is being erected at'the 
corner of Morton and Norfolk streets. 

The basement contains boys’ play-room and boys’ toilet- 
room. The first floor contains four regular class-rooms 23 feet 
by 29 feet. The second floor contains four regular class-rooms. 

Electrical— The building is wired and equipped for electric 
lighting, extension of the intercommunicating telephone sys- 
tem, electric clock and bell systems and auxiliary fire alarm 
system, gas brackets installed in corridors for emergency 
lighting. 

Heating and Ventilating System— This building contains a 
plenum system of ventilation. The fan which furnishes fresh 
air to the class-rooms is operated by an electric motor, belt- 
connected. The air is heated by primary radiators located in 
the basement. The desired temperature of this air is obtained 
by means of mixing dampers controlled automatically by a 
graduated acting thermostat located in the heat duct. In 
building this addition the present boiler plant in the first unit 
was sufficiently large to supply steam to the radiators in the 
new building. The heating supply is a low pressure one, 
operating from one to five pounds boiler pressure. The 
various rooms are heated by direct radiators of the wall pat- 
tern placed directly under the windows and controlled auto- 
matically by a positive thermostat in each room. 

Item 7.— Dearborn District, Roxbury — This two-story 
building is being erected on Dearborn street on land adjoining 
the Dearborn School. 

The basement contains boys’ and girls play-rooms, boys’ 
and girls’ toilets, four shops, four stock-rooms, fan and elec- 
tricalroom. The first floor contains four regular class-rooms, 
23 feet by 29 feet, teachers’ room and book-room. The second 
floor contains four regular class-rooms and nurse’s room. 

Electrical.— The building is wired for electric light and 
power systems, intercommunicating telephone system, electric 
clocks and automatic program bell system and a combined 
local and auxiliary fire alarm system. Auxiliary gas lighting 
in corridors. Electrical equipment, benches and machinery 
in woodworking, electrical, sheet metal and bookbinding 
shops. 
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Heating and Ventilating System— This building contains a 
plenum system of ventilation. The fan is driven by an elec- 
tric motor, belt-connected, furnishing the necessary air for the 
class-rooms. . The fresh air is first heated by primary radia- 
tors, located in the basement. The temperature of this air 
leaving the primary chamber is controlled automatically by 
mixing dampers operated by a graduated acting thermostat. 
The various class-rooms are heated by direct radiators placed 
under the windows. These radiators are the wall pattern and 
are also controlled by a positive thermostat located in the 
room. With this system any desired class-room temperature 
can be maintained. There are no boilers in this building, the 
steam being supplied from the main boiler plant located in the 
old building. 

_ Item 14.— John Cheverus District School, East Boston. 
— This two-story building is being erected on Ashley street, 
corner of Blackinton street, East Boston. 

The basement contains one kindergarten-room, nurse’s and 
teachers’ room, boys’ play-room, boys’ and girls’ toilets, one 
store-room, one book-room, boiler, electrical, fan and coal rooms. 
The first floor contains four regular class-rooms, 23 feet by 29 
feet. The second floor contains four regular class-rooms. 

Electrical— The building is wired and equipped for electric 
lighting, intercommunicating telephone system, electric clocks, 
automatic program system and combined local and auxiliary 
fire alarm system. Auxiliary gas lighting in boiler room and 
corridor. 

Heating and Ventilating System— This building contains a 
plenum system of ventilation. Two sectional boilers supply 
steam to the heating system with a pressure of from one to five 
pounds, the water of condensation returning to the boilers by 
gravity. The ventilating fan is driven by an electric motor, 
belt-connected. The fresh air for the various class-rooms ‘is 
heated by means of primary radiators located in the basement. 
The desired temperature of the air leaving the primary cham- 
ber is obtained by mixing dampers controlled automatically 
by a graduated acting thermostat located in the main venti- 
lating duct. The various rooms are heated by direct radiators 
of the wall pattern placed directly under the windows. The 
desired temperature of the class-room is maintained by an 
automatic positive thermostat located directly in the class- 
rooms which opens and closes the automatic control valve.

Str, —In accordance with the requirements contained 
in chapter 3, section 24, of the Revised Ordinances, I 
have the honor to submit the annual report of the 
Soldiers’ Relief Department for the year ending January 
31, 1920. ; 

DUTIES. 


The duties of this department consist primarily of the 
reception of applications for state aid, military aid, and 
soldiers’ relief under the various laws hereafter men- 
tioned, the investigation of each case and the allotment 
of such sum as may seem to be necessary Prior to 
April, 1917, the payments were confined to the soldiers 
who served in the Civil, Spanish, and Philippine Wars, 
and their dependent families. In that month and year 
was enacted chapter 179, giving state aid to the limit of 
$40 to the families of soldiers serving in the World War. 
This law was subsequently amended by the passage of 
chapter 108 of the Acts of 1918, increasing state aid to 
$50 to each family. Under these laws an immense 
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amount was expended, the limit being reached in August, 
1918, when the pay roll for the World War reached the 
sum of $69,067.63. There has been a gradual decline 
since then, owing to the discharge of the soldiers, the 
payments made under chapter 108, Acts of 1918, 
amounting in February, 1920, to only $910.84. It 
will not be long before all payments under this law will 
cease with the discharge of all soldiers who enlisted 
during the World War. 

The decrease in the number of beneficiaries has 
enabled me to discontinue the five pay days each month 
and return to our old plan of two days ‘a month. 

The discharge from the service of so many soldiers, 
and their inability to obtain employment prompted the 
Legislature to enact chapter 1/1, Acts of 1919, which 
gives to those soldiers and their dependent families 
military aid and soldiers’ relief, such as has been paid 
to the Civil and Spanish War soldiers and their families. 
Under this law the increase in expenditures by this 
department has been remarkable, the payments for the 
month of June, 1919, being $2,010, and the payments 
for January, 1920, being $20,958. From the present 
outlook I have reason to believe and hope that there 
will be a material reduction in beneficiaries of the World 
War because of their ability to secure employment. 

I have been enabled to keep many applicants off the 
pay roll through the very valuable co-operation of Mr. 
Francis L. McNulty of the Knights of Columbus Em- 
ployment Bureau on the Common, and Mr. A. B. Howe 
of the Soldiers and Sailors Employment Bureau on the 
Common, to whom I have sent able-bodied applicants 
for employment. Many of these have been supplied 
with work and their names thereby kept off the pay roll. 
The city is certainly under obligations to these two 
gentlemen for their very valuable co-operation. 

This department has also been working in conjunc- 
tion with the American Red Cross Association, and I 
have found their assistance very valuable, especially 
in cases of applicants who had no legal settlement in 
the state, and who therefore were not entitled to soldiers’ 
relief. 

Sick or infirm applicants, who are prevented from 
leaving their homes, are visited by officials of this 
department who take their sworn statements and fill 
out all necessary blanks.

Residents of Boston who apply for soldiers’ relief 
and whose legal settlements appear to be in some other 
city or town in the state are furnished with letters to 
said city or town with all the necessary information.

As a result of the decrease in office work consequent 
upon the discharge of soldiers from the service, the 
visitors have been enabled to resume their regular 
duties and as a consequence 3,321 visits have been 
made to beneficiaries and applicants during the year. 

In addition to the above, 507 visits have been made 
for information, 132 visits to make original application 
papers at the homes of sick applicants, and money 
has been taken to the homes of 156 beneficiaries whose 
physical condition prevented them from calling at this 
office.

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SOLDIERS’ HomMEs. 


It has been the custom in this department to induce 
soldiers with no homes of their own to enter the National 
or State Soldiers’ Homes, their conditions being bettered 
thereby, and the city saved from the expense of their 
support. 

During the past year fifty-nine soldiers were sent to 
the National Soldiers’ Home in Togus, Me., and seven- 
teen to the Massachusetts Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea, 
ten of these being moved in ambulances of the Public 
Buildings Department. 


EMERGENCY FUND. 


From this fund, periodically voted by the City Council, 
temporary relief has been given in small sums to many 
soldiers and dependents, thus saving the city from a 
large expense by keeping them off the pay roll. From 
this fund was furnished the transportation of veterans 
to the soldiers’ homes, as referred to in the preceding ' 
paragraph, and in addition temporary aid was given to 
217 soldiers and ten dependents. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 


The approval of the Soldiers’ Relief Committee of 
the City Council is necessary in all cases recommended 
by this department, and for this purpose monthly 
meetings were held at which applicants were privileged 
to appear. To the officials of this department, and to 
such applicants as came before them, the greatest 
courtesy was shown by the committee which consisted 
of Daniel W. Lane, Chairman; James A. Watson, John 
A. Donoghue, James T. Moriarty and Daniel J. Mc- 
Donald. 

The department is under deep obligations to Mr. 
Fred J. Kneeland, Superintendent of the Public Build- 
ings Department, for his kindness in furnishing ambu- 
lances for the removal of disabled soldiers to the Soldiers’ 
Home in Chelsea, and to other hospitals. 

Many soldiers of the German War, who applied for 
aid, being strong and able to work, were sent to the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Employment Bureau and to the 
Knights of Columbus Employment Bureau, on Boston 
Common, and were furnished with employment, thus 
keeping their names off our pay roll, and avoiding large 
expense to the city. To the superintendents of these 
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bureaus, A. B. Howe and Francis L. McNulty, respec- 
tively, we extend our appreciation and gratitude.

Sir,— The undersigned, the Trustees of the Statistics 
Department, have the honor to submit the following 
report of the work of the department for the year ending 
January 31, 1920: 

The appointment of Mr. Robert Dysart, as Trustee 
for a second term, was confirmed in December, 1919. 

At a meeting of the Board heJd on June 20, 1919, Mr. 
John Koren was unanimously elected Chairman and 
Dr. Edward M. Hartwell Secretary for the ensuing 
year, or until the choice of their successors. 


PUBLICATIONS DISCONTINUED. 


On account of a reduction of the usual allowance for 
printing in the annual appropriation for this depart- 
ment, for the last six financial years, the two serial 
publications, viz., ‘‘Monthly Bulletin” and ‘‘ Receipts 
and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue,’ were not pub- 
lished during the period 1914-19. They had been 
published regularly since 1898 and distributed widely 
among municipal officials and public and college libraries 
in the United States and Europe, ranking among the 
leading statistical publications. 
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COLLECTION AND COMPILATION OF STATISTICS. 


The financial tables for 1919 in the annual series of 
““Recerpts and Hxapenditures of Ordinary Revenue’ were 
prepared as usual, and exist in manuscript in the office 
of this department. They contain information not 
collected by any other municipal department and will 
be kept intact for ready reference by City officials and 
other jnquirers. 

The actual receipts of the City (viz., the ordinary 
and extraordinary receipts) in the fiscal year 1919-20 
amounted to $56,999,310, an increase of $9,769, 133 
over the total for 1918-19. This increase was mostly 
due to additional revenue, the loans issued being but 
$990,000 more than in 1918. Balance unexpended from 
previous year, $5,763,540; total available for expendi- 
ture, $62,762,850. 

The actual expenditures (ordinary and extraordinary) 
in 1919-20 amounted to $52,189,491, or $5,167,010 more 
than in the year preceding, the balance carried forward 
to 1920 being $10,771,914, or double the usual amount. 

Taking the ordinary receipts alone (7. e., exclusive of 
loans, rapid transit revenue, etc.), the total in 1919-20 
(as corrected) was $51,487,138 against $43,815,491 in 
1918-19, an increase of $7,671,647. 

The ordinary expenditures alone in 1919-20 (as 
corrected) amounted to $47,607,152, or $4,775,250 more 
than in 1918-19, of which $2,660,706 was for special 
appropriations, 7. e., for street improvements, new school- 
houses, etc. 

In the ten-year period 1910-19, ordinary receipts 
increased 67.51 per cent and ordinary expenditures 
61.45 per cent. 

The three principal objects of expenditure, to the 
payment of which the ordinary receipts are applied, are 
shown in the following summary:

In the five-year period 1915-19, ordinary receipts 
amounted to $208,652,354, an increase of $43,450,956, 
or 26.30 per cent. over similar receipts in the preceding 
five years (7..e., 1910-14), while extraordinary receipts 
(7. e., loans, rapid transit revenue, etc.) in the five-year 
period 1915-19 amounted to $30,143,424.39, or 
$5,150,512.50 less than in the five years preceding 
(i. e., 1910-14), a decrease of 14.59 per cent. due to 
curtailment of the loan account. 

Taking the loans alone for these two five-year periods, 
their total 1915-19 was $22,733,150, or $6,633,733 less 
than in the earlier period (including the $477,333 loans 
for Suffolk Co. Courthouse in earlier period), a decrease 
of 22.59 per cent. This decrease was due to the falling 
off of loans for the construction of new subways and 
tunnels. 

Comparing the ordinary expenditures in the same 
five-year periods, their total 1915-19 was $201,709,767, 
an increase of $36,396,796, or 22 per cent. over the 
corresponding expenditures in the period 1910-14, while 
extraordinary expenditures decreased from $32,996,338 
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in the five years 1910-14 to $31,962,718 in the five 
years 1915-19, or 3.13 per cent. 

The yearly average of ordinary expenditures for Debt 
Requirements, Schools, and Streets, Etc., for the two 
five-year periods ending with 1919 and 1914 are as 
follows:

The foregoing comparison shows an increase In aver- 
age yearly expenditures from the earlier period (7. e., 
1910-14) to the later period (7. e., 1915-19) of 7.48 
per cent. for Debt Requirements, 29.12 per cent. for 
Schools, 18.59 per cent. for Streets, Etc., and 18.52 per 
cent. for the three objects combined. 


INCREASE IN DEPARTMENT EXPENDITURES, 
1918 To 1919. 


City and County department expenditures for 
maintenance in the fiscal year 1918-19 amounted to 
$25,626,513, not including Debt Requirements, nor 
Water Service and Printing Dept., covered by revenue 
from same. In the following year, 1919-20, the cor- 
responding total was $27,930,519, an increase of 
$2,304,006, or 8.99 per cent., the largest annual increase 
on record. 

Of the department increases in 1919, over the expen- 
ditures for 1918, the Fire Dept. showed the largest, viz., 
$642,659, then follow these departments, ranked accord- 
ing to amount: School Depts., $633,511; Public Works, 
$473,843; Police, $333,534; County of Suffolk, $158,819; 
Park and Recreation Dept., $121,179; Overseers of 
Poor, $93,731; Library Dept., $62,357; Public Build- 
ings $35,397; City Hospital, $29,845; Health, $29,358; 
Cemetery, $21,157; Street Laying-Out, $17,150.

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SPECIAL APPROPRIATIONS FROM Tax LEvy, ETC., 
SEGREGATED. 


It has been the practice of this department to show 
separately, in its financial publications, that class of 
receipts and expenditures covered by the annual tax 
levy and the annual budget and called Ordinary, as 
distinguished from the class covered by loans and the 
revenue applying to payment of same, and called 
Extraordinary. The fact is little known that in the 
last five years 1915-19 the Ordinary expenditures for 
permanent public improvements such as were formerly 
(prior to 1909) paid from loans amounted to $7,910,491 
of which total $359,875 was transferred from the Park- 
man Fund income. That information has resulted 
from the segregation by this department of the new 
class of Special Appropriations from Tax Levy and 
General Income. The effect of this use of current 
revenue to pay for such permanent additions to the 
City’s active assets as the City Hall Annex, new school- 
houses, new playgrounds, etc., has been noted in a 
serious curtailment of needed department appropria- 
tions. But it has resulted in a reduction of the loan 
account, the total of loans for other than rapid transit 
purposes in the _ five-year period 1915-19 being 
$13,953,150, or $8,374,650 less than in the _ period 
1904-08. Such expenditures for public improvements, 
z. €., from Ordinary receipts instead of Extraordinary 
are here shown by years.

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SouRCES OF ORDINARY INCOME SEGREGATED. 


The consideration of new ways of increasing the 
miscellaneous revenue of the City can but include a 
detailed account of those at present producing such 
revenue, showing by comparison of different years 
where the increases and decreases of the different kinds 
are affecting the total yield. By this department alone 
has such necessary information concerning the sources 
of revenue been furnished from year to year. By 
reference to our Revenue tables (not yet published) it 
appears that in 1914 the total miscellaneous revenue of 
all the departments (7. e., exclusive of all taxes) was 
$5,804,922, and in 1919 it had increased to $7,379,004, 
a gain of 27.12 per cent., while the net receipts from 
all City and State taxes increased in the same period 
55.22 per cent. The income of the Water Service 
alone increased from $2,993,642 in 1914 to $3,298,651 
in 1919, or 10.19 per cent. Other sources of income 
showing increases are: Miscellaneous Licenses (exclusive 
of Liquor), from $149,123 in 1914 to $155,002 in 1919, 
a gain of 3.94 per cent.; Interest, from $307,176 in 1914 
to $578,019 in 1919, a gain of 88.17 per cent.; Schools, 
from $134,596 in 1914 to 181,600 in 1919, a gain of 
34.92 per cent.; Institutions, Etc. (for board, care and 
relief), ‘rom $320,911 in 1914 to $599,748 in 1919, a 
gain of 86.89 per cent. (54.26 per cent. being due to 
receipts from State and cities in 1919 for their share 
of new Mothers’ Aid Law payments) Public Works 
Dept. Collection of Commercial Waste, from $54,650 in 
1914 to $82,237 in 1919, a gain of 50.48 per cent.; 
Fees, Wire Dept. and Wire Division of Fire Dept., 
from $4,993 in 1914 to $30,514 in 1919, a gain of 511 
per cent.; Fees, Registry of Deeds, from $43,490 in 1914 
to $49,624 in 1919, a gain of 14.10 per cent.; The City 
Record, from $7,408 in 1914 to $12,485 in 1919, a gain 
of 68.53 per cent. 

The noteworthy decreases of income from 1914 to 
1919 are:— Liquor Licenses, from $1,067,919 in 1914 
to $470,346 in 1919, a loss of 55.96 per cent.; Ferry 
Tolls, from $104,624 in 1914 to $95,461 in 1919, a loss 
of 8.76 per cent.; Permit Fees, Building Dept., from 
$49,385 in 1914 to $26,256 in 1919, a loss of 46.83 per 
cent.; Permit Fees, Public Works Dept., from $25,306 in 
1914 to $13,498 in 1919, a loss of 46.66 per cent.; Institu- 
tions Industries, from $21,799 in 1914 to $11,846 in 1919, 
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a loss of 45.66 per cent.; Miscellaneous Rents, from 
$151,433 in 1914 to $118,733 in 1919, a loss of 21.59 
per cent. 


TRANSFERS FROM RESERVE FUND SEGREGATED. 


During the years 1911-19 the annual Reserve Fund 
played an unusually prominent part in supplementing 
both regular and special appropriations by means of 
Transfers, most of which are made at or near the close 
of the fiscal year. It is, of course, desirable to note 
what portions of the Reserve Fund respectively have 
been used to square up the department deficits and 
piece out, or provide for new, special appropriations, 
those from loans (Extraordinary) and those from the 
tax levy, ete. (Ordinary), being kept strictly separate. 
The total of the Reserve Funds in the last nine years 
was $3,982,881, of which $2,998,768, or 75.29 per cent., 
was transferred. In the preceding nine years, 1902-10, 
their total was only $2,201,679, of which $1,438,109, 
or 65.32 per cent., was transferred. The following table 
shows the disposition of the Transfers, 1911-19.

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BULLETIN STATISTICS FOR 1919 COMPILED. 


Although not published as in former years, the regular 
monthly tables belonging to the Bulletin were con- 
tinued in manuscript during the year 1919. In sum- 
marizing the record the following facts appear, viz.: 

The total number of applications filed with the 
Building Department in 1919 was 16,061, or 4,932 
more than in 1918; for new brick buildings, 273; con- 
crete, etc., 218; stone, 6; steel frame, 11; other fire- 
resisting, 22; total Ist and 2nd class, 530; new wooden 
buildings (7. e. 3rd class) 707; alterations, 4,805; plumb- 
ing and gasfitting operations, 8,712; installation of 
engines, boilers, etc., 485; elevators, 205; erection of 
signs and fire-escapes, 152. 

The number of cremations at Forest Hills in the year 
1919 was 403 and at Mount Auburn 347, a total of 750, 
or 131 less than in 1918. Of interments in City-owned 
cemeteries, the total was 1,904, or 767 less than in 1918. 

The total number of ‘‘Immigrant Aliens”’ arrived in 
Boston from trans-Atlantic ports during the year 1919 
was 5,572 (7. e., 2,266 males and 3,306 females), or 
4,228 more than in 1918. Those reporting their destina- 
tion to be Massachusetts numbered 1,618, or 29.04 
per cent. Immigrants from South Italy made up 
the largest part of the total, viz., 3,623. Portuguese 
were next in number, 2. e., 859, and English third, or 
365. In 19138, the year before the European War, the 
total number landed in Boston was 70,264, or nearly 
13 times as many. 

The total number of individual cases of aid by munici- 
pal institutions in 1919 was 59,422 (7. e., 13,202 less than 
in 1918), or 20,115 in City Hospital and its branches; 
3,055 in Consumptives’ Hospital (2,030 in Out-Patient 
Dept.); 1,804 children; 1,730 in Infirmary; 2,642 by 
Soldiers’ Relief Dept.; 30,076 by Overseers of Poor, 
including 13,1386 in Waylarers’ Lodge, also 3,756 fami- 
lies, of which 1,602 were of widows with dependent 
children, receiving regular allowances under Mothers’ 
Aid Law; persons confined in House of Correction, 
1,804, or 1,244 less than in 1918; in County Jail, 7,177, 
or 1,764 less than in 1918. 

According to the records of the Fire Department 
there were 5,423 alarms in the year 1919 (361 more than 
in 1919), of which 575 were needless and 382 were false 
alarms. Total fires, 4,853 (7. e., 180 more than in 1918), 
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of which 2,763 were in buildings, 1,555 outside buildings 
and 35 out of City limits. Losses, $1,033,314 on build- 
ings and $1,401,970 on contents, a total of $2,435,284, 
which is 8386, 825 less than in 1918 and $1, 545 944 less 
than in 1917. 

The Public Library issued to borrowers in 1919 a 
total of 2,290,991 volumes, or 284,908 more than in 1918; 
total volumes added during the year, 30,105, or 15,382 
more; tota! volumes belonging to library, January 1, 
1920, 1,202,399, or 905,720 in Central Library and 
296,679 in 16 branch libraries. ~ 

The rea] estate transfers in 1919 numbered 8,796 
(1,227 more than in 1918), while the mortgages on real 
estate numbered 8,692 (2,752 more than in 1918), with 
aggregate value of $81,638,867, or 146.4 per cent increase 
over 1918 total. 

The records of the Police Department show a total of 
64,370 arrests in the calendar year 1919, or 26,010 less 
than in 1918; drunkenness the cause of 32,756 arrests 
or 50.89 per cent. of total number; 39.70 per cent. of all 
persons arrested were non-residents. Foreign-born per- 
sons arrested, 23,116; boys under 15 years of age, 
2,200; women and girls, all ages, 5,234. Arrests for 
homicide, 108, or 18 less thanin 1918. Sick and njured 
persons assisted, 5,040; insane persons taken in charge, 
410; lost children restored to their homes, 1,890. 

The total of bank clearings or exchanges in 1919, as 
recorded by the Boston Clearing House, was $17,902,- 
682,762, an increase of $2,401,597,454 or 15.49 per cent. 
over 1918 and 41.36 per cent. over 1917. Highest 
single day’s clearings on record, $112,803,738, on Decem- 
ber 16, 1919. Highest on record for a single month, 
$1,927 ,686,674, viz., December, 1919. 

According to the figures furnished by the Boston Cus- 
tom House the total value of imports for the Mass. 
Customs District in calendar year 1919 was $299,364,- 
999 or $3,457,952 (7. e., 1.17 per cent.) more than in 1918; 
of exports $334. 554, 031, or $118, 076 oO (2,62 51 per 
cent.) more than in 1918: total foreign commerce in 
1919, $633,919,030, an increase of $116,534,688 or 22.52 
per cent. over that of 1918. 

Receipts of fresh fish in Boston, 103,338,725 pounds, 
the value of same being $4,701,386 (wholesale) or $1,854,- 
997 Jess than the total value of 109,227,021 pounds 
received in 1918. Of the total receipts, there were 
57,965,819 pounds of haddock, 29,567,205 pounds of 
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cod, 3,863,984 pounds of fresh mackerel, 1,329,884 
pounds of fresh halibut and about 470,000 pounds of 
swordfish. 

The figures compiled by the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce show total receipts of coal in Boston in calendar 
year 1919 were 4,008,317 tons, or 2,731,913 bituminous 
and 1,276,404 anthracite, a decrease from 1918 receipts 
of 3,111,364 tons bituminous and 216,135 tons anthra- 
cite. The total retained for local consumption was 
2,313,608 tons of bituminous and 1,275,333 tons of 
anthracite. 

Receipts of flour, 2,126,226 barrels (v. e., 782,086 
less than in 1918), of which 1,142,456 barrels were 
exported and 1,022,218 barrels were retained for local 
consumption. 


ANNUAL PARAGRAPH STATISTICS, 1919, wiTH BRIEF 
REVIEW OF MunNIcIPAL AFFAIRS IN 1918. 


In the annual handbook entitled ‘‘Organization of 
the City Government,’ issued by the City Council, 
has appeared since 1910 a collection of the latest avail- 
able statistics of Boston, so edited and arranged in 
concise paragraphs as to furnish the maximum of infor- 
mation in the minimum of print. In this compilation 
there have been brought together for the first time a 
very large number of facts concerning the finances of 
the City, the population, elections, yearly review of 
departments, public improvements, industrial activities, 
ete., also information regarding ‘‘Greater Boston” and 
important lines of public business other than municipal. 

In 1910 a beginning was made, and owing to the short 
time allowed for preparation of material, the collection 
was limited to 37 paragraphs occupying 62 pages. In 
1912 there were 52 paragraphs occupying 12 pages. 
By 1919 the required space in the City Council’s docu- 
ment had increased to 54 pages with 115 paragraphs or 
summaries, some of them one-half page to more than a 
page in length, also an index of two pages. The histori- 
cal items include these, viz.: Settlement in 1630 — 
Incorporation as a city in 1822— Annexations, from 
East Boston to Hyde Park, with areas of districts and 
years when annexed. Population items: Census of 
1915, by wards, by geographical districts, by nativity, 
etc.; population of the counties of Mass., persons in 
occupations, also families, dwellings, etc., population of 
various cities, 1915, also of United States, New England 
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and Mass. in 1918 (estimated). Census of 1910, by 
districts, with per cent. of inhabitants in each, also 
various social statistics — Men listed by Police in 1918, 
by wards— Election items: City and State elections 
in 1918, State primary in 1918, vote for President in 
1916. ‘Taxation, etc.: Assessed valuation in 1918, same 
in other cities per capita, ranking from Boston as highest 
— Tax rate in 1918 and same for other large cities — 
Tax levy in 1918, with per capita receipts from taxes in 
various cities, ranking from Boston as highest — Income 
tax (State) on intangible property, also State’s distri- 
bution of same in Boston and other cities — Real estate 
exempt from taxation. City Finances: Expenditures 
and receipts in fiscal year 1918-19 — Treasury transac- 
tions, 1918-19 —.Loans and objects of same, 1918-19 — 
Public Debt, with brief analysis of same— How the 
City Dollar was spent in year 1918-19 — Increase of 
ordinary expenditures and income compared, 1912 to 
1917 — Financing of some public improvements from 
genera] revenue instead of loans, thus decreasing debt — 
Net Debt per capita in ten leading cities, 1917, by 
rank — Assets of leading cities, by rank, and Boston’s 
separately in detail, 1917 — Maintenance expenditures 
per capita in ten leading cities, 1916 by rank — expendi- 
tures for public improvements per capita in leading 
cities, 1916, by rank — same for education per capita — 
Segregated Budget for 1918-19— Budget increases, 
1906 to 1916 — Boston’s share of Metropolitan debt, 
1918 — Public Debt of U.S. before and after the World 
War— Public streets, one-way streets, streets and 
Squares named and renamed — Department equipment 
and activities: Fire, Police, Park and Recreation, Public 
Works, Library, Public Institutions, Public Schools, 
County Courts, etc., also statistics of City and County 
officials, with amount of pay roll and pension payments 
in 1918. Vital statistics for 1918, influenza epidemic of 
1918 — Trust funds and bequests— Public improve- 
ments, 1913-18, with cost of each and whether from 
loans or revenue — Real estate and building statistics 
for 1918, amusement buildings, halls, ete. 1918 — 
Manufactures of Boston in 1917, with leading products 
and values— Underground rapid transit, with cost of 
each tunnel and subway, date of opening, etc. — Port 
of Boston, advantages and latest improvements, with 
costs, etc. — Exports and Imports, Mass. Customs 
District, 1918, also principal commodities of foreign 
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trade, with values and countries to and from — Foreign 
trade of United States in 1918, with ten leading ports 
and per cent. of total for each — Receipts of fish, milk, 
flour and coal in Boston, 1918 — Boston Banks, 1918, 
clearings, resources, etc. — Local Labor Unions, 1919 — 
Aid to the unemployed in 1918 — Places licensed to sell 
intoxicating liquors in 1918, with number of saloons by 
districts, ete — Metropolitan District or ‘‘ Greater 
Boston,” with location of its 14 cities and 26 towns, also 
population, valuation, debt, tax rates, manufacturers, 
area, ete. — War statistics— Automobile statistics, 1918 
— Telephone statistics— Travel and_ transportation 
statistics — Immigration in 1918 — American crop sta- 
tistics, 1918— Whether in Boston in 1918 — Special Acts 
of 1919 relating to Boston — Mayors-of Boston during 
its 97 years as a city, with years of service, etc. — City 
Charter changes since 1909 — Boston’s rank among 
American cities in fourteen branches of municipal and 
business development — Notes relating to municipal 
year, school year, office hours of departments, legal 
holidays and flag days. 

This department issued in 1919 a small book of 79 
pages containing these statistics, and including 20 pages 
of historical items concerning memorable sites and 
buildings in Boston, also public memorials. About 
2,000 copies were distributed in the public schools, civic 
and business organizations, to libraries and public offi- 
cials. So far as known, no American city has provided 
for its public such a comprehensive and concise showing 
of up-to-date municipal and business facts as is con- 
tained in this pocket booklet. 


THe ANNUAL MUNICIPAL REGISTER FOR 1919. 


This department by vote of the City Couneil on 
April 7, 1919, was authorized to prepare and have 
printed, under the direction of the Committee on Rules, 
the Municipal Register for 1919. As usual, a document 
edition bound in heavy cardboard supplemented the 
regular cloth-bound edition, the total number issued 
being 2,500 copies. 

It contained besides the customary official matter, a 
survey of the departments, commissions, etc., 11 pages 
of population tables, 18 pages of valuation, tax, appro- 
priation, expenditure and debt tables, 40 pages of elec- 
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tion tables, the full text of the City Ordinances enacted 
in the five years 1913-18, and to August 10, 1919, the 
ward boundaries, occupying 11 pages, also 18 pages of 
Additions and Corrections and a copious index of 11 
pages, the whole book containing 318 pages or 42 less 
than in 1918 because of the omission of the lengthy 
chapter on precinct boundaries. All the tables except 
those concerning population were taken from other City 
documents, but many of them were augmented and made 
more informative by this department. 

Persistent effort has been made to improve the 
Municipal Register from year to year, especially by 
including more and more of the latest obtainable infor- 
mation regarding the City’s business, current affairs, 
etc. This improvement is especially noticeable in the 
final chapter of the 1919 book, viz., Additions and Cor- 
rections, containing these articles prepared just before 
completion of the printing: Assessed Valuation and 
Tax Rate, 1919 — Tax Limit Raised for Year 1919 — 
Segregated Budget, or Appropriations, etc., for 1919-20, 
with changes rom preceding year—Funded Debt, 
1919, with Increase and’ Decrease during Past Year — 
Loans, by Objects, in 1918-19— City Treasurer’s 
Transactions for Year 1918-19— Special Committee 
on Market Rentals— Influenza Epidemic, September 
to December, 1918 — Special Legislative Acts of 1919 
Relating to Boston— Men Listed-by Police in 1919, 
by wards— One-Way Streets in Boston — Constitu- 
tional Amendments Ratified in 1918 — Recent Depart- 
ment Changes — City Officials and Ex-Officials Deceased 
in the past year. 


Crry Recorp SUBSCRIPTION BUSINESS. 


Since this department took charge of the mailing list, 
and payments and renewals of subscriptions to the City 
Record the business has had more attention than before. 
During the calendar year 1916 the amount received for 
subscriptions was $1,167, or 54 per cent. more than in 
the year 1915, when the business was in other hands. 

In the year 1917 the receipts for subscriptions 
amounted to $714, about 225 old subscribers not caring 
to renew, many of them complaining of delay in mail 
delivery of the paper. 

In 1918, as a result of the persistent solicitation of 
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renewal subscriptions, the total receipts from subscribers 
increased to $942. 

In 1919 the subscription receipts amounted to $881, 
including $62 from the City departments collected by 
the Collecting Dept. 


INFORMATION AND UNPUBLISHED WORK, ETC. 


During the past year the department furnished 
statistical material to the Mayor, to department officials, 
Chairman of Finance Commission, Chairman of pub- 
licity dept. of Victory Loan Committee, the Housing 
and other investigating committees, also public officials 
in other cities, answered a large number of letters of 
inquiry on various subjects referred to it by the Mayor’s 
Office and many that came direct to its own office, much 
time being required for the investigations, tabular 
work, etc., involved. 

An interesting example of what the department has 
done in supplying correct information to officials who 
have been led to wrong inferences and conclusions by 
hastily gathered and inadequate statistics bears the 
date of March 11, 1919. A member of Congress trom 
Boston, after looking over two volumes of financial 
statistics issued by the Census Bureau, wrote to the 
Mayor that the high taxation prevalent in Boston and 
Massachusetts, as compared with other cities and states, 
was a real danger to their prosperity and welfare. 

The points made by the Congressman were: 

1. The total per capita taxes levied in Boston for 
1917 were the highest levied in any of the ten largest 
cities of the United States. 

2. In 1917, with the exception of the City of New 
York, the net debt per capita of Boston was the largest 
of any of the ten leading cities of the U. 8. 

3. In 1917 the per capita taxes imposed upon Boston 
by the State of Massachusetts were the highest imposed 
by any state upon any city in the U.S. 

(A.) The State’s levies of general property taxes 
and special property taxes taken together were the 
highest in the country except in Wyoming, Arizona, 
Utah and Nevada, where the populations are very 
sparse. 

(B.) The net debt per capita of Massachusetts 
was the highest of any state, viz., $22.06, as against 
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$18.07 in State of New York and less than $5.00 in 
nearly all of the other states. 

The department corrected the misstatements con- 
tained in the above points as follows: 

1. Boston’s per capita taxes levied in 1916 (not 
1917, as supposed) were in excess of any other leading 
city’s simply because Boston’s wealth is more per 
capita. In the census year, 1915 (the best year for 
comparison), the assessed valuation of property in 
Boston was $2,110:38 per capita. The nearest to this 
was $1,688.10 in New York City; next, Cincinnati, 
$1,461.49; then Baltimore, $1,399.41; Philadelphia, 
$1,375.17; Pittsburgh, $1,368.16 and Cleveland, 
$1,356.08. Instead of a misstatement this was an 
objection stated without Jooking for the sufficient 
reason. 

2. Boston’s net debt per capita in 1916 (not 1917) 
was $113.21 instead of $114.70, while New York’s was 
$173.93; Baltimore’s, $114.72; Cincinnati's, $154.62. 
If Boston’s Rapid Transit debt is deducted (and why 
shouldn’t it be, seeing that it is not a charge upon the 
tax-payers but is paid from revenue?) the remaining 
net debt per capita is but $69.33. “Looking at the 
credit side of the account, Boston’s municipal assets 
in 1916 amounted to $247,815,669, or $325 per capita. 
If the value of the Rapid Transit tunnels and subways 
(viz., $29,757,503 in 1916) is deducted from said total 
of assets, also that of the land contained in Boston 
Common and Public Garden (viz., $55,112,400) there, 
remains a total of $162,945,766, or $214 per capita of 
assets against $69.33 per capita of debt. If, further, 
we take account of Boston’s share of Metropolitan net 
debt (7. e., the contingent debt of the State) in 1916, 
which was $34,673,296, the per capita for that is $45.28. 
Nearly two-thirds of same is for the Metropolitan 
Water System (viz., $22,788,033) whereby Boston in 
1916 realized a gross profit on water supplied of 
$1,130,873, or 5 per cent of said debt, which is virtually 
an investment that will yield an increasing profit each 
year in the future. Debt incurred for profitable public 
service enterprises cannot properly be classed with that 
pertaining to non-productive public improvements. 

3. In Louisville, Ky. (see p. 347, Financial Statistics 
of Cities, 1917), the per capita State tax levy is more 
than in Mass., viz., $4.87. On same page New Orleans 
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is $6.24 and Portland, Maine, is $5.64. On page 353, 
Atlantic City, N. J., is $4.40. On page 365, Galveston, 
Texas, is $5.22 and Salt Lake City, Utah, $6.48. Brook- 
line, Mass., largest of all, $7.46 per capita, is more than 
$3.00 in excess of Boston, 7. e., $4.34 per capita. 

(A.) In 1916 (not 1917) there were three New Eng- 
land states (viz., Maine, Vermont and Connecticut), 
one middle state (viz., New Jersey) and six western 
states in which the per capita general and special prop- 
erty tax exceeded that of Mass. The average per 
capita of these ten states was $5.78, while Mass. was 
$4.48. 

(B.) Of the net debt of Mass. on Dec. 1, 1916 (not 
1917 as Census publication states), viz., $85,666,683, the 
Contingent debt is $54,325,542, for which Boston and 
the other 39 cities and towns of Metropolitan District 
are directly responsible instead of the State. The 
actual State debt (7. e., direct) is only $33,658,551, or 
$9.06 per capita. There are six states showing a higher 
figure, viz., California, New York, Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, Maryland and Virginia. 

Considerable material has been prepared for the pro- 
posed Municipal Year Book, which will be completed and 
printed when the necessary appropriation of about 
$2,000 1s provided. 

Many of the tables appearing in the Municipal 
Register can be removed therefrom and made more — 
comprehensive in this book, containing a larger-sized 
page. Comparative statistics showing the growth of 
population, expenditure, valuation, debt, etc., by five- 
year and ten-year periods, with percentages, since 1875, 
also various financial, commercial and industrial sta- 
tistics of Boston and other large cities presented in a 
similarly attractive form, would certainly be a valuable 
addition to the stock of comprehensive municipal 
information needing permanent inclusion in our local 
history. 

London, Paris, Christiania, Stockholm, Amsterdam, 
Milan and many other European, likewise leading 
Japanese cities are issuing annually large volumes of 
municipal statistics. Our Government and State sta- 
tistical publications, while satisfactory as far as they go, 
in some cases do not include enough municipal informa- 
tion, especially the comparative exhibits covering periods 
of years which are needful for the study of municipal 
progress. 
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The plan of the late Hon. Josiah Quincey when, as 
Mayor in 1897, he proposed the establishment of this 
department was to keep it abreast of the municipal 
statistical offices of the large European centers. On 
account of small annual appropriations it has not been 
possible to carry out the plan. The question. recurs: 
Why does Boston continue to lag behind all these 
foreign cities in this branch of municipal study whereby 
is ascertained the knowledge required for wise planning 
for the future?

STREET LAYING-OUT DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1920. 





Boston, February 2, 1920. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of Boston: 

Sir,— The Board of Street Commissioners presents 
the following report of the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1920. 

Under orders for laying out, widening and extending 
streets, passed by the Board during the year, land to 
the amount of 92,199 square feet was taken for street 
purposes. Streets having a total length of 3.75 miles 
were made public ways. 

Under authority of the Acts of the Legislature for the 
assessment on property of the benefits derived from the 
laying out and construction of highways there has been 
assessed on streets a total of $210,553.44. For benefits 
from sewerage works construction, assessments to the 
amount of $40,613.71 have been made. The total of 
benefits assessed for streets, public alleys and sewerage 
works during the year was $251,167.15. 

The Board issued seventy-seven orders of notice to 
lay out, widen, relocate, extend and discontinue streets 
or parts of streets, calling for public bearings. In the 
settlement of damages for the taking of land, etc., for 
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various changes in the city’s streets, eighty-seven cases 
were acted on, including claims for damages for sewers 
and surface drains ordered. 

Under the provisions of the Act of the Legislature 
giving the Street Commissioners authority to take land 
for and order the construction of sewerage works, eighty- 
six orders were passed. 

The following new streets, with their lengths, were 
laid out during the year.

ENGINEERING DIvISION. 


The work of the Engineering Division for the past 
year has consisted of the making of such surveys and 
plans as have been required by the several city depart- 
ments, and giving lines and grades of public streets for 
abutters intending to build. 

Twelve hundred twenty-five orders were attended 
to for the Public Works Department; these consisted 
of staking out of new streets for construction, giving 
lines and grades for repairs and reconstruction of old 
streets, testing lines and grades after completion of 
work, measuring the amount of work performed and 
making plans showing quantities to be assessed upon 
the abutting owners. Among these orders were: 

One hundred twenty-four plans of streets showing 
proposed locations for future catch-basins were fur- 
nished Sewer Service. 

Three hundred twenty-five catch-basins were staked 
out on request of the Sewer Service and duplicate 
sketches were furnished showing the locations of spikes, 
ties, etc. 

Measurements have been obtained for the Sewer 
Service for the purpose of making sewer assessments on 
forty streets. 

One hundred ninety-eight plans of proposed under- 
ground conduits, pipes, etc., were examined for the 
Sewer Service, and when necessary, locations for pro- 
posed future catch-basins were marked on plans. 

Seventy notices of contracts to lay artificial stone 
sidewalks on seventy-eight streets were received, line 
and grades marked, the work measured when completed 
and reported upon to the Paving Service. In thirty-four 
cases the Paving Service was notified that the existing 
edgestone should be reset to line and grade preparatory 
to the laying of artificial stone, and on completion of 
the work edgestone was tested and reported upon. 
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Eighteen notices of the completion: of repairs to 
artificial stone sidewalks were received, the work meas- 
ured and reported upon to the Central Office, Public 
Works Department. 

Thirty-one requests for edgestone on thirty-four 
streets were received, line and grade marked and measure-' 
ment of the amount of edgestone required was reported - 
to the Paving Service. 

Twelve notices requesting that lines and grades be 
given were received from the Park and Recreation 
Department, acted upon and when necessary, sketches 
showing lines and grades were furnished. 

Plans were made for the Paving Service showing the 
estates, owners’ names and the quantities to be assessed 
upon twenty-eight streets. Three miscellaneous reports 
were made in relation to sidewalk assessments. 

Seven petitions for permission to make sidewalk 
openings for areas, bulkhead, etc., were received, line 
and grade of sidewalks were tested and reported upon 
to the Paving Service. 

Sidewalk grades were furnished to engineers and 
architects for plans of new buildings on seventy-eight 
streets. 

The lines and grades of six streets for which the Street 
Commissioners were petitioned for authority to open 
as private ways, were examined and reported upon. 

Kighty-two estimates of the amounts of damage 
caused by grade changes made during the construction 
of streets were furnished the Street Commissioners.

Surveys and plans have been made for the Park and 
Recreation Department for playground purposes on 
Carolina avenue, West Roxbury and on Adams street, 
Dorchester; also a plan for an exchange of land with the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company 
on Columbus avenue in connection with the Columbus 
Avenue Playground. 

A survey and plan has been made for the taking of 
land for schoolhouse purposes on Myrtle street, for 
an addition to the site of the Bowdoin Elementary 
School. 

A survey and plan has been made of a parcel of land 
in Dedham on River and Milton streets belonging to 
the City of Boston and in charge of the Water Division 
of the Public Works Department. 

A survey and plan has been made of a parcel of land 
on Condor street and East Eagle street leased to the 
City of Boston and in charge of the Paving Service of 
the Public Works Department. 
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Sixty plans of streets, to be laid out, widened or 
altered, and thirty-four estimated benefit plans have been 
made for the Board of Street Commissioners. 

Among the more important plans made for the Street 
Laying-Out Department may be mentioned the widen- 
ing of Tremont and Boylston streets around the Common, 
the widening of Charles street from Beacon street to 
Revere street, and the widening of Hollis street, between 
Tremont street and Dillaway street, Boston proper; 
the widening of Chestnut Hill avenue, from Beacon 
street and Commonwealth avenue, and the widening 
of Faneuil street, between Dunboy street and Bigelow 
street, Brighton. 

Petitions for the registration of land in the Land Court 
are referred to the Mayor whenever the City of Boston 
is an interested party. ‘These cases are examined by 
the Law Department and the Engineering Division 
of the Street Laying-Out Department for the purpose 
of protecting the city’s interests. During the year 
eighty-seven such cases have been investigated. 

There were eighty-eight accident and other plans 
made for the Law Department. | 

In connection with the Engineering Division there 
have been 3,086 titles examined, 2,799 deeds and 471 
plans copied from the Registry of Deeds. 

Seven thousand two hundred eighty-six Beet 
have been made duritig the year. 

Ten plans of easement to be taken for s sewerage works 
have been made during the year.

On April 25, 1919, a hearing was given on territory 
shown on section numbered O-95, and was in relation 
to the widening of Reservoir road on the easterly corner 
of Beacon street. 
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Changes were shown in green on O-95 in relation to 
Reservoir road and also to Hayward road, and this 
section was refiled June 30, 1919. 

On January 238, 1920, a hearing was given on terri- 
tory shown on section numbered O-21, and was in rela- 
tion to Webster street, the line of widening being elim- 
inated, leaving the street practically 28 feet wide.

S1r,— Complying with the Revised Ordinances of 1914, 
chapter 35, I herewith submit to you the report of the 
Supply Department for the year ending January 31, 1920. 

This department was created by ordinance in February, 
1906, for the purpose of purchasing supplies for the 
following departments: Bridge, Sanitary, Sewer, Street, 
Street Cleaning and Watering and the Ferry Division. 
In June, 1913, his Honor the Mayor ordered the Park 
and Recreation Department to purchase its materials 
through the Supply Department. 


ORDINANCES OF 1914, CHAPTER 35, ESTABLISHING A SUPPLY 
DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Section 1. The Supply Department shall be under the 
charge of the Superintendent of Supplies, who shall upon 
requisition in writing, signed by the head of any department,. 
supply materials, apparatus and other supplies required by 
such department, except furniture and those supplied by the 
Superintendent of Printing. Said superintendent shall on the 
fifteenth of each month send to the City Auditor a detailed 
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statement of the purchases made for each department during 
the preceding month, which statement shall be approved by the 
official in charge of the department. 

Sect. 2. Every officer in charge of a department requiring 
materials, apparatus and other supplies, except furniture and 
those supplied by the Superintendent of Printing, shall obtain 
the same of the Superintendent of Supplies by means of a 
requisition therefor on blanks to be prepared by said 
superintendent. 

Sect. 3. Said superintendent shall keep proper books of 
account, and when satisfied of the legality of any requisition 
shall at once comply with it and make proper entries on his book. 
He shall require suitable evidence that the materials and supplies 
furnished are accepted by the officer issuing the requisition. 

Sect. 4. Said superintendent shall in his annual report 
include a statement of the cost of all supplies furnished each 
department or officer. 

Sectr. 5. Chapter two of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen 
hundred-and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section one by 
inserting after the words “the Superintendent of Streets,’ the 
words ‘‘the Superintendent of Supplies.” ~ 

Sect. 6. Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of 
eighteen hundred and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section 
five by inserting after the words ‘‘the Superintendent of 
Streets, seventy-five hundred dollars,” the words ‘the Super- 
intendent of Supplies, three thousand dollars.” 


ORDINANCES OF 1919-20, CHAPTER 6, CONCERNING THE SALARY 
OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SUPPLIES. 


Be it enacted by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of 1914 is hereby 
amended in section five in the clause establishing the salary of 
the superintendent of supplies by striking out the word “three” 
and inserting in place thereof the word “six.” 


The following communication relative to purchases 
made by the Supply Department was issued by the 
Mayor under date January 30, 1920:

Str,— In accordance with the requirements of the existing 
ordinance the Transit Department respectfully submits the 
following report: 

On September 8, 1919, Josiah Quincy, Chairman of the 
Department, died. On December 3, 1919, Malcolm E. Nichols 
. was appointed Chairman and, after certification by the Civil 
Service Commission, took office December 24. 


Rapip TRANsit Crrcurts BY MEANS oF SuRFACE TRACKS. 


Chapter 55 of the Resolves of the General Court of 1919 
provided that a study be made by the Public Service Com- 
mission and the Transit Department of a rapid transit circuit 
connecting the present terminus of the Dorchester Tunnel at 
Andrew square with surface tracks to be constructed on or 
adjacent to the location of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad. The same resolve provided for a study by 
the same board of a rapid transit circuit from the present 
terminus of the elevated structure of the Boston Elevated 
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Railway Company at Forest Hills by surface tracks on or 
adjacent to the location of the tracks of the same railroad. 
This department conducted the above authorized study with 
the Department of Public Utilities, successor to the Public 
Service Commission, and submitted a report numbered Senate 
338. 
The conclusions contained in Senate 338 were as follows: 


Dorchester Circutt. 


The Joint Board has set out at length the various arguments on both 
sides in order to give the best. possible picture of the conflicting considera- 
tions which must be weighed in reaching a final judgment. It seems clear 
that the proposed plan presents no insurmountable engineering or operating 
difficulties. The handling of freight, express matter and mails in connec- 
tion with the circuits are questions of detail which could doubtless be 
satisfactorily worked out. The only obstacle in the way of our expressing 
the opinion that the scheme is a feasible one is the financial condition of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company, and this, it is to be hoped, will 
be substantially ameliorated in the course of time. Whether, however, 
it is a desirable plan in the sense of being better than any other alternative 
is a question which the Joint Board cannot answer without much more 
data than has been presented to it, or than it has had the opportunity ~ 
to gather in the time and with the means at its disposal. 

The trustees of the Boston Elevated Railway Company believe that it 
would be unfortunate to substitute this scheme for a comprehensive plan 
of rapid transit through the extension of the Dorchester tunnel and through 
open cuts and reserved spaces upon street surfaces. In the last analysis 
the question which of these two plans is the more desirable is largely one 
of expense. It will not do to pass judgment upon the greater desirability 
of one of these plans over the other until the very vital consideration of 
the comparative sums of money involved has been exhausted. The 
proposed plan is one which has considerable merit and which should 
undoubtedly be taken seriously, and so is the scheme of development sug- 
gested in the letter of the trustees of the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany. Neither of them should be viewed in a piecemeal manner. Both 
of them should be considered comprehensively. Each should be carefully 
studied and should then be weighed thoroughly against the other. In 
order to do this, detailed plans of both schemes should be carefully drawn 
up, the transfer stations necessary to carry the circuit plan into operation 
should be systematically worked out, the re-routing of cars in connection 
therewith should be thoroughly studied, the additional power stations, 
if any, required should be accurately ascertained, similar considerations 
presented by the suggested plan of the trustees of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company should be exhaustively investigated, the relative costs 
of both plans should be estimated as carefully as possible, the lines of 
ownership of the properties necessary to be taken under either scheme 
should be ascertained, real estate experts should be employed as to the 
probable costs of these takings, and the amount of increase of traffic, the 
relief to service lines, the effect on public convenience and safety, the 
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results on the handling of freight, express matter and mails, and numerous 
other considerations, should be much more thoroughly digested than any 
of them has yet been in order to give a weighty judgment in the matter. 
The financing of either of the plans finally recommended should then be 
carefully considered, and the possibility of bringing about such legal, 
operating and financial relations between the trustees of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company and the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Company by way of lease, or otherwise, as would be required 
to construct and operate the circuit plan, or any part thereof, if it was 
adopted, would then require to be finally determined. Light might also 
be shed upon the problem from a study of the conditions obtaining in 
other cities, and particularly Chicago, where, we understand, a scheme 
somewhat similar to the proposed circuit plan is in operation. 

Although the officials of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road Company have offered their services, and although the trustees of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company would doubtless do the same, 
money will be necessary in order to get the data required, and, if the 
Legislature desires these subjects pursued to their end, an appropriation 
of about $25,000 should be made by the General Court for the purpose 
of making the studies required. The course suggested will not only take 
a substantial sum of money, but will also require considerable time. It 
would undoubtedly be well to have the data necessary for a proper study 
of the subject accumulated at reasonable expense, and this Joint Board, 
or the Public Utilities Department, or the Transit Department of the 
city of Boston, which compose it, or some other body, instructed to super- 
vise the further investigation and to continue the further study deserved 
by this very interesting and valuable suggestion of meeting some of the 
rapid transit requirements of the city of Boston. 

We have drafted a resolve to carry into effect our recommendations 
and we append the same hereto. 


Tue Forest Hits Circuit. 


Another transportation district of the metropolitan area lies to the 
west of the one which we have just been discussing. This includes, in 
general, parts of Roxbury, Jamaica Plain, West Roxbury, Dedham, 
Readville and Hyde Park, and may be called for convenience the West 
Roxbury Transportation district. Diagram No. 1 shows that it is sepa- 
rated on the east from the Dorchester district by the parks, hospital 
grounds, cemeteries and natural features pointed out in the description 
of that district, and that it is bounded on the west by the Charles River 
and the large hilly area of woods, farms and large estates of parts of Boston, 
Newton and Brookline. This district is now served by the Washington 
Street tunnel and elevated, which runs at present as far as Forest Hills, 
by various street car lines, and by the West Roxbury branch and the 
Providence division of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 

This district may be divided into two parts,—first, from Dudley Street 
to Forest Hills, and second, from Forest Hills, south. 

The former district has a present population of about 100,000, or 30 per 
acre, as is shown on Table C hereto annexed. This is at present served 
by the Washington Street elevated and tunnel, which is the logical rapid 
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transit and express line for this district. If these facilities were relteved 
of the traffic now coming from the Dorchester district to Egleston Square 
and Dudley Street by either of the methods discussed under the Dor- 
chester circuit, both the congestion on the Washington Street line would 
be very much relieved, and adequate facilities would be left for the increase 
of traffic originating in this district and properly tributary to this rapid 
transit line. No further radical steps need, therefore, be taken at the 
present time for further transportation facilities for the area from Dudley 
Street to Forest Hills. 

The district south of Forest Hills has a density of population very much 
less than has the area from Dudley Street to Forest Hills just mentioned. 
Table D, hereto attached, shows that the present population of that part 
of the West Roxbury transportation district south of Forest Hills and within 
the city limits of Boston is only about 40,000, or 6 per acre. While at 
some future time the population of this particular area under consideration 
“may increase very materially, it is evident that its population at present 
is so small that it would not warrant a large expenditure until a very 
considerable increase has taken place. As the surface street railway lines 
which feed this district are few in number, the trustees of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company would not derive any material benefit at the 
present time from the re-routing of cars incident to a circuit plan, and, as 
the steam traffic on the Providence division is not purely local and suburban 
traffic like that on the railroad lines in the Dorchester district, and like 
that on the West Roxbury branch, but includes instead a main line through 
traffic from Providence and New York, the working out of the Forest Hills 
circuit with the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company 
would present difficulties not inherent in the Dorchester circuit plan, and 
would involve much greater complications and expense because provisions 
would have to be made for some passenger traffic on the steam road at 
certain places, and because the land taken for widening the location would 
be more expensive than would the working out of the Dorchester plan. 
Furthermore, the popular demand in the West Roxbury transportation 
district for a Forest Hills circuit, or some similar plan of relief, appears to 
be very slight and casual indeed. 

We do not feel, therefore, that the need in the West Roxbury trans- 
portation district is as acute as that in the Dorchester district, and as there 
is a limit to the burdens which the community and the trustees of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company can assume at the present time, we 
are of the opinion that the Forest Hills circuit plan should at least await 
the working out of a scheme for the relief of Dorchester, and its operation 
there, for a sufficient amount of time to give reliable data as to the basis 
for extension and development of whatever system is thus adopted and 
effected. 


TraFric TUNNEL CONNECTING Boston AND East Boston. 
Chapter 51 of the Resolves of 1919 provided that a study be 
made by the Commission on Waterways and Public Lands and 
the Transit Department of a bridge or traffic tunnel to connect 
Boston and East Boston. 
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This department conducted the above authorized study with 
the Department of Public Works, Division of Waterways and 
Public Lands, successor to the above mentioned Commission. 
The report resulting from this study is listed as a special report 
in the files of the legislative Committee on Metropolitan Affairs 
of 1920. The conclusions set forth in this report are as 


follows: 
Double Tunnel. 

The present Joint Board gave its first consideration to determining 
whether improved transportation should be provided by a traffic tunnel or 
the construction of a bridge, as suggested in the resolve. 

The opinion of the army engineers having control of harbor improve- 
ments in Boston Harbor was strongly against the construction of any 
bridge with abutments in Boston Harbor that would in any way interfere 
with navigation now somewhat limited at the points where such abutments 
would of necessity be placed. The only other possible bridge construction 
would require an elevation with extensions into the center of the business 
section of Boston, practically making such bridge construction impossible. 

For these reasons the Joint Board decided that its consideration must 
be given entirely to the character of tunnel necessary for service, and 
therefore directed its attention to the type of tunnel to be used, and a 
study of several possible routes. This study developed the possibility of 
three types of tunnel. The first type accommodates two lines of vehicles 
going in opposite directions; the second affords space for three lines of 
vehicles, two lines proceeding in one direction and the third line in the 
opposite direction. The third type consists of a double-barrel section of 
two roadways enabling four lines of vehicles to proceed, two lines in each 
direction with a passageway for pedestrians. 

In the light of such information as we are able to secure our recommenda- 
. tion follows the third type as presented by the engineers of the two com- 
missions, and we accompany this report with a plan exhibiting the third 
type, or double-barrel tunnel. 

An examination of the plan for the third type of tunnel shows that the 
trouble incident to the use either of elevators or a long incline is met by a 
spiral on each end of the tunnel at a grade not uncomfortable for either 
motor or horse-drawn vehicle. 

The third type appears as route 10 in the table of routes, diameters, 
lengths, grades and estimated costs, at the end of the engineers’ report to 
the Joint Board. 

Our recommendation solves the difficulty of a blockade and the certainty 
of slow service, as suggested in the report made in 1907. Furthermore, 
it meets the suggestion contained in the report of 1911, that the matter 
may properly be reviewed when mechanical power is more generally 
substituted for animal power. 


The Financial Aspect. 


While certain engineering features bearing upon the recommendation as 
outlined above need still further consideration, the Board is convinced 
that its approval of a tunnel and the determination of a location mark an 
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important step in working out this improvement. A careful analysis of 
the financial problem involved, not only in the construction of the tunnel 
but in connection with the service the tunnel can render to business as it 
now exists, and to the possible business to be developed through the 
improved facilities, is important. The type of tunnel recommended is 
deemed to be sufficient to meet the demands now incompletely met by the 
municipal ferry service, as well as to provide for future development. 
Even a casual examination of present transportation conditions reveals 
the serious waste arising from expense and delay in ferry operation. The 
importance of rapid movement for the large amount of raw materials that 
must pass between Boston and East Boston, for the movement of food and 
fuel quickly and in great quantities between these important sections of 
the city, is pressing for relief as never before. 

The Commonwealth of Massachusetts has a direct interest in improved 
transportation facilities from the East Boston section of the city through 
its extensive development now being carried on in the vicinity of Jeffries 
Point. The outlet at the East Boston end of the tunnel provides direct 
access from the tunnel to the large area which the Commonwealth is 
developing, and could not fail to be a factor in adding to the desirability 
of this big new water-front improvement for commercial and industrial 
uses. 

The city of Boston has also a direct interest. The only method of 
transportation for vehicles between East Boston and the city proper, if we 
except the circuitous route through Charlestown and Chelsea, is by the 
municipal ferries of the city of Boston. 

Previous to 1869 these ferries were operated under private ownership, 
and in that year the Legislature authorized the city of Boston to purchase 
them, which was done in 1870. The cost of this ferry service to the city of 
Boston, including maintenance, operation, new buildings, boats, piers, 
wharves, landings, interest on debt, etc., has amounted to approximately 
$14,500,000. The receipts from the tolls, head-house privileges, etc., has 
aggregated $7,500,000, leaving a deficit of approximately $7,000,000. 

The only year that the receipts exceeded the expenditures was in 1877, 
and then by $93.88. On account of the increased cost of labor and mate- 
rials the deficit has creased enormously; and due to the fact that sub- 
stantial repairs on boats and landings were made in the last two years, 
the deficit for this period was approximately $800,000. | 

The city has now seven boats, and not over six of them can be operated 
regularly with the present terminals. Three of these boats are over 
thirty-two years old and of the old side-wheel operation, and must be 
replaced within a short time. The condition of the drops and piers will 
necessitate a large expenditure in order to keep the plant in operating 
order. 

The Joint Board believes that immediate consideration of this problem 
on the part of the Legislature is most important. It has been impossible 
to work out a system of tolls or to prepare a method of financing the 
construction of the project in the time available to the Board. That an 
opportunity may be given for such consideration, the Board recommends 
that it be continued in power further to study this matter, substantially in 
accordance with the resolve submitted herewith. 


TRANSIT DEPARTMENT. ¢ 


IMMEDIATE RaApip TRANSIT PROBLEMS. 


During the year requests have been frequent for recom- 
mendations from the department relating to further rapid 
transit facilities, particularly with reference to relief of down 
town streets and terminals from increasing congestion. The 
department has had frequent occasion to refer to a report of its 
predecessor, the Boston Transit Commission (Senate 262 of 
1918), as to the desirability of an extension of the Boylston 
street Subway, across Washington street and along a route 
towards Post Office square, making a loop with the existing 
systems in the vicinity of Scollay square. This department 
believes Senate 262 contains much valuable suggestion, but 
that the ultimate solution lies in through routes rather than 
in the loop suggested. 


It is also the opinion of the department that for purposes of 
relieving congestion at the Park street and Scollay square 
terminals it would be wise to consider the construction of a 
four-track system between these terminals in place of the 
present two-track system which makes necessary many trans- 
fers of passengers at each of these crowded terminals. 

The engineering division of this department has received an 
increased number of calls for opinion, advice and technical 
information relating to building construction and alterations 
in close proximity to rapid transit routes.

DORCHESTER TUNNEL. 


PAVING BROADWAY BETWEEN DoRCHESTER AVENUE AND 
VICINITY OF FOUNDRY STREET. 


Construction Data. 


Contractor: John Kelly Co. 

Amount of bid: $5,510 (see Appendix G). 

Date of contract: May 23, 1919. 

Date of beginning of work: May 26, 1919. 

Time for completion named in contract: 45 working days. 

Date of certificate of completion: July 5, 1919. 

Total amount of work done under the principal items of the contract: 
Cutting granite blocks and paving with grout joints, 1,359 sq. yds.; 
cement sand bed, 1,359 sq. yds.; concrete base, 206 cu. yds.; edgestone 
reset, 258 lin. ft.; brick sidewalk relaid, 207 sq. yds. 

Assistant engineer in charge of work: Robert B. Farwell. 


The construction of the Broadway Surface Station of the 
Dorchester Tunnel brought about a rearrangement of the street 
lines of Broadway with two roadways, one on each side of the 
surface station, instead of the single roadway which had existed 
before. The old paving in the street was also taken up to a 
considerable extent during the tunnel work. The new road- 
way and the old roadway where disturbed were temporarily 
paved with granite blocks on a gravel base as soon as the tunnel 
in this locality was built. 

It was decided that, after allowing sufficient time for any 
settlement of the earth to take place, the paving on Broadway 
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from Dorchester avenue to the vicinity of Foundry street should 
be relaid with recut granite blocks on a cement sand bed and 
concrete base. Bids for the work were opened May 21, 1919. 
The John Kelly Co., being the lowest bidder, was awarded the 
contract. The southerly roadway was the first. to be repaved. 
The old paving blocks were taken up and recut, and after the 
concrete base and cement sand bed had been placed, the blocks 
were relaid. The edgestones were reset and the sidewalk 
relaid while the other work was in progress. After the south- 
erly roadway was finished, and the traffic turned on to it, the 
northerly roadway was repaved in a similar way. 


REPAIRS TO INTERCEPTING SEWER IN DORCHESTER AVENUE, 
BETWEEN MIDDLE STREET AND D STREET. ° 


The work of repairing the Dorchester Avenue intercepting 
sewer, to which reference was made in the last annual report, 
was resumed in May. North of Middle street a new arch was 
built over the old arch of the sewer for a length of about 100 
feet, and also for about 190 feet from D street extending towards 
Alger street. The work was discontinued in September, 1919, 
as it was believed that the sewer had been sufficiently repaired. 
The total length of sewer repaired in 1918 and 1919 is approxi- 
mately 550 feet. 


BROADWAY SURFACE STATION. 


Plans and specifications have been prepared for extending 
the roof of the shelter at the Broadway Surface Station, which 
extension was requested of the Transit Department by the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company. 


BOYLSTON STREET SUBWAY. 


MASSACHUSETTS SURFACE STATION. 


A description of the progress of the construction of the 
Massachusetts Surface Station from the beginning of the work 
to January 31, 1919; may be found in the final report of the 
Boston Transit Commission, and in the report of the Transit 
Department of the City of Boston for the year ending January 
31, 1919. 

The station was opened for traffic November 29, 1919. 

The work of building the forms for casing the steel girders 
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spanning the Boston & Albany Railroad tracks, and for con- 
structing the reinforced concrete floor upon them, pouring the 
concrete and the removal of the forms was accomplished without 
the least interruption to the traffic of the trains below. 

The Boylston street front of the station, except the balus- 
trade on the top, was finished April 29, 1919. The design is 
similar to the front on Newbury street. It is of reinforced 
concrete, 15 inches thick, with panels. All of the surface 
is rubbed to a smooth finish. The balustrade on top of the wall 
is made of reinforced concrete. The balusters were made in 
moulds at the stock yard, set in place on top of the building; 
the posts and rails holding them in place were built on the 
work. 

The design of the side walls of the station consists of rein- 
forced concrete panels between the steel columns which support 
the roof trusses. Each panel, excepting those adjacent to 
buildings, contains three windows, each window being 11 feet 
7 inches by 4 feet 8 inches. The concrete balustrade, of the 
same design as on the fronts of the station, is carried along on 
the top of the side walls. 

The roof of the station, consisting of reinforced concrete two 
inches thick over steel purlins and roof trusses, is covered by an 
“asphalt built-up roof’’ consisting of three layers of asphalt- 
saturated felt and four thick moppings of asphalt. 

Besides the large windows in the sides of the station, there 
are nineteen hip skylights, each 4 feet 4 inches by 9 feet 8 inches. 
These lights are of ribbed wired glass set in inclined copper 
frames. 

Both the exterior and interior finish of the station, on the 
surface level, was obtained by rubbing the faces of the concrete 
with carborundum stones to a smooth surface. The roof 
trusses are painted a light gray to reflect the light as well as to 
match the color of the concrete. 

The platforms are surfaced with granolithic 4 inches in thick- 
ness and have a rough broomed finish to prevent slipping. 

Access to the roof is by means of an iron stairway in the south- 
east corner of the station, near the Boylston street front. This 
stairway, as well as the one leading from Public Alley 444 down 
to the room just north of the Boston & Albany Railroad tracks 
and at that level, also the gates at both the Boylston street and 
the Newbury street front, were made at the steel shop of the 
Transit Department and assembled on the work. 
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The concrete stairs for the station were cast at the stock 
yard of the Transit Department in units of one tread and one 
riser with safety tread attached, and were set in place on the 
work. Oak hand rails, one on each side of and one in the 
center of the stairways leading to the station below, have been 
installed. 

The passageways, toilet rooms, etc., are finished in white 
cement plaster above a terrazzo wainscot, all to match the 
interior finish of the subway station below. 

Inside of the station the trough in which the railway company 
laid the ties and rails has been filled with concrete to the grade 
of the top of the rail. 

Plate No. 1 shows a view of this station from Boylston street.

sidewalk, 342 sq. yds.; granolithic sidewalk, 253 sq. yds.; edgestone 
reset, 379 lin. ft.

Boylston street, from near Massachusetts avenue easterly 
to the railroad bridge, has been regraded and repaved. The 
change of grade was made necessary on account of the grade 
for the tracks in the surface station, and the grade of the station 
was necessarily fixed at a height to give ample clearance for the 
railroad trains passing below. The old pavement in the street 
was of asphalt except in the track location. About two thirds 
of the area repaved is of recut granite blocks with grout joints; 
the remainder is of asphalt. The Boston Elevated Railway 
Company raised its tracks in Boylston street and laid track 
connections into the station. 
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PAVING IN NEWBURY STREET AND IN THE INTERSECTING 
PoRTION OF MASSACHUSETTS AVENUE. 


Construction Data. 


Contractor: James Doherty. 

Amount of bid: $10,180 (see Appendix I). 

Date of contract: June 13, 1919. 

Date of beginning of work: July 2, 1919. 

Time for completion named in contract: 30 days. 

Date of certificate of completion: September 18, 1919. 

Total amount of work done under the principal items of the contract: 
Paving with new granite blocks and grout joints, 905 sq. yds.; cutting 
and paving with recut granite blocks and grout joints, 588 sq. yds.; 
cement sand bed, 1,493 sq. yds.; asphalt paving, 123 sq. yds.; concrete 
base, 195 cu. yds.; grout in broken stone ballast, 12 cu. yds.; brick 
sidewalk relaid, 253 sq. yds.; granolithic sidewalk, 227 sq. yds.; edge- 
stone reset, 466 lin. ft. 

Assistant engineer in charge of work: Wibur W. Davis. 


The grade of Newbury street from Massachusetts Avenue to 
a point 114 feet east of the station has been raised to meet the 
grade of the tracks from the station and the surface of the 
street has been repaved. New granite block pavement, with 
grout joints laid on a six inch concrete base, takes the place of 
the old wood block pavement. In conjunction with the work 
of repaving by the contractor, the Boston Elevated Railway 
Co. laid tracks on Newbury street and the connections with 
the old tracks on Massachusetts avenue. 


ARLINGTON STATION. 


Construction Data. 


Location and description of structures: The station, as planned, will be 
350 feet in length, centred at the middle of Arlington street. The 
sidewalls of the Boylston Street Subway are to be removed for the 
length of the station, platforms are to be built on each side and new 
sidewalls and roof together with a lobby under the intersection of the 
streets with entrances and exits at each of the four corners of Arlington 
and Boylston streets are to be built. 

Contractor for construction of steel and reinforced concrete structure 
and date of contract: Hugh Nawn Contracting Co., October 8, 1919. 

Amount of bid: $474,550 (see Appendix R). 

Date of completion named in contract: December 31, 1920. 

Total amount of work done to date under the principal items of the con- 
tract: Excavation, about 4,750 cu. yds.; old masonry removed, about 
339 cu. yds.; subway concrete removed, about 225 cu. yds.; standard 
concrete placed, about 442 cu. yds.; structural steel placed, about 30 
tons; steel rods used for reinforcing concrete, about 37 tons. 
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Number of men ordinarily employed by the contractor for construction 
of steel and reinforced concrete structure during the progress of the work: 
Day, about 100. 

Character of earth found in excavation: About 12 feet of filling, then 
about 4 feet of silty sand and gravel, then about 4 feet of clay with sand 
and peat, then about 15 feet of fine sand with a little gravel and clay; 
below this, stiff blue clay. 

Disposition of surplus earth: Filling lot in Fenway off Boylston Road on 
the easterly side of Audubon Road, and in lot on northerly side of Stuart 
street, between Paine Furniture Company and Berkeley Street. 

Assistant engineer in charge of construction: Robert B. Farwell. 


The contract between the City and the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company for the use of the Arlington Station was 
signed July 16, 1919. Under the provisions of Section 18, 
Chapter 342 of the Special Acts of 1916, it was provided that 
the construction of the station should begin within one month 
after the contract was made. Therefore a temporary contract, 
on a percentage basis, was made with the Hugh Nawn Contract- 
ing Company to begin the work while the plans were being 
drawn sufficiently in detail to call for bids for building the 
station. The fencing in of a yard for the storage of material 
near the work was begun August 13 at the intersection of St. 
James avenue, Providence street and Arlington street. On the 
15th of August excavation for the station was begun in the 
sidewalk near the southwesterly corner of Arlington and Boyls- 
ton streets. The preliminary work consisted in excavating in 
front of and under the foundation wall of the building numbered 
324 to 334 Boylston street and the underpinning of a portion 
of the Boylston street front of the building. The amount of 
this temporary contract was about $9,000. 

On October 1, 1919, bids were opened for the construction 
of the station. The Hugh Nawn Contracting Company, 
being the lowest bidder, was awarded the contract. The 
contractor continued the underpinning of the building num- 
bered 324 to 334 Boylston street and extended the excavation 
both to the east and to the west. Up to the date of this report 
the work has been confined to the part of the station on the 
southerly side of the subway structure. The excavation on 
this side is nearly all done to the west of Arlington street and 
‘is in various stages across Arlington street and to the east. 
The underpinning of the buildings has been completed, these 
buildings being a portion of No. 306, Nos. 308 to 310 and Nos. 
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324 to 334 Boylston street. A portion of the southerly side- 
wall of the station in Arlington street and most of the southerly 
sidewall west of Arlington street extending nearly to the 
westerly end of the station has been built. The footings for 
eight platform columns have been put in position and the 
work of setting the columns and girders has been started. 

The general method of operation has been to excavate on 
the southerly side of the subway, at the same time driving 
4-inch tongue and groove sheet piling on the side of the trench 
nearest to the buildings and bracing it to the existing subway 
wall. Following the earth excavation, the concrete backwall 
of the old subway is removed by the use of drills operated 
by compressed air. Holes are cut at intervals into the old 
subway wall near the bottom for inserting steel beams for 
footings of the new columns. ‘The new concrete invert is put 
in at the time when the footing beams are set. ‘The new rein- 
forced concrete sidewall is then built next to the sheet piling. 
Holes are cut into the existing subway wall under the old roof 
grade for inserting the new roof beams. After this the steel 
columns, longitudinal girders and roof beams are being placed 
in the order given. 


EAST BOSTON TUNNEL. 


A small labor force was employed during the early part of 
the year in completing the work of increasing the height of 
the refuge niches in the sidewalls of the tunnel. These same 
men then scraped both tunnel walls between the Atlantic 
Avenue station and Lewis street in East Boston to remove all 
deposits of lime carbonate, dirt, etc., which might serve as 
retainers of dampness or pockets for holding leakage water. 

The stopping of small leaks in the construction joints and 
the filling of relatively porous places in the concrete, by grout- 
ing, has been continued. About ten cubic yards of neat 
cement grout, made from a cement low in alumina, was used 
in this work. 

In January, 1920, the force was increased by transferring 
some of the laborers employed at the stock yard to the East 
Boston Tunnel so that at present seventeen men are employed 
on the repair work under the direction of Thomas H. Keenan, 
Foreman-Inspector. 
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STOCKYARD AT C AND CYPHER STREETS, 
SOUTH BOSTON. 


In the yard at 14 Cypher street, South Boston, are located 
the steel shop for fabricating structural steel, the laboratory 
for testing materials, and sheds for the storage of cement and 
for the storage and bending of steel reinforcing rods. An 
electrically operated 10-ton locomotive crane is used for unload- 
ing from the cars and piling the structural steel and for subse- 
quent handling for fabrication and delivery. 

There has been received at the stockyard during the year: 

50 tons of asphalt for waterproofing, 
10,000 sq. yds. of waterproofing fabric, 
40 tons of steel reinforcing rods, 
425 tons of structural steel and iron, 
7,810 barrels of cement. 


WorkK DONE IN THE PHYSICAL AND CHEMICAL 
TESTING LABORATORY. 


Routine tests as follows have been made on samples taken 
from 7,600 barrels of cement of various brands: Soundness 
by the boiling test; fineness by the 100 and 200 mesh sieves; 
setting time by the Gilmore needles; tensile strength of neat 
briquettes at the age of 24 hours, 7 days and 28 days, and of 
mortar briquettes, made in the proportion, by weight, of 1 
part of cement to 3 parts of standard Ottawa sand, at the 
ages of 7 days and 28 days. 


Many chemical analyses were made to make sure that the 
cement furnished contained less than 6% of alumina, as required 
by the contracts. Previous tests had shown that, in general, 
those brands of cement that contained a low percentage of 
alumina would best resist the action of acid ground water or 
seawater. The ground water in the Back Bay district was 
found to be slightly acid, and for this reason it was deemed 
best to use low alumina cements in the construction of the 
Arlington Station. 

Long Time Tests—— Five and ten year briquette tests have 
been obtained on various brands of cement which are under- 
going long time tests. 

Tests on Waterproofing.— Two carloads of asphalt and one 
carload of asphalt saturated cloth, for waterproofing pur- 
poses, have been carefully inspected and tested. 
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The asphalt was tested for: melting point, loss in weight 
when heated at 325 degrees F. for 7 hours, and solubility in 
cold carbon disulphide. 

Tests on the cloth were made to determine: the weight of 
the saturated and unsaturated material per square yard, the 
amount of asphalt saturation per square yard, the solubility 
of the asphalt saturation in cold carbon disulphide, tensile 
strength and elongation of saturated and unsaturated cloth, 
both lengthwise and crosswise. 

Waterproofing Investigation.— Tests which had been started 
in 1917 to determine the effect of pressure on a membrane 
waterproofing system were completed and additional data 
obtained on the tensile strength of specimens of waterproofing. 
Tests on the brittle point of both pitch and asphalt were made. 

Water Analyses—— Chemical analyses were made on a num- 
ber of samples of leakage water obtained in the East Boston 
Tunnel. The chief purpose of these analyses was to deter- 
mine the chlorine and sulphate contents of the samples for 
comparison with seawater. 

Seawater Tests—Some cement was given the accelerated 
test in concentrated seawater, by the method mentioned in the 
Twentieth and Twenty-first Annual Reports of the Boston 
Transit Commission, to determine its fitness for use if placed in 
_ contact with acid water or with seawater. The testing and 
laboratory work is done under the direction of Philip B. Walker, 
Assistant Engineer. 


WorkK DONE IN THE STRUCTURAL STEEL SHOP. 


All steelwork used during the year in the Massachusetts 
Surface Station, Sections E, G, H and J of the Dorchester 
Tunnel, and on City Bridge repairs where requested by the 
Public Works Department, was fabricated in the shop and 
erected by men from the shop. Steelwork for Arlington 
Station is being fabricated in the shop and will be erected by 
the contractor for the station. 

Work on the Massachusetts Surface Station consisted of 
station steelwork, stair treads, stairways, fences, window 
gratings, gates, etc. 

Work on Sections E, G, H and J of the Dorchester Tunnel 
consisted of fabricating and erecting ladders and gratings for 
pumpwells and emergency exits. 

The work performed for the Bridge Division of the Public 
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Works Department consisted of the following: Harvard Bridge, 
jacking up and inserting shims under draw span which weighed 
about 200 tons; Broadway Bridge, over New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad tracks, repairs to floor beams and fabri- 
cating new stringers and scuppers; Dover Street Bridge, 
repairs to machinery support, etc.; Northern Avenue Bridge, 
repairs to draw span centering device; Norfolk Street Bridge 
(north) — jacking up, moving to and lowering into new posi- 
tion the entire bridge which weighed about 220 tons, also 
adding new sidewalks and new fence, etc.; Charlestown Bridge, 
repairing gates several times and fabricating and _ erecting 
new floor beams on ends of draw span, etc.; Boylston Street 
Bridge, over Boston & Albany Railroad tracks, fabricating, 
repairing and erecting new struts and tie plates and also repair- 
ing fence; also miscellaneous work on several other bridges. 
The expense of doing this work is charged to the Public Works 
Department, and for the past year was about 40% of the total 
expense of the shop. | 

Thirteen skilled iron workers are employed in the shop and 
on erection. The work at the steel shop is under the direction 
of Samuel C. Lyman. 


TRAFFIC TUNNEL. 


In accordance with your instructions, and under the direc- 
tion of the Joint Board comprising the Massachusetts Com- 
mission on Waterways ‘and Public Lands and the Transit 
Department of the City of Boston, the Engineering Division 
of the Transit Department, acting in conjunction with the 
Engineer of the State Commission, made studies and estimates 
of cost for a tunnel for vehicular traffic to connect Boston and 
East Boston. Much valuable information on file in this office, 
which was obtained by the Boston Transit Commission prior 
to the construction of the East Boston Tunnel for electric car 
traffic, was made use of. The plan which was recommended, 
together with the results of the investigations, are contained in

OF THE 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1919-20. 


Boston, February 1, 1920. 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of Boston: 


Sir,-— The annual report of the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures is herewith submitted for your approval. 

The year has been replete with incidents that have 
called for our service of protection to the public in the 
matter of everyday business transactions. The war 
period, while being exceptionally busy and trying, has 
been followed by a year in which the average householder 
has been forced to watch closely the prices and weights 
of the necessaries of life, and the strain caused by the 
constant shortage of commodities and the abnormal 
prices has had an effect on the purchasing public that 
has lead them to believe that most sales were doubtful 
and needed investigation, with the result that we have 
been continually investigating complaints that were in 
many instances legitimate and in many others without 
foundation. The shortage of coal and the high prices 
- charged has been a source from which hundreds of these 
complaints originated by the long suffering public. 
Many unscrupulous coal dealers have been dealt with by 
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the courts, but it is a pleasure to say that the larger 
companies have always been eager to co-operate with us. 
and have never been found wanting in an emergency. 
Their weights have been accurate and their spirit in 
investigations has always been of a helpful nature. The 
so-called chain grocery stores have been constantly 
increasing in numbers in all parts of the city with their 
new scales and measures that have needed our attention; 
manufacturing plants which have been figuring close on 
all weights have been soliciting our services more often 
than the law demands and in some instances have 
wanted us to test and seal their devices monthly; the 
influx of soldiers entering business has added many 
hundreds of devices on the market that have called for 
our attention, and the retailer, fearing that the accuracy 
of his devices might be the cause of him losing money on 
small margined profit articles, has been constantly 
demanding that we test his devices more often than in 
the past. ‘These causes, coupled with our usual duties, 
have added a tremendous amount of work during the 
year and we have endeavored to meet all demands and 
see that justice was done in every case, whether it be to 
the dealer or the customer. The staff in our department 
has been small for the amount of work that we have been 
called upon to do, but I am pleased to say that all have 
taken more than ordinary interest in the situation and 
have always been able to keep the situation well in hand. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


As in past years the department is under the control 
of the Sealer of Weights and Measures, who has as his 
assistants ten deputy sealers, a chief clerk and a mechani- 
cian. The personnel for the department is small when 
the amount of work that we are called upon to do is 
considered and, if financial conditions allow, it is impera- 
tive that the forces be augmented in the near future. 
The work is divided into three classes: (1) Sealing of 
devices at the headquarters; (2) Sealing at the various 
places where devices are used; (3) Inspections of articles 
sold and complaint department, with the incidental 
court work. The last section has grown in the past few 
years tremendously and this work of inspection and 
court proceedings forms about fifty per cent of our 
duties. During the past year the law relative to fees 
charged for work done has been amended and today we 
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charge for sealing done at the office, except during the 
first thirty days of our fiscal year, when all devices 
brought to the office are done without charge. Two 
deputies are detailed to the office for sealing, two are 
supervising sales and following up complaints — while 
the others are going about their various districts sealing 
devices and inspecting sales made in the stores. The 
fees charged at present are according to the General 
Acts of 1919, chapter 128, which provides the following: 


SrecTION 34. Sealers of weights and measures shall receive 
fees as follows: For sealing (a) all scales with a capacity of 
more than five thousand pounds, one dollar each; (b) all scales 
with a weighing capacity of one hundred to five thousand 
pounds, fifty cents each; (c) all other scales, balances and 
measures on pumps, ten cents each, and (d) all weights and 
other measures, three cents each. They shall also receive 
reasonable compensation for all necessary repairs, alterations 
and adjustments made by them. : 


This law went into effect on July 24, 1919, and while 
it allows a higher price on some devices it also reduces 
on others, making the total income practically the same 
as In past years.

7,269 devices were brought to the office to have the seal 
attached.

STORE INSPECTIONS. 


The condition of unrest caused by the war instead of 
diminishing with the signing of the armistice left us in 
an unprecedented condition of shortage of commodities, 
high prices, unscrupulous dealers and a wearied public, 
the combination of which meant continual complaining 
and the resulting inspections caused by these complaints. 
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During the campaign of inspections 1,479 stores were 
visited on complaints; 425 produce pedlers were 
inspected on the street, and 762 coal teams while deliver- 
ing loads to customers were held up in transit and the 
loads reweighed. The complete list of inspections made 
were as follows:

These complaints lead up to the inspections 
enumerated above and included a wide range of com- 
modities. Among other commodities examined the list 
shows reweighs on sheet gold sold to dentists for filling 
purposes. This inspection unearthed the fact that 
dentists were being continually short-weighted on these 
articles and the practices has now been stopped. A 
complaint on short measured root beer was found to be 
legitimate and the retailer who made the complaint not 
only secured protection for himself but for others when 
‘the distributor was haled into court and fined for the 
offence. Sheep manure was being sold in short weight 
packages. The practice was stopped and the dealers 
reprimanded. Witch hazel sold in small bottles by a 
local chain department store was the cause of complaint 
and the product was condemned and the sales ordered 
stopped in all stores until rectified. Short bottles in 
which liquor was being sold at high prices were taken 
from the shelves in the stores complained about. A

woman in Springfield complained of spices being short 
weight. The spices were put up in small packages in 
Boston. Investigation proved their scales to be correct 
but the accuracy of the operators were at fault. The 
packages complained of were discontinued and not only 
Boston but other cities and towns received the protection 
on this move. A local taxicab concern, which had 
honest meters but dishonest operators, who, after the 
meters were sealed, manipulated them in the wrong 
manner, lost considerable money because of their acts. 
The matter was investigated at length with the result 
that a system of dishonest methods on the part of the 
operators was stopped and the meters resealed. Crushed 
stone, sand and cement used by contractors were the 
cause of complaints and the inspections stopped illegal 
practices. 


Court PROCEEDINGS. 


The result of our investigations resulted in many 
offenders being summoned to court. We prosecute all 
our own cases and when the investigation shows that the 
act was one of premeditation, and not an error, we 
immediately take the matter to court. During the year 
we have prosecuted thirty-five cases, thirty-four being 
found guilty and one being discharged. The court 
record is as follows:

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The cases mentioned above are without exception 
those who have recently entered the city to do business 
or have never been before us on similar acts. The 
fact that a case is thoroughly investigated before a 
man is brought to court does justice to all concerned 
and it is a proven fact that once a man is found guilty 
of an offence we have no fear that he will give any 
trouble in this way in the future. It is safe to say that 
most all cases are those of unscrupulous dealers who 
commit acts at the sacrifice of their future business. 
The well established dealer in Boston has a reputation 
to hold and we find that in all cases, if complaints are 
made, he is always ready to help and co-operate in 
every possible manner. The coal prosecutions are 
wholly those of small itinerant vendors and while a 
majority of them are honest we are always on the watch 
for the unscrupulous dealer whose acts cast reflections 
on all dealers of his commodities. 


New LEGISLATION ENACTED DURING THE YEAR. 


Legislation that has affected the duties of this depart- 
ment during the past year has consisted mainly of 
amendments of laws which have been found necessary 
in our daily routine. During 1918 the Legislature 
enacted, in chapter 257, 1918, a general consolidation 
of state laws which were to take effect upon passage 
but owing to the immense amount of work necessary 
to finish this general consolidation it was found neces- 
sary to postpone the date of effect until February 1, 
1920. Many changes were made that affected the 
Department of Weights and Measures and these laws 
are at this writing in vogue. Chapter 22 authorized 
that disabled war veterans could be granted a special 
license to peddle and hawk without license fee being 
charged. This license was to be issued by the State 
Commissioner of Standards. Chapter 63 made it a 
misdemeanor, punishable by fine or imprisonment, to 
include any foreign substance in bailing or packing any 
commodity so!d by weight with intent to defraud. 
This law was enacted to prevent dealers loading bales 
of waste paper, rags and other materials which sold at 
high prices with stone, bricks, etc., numerous cases of 
which had been found. Chapter 91, which took effect 
on January 1, 1920, changed the law relative to the sale 
of coke, charcoal and kindling wood. ‘These commodities 
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must now be sold, if by baskets, in standardized bushel 
or multiple of a bushel and must be sealed and plainly 
marked with their capacity thereon. Heretofore many 
shapes and sizes of containers were used and the public 
constantly suffered by getting less than they paid for. 
Chapter 128, regulating and establishing a new schedule 
of fees to be charged for sealing, went into effect on 
July 23,1919. Chapter 350, consolidating state depart- 
ments, abolished’ the Department of Standards of the 
State under whose supervising authority all-local sealers 
of weights and measures conducted their duties. This 
department, under State Commissioner Thure Hanson, 
has now passed into history and the duties have been 
transferred to the new State Department of Labor 
and Industry, under the personal supervision of a 
director of standards. The city department works in 
conjunction with this division of standards and under 
the new régime we look to see a very successful conduct 
of weights and measures affairs. ‘During the year we 
hope to have enacted a law which will allow manufacturers 
of ice cream cans to seal them at the time of manufac- 
ture. This will protect dealers in this commodity as 
well as lighten the burden of sealing annually thousands 
of these containers in use. 


SEALING OF OTHER SPECIAL DEVICES. 


During the year we have tested and sealed the drug 
store devices to insure accuracy in this most important 
branch of everyday business. New laws have made 
it imperative that clinical thermometers shall be sealed 
as well as the glass graduates in use. ‘The scales and the 
various weights — avoirdupois, troy and metric — are 
sealed annually so that in case of sickness accuracy is 
certain as far as the devices are concerned. ‘Taxicab 
meters, leather measuring machines, gasolene tanks, 
measuregraphs, as well as all other measuring devices 
used in stores, manufacturing plants, railroad yards and 
on peddlers’, junk dealers’, ice and coal teams, have all 
had our attention and the condition at the end of the 
fiscal year was very satisfactory. 


CONCLUSION. 


We hope that during the coming year the finances 
of the city will allow additional help to be appointed to 
meet the great increase in our duties. Under the hard 
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circumstances we have had a very trying year but feel 
that the protection given the public has been of material 
advantage to all citizens. The force of employees have 
taken the task well in hand and it is a pleasure to thank 
each man individually for the manner in which he has 
carried out his official duties and the good results that 
he has helped to attain for the Weights and Measures 
Department for the City of Boston in the year 1919-20.
